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Court  Test  For  New  Law 

Meeting  of  State  Association  Trustees  at  Columbus  Authorizes  Suit 

Against  Graduated  Automobile  Tax 


BULLETIN 

Arguments  on  the  injurct  on  suit  brought  by  the 
Ohio  State  Automobi'e  Association  were  heard  by 
Coirmon  Pleas  Judge  E.  B.  Kinkead  of  the  Franklin 
county  common  pleas  couit,  Monday,  Jan.  5.  Attor- 
ney General  John  G.  Price  represented  the  state  with 
As  sis  ants  Gerhart  and  Laylin.  The  State  Associa- 
tion was  represented  by  Attorneys  Meals  and  Saviers. 


The  Ohio  State  Automobile  Asso- 
ciation will  test  the  constitutionalitj' 
of  the  new  automobile  tax  law  in  the 
courts.  This  action  was  determined 
on  at  a  meeting  of  the  officers  and 
board  of  directors  held  at  Coltmibus, 
December  17.  The  bill  was  passed  by 
both  houses  of  the  legislature  after 
being  freely  amended. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  the  bill,  as 
originally  introduced,  was  killed  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  following  a 
fight  by  the  automobile  clubs  of  the 
state.  Many  amendments  were  then 
proposed  and  written  into  the  measure. 
The  State  Grange  and  similar  organi- 
zations endorsed  the  bill  and  at  the 
behest  of  the  Republican  State  Ad- 
\'isory  Committee  it  was  reconsidered 
and  passed  by  both  houses  of  the  legis- 
lature. 

The  bill,  as  amended,  fixed  different 
rates  for  the  taxation  of  cars  from 
those  originally  proposed.  Passenger 
cars  were  placed  in  three  classes,  rated 
according  to  horsepower,  with  fiat[:fees 
on  each  of  these  three  classes.  Cars 
up  to  twenty-five  horsepower  would 
pay  $8.00;  cars  up  to  thirty-five  horse- 
power $12,  and  beyond  thirty-five 
horsepower,  $20.  Trucks  pay  accord- 
ing to  the  same  horsepower  rating  and 
in  addition  20  cents  per  hundred 
pounds  of  combined  weight  of  vehicle 


and  load.  This  would  make  the  rate  of  a  5-ton 
truck,  $48.  The  dealer's  fee  was  fixed  at  $20  for  the 
original  registration  and  $2  for  each  duplicate  set  of 
tags.  After  April  1st  three-fourths  of  the  normal 
fee  is  charged,  one-half  after  July  1,  and  one-fourth 
after  October  1. 

There  was  eliminated  from  the  bill  the  feature 
placing  the  distribution  of  tags  in  the  hands  of 
county  auditors  and  giving  the  county  auditor  a

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fee  of  20  cents  for  each  set  of  tags 
issued  in  his  county. 

The  money  to  be  derived  from  this 
new  measure  is  to  be  used  exclusively 
for  the  maintenance  of  streets  and 
roads.  Half  of  the  money  goes  to  the 
State  Highway  Department,  to  be  used 
in  the  maintenance  of  the  state  high- 
way system;  the  other  portion  is  re- 
turned to  the  city  or  other  taxing  dis- 
trict in  which  it  originates.  This  means 
that  half  of  the  fees  paid  on  cars 
owned  in  Cleveland,  Akron,  Columbus, 
or  other  cities,  returns  to  the  city  treas- 
ury of  that  municipality,  to  be  used 
solely  for  the  maintenance  of  streets. 
On  cars  owned  outside  of  municipal- 
ities, half  of  the  receipts,  which  would 
otherwise  go  to  a  city,  goes  into  a 
county  road  fund. 

Following  the  passage  of  the  bill, 
the  trustees  and  officers  of  the  Ohio 
State  Automobile  Association  were 
called  to  meet  in  Colimibus  to  deter- 
mine what  further  steps  should  be 
taken.  It  was  decided  to  bring  a  suit 
to  enjoin  the  operation  of  the  new  law 
on  the  ground  that  it  discriminates 
against  the  automobile  owner  and  that 
it  is  double  taxation  and  hence  un- 
constitutional. 

The  conduct  of  this  suit  was  placed 
in  the  hands  of  Judge  Walter  D.  Aieals,  Cleveland, 
president  of  the  state  organization,  and  C.  D.  Saviers, 
Columbus,  who,  it  will  be  remembered,  was  one  of 
the  counsel  for  the  State  Association  in  its  fight  of 
five  years  ago  against  a  similar  law  passed  by  the 
Ohio  legislature.

Applications  for  1920  number  plates  will  not  be 
received  until  the  status  of  the  new  automobile  tax 
law  is  determined. 

Until  the  suit  is  decided,  no  applications  will  be 
accepted  by  the  state  automobile  department,  by 
automobile  clubs  or  other  branch  bureaus. 

As  soon  as  the  constitutionality  of  the  graduated 
tax  law  is  finally  determined,  number  plates  will  be 
distributed.  All  preparations  to  this  end  have  been 
made.  The  1920  tags  are  dark  blue  with  white  letter- 
ing and  were  manufactured  at  the  state  penitentiary.

Biggest  in  Area— Cars  Reflect  Superior  Quality  Over  Other  Years- 
Magnificent  Spectacle — Two  Orchestras 


Twice  as  great  in  area,  with  every  type  of  motor 
vehicle  represented,  in  the  most  resplendent  sur- 
roundings ever  given  such  an  exposition,  the  19th 
annual  Cleveland  automobile  show  opens  Saturday 
January  17  in  Wigmore  Coliseum. 

It  is  not  only  the  most  remarkable  motor  exposi-> 
tion  ever  presented  in  this  state  but  it  is  a  topnotchcr 
among  the  biggest  in  the  world. 

Additional  space  has  permitted  the  accommoda- 
tion of  twice  the  number  of  exhibits  ever  before 
presented.  With  a  year  since  the  close  of  the  war, 
the  manufacturers  have  been  able  to  turn  out  a 
series  of  models  that  show  remarkable  advancements 
over  previous  accomplishments. 

When  preparations  were  set  under  way  for  this 
year's  show,  lease  was  taken  on  an  addition  which 
had  been  completed  to  the  coliseum  building.  This 
annex  opens  directly  from  the  colisetun,  and  with  the 
additional  30,000  square  feet  was  expected  to 
accommodate  the  normal  growth  of  the  Cleveland 
automobile  industry.  Applications  for  space  proved 
that  even  this  new  space  would  not  meet  the  full 
requirements.  The  upper  floor  of  the  annex  also 
has  been  leased,  and  this,  also,  is  crowded  to  its 
capacity  with  automobile  and  accessory  exhibits. 

The  added  area  means  greater  accommodation 
for  exhibits  and  also  more  room  and  greater  comfort 
for  spectators. 

No  accessory  exhibits  whatever  are  in  the  Coli- 
seum proper,  this  being  confined  entirely  to  cars. 
In  the  annex  there  are  two  rows  of  automobile 
spaces  the  length  of  the  building.  Around  the  four 
walls  are  accessory  displays,  and  these  are  by  far 
more  numerous,  more  varied  and  more  interesting 
than  ever  before.

ness  the  triumphant  and  successful  position  attained 
by  the  automobile  industr)'  today.  The  designing 
architect  was  E.  W.  Campbell,  who  declares  the 
spectacles  executed  for  the  1920  show  in  Cleveland 
are  superior  to  any  of  those  his  concern  has  built  in 
Merchanics  Hall,  Boston;  Grand  Central  Palace, 
New  York,  or  Madison  Square  Garden. 

"May time  in  Arcadia"  is  the  theme  of  the  decor- 
ations in  the  Coliseimi  proper,  the  effect  being  carried 
out  by  the  creation  of  a  vast  apple  orchard  in  full 
blossom. 

The  entrance  arches  at  the  head  of  the  inclined 
entrance  are  finished  octagonally  in  Sienna  marble 
eflfect  and  pendant  in  the  double  arch  are  striking 
electroliers  original  in  conception  and  rich  in  color 
and  lighting  effect.  They  are  composed  of  frosted 
metal  studded  with  lamps,  with  circles  of  silk  ribbon 
and  glass  pendants. 

Every  column  in  the  vast  building  is  treated  with 
]3erfectly  simtdated  bark,  real  branches  and  in- 
nvmierable  clusters  of  apple  blossoms.  The  entire 
scene  is  one  vast  orchard  in  bloom,  full  of  the  breath 
and  inspiration  of  the  coming  Spring. 

The  outer  walls  are  framed  in  perspective  with 
trees  showing  at  intervals  and  the  blue  sky  beyond. 
A  rustic  structure,  suitable  in  every  way  to  the  gen- 
eral scheme,  is  provided  for  the  orchestra.  Old- 
fashioned  flowers  and  hollyhocks  are  growing  about 
the  base,  with  hanging  vines  and  flowers  from  above. 

Entrance  to  the  new  building  is  through  a 
canopy  of  electric  arches  into  a  "Florentine  Patio." 
The  details  are  worked  out  on  the  renaissance  order. 
The  scores  of  columns  are  treated  in  a  dull  gold  and 
\ari-colored  effect  in  brocade  with  four  huge  flam- 
beaux with  globes  embellishing  each  colimm.  These 
are  in  matted  gold,  and  above  to  the  ceiling  the 
columns  are  enclosed  in  fretwork  connected  with 
those  adjoining  by  fabrics  of  many  hues.    The  side 
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walls  are  entirely  concealed  by  green,  onyx-finished 
tablets,  over  which  is  represented  an  elaborately 
wrought  iron  fencing  in  the  period  of  the  renaissance. 
Through  this  open  tracery  can  be  seen  the  blue  sky 
with  suggestions  of  towering  poplars. 

Mechanical  Developments 

More  than  60  makes  are  represented.  There  are 
gasoline,  steam  and  electric  cars  in  a  broad  range  of 
price. 

Development  seems  to  be  in  the*  direction  of 
higher  quality.  With  the  present  demand,  manu- 
facturers evidently  have  not  seen  the  necessity  of 
building  for  price  and  they  are  putting  quality  first. 
There  still  remains,  of  course,  the  market  in  which 
price  is  a  primary  consideration  and  this  is  bringing 
a  large  number  of  manufacturers  into  the  two-car 
field.  An  increasing  number  are  building  a  low 
priced  car,  turned  out  in  quantities,  and  also  one  at 
a  higher  price  in  which  luxury  is  the  principal  con- 
sideration. 

Lighter  reciprocating  parts  are  noticed  on  the 
1920  cars.  Smoother  engines  and  better  accelera- 
tion are  being  achieved  by  means  of  this  line  of  de- 
velopment. The  hot-spot  and  other  types  of  heated 
intake  manifolds  are  also  making  appearance  in 
increased  nimibers.  There  is  also  growth  in  the  use 
of  the  high-pressure  oiling  system.  There  are  new 
features  in  cooling,  including  increased  attention  to 
air  cooling  and  radiators  with  variable  cooling  areas. 
There  is  also  a  trend  toward  lighter  axle  construction, 
and  a  new  field  of  development  is  in  placing  brakes 
on  the  transmission. 

Some  of  these  new  mechanical  ideas  are  out- 
growths of  war  work,  but  not  since  the  early  days 
of  the  industry,  when  car  building  was  less  standard- 
dize,  has  there  been  so  much  of  mechanical  interest. 

Special  Days  Arranged 

A  series  of  special  events  has  been  arranged, 
lending  an  added  interest  to  the  exposition.  The 
show  opens  Saturday,  Jan.  17,  and  remains  open  the 
entire  week  following.  Special  musical  features 
are  on  the  program  for  Standay.  Monday  will  be 
dealer  day.  There  will  be  a  big  gathering  of  motor 
tradesmen,  meeting  at  noon  at  the  HoUenden.

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Snow  Removal 

The  larger  part  of  the  tonnage  of 
all  railroads  is  transported  over  the 
highways  in  part  of  its  course  of  dis- 
tribution. 

A  highway  is  built  for  utilitarian 
purposes  only.  Because  of  this  a  road 
repair  is  made  when  necessary. 

We  have  generally  overlooked  the 
necessity  of  snow  removal. 

If  our  highways  are  to  be  100  per 
cent  efficient  it  is  very  essential  that 
the  traffic  be  not  obstructed  by  snow. 

Mail,  parcel  post  and  express  ser- 
vice is  as  important  in  winter  as  sum- 
mer. The  transportation  of  coal  and 
other  fuel  is  more  important  in  winter 
than  in  summer  and  upon  main  mar- 
ket roads  and  mail  routes  it  is  just  as 
essential  to  have  them  free  from  snow  as  it  is  for 
railroad  tracks  to  be  free  from  snow. 

We  therefore  must  have  a  method  and  organiza- 
tion for  repair,  maintenance  and  the  removal  of 
snow  or  other  obstructions  at  the  same  time  the 
road  is  opened  for  traffic  The  same  state  highway 
organization  which  is  used  for  maintenance  and  re- 
pair should  be  used  for  snow  removal. 

If  there  were  little  or  no  demand  for  traffic  dur- 
ing snow  weather,  the  cost  of  snow  removal  would 
be  justified  anyway.  If  snow  be  permitted  to  melt 
on  the  road  bed  it  tends  to  soften  the  sub-grade 
and  loosen  the  base  under  the  wearing  surface. 
Evidences  of  these  damages  may  be  seen  after  heavy 
snows  in  the  late  winter  and  early  springtime. 

If  snow  is  not  removed  on  a  trunk  highway,  the 
traffic  will  gradually  break  its  way  through  when 
thaw  begins.  The  traffic  will  create  one  or  two  sets 
of  ruts  or  tracks.  The  constant  tracking  in  the  same 
rut  produces  disastrous  results  to  the  road  surface, 
malang  repairs  difficult  and  expensive. 

A  larger  percentage  of  road  repairs  are  due  to 
winter  traffic  than  to  simimer 
traffic.    This  is  due  to  the 
neglect  of  our  highways  during 
snowtime. 

The  Connecticut  state  re- 
port shows  that  the  total  cost 
of  snow  removal  during  the 
heavy  sfiowf all  winter  of  1917, 
was  slightly  over  $40,000  on  a 
total  of  970  miles.  Including 
the  equipment  the  rate  per 
mile  would  be  about  $45. 
Under  normal  conditions  of 
snow  fall  this  figure  would 
probably  not  reach  $30.  per 
mile.  The  cost  of  snow  re- 
moval, therefore,  is  consider- 
ably less  than  the  cost  of 
damage  to  the  road  itself  if 
the  snow  is  allowed  to  remain 
on  the  surface.  • 

In  Pennsylvania,  during  the 
same  year,  the  cost  of  keeping

snow  from  the  state  highways,  used  mostly  by 
army  trucks,  was  from  $50  to  $500  per  mile. 
Considering  that  the  highest  figures  were  for  the 
cost  of  keeping  the  state  roads  clear  on  the  Alle- 
gheny Mountain  ridges,  it  will  readily  be  seen  that 
even  this  amount  justified  the  saving  that  would 
be  made  in  the  regular  maintenance  cost  of  the 
mountain  roads.

The  automobile  industry  has  remarkable 
digestion.  That  is  one  reason  it  is  alive  today. 
The  motor  car  business  has  been  called  on  during 
its  infant  years  to  assimilate  a  variety  of  trouble- 
makers that  would  have  wrecked  the  constitution 
of  most  businesses. 

But  the  American  automobile  industry  steps  into 
its  23rd  year  only  the  better  and  stronger  for  the  tests 
it  has  been  called  on  to  stand. 

The  present  exposition  is  proof  of  the  heights  of 
success  attained. 

It  is  an  old  story  to  recite  the  dire  predictions 
made  only  a  few  years  ago  regarding  the  ephemereal 
and  boom  quality  of  the  automobile  business.  After 
overcoming  a  vast  popular  prejudice  against  "devil 
wagons"  the  industry  outgrew  its  financial  swaddling 
clothes  and  at  a  critical  jtmcture  was  virtually 
denied  help  from  the  money  powers.  Bankers  were 
saying  that  the  extravagant  expenditures  for  motor 
cars  should  be  curbed  and  financing  •  was  made 
difficult.  The  Alco  car  was  discontinued  by  the 
American  Locomotive  Co.  because  Wall  Street  was 
said  to  look  with  disfavor  on  the  business.  The  de- 
pression of  a  few  years  ago  was  declared  to  b  the 
sure  death  of  the  industry.  Legislation,  burden- 
some taxation  and  financial  disfavor — among  major 
dijBEiculties— failed  to  halt  the  onward  march. 

There  were  dire  days  during  the  recent  war. 
On  top  of  a  slackened  market,  were  placed  all  kinds 
of  restrictions.  And  still  the  industry  progressed. 
The  proud  position  won  today  has  not  been  easily 
attained.  The  motor  industry  has  been  forced  to 
battle  for  all  that  has  been  gained. 

No  doubt  there  will  be  more  difficulties  in  the 
future.    But  if  the  years  to  come  should  present 


a  fairer  prospect  to  the  automobile  industry  it  will 
be  no  more  than  a  fair  and  proper  share. 
So  may  it  be.

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Fine  Meeting  in  Elyria 

State  Officers  and  Local  Officials  Give  Interesting  Talks  At  Lorain 

County  Club's  Annual  Meeting 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Lorain  County  Auto- 
mobile Club,  held  at  Elyria,  was  a  highly  successful 
event.  The  meeting  was  held  in  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  the  speakers  were  officials  of  the  local 
automobile  club  and  the  Ohio  State  Automobile 
association.

tainment  street  and  traffic,  contest  and  show, 
auditing,  legislative,  and  good  roads  and  touring 
routes.  We  have  always  maintained  all  of  these 
committees  and  they  mostly  have  done  excellent 
work,  but  we  could  accomplish  a  great  deal  more  if 
they  will  now  take  upon  themselves  the  importance 
of  the  things  they  are  expected  to  do.  It  is  only  to 
a  couple  of  the  committees  that  I  now  wish  to  refer 
to  with  respect  to  the  work  for  next  year. 

First,  the  membership  committee  I  sincerely 
trust  and  emphatically  urge  that  our  trustees  will 
appoint  a  committee  who  will  go  to  work  at  once 
and  be  satisfied  with  no  less  than  200  members. 
There  are  something  like  400  automobile  owners  in 
this  community  and  we  should  have  at  least  fifty 
per  cent  of  them  as  members  of  this  club,  for  I  wish 
to  assure  you  that  ntimbers  count  for  a  great  deal 
when  any  great  issue  is  at  stake,  and  then  I  consider 
that  it  is  every  atuomobile  owner's  duty  in  this  part 
of  the  county  that  stands  for  the  protection  of  their 
particular  line  of  property.  Every  year  there  are 
new  legislative  members  who  want  to  make  a  great 
name  for  themselves,  and  it  seems  that  the  automo- 
bile owner  is  often  made  the  goat  of  the  selfish  aspir- 
ations of  such  a  one,  and,  were  it  not  for  the  affiliated 
clubs  of  the  state,  we  would  now  doubtless  be  the 
victims  of  much  unjust  legislation  and  to  have  cer- 
tain burdens  of  taxation  that  rightly  belong  to  other 
persons  to  pay.  Be  it  understood,  though,  that  we 
as  a  body  do  not  wish  to  meddle  in  the  affairs  of  the 
state  in  such  a  manner  as  to  interfere  seriously 
with  the  generally  proposed  tax  plan  for  our  com- 
monwealth, for  there  must  be  more  money  raised 
to  meet  growing  demands  of  the  state  for  money 
that  will  be  used  for  the  public  good,  but  we  always 
intend  to  stand  for  all  that  is  right  and  just  in  the 
way  of  protecting  the  interests  of  our  members. 
from  the  things  we  consider  to  be  unjust  and  un- 
reasonable. So,  again,  I  say  it  is  members  and 
more  members  that  we  want  in  our  organization. 
There  shotdd  be  a  personal  canvass  made  through- 
out the  territory  and  no  one  overlooked.  Scores  of 
owners  of  automobiles  have  never  been  approached 
as  to  membership  and  many  more  do  not  Imow  that 
there  is  any  good  that  may  be  accomplished  by  our 
local  organization,  and  I  sincerely  beUeve  that  if 
proper  effort  is  made  there  can  be  secured  not  only 
the  two  htmdred,  but  nearer  seventy-five  per  cent 
of  the  total  number  of  owners.  We  need  their  help ; 
and  in  return  we  can  be  of  considerable  benefit  to 
them.  I 

The  other  committee  that  I  wish  to  refer  to  now  I 
is  the  committee  that  has  at  all  times  rendered  such  I 
valuable  service  for  us  heretofore,  viz. : — the  com-  1 
mittee  on  good  roads  and  touring  routes,  and  this  is  1 
the  only  one  around  which  all  of  the  rest  center.  1 
I  will  take  the  liberty  to  ask  of  our  trustees  that  I 
there  be  no  great  change  made  in  the  membership  | 
of  this  committee,  and  in  particular  would  I  urge  1 
that  the  chairman  be  retained.

but  for  which  he  asks  no  apology  and  which  is  done 
without  any  thought  of  compensation  whatsoever. 
Those  of  you  who  have  been  members  of  this  organ-

"Inviting  Thuggery" 

The  bitterest  and  strongest  attack  on  the  parole 
system  as  a  crime  incubator  made  in  a  long  time 
was  an  editorial  in  the  CLEVELAND  PLAIN 
DEALER.  As  a  rule,  PLAIN  DEALER  editorials 
are  not  harsh,  and  this  gives  added  strength  to  the 
one  printed  below.    Here  it  is : 

The  fault  of  the  parole  system  lies  in  its 
abuse  by  weak-kneed  officers  of  justice. 
The  peace  of  this  community  and  the 
safety  of  its  people  are  jeopardized  by 
judges  negligent  of  their  duty  and  by  parole 
officials  who  would  rather  befriend  crooks 
than  protect  their  law-abiding  victims. 

The  murderer  of  Patrolman  Shelton, 
now  happily  under  arrest,  had  been  re- 
peatedly arrested  and  but  lately  paroled 
when  he  was  interrupted  in  burglary  and 
killed  the  officer  to  escape.  The  thug  Cam- 
eron shot  by  Patrolman  Takacs  yesterday 
morning  had  but  recently  been  under  arrest 
for  robbery  and  released  by  a  jury. 

A  majority  of  the  men  who  terrorize 
Cleveland  by  night,  robbing,  burglarizing, 
carrying  off  safes  and  murdering,  when  it 
seems  necessary  or  convenient,  have  been 
under  arrest.  A  large  number  of  them  are 
men  at  liberty  under  parole.  Some  are 
men  escaped  from  Warrensville.  Others 
are  enjoying  freedom  and  turning  it  to 
profitable  account  because  their  sentences 
were  suspended. 

All  these  thugs  represent  a  failure  of 
society  to  protect  itself.  All  these  thugs 
would  now  be  behind  the  bars  at  Mansfield 
or  Columbus  had  the  machinery  of  justice 
not  broken  down  at  some  point. 

When  soft-hearted  judges,  incompetent 
juries  and  theorizing  parole  boards  com- 
bine their  folly  the  result  is  crime  rampant. 
Cleveland  is  paying  heavily  in  lives,  proper- 
ty and  peace  of  mind  because  public 
officers  sworn  to  enforce  the  laws  and  to 
uphold  justice,  are  faithless  to  their  oaths. 
Politics  is  in  part  responsible.  Under-de- 
veloped common  sense  explains  some  of  it. 

Crooks  will  continue  to  operate  at  will  in 
Cleveland,  in  spite  of  an  occasional  happy 
shot  like  Patrolman  Takacs',  until  example 
is  made  of  those  who  are  captured.  As  long 
as  every  half-intelligent  thug  knows  that 
even  if  the  police  catch  him,  some  judge 
will  probably  release  him  imder  small  bail ; 
that  if  he  admits  his  guilt  or  is  fovmd  guilty, 
he  stands  an  excellent  chance  of  being  set 
free  under  a  suspended  sentence ;  that  if  he 
is  sent  to  Warrensville  he  can  escape  al- 
most at  will;  that  a  sentence  to  Mansfield 
or  the  penitentiary  is  merely  the  pre- 
liminary to  an  easy  parole — as  long  as 
crookdom  looks  with  merited  scorn  upon

the  defenses  of  the  law  no  citizen's  life  will 
be  safe  or  his  property  immune  from  theft. 

The  man  who  killed  Shelton  deserves 
the  extreme  penalty.  His  crime  was 
deliberate  and  without  the  slightest  ex- 
tenuating circumstance.  His  execution 
would  serve  as  notice  to  every  gun-toting 
plugugly  in  Cleveland  that  this  community 
was  awake  at  last  to  the  menace  and  pro- 
posed to  exact  at  least  some  measure  of  the 
penalty  provided  by  law. 

A  few  executions  for  first-degree  murder 
and  more  frequent  exhibitions  of  the  Takacs 
standard  of  marksmanship  would  go  further 
toward  ridding  this  city  of  its  parasitical 
horde  of  thugs  and  murderers  than  all  the 
fine  theorizing  the  golden  rule  school  of 
sociologists  could  indulge  in  between  now 
and  the  milennium. 

The  parole  law  need  not  be  repealed. 
The  suspended  sentence  may  occasionally 
be  of  service.  The  fault  lies  not  in  these 
instrumentalities  of  iustice  themselves,  but 
in  their  abuse.  The  fault  lies  in  judges 
without  backbone  and  in  parole  officials 
whose  bump  of  compassion  is  larger  than 
their  sense  of  social  responsibility. 


Judge  Pearson  Paroles  Thieves 

Joseph  Murphy  and  Ed  Rodgers  were  arrested 
November  8th,  charged  with  automobile  stealing. 
They  were  accused  of  stealing  two  cars;  the  Buick 
car  of  Harry  Mier  and  the  Paige  automobile  be- 
longing to  Charles  Wiesenberg. 

Two  charges  were  placed  against  them,  stealing 
the  cars,  and  the  lesser  one  of  violating  the  automo- 
bile law. 

The  pair  were  boimd  over  to  the  grand  jury  and 
the  transcripts  sent  from  municipal  court  November 
13th.  Indictments  were  returned  against  both  by 
the  grand  jury  on  November  21st.  They  both  were 
indicted  for  automobile  stealing  in  the  Wiesenberg 
case,  and  on  the  second  charge  were  indicted  for 
automobile  stealing  with  a  count  for  violating  the 
automobile  law.  Rodgers  pleaded  not  guilty  on 
November  22nd  and  Murphy  entered  the  same  plea 
on  November  26th. 

On  December  3rd,  when  Judge  Pearson  was  on 
the  bench,  both  Rodgers  and  Murphy  were  taken 
into  court.  Both  retracted  and  pleaded  guilty.  On 
the  first  charge  each  was  sentenced  to  the  Ohio 
State  Reformatory  and  to  pay  the  costs.  The  sen- 
tence was  suspended  by  Judge  Pearson  and  both 
put  on  parole.  On  the  second  charge  each  was  fined 
$100.

Our  time  is  paid  for  by  a  material, 
mundane  kind  of  a  concern,  and  our  evenings  have 
been  so  occupied  by  George  Meredith  and  Norma 
Talmadge  that  we  just  haven't  had  time  to  analyze, 
digest  and  assimilate  the  whole  thing;  but  we  have 
gone  far  enough  to  acquire  one  or  two  ideas  that 
we'd  like  to  pass  along.  These  ideas  may  be  all 
wrong,  Annabelle,  and  they  may  be  poor  things, 
but  they're  mine  own.  So  taking  a  fresh  Smith 
Bros,  cough  drop  from  the  side  of  the  box  of  the 
brother  with  the  short  beard,  let  us  proceed. 

Before  proceeding  let  us  retrospect  a  few  retro- 
spectuses.  The  recreation  survey  was  sired  by  the 
Cleveland  Foundation  and  dammed  by  other  sources. 

The  Cleveland  Foundation  is  the  central  endow- 
ment fund  to  which  wealthy  Clevelanders  will  money 
to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  community.  We 
understand  that  it  is  already  assured  of  forty  million 
dollars  in  bequests.  The  sum  may  be  greater  by 
this  time,  but  the  last  time  we  heard  the  sum  named 
it  was  forty  million.  Before  this  money  can  be 
spent  for  the  people's  good,  investigations,  surveys 
and  the  like  are  conducted. 

The  latest  is  on  the  subject  of  recreation;  how 
the  people  play.  One  of  the  subdivisions  of  this 
subject  was  commercialized  recreation;  in  other 
words  about  the  places  made  so  attractive  that  the 
people  would  pay  to  get  in. 

The  investigators  hawkshawed  around  town  a 
while  and  brought  to  light  startling  conclusions 
such  as  outUned  a  few  paragraphs  heretofore.  We 
can't  tell  just  how  clever  a  recreation  sleuth  has  to 
be  to  find  out  that  admission  is  charged  at  the  ball 
park  and  that  several  thousand  men  and  women 
pay  to  get  in  to  see  Tris  Speaker  chase  flies  and 
Babe  Ruth  knock  home  runs. 

We  have  no  idea  how  many  games  the  investi- 
gators had  to  pay  to  see  before  they  found  out  what 
baseball  is  about  and  which  is  right  field  in  League 
Park.  Evidently  they  made  the  unique  discovery 
that  John  Smith  and  Bill  Jones  would  rather  pay 
six  bits  to  see  Stanley  Covaleskie  pitch  'em  past 
Bobby  Veach  than  read  a  treatise  on  Russian  life 
in  the  middle  ages,  even  if  they  got  the  treatise  for 
nothing. 

The  survey  gave  a  clean  bill  of  health  of  Euclid 
Beach  and  Luna  park.    This  relieved  the  daily

We  are  now  about  to  launch  into  doing  a  favor 
for  the  recreation  survey  and  the  Cleveland  Founda- 
tion. We  are  about  to  make  them  a  present  of  some 
real  information  on  the  subject  they  have  been  in- 
vestigating. In  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  realize 
the  Cleveland  Foundation  is  extraordinarily  well 
endowed,  there  will  be  no  $70,000  fees  attached  to 
revealing  the  situation  about  to  be  disclosed. 

The  real  source  of  recreation  for  the  people  of 
Cleveland  is  the  automobile. 

More  than  80,000  motor  vehicle  licenses  were 
given  out  in  Cuyahoga  county  last  year. 

That  is  a  little  better  than  one  to  every  three 
families.  Of  course  we  realize  that  as  a  matter  of 
fast  and  frigid  fact  every  thir4  family  does  not  own 
a  motor  car.  But  the  percentage  is  high  enough  to 
warrant  our  assertion  regarding  the  motor  vehicle's 
being  the  people's  chief  recreation.

One 
Stmday  afternoon  will  convince  you. 

With  a  hundred  miles  of  parks  and  boulevards, 
with  more  than  500  miles  of  paved  highway  right 
within  the  county,  with  an  inviting  lake  and  thous- 
ands of  easily-accessible  beauty  spots,  is  it  any 
wonder  that  Cleveland  families  find  in  the  motor 
car  the  favorite  source  of  healthful  recreation? 

Of  course,  we  are  willing  to  concede  that  in

Pandolfo  Convicted 

A  verdict  of  guilty  has  been  returned  against 
S.  C.  Pandolfo,  chief  promoter  of  the  Pan  Motor 
Co.,  of  St.  Cloud,  Minn.,  as  the  result  of  a  trial  by 
jury  in  the  court  of  Federal  Judge  Landis,  in  Chi- 
cago.   The  hearing  covered  several  weeks. 

The  jury  found  Pandolfo  guilty  on  four  counts 
on  an  indictment  charging  the  use  of  the  United 
States  mails  in  a  scheme  to  defraud.  All  the  counts 
dealt  with  the  mailing  of  letters  to  prospective 
stockholders,  and  misrepresentations  of  the  com- 
pany's progress  and  development  by  stock  salesmen. 
Each  of  the  four  counts  carries  a  penalty  of  one  year 
in  prison;  or  a  fine  of  $5,000,  or  both. 

Along  with  Pandolfo,  other  officers  and  directors 
of  the  Pan  Company  were  indicted,  charged  with 
conspiracy  to  use  the  mails  to  defraud,  but  Pandolfo 
alone  was  found  guilty. 

However,  a  charge  of  perjury,  growing  out  of 
the  trial,  still  hangs  over  H.  S.  Wigl§,  one  of  the 
acquitted  men  in  the  case.  ^ 

The  case  was  prosecuted  by  Richard  H.  Lee, 
former  president  of  the  Ohio  State  Automobile 
association. 

Pandolfo  and  his  aids  sold  approximately  $9,- 
500,000  worth  of  stock,  and  diuing  trial  of  the  case 
in  Chicago,  there  were  hard-headed  business  men, 
and  hard-fisted  farmers — one  of  whom  had  put 
$24,000  into  the  company — who  still  believed  in 
him  and  his  scheme 

He  had  made  many  assertions  as  to  his  belief  in 
the  future  of  the  company.  For  example,  he  said 
he  believed  it  would  be  a  greater  money  maker 
than  the  Ford  company,  of  Detroit.  He  said  that 
$100  invested  in  the  Ford  business,  early  in  its  his- 
tory, had  grown  to  a  value  of  $250,000.  At  this 
rate,  the  $10,000,000  being  invested  in  the  stock  of 
the  Pan  Company  would  have  to  attain  a  value  of 
25  billions. 

The  Pan  Motor  case  attained  national  notoriety, 
some  months  ago,  following  an  expose  of  the  stock- 
selling  methods  of  the  company  through  a  report 
issued  by  the  National  Vigilance  Committee  of  the 
Associated  Advertising  Clubs  of  the  World. 

In  this  report,  it  was  shown  that  out  of  each  $2 
paid  for  stock  in  the  company,  $1  went  to  Pandolfo 
for  his  share  as  fiscal  agent  and  out  of  which  he  was 
to'  pay  stock  selling  and  certain  "promotional"  ex- 
penses. 

The  Federal  Capital  Issues  Committee,  in  recom- 
mending to  the  Congress  that  legislation  be  enacted 
for  the  protection  of  the  public  against  fraudulent 
stock  selling  schemes,  cited  the  Pan  promotion  as 
an  example  of  the  kind  of  schemes  which  should  be 
curbed,  quoting  extensively  from  the  history  of  the 
promotion's  operations.

of  the  advertising  clubs  which  resulted  from  an 
extensive  investigation  by  the  Better  Business 
Bureau  of  the  advertising  club  at  Minneapolis,  con- 
cerned itself  chiefly  vi^ith  the  advertising  matter  of 
the  Pan  Company,  much  of  which  went  through  the 
United  States  mails. 

The  Pan  Motor  Company  is  a  $5,000,000  affair, 
and  its  stock  was  being  sold  at  "double  par"  and 
higher.  It  advertised  that  it  would  take  Liberty 
Bonds  for  stock,  and  asked  the  readers  of  its  adver- 
tising matter,  "Are  you  interested  in  making  yours 
return  25  per  cent  or  better."  The  fact  that  such 
an  appeal  did  convince  Liberty  Bond  holders  that 
they  had  made  a  comparatively  poor  investment  is 
indicated  by  the  fact,  brought  out  in  the  trial  at 
Chicago,  that  approximately  $1,000,000  of  Liberty 
Bonds  had  been  taken  in  exchange  for  the  stock  of 
the  company. 

It  was  shown  that  one  widely  quoted  "indorse- 
ment" which  the  company  used  was  from  a  "write- 
up"  financial  journal,  published  in  Chicago,  and 
that  letters  of  indorsement  were  used  after  they  had 
been  repudiated  by  the  writers. 

It  was  also  shown  that  there  were  untruthful 
statements  in  the  advertising  matte;^  pertaining  to 
the  skill  and  former  connections  of  men  who  were 
employed  by  the  company  as  engineers,  etc.  At  a 
time  when  approximately  $2,500,000  had  been 
paid  in,  about  $1,500,000  was  carried  as  "intangible 
assets,"  the  company  contending  that  these  repre- 
sented "Good  Will,"  though  the  money  was  largely 
paid  to  the  fiscal  agent,  Pandolfo. 

The  Pan  Company  has  in  the  neighborhood  of 
70,000  stockholders,  residing  in  nearly  every  state 
of  the  United  States.  Several  statements  from  the 
Associated  Advertising  Clubs  have  indicated  that 
the  clubs  had  no  desire  to  do  injury  to  the  company 
and  its  stockholders,  but  believed  the  advertising 
matter  fraudulent  and  unfair  both  to  the  investing 
public  and  to  every  legitimate  business  institution.

A  few  days  ago — Captain  John  H.  Lapp — a  mem- 
ber of  the  Lorain  County  Automobile  Club — 
sauntered  into  the  clubroom  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ing his  dues  for  the  year  1920,  and  after  getting  his 
receipt,  the  following  conversation  took  place  be- 
tween the  Captain  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Club:

Motor  Industries  in  England 

Disadvantages  resulting  from  small-scale  pro- 
duction and  lack  of  standardization  and  unity  among 
manufacturers  was  never  better  illustrated  than  by 
Britain's  recent  automobile  show  at  Olympia,  says 
the  American  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  London. 

The  show,  says  the  chamber,  was  not  an  index 
to  the  present  condition  of  the  motor  industry  in 
Great  Britain,  it  was  simply  a  promise  of  what  it  is 
hoped  to  be  in  1920 — a  promise  at  best  of  no  more 
than  150,000  cars. 

On  the  eve  of  the  show  the  prices  of  home  cars 
were  advanced  anywhere  from  30  to  50  per  cent  and 
buyers  were  cheerfully  i  iformed  they  might  accept 
the  new  figure  or  cancel  their  booking.  Virtually 
all  of  them  accepted  the  new  figure,  glad  to  be  get- 
ting anything.  That  alone,  the  American  chamber 
in  London  points  out,  is  sufficient  intimation  of  the 
abnormal  situation.  Here  is  a  tremendous  market 
"going  begging."  People  who  have  never  had  so 
much  money  are  willing  to  pay  any  price. 

The  British  motor  industry  still  shows  little 
advance  toward  true  standardization.  British 
makers  are  producing  far  too  few  caps  to  come  any- 
where near  meeting  the  demand.  Never  was  there 
a  more  striking  contrast  than  with  the  American 
motor  industry,  which  through  standardization 
and  large-scale  production  will,  it  is  estimated, 
produce  2,000,000  automobiles  in  1920.

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Definite  Road  System  Needed 

War  Demonstrated  Need  of  National  Highways  Which  Must  Be  Con- 
structed By  the  National  Government 

By  U.  S.  Senator  Charles  E.  Townsend 
(Author  of  Bill  Providing  for  Federal  Highway  System) 


Highways  should  begin  somewhere,  end  some- 
where, and  their  construction  should  always  be  un- 
dertaken with  a  definite  object  in  view. 

I  am  especially  pleased  to  note  the  intelligent 
interest  which  is  being  manifested  throughout  the 
country  in  the  establishment  of  a  real  system  for 
permanent  good  roads.  Next  to  the  League  of  Na- 
tions I  regard  the  reorganization  of  the  railroads 
and  the  establishment  of  a  national  system  of  good 
roads  as  the  most  important  questions  which  are 
before  the  American  people.  The  latter  has  been 
neglected  too  long  and  yet  it  lies  at  the  very  basis  of 
industry  and  commercial  success.  The  war  has 
demonstrated  also  that  good  roads  are  necessary  for 
the  national  defense.  Thoughtful  men  who  have 
given  much  study  to  this  subject  wonder  why  it  has 
been  neglected  so  long.  We  are  all  thankful,  how- 
ever, that  an  intelligent  public  opinion  is  being 
formed  which  will  demand  not  simply  the  expendi- 
ture of  money  on  roads  but  the  economical  expen- 
diture of  money  on  good  roads. 

I  have  introduced  a  bill  in  Congress  providing 
for  a  national  system  of  highway  consisting  of  at 
least  two  routes  through  each  state  connecting  with 
similar  roads  in  adjoining  states.  These  roads  are 
to  be  built  and  maintained  exclusively  by  the  Fed- 
eral Government  and  have  for  their  authority  the 
Commerce  Clause  of  the  Constitution  as  well  as  the 
establishment  of  post  roads,  both  of  which,  in  the 
highest  sense,  are  conducive  to  the  general  welfare. 
This  system  will  not  in  any  manner  interfere  with 
the  present  Federal  Aid  Law,  under  which  the  states 
and  the  Federal  Government  are  working  in  partner- 
ship. It  will,  however,  set  an  example  of  just  what 
roads  should  be  and  how  they  should  be  maintained. 
It  will  be  void  of  any  vestige  of  'pork'  and  will,  in 
my  judgment,  bring  to  the  people  the  worth  of  their 
money. 

I  am  hopeful  that  the  various  states  wiU  catch 
the  inspiration  and  profit  by  the  example.  The 
Highway  Department  of  each  state  should  be  of  the 
very  utmost  importance  in  every  state  government. 
They  should  establish  a  system  of  roads  for  their 
states,  and  the  plan  or  lack  of  plan  for  building  hap- 
hazard, disconnecting  roads,  which  have  been  bmlt 
in  the  past,  should  be  abandoned  and  highways 
should  have  proper  termini.  They  should  begin 
somewhere  and  end  somewhere,,  having  always  a 
definite  object  in  view. 

The  said  bill,  to  which  I  have  referred,  is  not 
perfect  in  detail,  and  I  laid  no  claim  to  such  merit 
when  I  introduced  it.  I  prepared  it  hastily  and 
introduced  it  for  the  purpose  of  invoking  discussion 
and  forming  the  basis  of  legitimate  criticism.    I  do 


not  expect  to  get  consideration  for  it  at  this  special 
session  of  Congress,  yet  I  think  I  shall  be  able,»with 
the  valuable  assistance  which  I  have  received  from 
thoughtful  good  roads  men  throughout  the  country, 
to  put  it  in  such  shape  as  to  command  the  support 
of  every  honest  man  who  really  desires  good  roads. 

The  automobile  has  been  one  of  the  greatest 
educators  in  good  roads  work  that  has  existed  in  the 
country.  Every  man  who  has  an  automobile  or 
truck  knows  what  good  roads  mean,  and  the  fortu- 
nate thing  is  that  such  roads  not  only  contribute  to 
the  pleasure  of  the  people  but  they  more  materially 
contribute  to  the  prosperity  and  progress  of  every 
American  citizen. 


Military  Highways  Asked  By  Cali- 
fornia Congressman 

Secretary  of  War  Newton  D.  Baker  would  be 
authorized  and  directed  to  make  a  preliminary  sur- 
vey of  a  national  system  of  motor  truck  defense  and 
military  highways  and  postroads  with  laterals  in  the 
States  of  Washington,  Oregon  and  California,  under 
the  terms  of  a  bill  introduced  recently  in  the  House 
of  Representatives  by  Congressman  Baker. 

The  measure  puts  into  legal  form  a  plan  which 
has  long  created  a  great  deal  of  interest  along  the 
Pacific  Coast,  which  would  be  primarily  interested 
in  the  work. 

Three  main  trunk  lines  are  contemplated  which 
would  be  known  as  the  Balboa,  Pacific  and  El  Cam- 
ino  Sierra  highways  respectively.  A  fourth  main 
highway  would  serve  to  connect  the  three,  while 
laterals  would  extend  eastward  from  every  import- 
ant harbor  to  make  available,  so  far  as  practicable, 
all  of  the  main  passes  over  the  range. 

The  act  in  itself  would  authorize  the  expenditure 
of  $250,000  for  the  preHminary  survey  of  the  high- 
ways. 

In  effect  the  measure  seeks  to  do  for  the  coast 
region  what  the  bill  introduced  by  Senator  Charles 
E.  Townsend  would  do  for  the  nation,  a§  the  latter 's 
measure  provides  for  a  national  system  designed  to 
care  for  military  as  well  as  for  commercial  needs. 

Congressman  Raker's  bill  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Military  Affairs.

pany  of  trip  hammers  is  made  beautiful  and  whole. 
The  hood  that  has  been  squashed  is  made  like  brand 
new.  But  where  the  concern  effects  its  real  triumphs 
is  in  rehabilitating  wrecks.  Take  for  instance  that 
car  that  has  been  smashed  into  a  twisted  tangle  of 
metal.  Ttim  the  car  over  to  the  Fixit  company  and 
it  emerges  from  their  plant  like  a  special  custom- 
body  job  emerging  from  the  factory.

The  largest  banking  rooms 
in  the  world,  in  the  second 
largest  office  building  in  the 
world  —  Cleveland  will  boast 
this  when  The  Citizens  Sav- 
ings and  Trust  Company  and 
the  Union  Commerce  National 
Bank  complete  their  building 
project  at  the  north-east  cor- 
ner of  Euclid  Ave.  and  East 
9th  St.  The  work  of  demolish- 
ing the  old  buildings  has  al- 
ready begun — on  the  Chestnut 
Ave.  side — and  the  banks  hope 
to  be  in  their  new  home  within 
two  years. 

The  site  of  the  new  building, 
embracing  an  area  of  approxi- 
mately 79,000  square  feet, 
fronts  on  three  streets,  front- 
ages being  as  follows — Euclid 
Ave.,  145.9  feet;  East  9th  St. 
258.7  feet;  Chestnut  Avenue, 
385^  feet.  Already  city  coun- 
cil has  authorized  changes  in 
the  Cleveland  building  code 
which  will  permit  the  erection 
of  a  twenty  story  building. 

The  banks  will  occupy  three 
or  four  floors  as  well  as  the 
basement,  and  the  rest  of  the 
building  will  be  rented  as 
offices.  Counting  the  staffs' 
of  the  two  banks  it  is  expected 
that  the  structure  will  contain 
during  the  business  hours  of 
the  day,  a  city  of  no  less  than 
8,000  people.  It  will  be,  of 
course,  of  the  most  modem 
construction  and  the  banks 
contemplate  an  expenditure  of 
at  least  $8,000,000.00  and  per- 
haps of  much  more. 

Test  pits  have  already  been  sunk  and  borings 
made  on  the  site,  and  satisfactory  foundations  are 
assured.  Demolition  of  the  Lennox  building  is  set 
for  March  1,  1920,  when  leases  on  that  property  ex- 
pire and  of  the  Euclid  theatre  property  four  months 
later.  Plans,  in  the  hands  of  the  architects — 
Graham,  Anderson,  Probst  and  White — are  already 
far  advanced. 

The  Citizens  Savings  and  Trust  Company  will 
occupy  the  ground  floor,  with  a  Euclid  avenue  en- 
trance, and  the  great  main  banking  room  which  will 
be  L-shaped,  will  run  north  for  144  feet  and  then 
east  for  288  feet.  It  will  be  52  feet  wide  between 
the  pillars  before  the  tellers  windows  and  will  have 
58  feet  head  room. 

The  Union  Commerce  National  Bank  will  have 
its  main  banking  room  on  the  mezzanine — a  great 
hall  288  feet  long  and  64  feet  wide.  The  work  rooms 
-will  be  on  a  second  mezzanine  and  on  floors  above. 

The  Citizens  Savings  and  Trust  Company  has

occupied  its  present  home  for  more  than  twenty 
years,  its  steady  growth  recently  necessitating  the 
taking  over  of  much  of  the  adjoining  Schofield 
building's  ground  floor.  The  Union  Commerce 
building  is  hardly  three  years  old,  but  already  the 
various  departments  of  the  institution  are  seriously 
cramped.

The  Bearing  Problem 

A  Seattle  manufacturing  concern  has  recently 
put  on  the  market  a  product  known  as  Timesaver 
Bearing  Compotmd,  for  fitting  all  types  of  soft  metal 
bearings.  This  product  represents  the  culmination 
of  many  efforts  during  the  past  to  develop  a  method 
of  perfectly  fitting  bearings. 

At  chis  time  many  of  those  engaged  in  automo- 
bile service  and  repair  work  have  fotmd  this  com- 
pound to  be  indespensable  when  the  best  results 
are  desired,  and  necessary  as  a  means  of  saving  time 
and  eliminating  costly  labor.  It  is  the  opinion  of 
many  that  in  the  near  future  factory  methods  will 
be  revolutionized,  givi  ig  way  to  this  substantial 
improvement  over  the  present  system. 

It  is  well  known  by  those  familiar  with  bearings 
that  by  the  ordinary  methods  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  produce  a  bearing  that  is  perfect.  Such  opera- 
tions as  reaming,  broaching,  and  burnishing  have 
been  introduced,  but  while  these  greatly  facilitate 


the  work,  more  or  less  hand  scraping  is  necessary  to 
meet  the  average  requirements. 

The  method  of  fitting  bearings  with  Timesaver 
is  very  simple  and  inexpensive.  It  can  be  easily 
and  quickly  done  by  the  average  mechanic.  The 
compotmd  is  applied  on  the  bearing  and  shaft,  the 
latter  rotated  either  by  hand  or  power,  thus  lapping 
the  bearing  to  a  perfect  fit.  Distinct  advantages 
of  this  compovmd  are  that  it  will  neither  stick  in  the 
babbitt  nor  cut  the  shaft.  Even  if  carelessly  left  in 
a  motor,  it  will  do  no  harm  as  it  quickly  dissolves  in 
the  oil. 

The  manufactiirers  are  aware  of  the  fact  that 
this  compotmd,  or  one  of  similar  characteristics  has 
long  been  sought  for  but  never  found  vmtil  the 
present  time.  A  branch  office  of  the  factory  has  been 
established  at  403  American  Trust  Building,  Cleve- 
land, where  a  stock  is  carried  to  supply  the  Ohio 
trade. 


Keep  Car  in  Parlor 

Automobile  buyers  in  Guatemala  are  not  so 
much  concerned  about  engine  performance,  body 
finish  and  miles  per  gallon  when  they  buy  a  car 
as  they  are  about  the  overall  dimensions.  When 
they  look  at  a  machine  on  the  salesroom  floor  the 
first  question  they  want  answered  is,  "How  many 
cubic  feet  of  air  does  it  displace?" 

At  least  that  is  the  information  conveyed  in  a 
letter  from  an  automobile  importer  in  South  America 
to  T.  W.  Gushing,  vice  president  and  general 
manager  of  the  Maibohm  Motors  Company,  San- 
dusky, Ohio.  They  not  only  keep  the  car  in  the 
parlor,  but  they  demand  that  their  cars  fit  the 
Central  American  drawing  room — or  no  sale.  A 
portion  of  the  letter,  which  was  in  Spanish,  follows: 

"Among  the  complete  details  it  is  important 
to  know  those  of  the  dimensions  of  the  cars.  These 
must  be  particularly  as  follows:  The  total  length 
from  end  to  end,  the  total  width  from  side  to  side 
and  the  height  of  the  car. 

"The  importance  of  this  question  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  private  persons  here  do  not  use  garages, 
but  put  their  cars  into  the  halls  of  their  houses. 
Therefore  it  is  necessary  to  know  the  sizes  of  the  cars, 
to  find  out  whether  they  could  easily  enter 
into  these  halls. 

"If  the  cars  are  too  wide  for  the  halls  it  would  be 
necessary  to  rent  a  garage,  which  would  increase 
the  cost  and  reduce  the  economy."

Fighting  Against  Tax 

Case  Carried  to  Court  of  Appeals  by  Attorneys  for  Ohio  State 

Automobile  Association 


We  are  still  fighting. 

The  Ohio  State  automobile  association  is  still 
battling  in  the  courts  against  imposition  of  a  grad- 
uated horsepower  tax  on  Ohio  automobiles. 

The  automobile  clubs  of  the  state  are  contending 
not  because  of  the  amount  of  the  tax  but  against  its 
injustice.  The  fight  is  against  the  principle  of  double 
taxation  not  merely  for  the  sake  of  the  dollars. 

So  long  as  motor  cars  are  taxed  the  same  as  all 
other  property,  so  long  will  the  automobile  clubs  of 
Ohio  fight  against  the  imposition  of  a  further  and 
additional  tax  disguised  as  a  license  fee  or  payment 
for  a  privilege. 

The  automobile  clubs  have  taken  a  stand  against 
double  taxation,  and  for  that  principle  the  fight  is 
being  carried  on. 

Following  an  opinion  by  Common  Pleas  Judge 
E.  B.  Kinkead  of  Franklin  county  that  the  new 
horsepower  tax  law  is  constitutional,  the  case  was 
carried  to  the  court  of  appeals  by  President  Walter 
D.  Meals  and  Attorney  C.  D.  Saviers,  legal  repre- 
sentatives of  the  state  association. 

Following  passage  of  the  bill  by  the  legislature 
taxing  automobiles  according  to  horsepower,  suit 
was  brought  in  the  common  pleas  court  of  Franklin 
county  to  enjoin  the  secretary  of  state  from  executing 
the  law  on  the  ground  that  it  is  unconstitutional. 

Here  are  some  of  the  points  made  by  Judge  Meals 
in  the  hearing  before  Judge  Kinkead : 

"The  States  wherein  a  graduated  license  system 
is  in  operation  we  will  probably  find  that  they  have 
a  constitutional  provision  permitting  the  classifica- 
tion of  property  for  taxation,  and  in  all  such  states 
where  these  license  fees  are  exacted,  which  are 
larger  than  ours,  we  think  it  will  be  found  that  the 
automobile  is  not  on  the  general  property  tax  dupli- 
cate." 

*    *  *    *  *  * 

"It  seems  to  be  present  in  the  minds  of  some  that 
the  use  of  roads  by  an  automobile  or  motor  vehicle 
imposes  an  additional  burden  upon  the  roads  or  that 
it  is  an  uncommon  or  unusual  use  of  the  roads." 


in  the  interests  of  the  State,  not  necessarily  the  users 
of  them.  That  is  incidental.  No  man  may  be 
excluded  from  a  lawful  use  of  the  roads,  in  any  law- 
ful way  by  any  lawful  means,  be  it  a  hand  cart  or  a 
horse  drawn  car  or  motor  vehicle  and  I  apprehend 
that  no  law  which  seeks  even  to  prevent  the  use  of 
the  roads  by  any  such  would  be  a  valid  exercise  of 
legislative  power." 

"If  it  be  determined  to  be  a  privilege  tax,  the 
tax  may  not  exceed  the  value  of  the  privilege.  And 
we  have  alleged  in  our  petition  that  this  tax  does 
greatly  exceed  the  value  of  the  privilege." 

"There  are  many  exemptions  in  this  law,  which 
to  my  way  of  thinking  render  the  law  at  least  dis- 
criminatory. For  instance,  a  tractor  and  a  traction 
engine." 

"And  of  course,  it  is  admitted — that  this  act  will 
raise  more  than  seven  millions  of  dollars,  whereas 
the  expense  of  administering  the  law  will  not  exceed 
$168,000  a  year." 

"It  does  not  cost  any  more  to  issue  a  license  for  a 
car  of  thirty-five  horse  power  than  it  does  for  one  of 
ten  horse-power,  and  it  does  not  cost  any  more  to 
regulate  the  use  of  the  road  by  that  car  than  it  does 
by  a  ten  horse-power  car.  In  spite  of  itself  it  is 
apparent  that  the  law  is  designed  as  a  revenue  rais- 
ing measure  and  not  as  a  license  measure." 


"I  suppose  the  withdrawal  of  license  fees  for  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  has  had  much  to  do  with 
the  deficit  in  the  treasury.  That  deficit  may  run 
from  seven  millions  to  ten  million  dollars  and  it  is 
intended  to  place  it  on  the  automobile,  and  the  auto- 
mobile, for  the  mere  privilege  of  using  the  roads  of 
this  State,  from  which  it  cannot  be  excluded,  is  sub- 
ject to  make  up  that  deficit." 


"The  roads  are  of  State  concern  and  enter  deeply 
into  the  welfare  of  the  State.    They  were  builded 


"Between  six  and  seven  millions  of  revenue  will 
be  raised.    It  is  said  that  they  are  going  to  put  it  on 
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the  roads.  Maybe  so  and  I  expect  so.  But  the 
roads  should  be  maintained  by  the  people  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  for  the  roads  are  of  general  concern 
and  of  general  use  and  designed  for  the  use  of  the 
public  at  large  and  for  the  general  welfare  of  the  State. 

"It  is  so  universally  known  that  there  is  not  a 
piece  of  property  along  any  improved  road  in  the 
State  of  Ohio  that  has  not  enhanced  in  value  from 
fifty  to  five  hundred  per  cent  since  the  construction 
of  the  road  and  even  upwards.  The  abutter,  there- 
fore, has  derived  a  great  benefit." 

"It  is  a  State  function  to  maintain  roads  as  well 
as  to  build  them,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to 
build  them  and  maintain  them  just  as  they  build 
public  buildings  for  state  purposes,  and  we  would 
hardly  expect  the  occupants  of  those  buildings  to 
maintain  them.  The  State  maintains  its  property, 
for  it  is  of  state  wide  concern  that  we  do  so  and  a 
privilege  tax  should  not  be  exacted  of  anybody  that 
uses  them  and  by  using  them  he  brings  a  greater 
benefit  to  the  state  than  he  does  himself." 

"The  fact  that  a  few  people  get  a  little  recreation 
or  amusement  or  enjoyment  in  the  use  of  a  public 
road  is  likewise  to  the  benefit  of  the  state  because  it 


adds  to  the  health  and  the  general  happiness  and 
peace  of  the  people." 

"And  yet  it  is  sought  to  single  out  one  industry- 
one  class  of  property— and  impose  upon  it  a  tax  of 
seven  million  dollars  for  road  maintenance  in  the 
State  of  Ohio." 

*    *  *    *  *  * 

"Surely  the  Supreme  Court  meant  something 
when  it  said  that  the  tax  must  not  exceed  the  value 
of  the  privilege.  What  rule  had  the  Legislature  for 
its  guidance?  The  rule,  I  submit,  of  the  amount 
of  money  desired  to  be  raised  or  perhaps  the  amount 
of  money  that  they  thought  the  automobile  fraternity 
would  submit  to." 

Enforcement  of  the  new  law  was  withheld  pend- 
ing the  outcome  of  the  case  in  the  courts.  Beginning 
February  10,  however,  it  was  made  optional  with 
owners  as  to  securing  their  1920  ntunber  plates. 
Those  taking  out  licenses  at  the  higher  rates  did  so 
with  the  understanding  that  in  case  the  new  law  is 
held  unconstitutional  there  would  be  a  refund.  In 
the  interim,  persons  buying  cars  and  who  did  not 
have  1919  plates,  were  furnished  with  temporary  tags 
by  the  automobile  clubs  enabling  them  to  operate 
the  cars  they  had  purchased.  This  service  was  ren- 
dered by  the  automobile  clubs  gratis.

passenger  and  commercial  cars,  511,300;  motorcycles,  20,444;  electrics,  4,925;  and  dealers, 
3,625.

Impressive  List  of  Accomplishments  Recited  In  Bettering  Conditions 

For  Motorists 


One  of  the  finest  lists  of  accomplishments  of  any 
club  in  the  state  is  that  written  into  the  history  of 
the  Muskingvtm  Motor  Club  of  Zanesville.  Under 
the  leadership  of  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Dodshon,  President, 
and  D.  W.  Armstrong,  Secretary,  the  club  has  writ- 
ten a  series  of  achievements  of  which  any  organiza- 
tion in  a  big  city  or  a  little  one  might  well  be  proud. 
Following  is  the  list  of  work  as  announced  by  the 
club: 

"GOOD  ROADS:  Held  a  meeting  of  all  town- 
ship trustees,  March  7,  1919.  Result:  More  roads 
dragged  and  a  substantial  increase  in  Township  road 
levies  for  1920.  This  means  better  country  roads,  as 
we  expect  to  follow  up  with  another  meeting  and 
school  of  instruction  early  next  year. 

Have  gotten  the  Zanesville-Dresden  and  Zanes- 
ville-Roseville  roads  under  way.  We  expect  to  see 
these  roads  completed  by  autumn  of  1920.  Have 
requested  surveys  and  estimates  for  Zanesville-Cald- 
well  road,  to  County  line;  Maysville  Pike,  to  County 
line;  also  road  from  Zanesville-Dresden  road  to 
Frazeysburg.  Endorsed  the  improvement  of  Adams- 
ville-Otsego  road,  also  the  making  of  "Old  Newark 
Road"  and  "Old  Marietta  Road,"  a  part  of  State 
Highway  System.  Endorsed  South  River  Road  as 
Main  Market  Road  Zanesville  to  McConnellsville. 

Sectured  the  passage  of  }4.  mill  levy,  county  roads, 
for  five  years.  This  will  give  Muskingum  County 
an  additional  $38,000  per  year  for  county  roads. 
Started  and  will  finish  the  raising  of  a  fund  of  $5,000 
to  improve  the  Adamsville-Coshocton  road  to  Musk- 
ingiun  county  line.  In  this  we  have  had  splendid 
co-operation  from  Coshocton  Auto  Club.  We  have 
marked  this  road,  "Adamsville-Dresden"  and 
"Adamsville-Otsego  roads,"  "South  River  Road," 
and  "Old  Marietta  Road."  South  River  Road, 
Zanesville  to  Marietta;  "Old  Marietta  Road;" 
Adamsville-Coshocton  road,  Zanesville-Cresden- 
Coshocton  road;  have  all  been  logged  and  mapped 
for  1920  Blue  Book.  All  other  important  routes, 
in  county,  are  now  in  Blue  Book,  and  will  be  con- 
tinued next  year. 

HEADQUARTERS  AND  TOURING  BUR- 
EAU: This  was  gotten  under  way  early  in  June. 
We  have  furnished  information  to  several  thousand 
tourists,  both  transient  and  local.  We  have  issued 
over  3000  license  plates  (were  assisted  by  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  January  to  June.)  This  work  has 
been  done  without  expense  to  the  State  of  Ohio  and 
has  been  a  great  convenience  to  all  owners  and  deal- 
ers. This  service  will  be  continued  for  1920.  Maps 
and  Blue  Books  will  also  be  furnished  to  all  members 
at  actual  cost. 

LEGISLATION :  This  important  work  has  been 
accomplished  through  our  affiliation  with  the  Ohio 
State  Automobile  Association.  The  passage  of  the 
Busbey-Fouts  Highway  Law  was  secured.  This 


makes  it  possible  for  us  to  continue  an  aggressive 
road-building  program.  Without  this  law  Musk- 
ingum County  would  have  been  unable  to  construct 
any  more  improved  highways  for  several  years;  with 
it  we  can  go  right  ahead  as  fast  as  State  funds  are 
available.  We  killed  the  "TIN  TAG"  law,  which 
put  all  drivers  in  the  "Dog"  class. 

The  bill  for  a  graduated  license  fee  has  passed  the 
legislature  and  we  presume  will  become  a  law.  This 
provides  a  graduated  fee  of  $8.00  for  cars  under  25 
horsepower;  $12.00  for  25  to  35  horsepower,  and 
$20.00  for  all  cars  over  35  horsepower.  Trucks  will 
pay  according  to  horsepower  and  20  cents  per  hun- 
dred pounds,  weight  and  capacity.  We  succeeded 
in  eliminating  the  County  Auditor's  fee,  and  reduc- 
ing license  fee. 

One-half  of  the  fund  obtained  from  license  fees 
shall  be  returned  to  the  county  and  city  and  be  placed 
in  the  road  andtstreet  repair  fund,  to  be  used  for  that 
and  no  other  purposes.  The  road  repair  fund  can  be 
expended  on  any  county  roads.  This  will  secure 
about  $20,000  for  road  and  street  repair  in  Zanes- 
ville and  Muskingum  County.  We  are  paying  this 
money  and  should  see  that  it  is  porperly  expended. 

MEMBERSHIP:  On  December  1,  1918,  we 
had  215  members;  December  1,  1919,  500  members. 
In  view  of  what  we  have  done  and  the  work  to  be 
accomplished,  we  should  increase  this  to  1000,  or 
over,  in  1920.  We  will  entertain  the  State  Conven- 
tion in  1920  and  expect  to  have  our  annual  banquet 
at  that  time. 

CIVIC  WELFARE  WORK:  The  club  fur- 
nished machines  and  ice  cream  for  "Day  Nursery 
Outing"  in  July;  also  an  afternoon's  outing  to  kiddies 
of  Mclntire  and  Avondale  Homes  in  September. 
Both  these  occasions  were  worth  while  and  greatly 
enjoyed  by  the  children.  We  hope  to  repeat  on  a 
larger  scale  in  1920. 

We  have  distributed  1500  sets  of  parking  and 
traffic  rules;  4000  pieces  of  "Safety  First"  rules,  the 
latter  in  connection  with  the  local  Boy  Scouts  during 
"Safety  First  Week,"  October  25,  1919.  All  this 
work  tends  to  make  Zanesville's  streets  safer  for 
traffic.  We  now  have  up  with  the  City  Council  a 
complete  new  traffic  and  parking  ordinance.  This 
has  been  successfully  worked  out  by  an  experienced 
committee  and  we  feel  will  relieve  congested  condi- 
tions on  our  streets.

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Annual  Meeting  Enthusiastic 

Officers  and  Directors  Re-Elected — Club  Voices  Appreciation  to  Secretary 

at  Annual  Session  of  Cleveland  Club 


Officers  and  directors  were  re-elected,  the  work 
of  the  past  year  reviewed  and  plans  laid  for  increased 
activities  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Cleveland 
Automobile  club  held  Tuesday  evening,  February  3. 

The  meeting  was  largely  attended  and  the  gen- 
eral discussion  of  conditions  regarding  highways  and 

traffic  brought   out  _     

many  matters  of  vital 
importance. 

The  session  was 
called  to  order  by  Pres- 
ident Walter  D.  Meals 
and  after  reading  the 
minutes  of  last  year's 
meeting,  R .  J .  Schmunk 
was  called  on  for  the 
report  of  the  legisla- 
tive committee.  Chair- 
man Schmunk's  re- 
port, which  is  given  in 
fulljslsewhere, reviewed 
the  Dyer  bill,  the  class- 
ification of  property 
and  similar  questions  - 
which  had  engaged  the 
attention  of  the  organ- 
ization. 

Judge  Meals'  report 
as  president  dealt  large  ■ 
ly  with  the  fight 
against  the  imposition 
of  double  taxation 
through  the  horsepow- 
er tax  bill. 

"We  are  in  the  fight 
not  because  of  the  pal- 
try dollars  involved 
but  as  a  matter  of 
principle.   We  are  op- 
posed first,  last  and 
all  the  time  to  double 
taxation  of  motor  cars 
and  we  will  never  give 
discrimination  against 
because  he  does   own  an 
Meals. 

"The  roads  belong  to  the  whole  state  and  benefit 
the  whole  state.  Therefore  the  whole  state,  and 
not  one  class  of  citizens,  should  be  taxed  to  build 
and  maintain  them. 

"Property  abutting  on  an  improved  road  benefits 
directly  and  very  largely,  There  has  been  an  increase 
of  50  to  500  per  cent  in  the  value  of  property  along 
highways  improved  within  this  county. 

"It  is  unjust  to  tax  automobiles  diflferently  from 
any  other  property  that  might  be  owned  by  the 
citizens  of  this  state,  and  it  is,  in  my  opinion,  con- 
trary to  those  provisions  of  the  constitution  which

up  our  battle  to  prevent 
the    automobile  owner 
automobile,"  said  Judge 


declare  that  all  property  shall  be  taxed  at  its  true 
value  in  money  and  at  a  uniform  rate. 

"In  the  hearing  before  the  common  pleas  court 
of  Franklin  county  at  which  Mr.  Saviers  of  Colum- 
bus and  myself  represented  the  Ohio  State  automo- 
bile association  in  the  suit  to  test  the  constitution- 
ality of  the  law,  it  was 
declared  that  the  state 
faced  a  deficit  in  reve- 
nue due  to  the  loss  of 
about  $8,000,000  in 
liquor  taxes  and  that 
they  proposed  to  make 
this  up  by  raising  an 
additional  $7,000,000 
or  $8,000,000  from  the 
owners  of  automobiles. 
We  object  to  being 
singled  out  as  a  class 
for  such  a  burden  of 
taxation. We  have  filed 
error  proceedings  in 
the  court  of  appeals, 
and  we  will  carry  this 
case  to  the  court  of  last 
resort.  We  must  stand 
together  in  the  fight 
for  a  principle  and,  if 
necessary,  protect  our 
rights  at  the  ballot 
box." 

The  treasurer's  re- 
port was  given  by  Ar- 
thur H.   Seibig,  who 
announced  that  the 
report  would  be  print- 
ed in  full  and  that  the 
detailed  audit  of  the 
club  finances  made  by 
certified    public  ac- 
countants was  open  to 
inspection  by  members . 
The  report  of  Secretary  Fred  H.  Caley,  printed 
in  full  elsewhere,  was  enthusiastically  received.  It 
was  moved  by  W.  G.  Wilson  "that  the  report  be 
accepted  and  that  the  club  express  its  appreciation 
to  the  secretary".    This  carried  vociferously. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  the  election  of 
directors.  The  terms  of  G.  G.  G.  Peckham,  Arthur

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Anti-Theft  and  Other  Laws 

Report  of  Changes  Made  in  Automobile  Laws  Through  Efforts  of 
Cleveland  Club's  Legislative  Committee 

By  R.  J.  SCHMUNK, 
Chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee 


Your  Legislative  Committee — consisting  of  Wm. 
L.  Day,  Sam  B.  Fitzsimmons,  Thos.  H.  Hogsett, 
Homer  G.  Powell,  David  R.  Wilkin,  Winfield  Wor- 
line  and  John  A.  Zangerle,  met  from  time  to  time 
during  the  past  year, 


upon  request  of  the 
president  and  carefully 
considered  the  various 
legislative  matters 
that  were  of  prime  im- 
portance to  the  auto- 
mobile industry. 

We  particularly  re- 
fer to  the  Dyer  law 
which  provides  a  pen- 
alty of  five  years  im- 
prisonment and  $5,000 
fine  for  taking  a  stolen 
car  from  one  state  to 
another.  The  23  mem- 
bers of  Congress  and 
the  two  senators  from 
Ohio  were  strongly 
urged  to  support  this 
measure,  which  be- 
came a  law  several 
months  ago,  as  a  result 
of  which  traffic  in  stol- 
en cars  between  states 
has  been  efTectually 
stopped.  It  was  form- 
erly an  easy  matter  to 
steal  a  car  in  Cleveland 
and  take  it  to  Pitts- 
burgh, Bufifalo  or  De- 
troit, dispose  of  it  thru 
a  "fence"  and  come 
back  to  Cleveland  and 
steal  another  car. 

The  fact  that  the 
United  States  attorneys  in  the  various  cities  are 
rigidly  prosecuting  offenders  under  the  provisions  of 
this  law,  merely  emphasizes  our  repeated  claims 
that  the  stealing  of  cars  could  be  prohibited  in  a 
local  way  if  local  prosecutors  and  local  courts  will 
do  their  full  duty. 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  provid- 
ing for  classification  of  all  property  for  the  purposes 
of  taxation,  was  thoroughly  discussed  at  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  Legislative  Committee  and  Board  of 
Directors  of  this  Club,  at  a  meeting  held  in  July. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  John  A.  Zangerle,  seconded  by 
Judge  Wm.  L.  Day,  the  amendment  was  unani- 
mously endorsed.  This  proposed  amendment,  how- 
ever, failed  to  receive  the  necessary  votes  at  the

November  election.  Had  it  carried,  automobiles 
would  have  been  removed  from  the  tax  duplicate  as 
personal  property  and  taxed  on  a  graduated  tax 
along  the  lines  of  Pennsylvania  and  New  York  laws. 

This  would  have  elimi- 
nated the  widespread 
and  deep-seated  oppo- 
sition to  the  double 
taxation  measure  re- 
cently passed  by  the 
legislature. 

A  number  of  bills 
are  now  pending  in 
the  legislature,  which 
have  the  endorsement 
of  this  committee.  We 
particularly  refer  to 
the  bill  requiring  a  bill 
of  sale  or  other  docu- 
mentary' proof  of  own- 
ership upon  the  sale  of 
a  second-hand  car;  a 
measure  requiring  the 
elimination  of  bill- 
boards, high  fences, 
hedges  or  other  ob- 
structions at  railroad 
or  highway  crossings; 
a  bill  requiring  county 
commissioners  and 
township  trustees  to 
promptly  remove  snow 
on  main-travelled  in- 
ter-county and  main- 
market  highways.  The 
present  law  is  ineffi- 
cient and  should  be 
made  mandatory  and 
a  severe  penalty  im- 
posed upon  officials 
who  fail  to  do  their  duty  in  this  respect. 

Your  Committee  has  gone  on  record  as  not  only 
favoring,  but  demanding,  that  no  road  be  built  of 
less  than  16  feet  in  width  and  that  main-market  and 
ir.ter-county  highways  be  not  less  than  20  feet  in 
width.  We  recommend  the  establishment  of  a  patrol 
system  or  a  system  of  perpetual  maintenance  and 
repair  on  all  public  roads  and  highways. 

The  legislative  problems  at  Columbus  during  the 
sessions  of  the  legislature  have  had  the  personal  at- 
tention of  President  Meals,  assisted  by  the  Secre- 
tary. We  will  therefore  leave  a  further  discussion  of 
legislative  matters,  and  particularly  the  law  imposing 
a  double  taxation  on  motor  vehicles,  to  the  President 
who  will  discuss  them  in  his  annual  report.

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Many  Roads  Improved 

cAccount  of  Progress  Made  in  City  and  Country  in  the  Development 

of  Adequate  Highways 


By  JOHN  L.  YOUNG, 
Chairman  Road  and  Streets  Committee 


The  past  year  saw  a  new  high  mark  of  accom- 
pUshment  in  highway  development  in  the  local  dis- 
trict. 

The  two  years  preceding  saw  road  work  greatly 
restricted  because  of  war  conditions.  Financing 
was  held  down,  labor 
and  materials  both 
were  scarce,  and  the 
only  work  which  could 
be  readily  accomplish- 
ed was  emergency  im- 
provement. While 
some  work  was  carried 
forward  under  this 
division,  necessarily 
there  was  a  great  deal 
of  marking  time  on 
some  of  the  improve- 
ments which  we  great- 
ly desired. 

Last  year,  however, 
saw  release  from  war- 
time conditions,  and 
this  was  taken  advant- 
age of.  Everything 
that  we  wanted  to  see 
accomplished  was  not 
accomplished,  but  the 
achievements  that 
were  completed  are 
such  as  to  give  gratifi- 
cation to  automobile 
owners.  There  was 
some  delay  iii  the  re- 
adjustment to  peace- 
time conditions.  Ev- 
erything did  not  move 
as  fast  as  we  might 
have  wished,  and  as  a 
result  some  work  was 
delayed  which  we 
would  like  to  have  seen  finished.  But  the  roads  and 
streets  that  were  completed  are  of  prime  importance 
and  mark  big  steps  toward  our  ambitious  goal  of  a 
real  system  of  connected  highways  adequately  main- 
tained. 

For  instance,  within  the  city  itself,  the  past  year 
saw  Carnegie  avenue  extended. 

It  is  at  least  five  years  ago  that  I  heard  this  pro- 
ject launched  at  a  meeting  of  the  roads  and  streets 
committee  of  the  Cleveland  Automobile  club.  Since 
then  I  know  it  has  been  near  to  the  heart  of  the  com- 
mittee and  of  all  who  are  in  touch  with  the  club's 
activities.  Several  bond  issues  were  submitted  to 
votes  of  the  people  but  on  each  occasion  the  issue

was  not  presented  in  such  a  manner  as  to  win  the 
necessary  number  of  votes.  On  several  occasions, 
the  Carnegie  avenue  extension — sure  of  support  for 
itself — went  down  to  defeat  because  encvunbered 
with  other  issues  less  popular. 

The  matter  was 
finally  carried  through 
the  council,  and  last 
fall  saw  the  avenue  cut 
through  and  paved 
from  East  89th  street 
to  East  100th  street. 
Eventually  the  jog  at 
100th  street  will  be  re- 
moved and  Carnegie 
itself  extended  to  the 
boulevard. 

Nothing  since  the 
high  level  bridge  has 
done  as  much  to  im- 
prove' traffic  condi- 
tions in  Cleveland  as 
the  opening  of  Carne- 
gie avenue.  This  is  a 
start  in  the  right  di- 
rection, and  the  only 
real  relief  we  will  know 
will  be  the  opening  of 
more  streets  and  the 
separation  of  traffic. 
Chester  avenue  also  is 
to  be  cut  through  from 
East  17th  street  to 
East  22nd  street  and 
this  should  help  the 
situation  materially. 

There  is  little  use 
adopting  half-way 
measures  such  as  one- 
way streets  and  petty 
restrictions  in  trying 
to  improve  Cleveland's  traffic  situation  and  relieve 
congestion.  We  need  more  streets  right  away  for 
the  traffic  that  can  get  up  and  go. 

The  past  year  also  saw  the  carrying  forward  of 
the  city's  program  of  improving  the  main  thorough- 
fares. Gradually  Cleveland  is  emerging  from  the 
condition  of  being  one  of  the  worst-paved  cities  in 
the  country  to  the  ownership  of  streets  that  are  not  a 
disgrace.  The  bond  issue  voted  a  few  years  ago  has 
bridged  the  chasm,  and  let  us  now  fervently  hope  and 
pray  that  the  cities  of  Ohio  will  actually  obtain  the 
financial  relief  we  are  seeking  and  that  in  the  years 
to  come  there  will  be  sufficient  funds  to  maintain  the 
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city's  streets  in  a  manner  commensurate  with  the 
city's  growth. 

County  and  state  financing  seems  amply  provided 
for.  The  state  will  have  some  $23,000,000  to  spend 
on  the  development  of  the  system  of  main  market 
roads  and  inter-county  highways.  Through  the 
Busbey-Fouts  highway  bill,  counties  have  been  able 
to  vote  sufficient  funds  to  keep  up  the  county  or  non- 
state  and  unimproved  roads.  This  maintenance  of 
earth  roads  is  a  question  of  tremendous  importance 
and  we  may  feel  gratified  that  provision  has  been 
made  for  meeting  it  in  satisfactory  fashion. 

There  are  two  high- 
way projects  that  I 
want  to  speak  of  par- 
ticularly from  amonj.^ 
those  completed  dur- 
ing 1919.  One  of  these 
is  the  road  to  the  east 
and  the  other  the 
situation  between  Ak- 
ron and  Cleveland. 

Last  year  saw  a  fine 
brick  road  laid  from 
Ashtabula  and  Con- 
neaut,  a  stretch  that 
heretofore  had  been 
hardly  passable  even 
in  summer.  The 
Brecksville  road  be- 
tween Akron  and 
Cleveland  is  almost 
completed,  and  will  be 
opened  to  traffic  short- 
ly after  the  construc- 
tion season  begins 
But  not  one  minute 
before  it  is  needed 
Meanwhile  the  con- 
tract has  been  let 
and  work  is  to  start 
on  the  third  road 
between  Akron  and 
Cleveland.  This  will 
traverse  the  North- 
field  route,  will  be  the 
shortest  of  the  three, 
will  consist  of  eight 
inches  of  concrete  20  feet  wide,  and  we  are  assured 
by  the  state  highway  department  will  be  a  model 
road  if  it  can  be  made  so. 

These  are  the  high  spots  in  highway  work  for  the 
past  year.  For  the  future  all  that  can  be  said  is 
that  we  will  keep  everlastingly  at  it  to  bring  about 
the  construction  of  more  roads,  better  roads  built 
to  meet  the  needs  of  modem  traffic  and  to  see  that 
they  are  adequately  maintained.

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Club's  Most  Active  Year 

Secretary's  Review  of  Accomplishments  and  Work  Carried  on  During  1919 

By  FRED  H.  CALEY 


Your  Secretary  takes  pleasure  in  presenting  here- 
with his  8th  annual  report  which  will  consist  of  a 
brief  resume  of  the  activities  and  accomplishments 
of  the  Cleveland  Automobile  Club  in  the  year  1919. 

We  take  it  that  all  our  members  are  familiar  with 
the  Club's  workings  and  we  will  not  attempt  to  go 
into  details,  but  will 
merely  touch  the  high 
points  of  such  matters 
that  are  of  paramount 
importance  to  every 
citizen  who  owns  and 
operates  a  motor  ve- 
hicle. 

Legislation 

Under  the  head  of 
legislation  a  c  c  o  m  - 
plished,  we  can  justly 
claim  credit  for  the  re- 
peal of  the  antiquated 
and  nonsensical  speed 
law  which  prescribed 
a  fine  or  imprisonment 
for  operating  a  motor 
vehicle  at  a  rate  of 
speed  in  excess  of  8,  15 
and  20  miles  per  hour 
and  substituting  there- 
for a  broad,  common- 
sense  measure  which 
provides  a  penalty  for 
reckless  and  careless 
driving,  and  further 
stipulates  that  a  prov- 
en speed  in  excess  of 
30  miles  per  hour  shall 
be  presiimptive  evi- 
dence of  reckless  driv- 
ing. However,  on  a 
clear  country  road, 
with  no  traffic  in  sight 
and  no  intersecting 
cross  streets,  a  speed  of  even  40  miles  per  hour 
might  be  justifiable  and  could  not  be  construed  as  a 
violation  of  this  law. 

-  _  This  bill  was  drafted  by  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee of  the  Club,  approved  by  the  Legislative 
Committee  of  the  Ohio  State  Automobile  Associa- 
tion and  by  every  automobile  club  in  Ohio,  with  the 
exception  of  the  clubs  in  Toledo  and  Cincinnati.  In 
spite  of  their  objections  it  received  an  overwhelming 
majority  in  both  the  House  and  Senate  and  a  year's 
trial  has  demonstrated  that  the  principles  of  this 
meastire  are  right.  Accidents  have  been  reduced, 
motoring  has  been  made  pleasurable  and  safe  and 
the  only  person  affected  has  been  the  speed-trap  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  who  has  been  practically  elimi-

nated.  In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  Squire  Eberhard  of  Ridgeville,  is  no  longer  hold- 
ing up  the  motorists  of  Cleveland  and  Elyria  and 
collecting  fat  little  fines  of  $25.00  and  $8.13  costs. 

Another  measure  for  which  we  were  largely  re- 
sponsible was  the  Busbey-Fouts  Highway  Law  which 

permits  counties  to 
vote  levies  for  good 
roads  purposes  in  ex- 
cess of  the  Smith  one 
percent  limitations. 
Under  the  provisions 
of  this  law  60  counties 
iast  year  voted  addi- 
tional tax  levies  total- 
ing over  $7,000,000 
for  road  maintenance 
purposes.  The  Club,  in 
co-operation  with  the 
other  clubs  through- 
out the  state  actively 
supported  the  enact- 
ment of  the  new  high- 
way code  which  was 
prepared  by  represen- 
tatives of  the  Ohio 
Good  Roads  Federa- 
tion. Unfortunately, 
in  re-drafting  the  high- 
way laws,  the  Ohio 
Good  Roads  Federa- 
tion seemed  to  have 
only  in  mind  the  inter- 
ests of  the  road  con- 
tractor and  the  manu- 
facturer of  road-mak- 
ing material  and  ma- 
chinery. The  code  pro- 
vided for  the  appro- 
priation  of  large 
amounts  for  road  con- 
struction, but  the 
question  of  repair  and  maintenance  and  the  vital 
problem  of  snow  removal  have  been  neglected  and 
overlooked  by  the  present  legislature  and  highway 
authorities.  The  mere  removal  of  snow  to  make  a 
highway  passable,  does  not  require  the  purchase  of 
large  amounts  of  macadam,  cement,  concrete  and 
other  road-making  material  and  possibly  this  is  the 
reason  that  this  important  problem  was  not  taken 
care  of  in  the  measure  prepared  by  the  Good  Roads 
Federation.  It  is  high  time  that  affiliated  automo- 
bile clubs  in  the  state  prepare  their  own  good  roads 
program  and  secure  the  enactment  of  highway  legis- 
lation which  will  protect  and  care  for  the  interests  of 
the  individual  who  uses  the  road,  as  well  as  the 
manufacturer   and   the   contractor  who  benefits 
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merely  by  the  construction  of  expensive  highways. 

One  of  the  fool  bills  which  would,  no  doubt,  have 
been  declared  unconstitutional  in  event  of  its  pas- 
sage, provided  that  no  penalty  for  the  violation  of 
the  traffic  law  could  be  suspended  or  diminished. 
This  would  leave  the  trial  judge  no  discretion  what- 
ever in  event  of  a  technical  violation  of  a  drastic 
regulation.  We  suggested  that  the  measure  be 
broadened  and  applied  to  automobile  thieves;  that 
if  the  theory  was  a  good  one  it  applied  to  all  violators 
of  every  criminal  law.  Incidentally,  this  was  not 
considered  advisable  or  consistent  by  the  legislature, 
for  they  promptly  killed  the  proposed  bill. 

In  this  connection 


your  attention  is  m- 
vited  to  the  continued 
wholesale  paroling  and 
pardoning  of  crimi- 
nals of  every  kind  and 
class,  not  only  by  the 
State  Board  of  Clem-, 
ency,  but  by  the  com- 
mon pleas  judges  in 
Cleveland  and  other 
cities.  Details  and 
specifications  regard- 
ing this  can  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Club's 
attorney,  Mr.  Winfield 
Worline. 

The  bill  increasing 
the  license  fee  or  tax 
on  automobiles  has 
been  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed in  the  report  of 
our  President,  Judge 
Meals,  but  I  just  want 
to  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  this 
bill  is  largely  the  work 
of  the  Ohio  Good 
Roads  Federation  and 
received  the  approval 
of  the  officers  of  the 
Toledo  and  Cincinnati 
automobile  clubs. 
However,  48  clubs  in 
the  state  have  an- 
nounced their  unalter- 
able opposition  to  the 

provisions  of  this  measure  and  we  will  rest  the  case 
in  the  court  of  last  resort.  We  are  concerned  about 
principles — not  pennies.  This  measure  was  sup- 
ported in  the  legislature  by  the  tax  dodgers  in  the 
state  of  Ohio  who  had  attempted  to  saddle  the  bur- 
den of  taxation,  and  the  loss  of  $7,000,000  of  revenue 
incurred  through  the  adoption  of  the  dry  amend- 
ment, directly  onto  the  automobile  industry  of  this 
state.  No  other  industry  has  been  singled  out  for 
double  taxation  and  we  object  to  making  this  in- 
dustry the  goat. 

We  respectfully  suggest  to  the  new  Legislative 
Committee,  which  will  shortly  be  appointed  for  the 
year  1920,  that  they  use  every  possible  effort  to 
secure  the  enactment  of  a  taxicab  ordinance,  with 


teeth,  which  will  eflfectually  rid  the  city  from  the 
gang  of  thugs  and  criminals  now  operating  indepen- 
dent taxicabs  between  the  hotels  and  the  various 
depots.  This  criticism  does  not  apply  alone  to  the 
independent  operators.  The  Cleveland  Transfer 
Company  and  the  Cleveland  Taxicab  Company  have 
had  a  monopoly  for  years.  The  service  furnished  is 
the  worst  imaginable,  the  fare  paid  is  the  highest  in 
the  United  States  and  if  a  passenger  protests,  he  is 
threatened  with  having  his  head  beaten  off,  or 
promptly  told  to  "get  the  hell  out  and  walk."  This 
is  a  matter  for  which  the  city  council,  the  city  admin- 
istration and  the  jjolice  department  are  directly  re- 
sponsible.      We  re-

spectfully  suggest  to 
the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  other  civic 
organizations,  that  in 
their  great  crusade  for 
moral  reform  in  the 
city  of  Cleveland — in 
which  direction  a  fund 
of  $70,000  was  expend- 
ed by  a  special  grand 
jury — they  devote 
some  time,  a  little  eff- 
ort, and  possibly  some 
expense,  in  correcting 
the  taxicab  situation. 
This  is  not  a  matter 
for  the  Automobile 
Club,  alone — it  is  a 
matter  in  which  every 
decent  citizen  should 
be  interested. 

License  Bureau 

Last  year  the  Club 
was  again  designated 
by  the  Secretary  of 
State  as  the  branch  for 
issuing  the  license  tags 
for  Cleveland  and 
northeastern  Ohio.  We 
were  also  required  to 
prepare  and  mail  the 
license  card.  Over 
75,000  licenses  were  is- 
sued during  the  past 
year  and  the  same 
number  of  license  cards  were  prepared  and  mailed. 
The  direct  cost  to  the  Club  for  this  service  was  in 
excess  of  $7,000,  but  we  believe  that  in  this  work  we 
are  performing  a  direct  service  to  the  automobile 
community  and  the  results  are  shown  in  a  largely  in- 
creased membership.  Secretary  of  State  Harvey  C. 
Smith  has  requested  the  Club  to  continue  in  this 
capacity  for  another  year  and  as  soon  as  the  courts 
have  passed  upon  the  constitutionality  of  the  new 
law,  we  will  again  begin  issuing  tags  at  the  same 
old  stand.  In  the  meantime,  in  order  to  take  care 
of  the  fellow  who  has  just  purchased  a  new  car  and 
is  unable  to  secure  a  set  of  tags,  the  Club  is  issuing 
a  set  of  temporary  paste  board  tags  under  an  agree- 
ment entered  into  with  the  Secretary  of  State  and

the  police  department.  These  tags  are  furnished  free 
of  charge  until  the  regular  state  licenses  can  be  pro- 
cured. 

Touring  Bureau 

By  a  conservative  estimate  over  25,000  tourists 
called  at  the  Club  rooms  last  year  for  touring  and 
other  information.  This  was  promptly  and  cheer- 
fully furnished,  upon  the  presentation  of  a  card 
showing  that  the  tourist  was  a  member  of  an  auto- 
mobile club  somewhere  in  the  United  States.  If 
not,  he  was  charged  a  fee  of  50  cents,  which  is  the 
minimimi  price  for  the  "moocher."  It  is  not  fair  to 
put  the  non-member  upon  the  same  basis  as  the  loyal, 
active  Club  member  who  pays  his  yearly  dues.  If 
the  non-member  wishes  to  use  the  Club's  touring 
bureau,  he  must  pay  for  the  privilege. 

It  has  been  the  Club's  policy  for  a  half  dozen 
years  to  give  a  Blue  Book  to  each  new  member — at 
the  time  he  joins  the  Club,  and  this  policy  will  be 
continued  in  1920.  A  great  number  of  the  old  mem- 
bers are  asking  for  routes  to  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Bos- 
ton, New  York  and  Washington,  and  other  distant 
points.  We  are  having  prepared  by  Col.  Henry 
MacNair,  manager  of  the  New  York  Automobile 
Club  and  one  of  the  pioneers  in  the  motoring  indus- 
try, a  concise  and  comprehensive  pocket  touring 
guide  containing  maps  and  detailed  trunk  routings 
connecting  all  the  larger  cities  east  of  the  Mississippi 
River.  These  booklets  will  be  ready  for  distribu- 
tion early  in  the  spring  and  a  copy  will  be  available 
for  every  one  of  our  members. 

Road  Signs 

2,500  road  signs  were  erected  in  northern  Ohio  by 
the  Club's  Road  Sign  Department,  composed  of 
Messrs.  George  E.  Young,  Jacob  Hirstius  and  Meryl 
Q.  Allyn.  These  signs,  particularly  those  erected 
in  the  city  limits  of  Cleveland,  have  aroused  univer- 
sal comment.  It  is  planned  in  1920  to  increase  the 
work  of  this  Department  and  conduct  it  along  the 
lines  of  the  system  established  by  the  Los  Angeles 
and  San  Francisco  clubs.  Mr.  Young  is  now  in 
California,  actively  working  in  the  Road  Sign  de- 
partment of  the  Los  Angeles  club,  securing  ideas  and 
making  plans,  which  will  be  put  into  effect  in  Cleve- 
land and  surrounding  territory  early  in  the  spring. 

Automobile  Show 

The  1920  Show,  which  was  the  19th  annual 
exhibition  of  automobiles  held  in  Cleveland  by  the 
Cleveland  Automobile  Mfrs.  &  Dealers  Assn.  with 
the  sanction  and  co-operation  of  the  Cleveland 
Automobile  Club,  according  to  all  reports,  com- 
pared favorably  with  the  national  exhibits  held  in 
New  York  and  Chicago. 

Cleveland  is  rapidly  becoming  the  great  automo- 
bile center  of  this  country.  We  are  overtaking  De- 
troit, not  only  in  population,  but  in  industrial  su- 
premacy. In  no  other  city  in  the  country  is  there 
such  a  happy  combination  of  interests  and  such  a 
spirit  of  helpful  co-operation  as  exists  here  between 
the  automobile  manufacturer,  the  automobile  dealer 
and  the  automobile  owner,  and  to  this  spirit  of  good 
feeling,  good  will  and  helpfulness,  is  due  to  a  very 
large  extent  the  success,  not  only  of  the  Automobile 


Show,  but  the  fact  that  there  are  nearly  80,000  auto- 
mobiles owned  and  operated  in  Cuyahoga  County, 
or  one-seventh  of  all  the  machines  owned  in  the  state 
of  Ohio. 

It  has  been  hoped  that  in  1921  the  greatest  auto- 
mobile show  in  the  United  States  would  be  staged 
in  the  new  public  hall,  but  as  we  listen  to  the  wind 
whistling  through  the  rusting  framework  of  the  un- 
completed structure  only  a  block  away,  it  seems  to  be 
practically  impossible  that  this  can  be  completed 
within  twelve  months,  unless  extraordinary  pressure 
is  brought  to  bear  and  extraordinary  efforts  are  made 
by  those  in  charge  to  see  that  somebody  gets  on  the 
job  and  expedites  the  completion  of  Cleveland's  pub- 
lic hall,  for  which  we  voted  $2,500,000  in  bonds 
nearly  five  years  ago. 

Operating  Expense 

The  Cleveland  Automobile  Club  gives  to  its 
members  in  return  for  the  annual  dues,  more  intrin- 
sic value  and  more  direct  benefits  than  any  other 
automobile  club  in  the  country,  and  this  statement 
is  made  advisedly  and  conservatively.  For  $10.00 
dues  the  members  receive  an  emblem  which  costs  us 
50  cents,  a  Blue  Book  which  costs  at  retail  $3.00,  a 
subscription  to  THE  OHIO  MOTORIST,  which  is 
$1.00,  his  dues  in  the  State  and  National  associa- 
tions, which  is  another  dollar,  and  two  tickets  to  the 
Automobile  Show,  costing  $1.00,  which  totals  $6.50, 
out  of  $10.00  dues.  For  the  remainder  of  his  dues  a 
member  receives  the  benefits  of  a  Road  Sign  depart- 
ment. Touring  Bureau,  Legislative  Department, 
Legal  Department  and  the  privilege  of  calling  on 
the  Club  at  any  time  for  information  or  advice  of  any 
kind. 

Our  total  membership  tonight  is  more  than 
11,000  and  4,299  new  members  were  acquired  in  the 
past  year. 

We  have  the  largest  membership  of  any  indivi- 
dual automobile  club  in  the  United  States,  reports 
from  California  to  the  contrary,  notwithstanding. 
The  automobile  club  of  Southern  California,  located 
in  Los  Angeles,  claims  16,000  but  they  are  distri- 
buted among  30  towns  and  cities,  while  the  member- 
ship of  the  Club  in  Cleveland  is  practically  all — or 
99  percent  of  it — residents  of  Cuyahoga  County. 
We  respectfully  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  while  the  City  Club,  Advertising  Club  and 
the  Rotary  Club  have  found  it  necessary  to  increase 
their  dues,  we  are  still  operating,  and  giving  more 
returns  on  $10.00  per  year. 

We  are  in  receipt  of  a  statement  from  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  to  the  effect  that  they  have  an 
anticipated  deficit  next  year  of  $30,000  and  fiuther 
urging  that  the  dues  be  increased  from  $40.00  to 
$60.00  per  year.  Permit  me  to  say  to  you  tonight 
that  we  have  an  anticipated  SURPLUS  next  year  of 
$30,000  and  we  will  NOT  increase  the  dues,  but 
expect  to  spend  more  money  and  do  more  for  oiu:

G.  B.  Rodgers,  T.  O.  Smalley,  J.  M.  WilUs,  Howard 
C.  Allen,  C.  P.  Ballard,  Tolen  E.  Brown,  E.  R.  Bar- 
nett,  C.  H.  Brownell,  Walter  Craig,  Frank  Christo- 
pher, W.  M.  Campbell,  Hays  Dill. 

An  amendment  was  voted  in  the  constitution  of 
the  club  making  it  possible  to  elect  outside  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Heretofore  officers  to  head  the  or- 
ganization have  been  confined  to  the  nine  directors. 

In  the  evening  a  business  session  of  the  club  was 
held  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  rooms  and  the  members 
heard  a  report  on  the  club's  activities  and  financial 
standing  from  the  time  of  its  organization  from  the 
efficient  secretary  of  the  organization,  Howard  Allen.

club  treasury.  Mr.  Allen  was  paid  high  compli- 
ments by  the  club  members  for  his  excellent  work  in 
the  organization.  An  explanation  was  made  by 
Secretary  Allen  of  the  proposed  legislation  which 
automobile  clubs  of  the  state  are  urging  and  which 
provides  for  the  use  of  deeds  or  certificates  of  title  to 
all  cars.  When  a  new  car  is  sold  by  the  manufac- 
turer, the  owner  would  be  given  a  deed  for  the  car. 
In  case  of  old  cars  it  is  planned  that  all  owners  be 
issued  a  certificate  of  title  by  the  Sheriff.  This 
would  help  stop  the  practice  of  auto  stealing,  it  is 
believed. 

For  the  benefit  of  club  members,  Attorney  E.  L. 
Bush  gave  an  explanation  of  the  new  taxation  law 
and  this  was  followed  by  an  interesting  talk  on  pub- 
lic road  improvement  by  County  Surveyor  Frank 
Kennedy. 

Officers  of  the  club  were  given  a  vote  of  thanks 
for  their  work  and  President  J.  M.  Willis  responded 
in  a  brief  talk  in  behalf  of  the  officers. 

A  meeting  of  the  new  directors  of  the  club  was 
held  Thursday  and  the  following  officers  were  re- 
elected: President,  J.  M.  WiUis;  vice-president, 
Nolan  Hathaway;  secretary,  Howard  C.  Allen;  treas- 
urer, C.  P.  Ballard. 


Protest  Light  Ruling 

The  Coshocton  Automobile  Club  has  taken  up 
with  Mayor  Tish  of  Coshocton  the  enforcement  of 
the  lighting  ordinance  in  that  city.  This  followed 
the  arrest  and  fining  of  forty  automobile  owners 
charged  with  violation  of  the  tail-light  requirement. 

The  Club  addressed  the  following  letter  to  the 
Mayor : 

"Mr.  W.  S.  Tish,  Honorable  Mayor 
City  of  Coshocton, 
Coshocton,  Ohio. 
Dear  Sir: 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Coshocton-,co  Automobile  Club  held 
last  evening,  your  action  enforcing  the  traffic  rules  was 
heartily  endorsed. 

One  of  the  main  functions  of  this  organization  is  to  pro- 
mote better  laws  for  the  safety  of  pedestrians  and  automo- 
bile drivers  and  the  enforcement  of  those  now  in  existence. 
We,  however,  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  a  petition  which 
was  circulated  several  years  ago  and  signed  by  about  three 
hundred  car  owners,  asking  the  city  authorities  to  alter  the 
police  regulations  and  promote  parking  on  Main  St.,  from 
Second  to  Seventh,  without  tail  or  headlights  burning.  Our 
reason  for  this  request  was  due  to  the  fact  that  storage  bat- 
teries become  quickly  exhausted  by  the  burning  of  lights, 
while  the  car  is  not  running,  causing  a  great  inconvenience 
and  unnecessary  expense  for  recharging. 

Cars  parked  on  a  well-lighted  thorofare  do  not  interfere 
with  traffic  or  become  a  source  of  danger,  in  our  opinion. 
May  we  ask  that  you  grant  the  same  privilege  which  the  car 
owners  enjoyed  during  the  former  administration? 

We  also  ask  that  you  permit  the  parking  of  cars  on  all 
other  streets  within  a  radius  of  thirty  feet  of  an  electric  light. 


the  rays  of  which  are  direct,  not  shadowed  by  trees  or  ob- 
scured in  any  manner,  which  would  shadow  the  car  in  such 
a  way  that  it  is  not  clearly  visible  by  an  approaching  car. 
This  would  be  a  great  convenience,  especially  to  the  physi- 
cians of  our  city.  It  would  enable  them  to  park  their  cars 
at  the  nearest  light  to  the  home  they  may  be  called  to  and 
know  that  their  battery  is  not  suffering  to  the  point  of  total 
discharge. 

If  you  will  grant  the  request  of  this  organization,  it  is 
with  the  distinct  understanding  that  by  doing  so  it  does  not 
relieve  the  car  owner  from  any  liability  of  damage  which 
might  result  from  the  non-enforcement  of  the  existing  laws 
in  reference  to  lights. 

May  we  further  ask  that  you  rigidly  enforce  the  rules 
and  regulations  requiring  the  car  owner  to  signal  to  the  car 
follewing  when  about  to  make  a  turn  or  come  to  a  stop,  the 
elimination  of  cut  outs  within  the  city  limits,  the  dimming 
of  lights  or  the  use  of  lenses  on  the  public  highway  upon 
approaching  another  car. 

Daily  violations  are  observed  of  improper  parking,  park- 
ing too  close  to  fire  plugs,  tail  light,  or  one  head  light  out, 
misuse  of  spot  light,  speeding,  and  turning  at  points  other 
than  street  intersections.  Cars  driven  by  children  under 
the  age  limit  and  "jay  walking"  are  also  the  cause  of  many 
accidents. 

Every  intelligent  car  owner,  driver  and  pedestrian  will 
appreciate  your  enforcement  of  these  rules  which  will  make 
for  greater  safety.

Connect  All  Main  Roads  in 
Stark  County 

Paved  roads  connecting  all  the  principal  cities, 
villages  and  in  turn  connected  by  short  links  of 
improved  road,  is  the  goal  to  which  Stark  County 
commissioners  are  directing  their  program  this  year. 

As  an  immediate  step  toward  the  attainment  of 
this  goal,  the  commissioners  have  scheduled  33  miles 
of  improvement  for  1920.  While  many  of  these  con- 
tracts are  comparatively  small,  a  glance  at  the  map 
shows  that  they  are  important  in  the  relation  which 
they  bear  to  a  number  of  longer  roads  already  im- 
proved. 

In  planning  the  program,  the  commissioners  not 
only  considered  the  interior  of  the  county,  but  also 
worked  in  co-operation  with  the  commissioners  in 
the  neighboring  counties.  A  number  of  the  roads 
selected  by  the  Stark  commissioners  for  improve- 
ment, lead  into  other  counties  where  they  connect  up 
with  other  inter-county  roads. 

The  commissioners  are  determined  not  only  to 
build  good  roads,  but  also  to  see  that  they  are  main- 
tained. To  carry  on  the  work  of  maintenance  suc- 
cessfully, the  county  has  been  divided  into  two  equal 


parts  and  each  part  placed  under  the  supervision  of 
a  road  superintendent. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  each  superintendent  to  see 
that  the  improved  roads  under  his  care  are  kept  in 
constant  repair.  Each  superintendent  has  been 
authorized  to  employ  gangs  of  men  to  do  the  work 
of  upkeep  and  repair.  They  will  work  only  on  the 
county  roads. 

Repairs  on  the  state  roads  and  the  inter-county 
highways  within  the  county,  will  continue  to  be 
made  under  the  direction  of  the  state  highway  de- 
partment. Several  gangs  of  men  and  one  overseer 
are  employed  all  the  time  repairing  the  state  roads 
within  the  county. 

In  addition  to  the  roads  shown  on  the  map,  the 
commissioners  have  decided  to  improve  the  following 
links:  Canton-Lisbon,  2.22  miles;  East  Sparta  south 
to  the  county  line;  Massillon-McDonaldsville,  1.25 
miles;  and  the  Canton-Middlebranch  road,  3  miles.

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Record-Breaking  Show 

In  Comprehensiveness,  in  Appearance,  in  Attendance  and  in  Results 

Cleveland  Show  Sets  New  Marks 


An  increase  of  43  per  cent  in  attendance  is  an 
indication  of  the  tremendous  success  which  attended 
the  19th  annual  Cleveland  automobile  show,  held 
Jan.  17  to  24  in  Wigmore  coliseum. 

In  the  scope  of  the  exhibition  and  in  the  results 
attained,  the  1920  Cleveland  show  exceeded  not 
only  its  predecessors  but  many  other  great  shows  of 
the  country. 

On  every  hand  the  Cleveland  show  was  acclaimed 
a  triumph  for  the  industry  and  those  who  stood 
sponsor  for  it. 

First  and  foremost,  the  exhibition  was  twice  the 
size  of  any  previous  Cleveland  show.  Two  floors  of 
an  addition  to  the  coliseum  building  were  filled  with 
cars  and  accessories.  In  all,  75  makes  of  passenger 
cars  were  on  display,  half -again  as  many  as  were  ever 
before  shown.  The  accessory  exhibits  were  greater 
in  niomber  and  of  a  higher  standard  than  in  previous 
years.  Most  of  the  exhibits  were  attractively  ar- 
ranged, showing  the  actual  working  of  the  device, 
and  this  lent  an  unusual  interest  and  instruction 
value  to  the  exposition. 

From  the  spectator's  point  of  view,  the  show  pre- 
sented an  array  of  record-breaking  magnitude,  com- 
prehensiveness and  attractiveness. 

The  setting  given  the  pageant  of  motor  cars  was 
unusually  magnificent  and  at  the  same  time  in  har- 
mony with  the  central  idea.  The  colisetun  proper 
was  turned  into  a  vast  apple  orchard.  "Maytime  in 
Arcadia"  was  the  theme,  each  of  the  scores  of  pillars 
having  been  ttuned  into  an  apple  tree  in  blossom. 
In  the  new  building  decorations  were  on  the  ren- 
naissance  order,  a  brilliantly  illimiinated  spectacle 
being  created. 

Splendid  entertainment  was  provided  by  the 
management.  Robertson's  orchestra  was  heard  in 
the  coliseum,  while  in  the  Florentine  patio  the 
newly-organized  Woman's  Orchestra  of  Cleveland 
gave  two  concerts  daily.  Soloists  were  Dorothy 
Maskell,  Helen  Cannon  and  Hugo  Oliver. 

A  feature  of  unusual  interest  was  the  display  of 
the  Glenn.  L.  Martin  Co.  of  Cleveland,  airplane 
builders.  A  six-foot  model  of  the  big  Martin  bomber 
perfectly  carried  out  as  to  detail,  was  shown  and  with 
it,  full  size  and  in  reality  a  Liberty  engine,  propeller 
and  other  interesting  parts.  Representatives  of  the 
company  were  in  constant  attendance  explaining  the 
various  parts  and  devices. 

The  attendance  exceeded  even  the  crowds  anti- 
cipated by  the  most  optimistic.  From  the  time  the 
show  opened  Saturday  noon  until  the  close  the  fol- 
lowing Saturday  night,  the  colisetun  was  thronged 
by  crowds  averaging  in  excess  of  10,000  per  day.  If 
the  additional  space  provided  by  the  new  building 
had  not  been  available,  the  crowds  never  could  have 
been  accommodated.  Men  prominent  in  the  trade 
from  all  parts  of  the  country  remarked  not  only  on 


the  size  of  the  crowds  but  on  the  interest  displayed. 
From  conservative  estimates,  retail  sales  were  placed 
at  1500  cars  approximating  $2,250,000.  Wholesale 
contracts  closed  by  the  distributors  would  run  the 
number  of  cars  disposed  of  through  the  Cleveland 
show  to  many  times  that  figure. 

Several  special  events  were  arranged  by  the  man- 
agement to  lend  added  zest  and  interest  to  the  show. 
Chief  among  them  was  dealers'  rally  held  in  the 
Hollenden  Monday  noon  of  show  week.  More  than 
five  hundred  dealers  and  salesmen  from  all  parts  of 
the  state  packed  the  hall,  enjoyed  a  fine  lunch  ,good 
music  and  inspirational  addresses.

cAmericanizing  the  Automobile

The  owners  of  automobiles  in  Paris,  dturing  the 
World's  War,  awoke  one  morning  to  find  that  the 
motor  vehicles  of  every  kind  had  been  commandeered 
by  the  French  Government  to  transport  troops  to 
the  front  and  stop  the  march  of  the  Hvms  towards 
the  French  capital.  That  this  was  successful  is  now 
a  matter  of  history.  The  trustees  of  The  Columbus 
Automobile  Club  have  taken  a  very  important  step, 
which  will  undoubtedly  be  followed  by  other  Clubs, 
and  it  is  this :  they  ha,ve  decided  to  Americanize  the 
Columbus  Automobile  Club,  so  that  only  citizens  of 
the  United  States  of  America  may  belong.  It  is  a 
step  towards  centralizing  the  patriotic  American 
automobilists  into  one  great  body  under  the  control 
and  officered  by  the  officials  of  The  Automobile 
Association  of  America.  The  Government  will 
never  have  to  seize  the  automobiles  of  our  Club  on 
any  pretext  because  all  persons  joining  will  be  Amer- 
ican citizens  who  will  be  glad  to  fiimish  their  auto- 
mobiles or  other  property  for  the  internal  or  external 
defense  of  the  Government.  It  is  the  crystalization 
of  the  motor  vehicle  owners  against  the  "Red  Men- 
ace." 
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Excuses  Won't  Go 

We  are  looking  forward  to  the  state's  greatest 
road-building  year. 

Financing  is  amply  provided  for,  with  the  largest 
sums  in  history  available  from  federal,  state  and 
county  treasuries.  There  is  hardly  a  county  in  the 
state  that  has  not  placed  greatly  increased  sums  at 
the  disposal  of  road-building  authorities.  The  state 
treasury  is  ready  to  pour  forth  abundance,  to  be  aug- 
mented by  millions  of  federal  funds. 

There  has  been  ample  time  for  the  laying  out  of  a 
program,  the  awarding  of  contracts  to  insure  delivery 
of  materials  and  other  preliminary  arrangements. 

The  state  highway  department  seems  to  have 
made  a  good  start  and  there  is  no  reason  why  local 
authorities  all  over  the  state  should  not  take  similar 
advantage  of  early  opportunities. 

Bearing  these  things  in  mind,  the  close  of  1920 
should  see  worth-while  accomplishments  in  the  de- 
velopment of  systematic  highways.  The  taxpayers 
of  the  state  have  a  right  to  demand  such  results  from 
the  opportunities  presented  to  officials  charged  with 
the  work.    We  want  roads  not  excuses. 


The  Mail-Order  Bugbear 

The  big  problem  of  the  merchant  in  the  small 
town  is  the  mail  order  business  that  takes  money 
out  of  his  vicinity. 

During  the  winter  months  the  town  is  surroimded 
by  seas  of  mud  through  which  the  farmers  would 
have  to  drive.  Meanwhile  the  farmer  is  sitting  by 
his  fireside  comfortably  perusing  a  mail-order  cata- 
logue, from  which  goods  ordered  will  be  delivered 
bv  TTncle  Sam  right  at  his  door.    What  a  difference 


it  would  make  in  the  small  town  business  world  if 
at  any  time  during  the  year  the  farmer  could  easily 
run  into  town. 

The  effective  weapon  against  the  mail-order 
house  is  roads. 


Sanity 

The  other  evening,  a  winter  evening,  just  after 
we  had  prepared  a  treatise  on  sanity  in  traffic  regula- 
tion, we  observed  on  the  ice-covered  streets  of  the 
city,  several  persons  driving  in  excess  of  35  miles  an 
hovir.  Several  more  cases  were  reported  by  com- 
petent and  undeniable  authorities. 

We  changed  the  subject  of  the  treatise  from  san- 
ity in  traffic  regulation  to  the  treatment  of  dangerous 
fools. 


Why? 

The  question  has  arisen  from  time  to  time  why 
Ohio  does  not  follow  the  method  of  other  states  in 
closing  only  half  the  road  at  one  time,  while  the  road 
is  undergoing  repair. 

In  some  of  the  other  states,  half  the  width  of  the 
road  is  closed  and  the  other  half  remains  open  for 
travel,  making  detours  unnecessary.  When  the  first 
half  is  completed  and  open  for  travel  the  other  half  is 
closed. 

In  Ohio  we  have  been  closing  the  entire  width  of 
the  road,  compelling  travelers  to  use  detours  of 
varying  lengths  and  divers  degrees  of  mud. 

There  may  be  some  sound  engineering  reason  why 
it  is  not  possible  for  Ohio  to  adopt  the  preferable 
method.  Will  some  engineer  please  inform  us  what 
it  is.  or  why  Ohio  clings  to  the  old  system.

Until  the  crime  of  automobile  stealing  is  treated 
with  the  legal  severity  it  deserves,  until  every  wild, 
irresponsible  youth  and  every  evil-intentioned  man 
realizes  that  just  so  surely  as  he  is  caught  stealing 
a  motor  car  just  so  surely  will  he  be  punished,  until 
the  courts  protect  property  with  the  power  given 
for  such  protection  will  automobile  stealing  show 
an  increase. 

To  reduce  thievery  enforce  the  law,  .invoke  the 
penalties  on  those  caught  and  convicted  of  stealing 
motor  cars. 

The  accompanying  table  shows  an  increase  of 
12  per  cent  in  automobile  stealing  in  Cleveland  in 
1919  over  1918. 

Last  year  the  police  recovered  76  per  cent  of 
the  automobiles  stolen  in  Cleveland.  In  January 
of  this  year  there  were  recovered  56  cars  out  of  79 
stolen.    Twelve  arrests  were  made. 

It  is  what  happens  to  the  car  thief  after  he  is 
arrested  that  determines  the  deterrent  effect. 

A  few  cases  of  unusual  interest  recently  were 
handled  by  the  Cleveland  police  and  courts. 

The  Steams  car  of  Daniel  Warmington  was 
recovered  at  St.  Louis  and  two  men  arrested  there 
charged  with  the  theft,  Lloyd  Courtner  and  George 
Snyder.  Because  of  the  impoverished  condition  of 
Cleveland  police  funds,  money  is  lacking  to  go  after 
men  caught  in  other  cities  unless  it  is  advanced  by 
interested  parties  or  comes  from  other  sources. 
In  this  instance  the  matter  was  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  insurance  company  which  had  covered 
the  Warmington  car.  The  police  were  informed  the 
company  was  interested  in  the  return  of  the  property 
but  not  in  the  return  of  the  thieves.  The  Cleveland 
Automobile  club  advanced  $250  to  bring  the  men 
arrested  in  St.  Louis  back  to  Cleveland.  They 
pleaded  guilty  in  criminal  court  and  were  sentenced 


by  Judge  Thomas  Kennedy  to  the  Mansfield  re- 
formatory. 

The  National  car  reported  stolen  from  P.  J. 
Greeley,  6719  Euclid  avenue,  was  found  at  Canton 
and  Albert  Parsons  and  Charles  E.  McGinness 
arrested.  McGinness,  police  say,  had  previously 
been  paroled  from  the  Mansfield  reformatory. 
When  Parsons  and  McGinness  appeared  before  Judge 
Moylan  in  police  court,  Greeley — who  had  put  in 
a  claim  for  the  insurance  on  the  car — refused  to 
testify.  He  stood  on  his  constitutional  right,  and 
Judge  Moylan  nolled  the  case. 

James  Coughlin  was  arrested  charged  with  re- 
ceiving stolen  property,  the  property  in  the  case 
being  tires  stolen  from  the  car  belonging  to  H.  Clay 
Folger.  It  was  shown  that  Coughlin  had  purchased 
two  tires,  mounted  on  rims  and  with  tire  covers,  for 
$72.  He  was  bound  over  by  Judge  Selzer  in  municipal 
court  and  the  jury  in  criminal  court  found  him 
guilty.    He  was  paroled  by  Judge  Pearson. 

Thomas  W.  Scovona,  Frank  Motto,  Nick 
Angellotta  and  Frank  Millazzoo  were  arrested  by 
Detectives  Brenner  and  Franke.  charged  with  steal- 
ing cars  in  Cleveland  and  selling  them  in  New  York 
state,  operating  out  of  Dunkirk.  Scovona  and  Motto 
had  been  taxicab  operators,  operating  from  a  stand 
near  the  Hollenden.  Scovona  made  a  confession 
giving  their  workings,  which  included  bills  of  sale 
made  out  for  them  by  a  notary.  Scovona  declared 
that  when  they  first  went  to  this  notary  for  bills 
of  sales  purporting  to  give  title  to  the  automobiles 
he  charged  them  $10  but  later  raised  it  to  $25 
because  he  was  taking  such  big  chances. 

In  his  confession,  Scovona  said  "Nick  then  told 
me  not  to  come  to  Cleveland  if  I  intended  to  tell 
about  these  cars  and  that  if  I  did  I  would  get  knocked 
off.  I  was  in  Chicago  for  three  or  four  days  and  then 
came  back  to  Cleveland,  sent  a  messenger  boy  to 
my  house  and  asked  my  wife  to  meet  me  at  the  comer 
of  East  71st  Street  and  Quincy  Avenue.  She  told 
me  that  the  boys  were  at  the  house  looking  for  me 
and  told  her  that  if  I  was  in  Cleveland  they  would 
kill  me,  and  for  her  to  sell  her  fumiture  and  get 
out  of  town  in  forty-eight  hours  or  they  wouldn't  be 
responsible  for  what  happened." 


Three  Important  Links  To  Be 
Improved 

Plans  have  been  completed  for  three  state  roads 
linking  Mahoning  and  Coltmibiana  cotmties.  Legis- 
lation has  been  completed  by  the  commissioners  of 
both  counties  and  the  plans  are  being  carried  out. 
Two  of  these  roads  are  inter-county  highways  and 
the  third  is  a  main  market  road.    A  gap  in  the  road 
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to  Pittsburgh,  between  Petersburg  and  Unity,  is'one 
of  the  inter-county  routes  approved. 

Another  is  the  road  from  East  Liverpool  to 
Youngstown,  by  way  of  Clarkson,  Rogers,  East 
Fairfield,  Middletown,  Pine  Lake  and  North  Lima. 
This  road  will  leave  Youngstown  by  way  of  South 
avenue  rather  than  via  Boardman. 

The  main  market  route  established  is  between 
Youngstown  and  Lisbon.  This  action  turns  the 
Cleveland-Warren  Road  in  Youngstown  from  its 
course  through  Lowellville  and  permits  connection 
with  the  Lincoln  Highway.

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cAn  Automobile  Problem 

(Editorial  in  Cincinnati  Enquirer) 

The  theft  of  automobiles  in  this  country  has 
assvuned  the  proportions  of  an  extensive  industry. 
Hundreds  of  thousands  of  machines  annually  are 
stolen,  and  perhaps  the  majority  of  these  permanent- 
ly are  lost.  The  thieves  seem  to  have  little  difficulty 
in  finding  a  market  for  their  product,  and  there  is 
good  reason  to  believe  that  their  activities  are  en- 
couraged by  a  secret  organization  of  illicit  dealers 
w^ho  have  discovered  that  their  criminal  methods 
afford  large  profits  at  a  minimum  of  risk  to  them- 
selves. 

An  act  of  Congress  proposes  to  give  the  Federal 
Courts  jurisdiction  over  auto  thieves  where  they 
remove  cars  from  one  state  to  another.  Convic- 
tion in  a  Federal  Court  may  mean  a  fine  of  $5,000 
and  imprisonment  up  to  five  years. 

We  are  not  here  interested  in  the  legal  controversy 
in  this  matter,  which  goes  to  the  question  of  the 
power  of  Congress  to  enact  such  legislation.  What 
most  interests  the  automobile-owning  public  is  how 
to  be  delivered  from  the  depredations  of  thieves. 
We  do  not  think  criminals  of  this  class  will  be  de- 
terred from  plying  their  trade  by  the  proposed  legis- 
lation or  anything  of  similar  character.  The  auto 
thief  requires  only  the  qualities  of  boldness  and  ad- 
dress. Unlike  the  burglar,  or  other  predatory  crim- 
inal, he  doesn't  run  the  risk  of  finding  a  safe  empty, 
or  a  house  devoid  of  valuables  after  he  has  under- 
taken the  risk  of  breaking  and  entering.  Having 
appropriated  a  machine,  with  the  steering  wheel 
under  his  hand,  he  has  fortune  in  his  grasp,  so  to 
speak.  Considering  his  chances  for  making  a  "get 
away,"  he  will  not  ^orry  over  a  possible  arrest  and 
conviction. 

Auto  thievery  has  been  successful  because  the 
thief  can  so  easily  escape  into  another  state,  and  so 
far  as  it  goes  the  proposed  legislation  is  all  right. 
But  what  is  needed,  and  what  should  appeal  to  the 
owners  of  machines,  is  some  device,  protective  in  its 
nature,  which  would  make  the  thief  hesitate  before 
appropriating  a  machine  so  equipped.  Here  is 
opportunity  for  the  display  of  inventive  genius. 
Something  of  this  kind  would  meet  with  ready 
appreciation  on  the  part  fo  the  auto-owning  public, 
and  something  of  this  character  alone  will  serve  to 
reduce  the  alarming  increase  in  this  class  of  criminal 
activity. 


Provide  Parking  Spaces 

More  adequate  facilities  for  the  automobile,  par- 
ticularly with  regard  to  specially  selected  parking 
areas  or  public  garages,  form  one  of  the  interesting 
problems  with  which  the  city  official  or  landscape 
architect,  is  confronted  today  as  a  result  of  the  re- 
markable increase  in  the  use  of  the  motor-driven 
vehicle.

operation  but  also  a  pressiiij^  need  for  adequate  pro- 
vision for  the  vehicle  while  at  rest. 

In  the  old  days  the  hitching-post  sufficed.  If  a 
man  lived  at  any  great  distance  from  the  city  he 
either  came  in  rarely  or  took  a  train.  But  a  radius 
of  20  to  70  miles  is  no  deterrent  to  the  shopper  now 
while  there  is  a  constantly  growing  through  traffic 
to  be  considered  as  well.  The  consequence  is  that 
every  town  and  city  draws  a  much  larger  traffic  than 
could  ever  have  been  possible  under  the  old  mode 
of  travel. 

If  the  travel  has  increased,  however,  the  re-ar- 
rangement of  city  facihties  to  provide  for  this  new 
overflow  has  naturally  been  slow.  The  city  archi- 
tects who  laid  out  99  per  cent  of  the  towns  and  cities 
of  the  United  States  had  no  thought  of  such  a  de- 
velopment to  keep  in  mind  and  in  consequence  the 
man  who  has  charge  of  town  planning  today  has  an 
entirely  new  factor  to  consider. 

Recently  the  problem  has  attracted  the  atten- 
tion of  Massachusetts  authorities  on  this  subject 
and  inquiries  have  been  directed  to  the  National 
Automobile  Chamber  of  Commerce  which  contain 
much  that  will  be  of  interest  to  authorities  every- 
where. 

What  areas  may  be  advisably  given  over  to  park- 
ing in  the  city,  is  one  of  the  questions  asked.  What 
is  the  space  required  for  the  various  types  of  motor 
trucks  and  automobiles,  is  another.  Then,  too, 
there  is  the  factor  of  the  safe  clearance  space  re- 
quired for  moving  and  standing  cars  in  the  street 
while  the  part  which  through  traffic  may  play  in  the 
traffic  of  any  city  is  also  a  serious  element. 

While  the  first  element  to  be  taken  into  consider- 
ation is  that  of  convenience  and  safety,  it  may  also 
be  pointed  out  that  the  comparative  facilities  which 
a  city  has  for  the  care  of  vehicles  may  have  a  decided 
bearing  on  its  economic  life  as,  naturally,  the  buyer 
who  uses  an  automobile  will  seek  the  mart  where  he 
may  most  safely  dispose  of  his  vehicle  while  in  the 
stores.

roads  throughout  the  entire  country  and  this  has 
been  the  work  of  auto  clubs. 

Speed  traps  which  were  set  principally  to  make 
an  income  for  unscrupulous  officials  have  been  desig- 
nated by  boards  of  warning  to  drivers  and  ha\e  re- 
sulted in  many  dollars  being  saved. 

Recently  action  has  been  taken  against  some  of 
the  officers  who  in  the  past  have  added  materially 
to  their  incomes  by  arresting  drivers,  who  were 
unaware  that  they  were  violating  any  law  of  a  certain 
district.  The  result  has  been  that  several  hundred 
dollars  in  fines  have  been  remitted  or  will  be  re- 
mitted to  those  who  were  illegally  fined. 

These  things  have  been  the  result  of  activity  on 
the  part  of  automobile  clubs.  You  have  had  the 
benefit  of  them,  you  have  saved  money  by  them  and 
shouldn't  you  be  man  enough  to  desire  to  pay  your 
part  in  the  outlay  which  has  been  necessary. 

Why  not  become  a  member  of  a  club  and  help 
with  your  five  dollars  as  dues  to  carry  on  the  work 
which  the  auto  clubs  of  the  state  through  the  Ohio 
State  Automobile  Association  are  doing  in  fighting 
laws  which  place  a  double  taxation  on  the  owners  of 
passenger  cars  and  trucks? 


How  Much  Will  the  Car  Weigh? 

By  H.  A.  Tarantous,  Member  S.  A.  E. 

Unquestionably  the  most  serious  problem  that 
has  confronted  engineers  since  the  beginning  of  the 
automobile  industry  has  been  to  so  design  a  car  as 
to  make  it  economical.  Upkeep  has  been  a  retard- 
ing influence  even  in  the  purchasing  of  cars,  for  the 
initial  cost  is  hardly  ever  given  so  serious  considera- 
tion as  upkeep.  There  are  three  factors  of  automo- 
bile upkeep  which  interest  the  engineer  and  user 
alike.  These  are:  tires  gasoHne  and  repairs.  These 
three  fundamental  controls  of  the  cost  of  keeping  a 
car  running  are  reduced  almost  in  the  same  propor- 
tion as  the  car  is  scientifically  reduced  in  weight. 
At  the  same  time  that  this  all-importatrt  upkeep  is 
reduced  by  light  weight  construction  there  comes 
of  necessity  a  simplification  of  the  chassis  and  easier 
handling. 

The  car  of  the  future  will  be  a  better  riding  car, 
a  lighter  car,  a  better  performer,  and  paradoxical 
as  it  may  seem,  a  larger  car  than  the  present  one. 

The  light  weight  construction,  which  is  inevit- 
able in  the  future  car,  and  which  already  is  being 
used  on  a  niomber  of  present  models,  may  be  ob- 
tained in  numerous  ways  all  of  which  go  to  produce 
a  vehicle  which  will  show: 

1.  Lower  operating  cost.  The  average  cost 
should  not  exceed  rail  travel. 

2.  Lower  consumption  of  fuel.  The  average 
car  should  give  30  miles  per  gallon. 

3.  Less  tire  wear.  The  average  tire  should 
give  at  least  20,000  miles  service. 

4.  Better  performance. 

All  of  these  results  may  be  accomplished  for  the 
benefit  of  the  car  owner,  the  manufacturer,  the 
roads  and  the  country  as  a  who'e,  through  the

portioning  of  the  weight  of  the  car  proper  design 
so  that  lighter  materials  may  be  used.  That  this 
may  be  done  to  produce  a  superior  vehicle  has  al- 
ready been  shown,  since  there  are  a  few  cars  on  the 
market,  which  exhibit  practically  all  the  character- 
istics mentioned.  In  going  over  these  cars  and  in 
studying  the  subject  of  light  weight  vehicles,  one  will 
find  that  there  is  a  greater  use  of  alloy  steels,  alumi- 
num and  pressed  steel  to  supplant  the  heavier 
metals  such  as  carbon  steels  parts  of  larger  section, 
cast  iron,  etc.  In  other  words,  if  an  iron  part  weigh- 
ing 50  pounds  can  be  discarded  for  a  pressed  steel 
part  weighing  one-third  as  much  and  doing  the 
same  or  better  work,  there  seems  no  logical  reason 
why  the  latter  should  not  be  used.  At  the  same  time 
that  a  change  of  metal  is  considered  the  subject  of 
cost  comes  up.  In  some  cases  an  actual  saving  may 
be  made  by  the  substitution  but  in  others  it  means 
an  increase  in  cost.  However,  the  point  to  be  car- 
ried in  mind  is  that  the  initial  increase  in  cost  usu- 
ally is  slight  compared  with  the  aggregate  savings 
due  to  the  accomplishments  of  the  light  weight 
vehicle. 

A  short  time  ago  it  was  suggested  by  one  engineer 
that  the  body  could  be  made  of  plywood  and  that 
the  frame  and  axles  could  be  made  of  wood.  While 
the  jjlywood  idea  is  new  and  no  doubt  will  be  taken 
\x\},  the  use  of  wood  for  frames  and  axles  is  far  from 
new.  The  single  cylinder  Brush  runabout  used  a 
wooden  axle.  Franklin  even  now  continues  to  use 
a  wooden  frame.  The  point  is  that  car  manufac- 
turers in  the  past  have  been  adhering  too  closely 
to  convention  instead  of  carrying  the  light  weight 
idea  to  some  logical  end.  Especially  have  axles 
been  neglected  and  weight  reduction  here  is  a  most 
important  matter.  At  the  present  time,  there  are 
some  extremely  good  cars  on  the  market — good  in 
every  respect  except  that  they  "eat"  tires  and  gaso- 
line. This  is  due  to  the  carrying  around  of  too  much 
"dead"  weight  (weight  which  is  useless).  The  hard 
riding  which  many  cars  exhibit  with  much  so-called 
rebound  is  due  in  greater  measure  to  the  heavy 
rear  axle  and  the  lack  of  appreciation  by  the  engineer 
of  the  proper  ratio  needed  between  the  sprung 
weight  and  the  unsprung  weight  (weight  below  the 
springs) . 

There  is  another  very  important  result  which 
light  weight  brings  about.  We  all  know  that  it 
requires  more  efifort  to  move  a  heavy  mass  than  it 
does  to  move  a  light  one.  The  Hghter  mass  (the 
light  weight  car)  will  then  accelerate  better,  it  will 
climb  hills  better,  it  will  show  a  higher  maximum 
speed  on  the  road.  These  are  truths  which  every 
engineer  and  many  Ijght-car  owners  appreciate. 

The  serious  consideration  of  design  toward  a 
reduction  in  weight,  the  use  of  lighter  materials 
will  unquestionably  bring  the  weight  of  the  average 
touring  car  of  the  future  down  some  500  pounds. 
In  the  larger,  more  expensive  cars  the  weight  re- 
duction may  be  greater  than  1,000  pounds.  Even 
our  so-ca  led  light  weight  cars  of  today  will  be  far 
lighter.

Two  Million  Cars  This  Year 

There  were  more  than  1,600,000  automobiles 
produced  in  America  last  year.  Production  for  this 
year  will  be  in  excess  of  2,000,000.  This  is  accord- 
ing to  figures  from  the  National  Automobile  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce. 

Motor  vehicles  are  now  being  turned  out  at  the 
rate  of  approximately  2,000,000  vehicles  a  year, 
which  was  about  the  1917  average.  This  includes 
both  passenger  cars  and  trucks,  the  latter  figuring 
about  12  per  cent  of  the  total  number.  The  demand 
for  closed  cars  is  far  beyond  the  supply,  and  there  is 
also  a  continuous  demand  for  passenger  cars  and 
trucks.  Because  of  the  need  for  conserving  time,  the 
whole  country  is  buying  automobiles,  thus  offsetting 
the  poor  service  which  is  being  given  by  trolley  lines 
and  railroads.  Important  road  improvements  are 
going  on  in  Michigan,  Indiana  and  Ohio. 

As  the  great  majority  of  the  factories  were  mak- 
ing a  very  limited  number  of  automobiles  a  year 
ago,  many  being  wholly  absorbed  in  war  work,  it 
required  several  months  to  return  to  reasonably 
normal  conditions  and  to  these  facts  is  due  the 
estimated  output  of  only  1,000,000  motor  vehicles 
for  the  current  year. 

There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  motor  buses 
for  use  in  cities  where  car  service  is  poor  and  a  grow- 
ing demand  for  all  types  of  trucks. 

Records  recently  compiled  from  all  the  states  in 
the  country  by  the  Boston  News  Bureau  indicated 
that  there  will  be  7,602,000  automobiles,  passenger 
and  commercial  cars,  officially  listed  for  1919.  This 
will  be  a  new  high  record,  and  compared  with  the 
tabulation  of  6,225,192  cars  at  the  end  of  1918, 
means  an  increase  of  22  per  cent. 

Registration  of  motor  trucks  will  total  from 
700,000  to  800,000.  Motor  truck  traffic  has  asstimed 
record  proportions.  Production  of  trucks  this  year 
is  expected  to  be  sUghtly  under  300,000. 

That  the  absorptive  power  of  the  country  is  still 
ahead  of  production  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  if 
the  nation  as  a  whole  had  Iowa's  automobile  "den- 
sity" there  would  be  17,500,000  cars  on  the  road 
today,  or  nearly  10,000,000  cars  more  than  the  1919 
registration. 

Exports  are  increasing,  the  products  of  the  auto- 
mobile industry  now  going  to  some  81  different 
countries.  At  present  it  is  not  more  than  5  per  cent 
of  the  total  business,  but  the  future  holds  possibili- 
ties of  rapid  increases.

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Legislature  in  Session  for  a  Year 
Picks  One  Goat— The  Motorist 

(An  Editorial) 

Says  Governor  Cox  of  the  legislature : 

"The  83rd  general  assembly  has  been  in  session  intermittently  for  over  a  year,  and  judging  by  what 
it  has  failed  to  do,  I  have  not  the  slightest  confidence  that  it  would  do  anything  in  connection  with  the 
present  fiscal  emergencies  if  it  were  again  brought  into  session." 

Replying  to  his  excellency,  George  H.  Clark,  chairman  of  the  committee  that  was  supposed  to  guide 
legislative  destinies,  says: 

"Governor  Cox  has  failed  of  his  duty.  He  permitted  the  (Gardner)  bill  to  become  a  law  because  he 
had  nothing  better  nor  anything  as  good  to  offer." 

In  which  connection  there  comes  to  mind  an  anecdote  regarding  the  trial  of  a  law  suit,  in  which  counsel 
for  the  plaintiff  began  by  bitterly  scoring  opposing  counsel. 

"My  opponent  on  the  other  side  of  the  table  is  a  legal  prostitute,  a  blemish  on  the  profession,"  he 
said,  continuing  in  the  same  acrimonious  strain. 

When  attorney  for  the  defendant  arose,  he  replied  in  kind,  declaring  opposing  counsel  was  "a  crook 
and  a  scoundrel." 

Whereupon  the  presiding  judge  rapped  for  order  and  asked  "counsel  kindly  to  confine  themselves  to 
the  issues  in  dispute." 

The  83rd  general  assembly  has  just  completed  one  of  the  most  protracted  sessions  in  the  histor^•  of 
the  state.  The  principal  question  with  which  it  had  to  deal  was  taxation,  and  the  outstanding  results  are 
these : 

(1)  The  Smith  law  is  dead. 

(2)  The  automobile  owner  has  been  made  the  goat. 

Hie  Jacet  Smith  Law. 

This  organ  of  organized  motordom  is  not  raising  its  voice  in  lamentations  because  of  the  demise  of  the 
one-per-cent  tax  law.  It  was  foreseen  long  ago  that  the  Smith  law  had  not  fulfilled  its  purpose  and  that  it 
was  a  hindrance  instead  of  a  help  to  the  progress  of  the  state  and  the  conduct  of  public  afliairs.  Newton  D. 
Baker  gave  the  best  characterization  of  it  when  he  declared  the  limitation  law  was  the  great  sacred  white 
cow  of  Ohio  politics.  There  may  be  some  persons  now  who  think  the  old  idol  lives  and  breathes  and  seems 
to  feel,  but  most  of  them  will  have  all  doubts  removed  when  they  get  next  year's  tax  bills. 

The  Smith  law  was  enacted  in  the  belief  that  if  a  definite  limitation  were  placed  on  the  tax  rate  millions 
of  dollars  of  property  would  come  out  from  hiding  and  reveal  itself  on  the  duplicate.  Some  did,  but  there 
is  a  well-founded  belief  that  a  lot  did  not.  In  fact  we  have  heard  it  said  in  no  less  an  authoritative  place 
than  the  state  house  that  there  are  millions  or  billions  or  trillions  of  property  in  the  state  of  which  the  tax 
assessor  wots  not.  Some  of  the  cities  of  the  state  had  gone  ahead  and  bonded  themselves  for  improvements 
demanded  by  modem  urban  life,  which  were  not  to  be  paid  for  from  current  revenues.   Along  comes  the 
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Supreme  Court  and  holds  that  the  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges  for  these  bonds  must  be  met  from 
taxes  collected  within  the  Smith  law  limitation.   That  puts  the  cities  on  the  financial  skimmer. 

The  citie§  of  Ohio  were  marked  by  dirty  streets,  poor  lighting,  unreliable  garbage  collections  and  undue 
restriction  of  municipal  activities. 

Schools  Feel  Pinch  of  Poverty. 

Of  course  this  did  not  exactly  worry  the  honest  Ohio  farmer  to  whom  the  cities  of  his  state  were  pic- 
tured as  dens  of  iniquity  and  hot-beds  of  corruption.  Then  the  pinch  began  to  be  felt  in  the  schools.  It 
pinched  not  only  in  the  congested  city  but  the  little  red  school  in  the  country  district  had  to  close  early 
for  lack  of  funds,  and  the  shortage  made  itself  manifest  in  other  ways.  They  began  to  talk  about  giving 
some  financial  relief  to  the  schools,  outside  the  Smith  limitation,  and  last  year  the  rural  counties  were 
given  the  right  to  help  themselves  on  the  road  proposition  by  levying  outside  the  Smith  one-per-cent  mark. 
Then  the  legislature  adjourned  to  give  the  people  a  chance  to  vote  on  classification  of  property. 

Judson  Harmon,  who  is  commonly  recognized  as  one  of  the  parents  of  the  Smith  law,  declared  that 
the  way  to  save  it  was  to  vote  for  classification.  Bvtt  classification  got  it  where  Willie  had  the  sore  throat, 
and  the  legislature  went  back  to  Columbus  facing  a  task  for  which  it  had  no  stomach.  Somebody  had  to 
be  taxed  to  make  up  for  the  loss  of  liquor  revenue  and  to  appease  the  starving  cities. 

They  talked  about  taxing  inheritances,  about  taxing  increment  earned  and  unearned,  about  levying 
on  incomes  individual  or  corporate,  about  occupation  taxes  and  taxes  for  not  being  occupied;  and  the 
one  single,  solitary  class  of  citizens  against  which  finally  a  tax  was  levied  was  the  motorists. 

One-fourth  from  Motorists. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  annual  state  revenues  from  all  sources  will  amount  to  $28,000,000.  It  is  further 
estimated  that  the  horsepower  automobile  law  will  raise  $7,000,000.  This  is  one-fourth  the  total  income 
of  the  state.  And  do  not  forget  that  of  all  other  taxes,  automobiles  are  still  paying  their  full  and  complete 
share  the  same  as  all  other  property. 

After  canvassing  the  whole  state,  if  that  is  not  making  the  automobile  owner  the  goat — what  is? 

Virtues  of  Gardner  Law. 

The  Gardner  law  permits  municipalities  and  taxing  districts  to  place  interest  and  sinking  fund,  charges 
on  bonds  outside  the  one-per-cent  limitation.  This  law  has  these  virtues:  (1)  it  permits  a  city  sue  as 
Akron  to  tax  itself  for  public  improvements  without  the  veto  power  of  rural  legislators,  and  (2)  it  makes 
plain  to  city  people  that  if  they  vote  bonds  for  such  improvements,  their  tax  bills  will  show  it. 

The  Gardner  law  and  the  horsepower  tax  law  were  the  result  of  a  session  extending  over  more  than  a 
year,  at  the  beginning  of  which  the  legislature  knew  just  what  problems  it  was  facing.  Undoubtedly  there 
were  some  members  who  sincerely  desired  to  enact  worthwhile  taxation  legislation.  There  was  for  instance 
the  high  and  mighty  special  joint  committee  on  taxation  which  labored  during  the  svimmer  months,  and 
in  spite  of  the  knowledge  which  they  admitted  they  possessed  individually  and  collectively,  secured  the 
services  of  outside  experts.  This  committee  held  sessions  during  the  heated  months  and  at  the  finish  brought 
forth  a  bill  taxing  automobiles  according  to  horsepower  that  even  some  of  the  members  said  they  did  not 
understand. . 

Special  Committee's  Monumental  Failure. 

The  bill  finally  enacted  contained  entirely  different  rates  from  those  so  carefully  and  scientifically 
worked  out  by  the  committee  and  suffered  the  elimination  of  the  county-auditor-distribution  provision 
so  dear  to  the  hearts  of  said  committee. 

Outside  of  that  the  labors  of  the  celebrated  joint  committee  might  be  set  down  as  a  howling  success. 

One  of  the  howls  arose  from  a  story  told  around  the  state  house.  It  concerns  someone  who  took  the 
tax  problems  of  the  state  very  much  to  heart.  This  serious  one  it  seems  had  recently  sold  a  farm  for  $13,000. 
and  some  curious  persons  looked  up  said  farm  on  the  tax  books  and  found  it  listed  at  $800.  If  that  didn't 
qualify  him  to  be  a  tax  expert,  what  would? 

And  there,  fellow  citizens,  it  stands  at  the  moment  of  low-gearing  to  press. 

The  legislators  soaked  the  motorists  an  amount  about  equal  to  the  loss  in  liquor  revenue,  and  gave 
the  cities  opportunity  to  help  themselves  if  the  boys  succeed  in  getting  out  the  vote. 

As  for  many  members  of  the  legislature,  they  probably  will  know  better  next  time — if  they  ever  get 
another  chance.

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Four  Years  for  Thieves  in  U.  S.  Court 

Judge  Killits  Sends  Two  Men  to  Atlanta  Prison  for  Four  Years 
Under  New  Federal  Anti-Theft  Statute

Sentences  of  four  years  in  prison  show  what 
hap])cns  to  automobile  thieves  in  federal  court. 

First  cases  under  the  new  Dyer  law  in  the  U.  S. 
District  Court  at  Cleveland  found  two  sentences 
of  four  years  each  imposed  on  men  who  stole  auto- 
mobiles in  one  state  and  drove  them  to  another. 

"We  intend  to  make  examples  of  thieves  con- 
\icted  under  this  statute,"  said  Federal  Judge 
Killits,  who  imposed  the  sentences,  and  Assistant 
District  Attorney  Breitenstein  declares  his  ofi;ce 
will  seek  the  maximum  penalty  in  all  cases. 

Edward  Burke  and  Lee  Keating,  alias  William 
Finley  stole  an  automobile  in  Utica,  N.Y.,  and  drove 
it  to  Cleveland,  where  they  were  caught  and  turned 
over  to  the  federal  court. 

Both  men  were  residents  of  Ohio,  Keating 
living  in  Cincinnati  and  Burke  in  Elyria.  They 
found  themselves  stranded  in  Utica,  according 
to  the  story  told  police,  and  decided  the  only  method 
left  for  them  to  get  back  to  Ohio  was  to  steal  an 
automobile  and  drive  it  through.  This  was  early 
in  December.  They  left  their  rooming  house  and 
selected  as  their  mode  of  conveyance  a  Cadillac 
car,  the  property  of  T.  W.  Tilden.  They  arrived 
in  Cleveland  late  at  night,  put  the  car  up  in  a 
garage  and  went  to  a  hotel.  They  deposited  the 
garage  check  with  the  hotel  for  security,  and  this

led  to  tipping  off  Detectives  Allison  and  Passicek 
of  the  Cleveland  police  department.

Columbus  Clubs  Combine 

Capital  Club  Passes  Out  of  Existence — Affairs  Taken  Over  By 

Affiliated  Organization 


There  is  now  only  one  automobile  club  in 
Columbus. 

For  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  main- 
1  tained  at  the  Virginia  Hotel  an  organization  known 
as  the  Capital  Motor  Club.  This  was  organized 
by  a  few  automobile  owners  at  the  time  that  the 
'  Columbus  Automobile  Club,  which  is  the  larger 
organization  affiliated  with  the  state  and  national 
associations,  was  moved  from  the  Virginia  to  the 
New  Southern  Hotel. 

As  very  often  happens,  the  second  organization 
caused  a  certain  amount  of  confusion.  It  has  been 
found  true  in  automobile  organizations  that  one 
large  association,  whether  it  he  local,  state  or 
national,  is  much  more  effective  than  several 
smaller  bodies. 

Several  of  the  leading  members  in  both-Coltunbus 
organizations  felt  that  one  strong  club  would  be 
much  better  in  getting  results  for  the  motorists  of  the 
community  and  this  brought  about  the  consolidation. 


The  committee  from  the  Columbus  Automobile 
Club  which  concluded  the  negotiations  was  com- 
posed of  J.  L.  Will,  treasurer  of  the  Ohio  State 
Automobile  association,  Harry  J.  Schwartz  of  the 
Standard  Motor  Car  Company,  and  Frank  Lawwell 
of  Lawwell  &  McLeish.  This  committee  proceeded 
under  the  authorization  of  President  Charles  C. 
Janes.  The  result  is  a  consolidation. 

The  Capital  Club  gives  up  its  headquarters  in  the 
Virginia  Hotel  and  the  headquarters  hereafter  will 
be  those  of  the  Cokimbus  Automobile  Chxb  in 
the  New  Southern  Hotel.  All  members  of  the 
Capital  Club  automatically  become  members  of 
the  Coltmibus  Automobile  Club  and  the  fumiture, 
fixtures,  chattels,  etc.,  of  the  Capital  Club  are 
taken  over  by  the  older  organization. 

The  consolidation  has  the  general  approval 
of  members  of  both  organizations  and  it  is  felt 
generally  that  the  results  will  be  more  than  gratify- 
ing to  all  the  motorists. 
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Why  Should  Motorists  Pay  Quarter  of 

All  State  Taxes? 

Arguments  Made  to  Court  of  Appeals  Against  Double  Taxation  of  Automobiles

BULLETIN. 

The  Supreme  Court  was  to  hear  arguments,  Wed- 
nesday, March  10,  on  the  State  Automobile  Associa- 
tion's suit  to  test  the  constitutionality  of  the  horse- 
power tax  bill.  The  Court  of  Appeals  of  Franli^in 
county  upheld  the  decision  of  the  Franklin  Conifnion 
Pleas  Court  holding  the  law  valid.  ■ 


We  believe  that  the  new  horse  power  tax  law 
is  in  conflict  with  Article  12,  Section  2  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  State.  We  allege  that  the  act  is 
discriminatory  in  that  certain  motor  vehicles  are 
exempted  from  taxation  under  its  provision. 

We  allege  that  the  amount  which  will  be  derived 
from  the  collection  of  this  tax  is  greatly  in  excess 
of  the  amount  necessary  to  administer  and  enforce 
the  statute.  Particularly  we  allege  that  the  cost 
of  administering  the  law  will  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  $168,000,  whereas  the  law  is  designed  so  that  it 
will  result  in  all  probability  in  the  collection  of 
seven  millions  of  dollars. 

My  individual  opinion  is  that  the  collection 
will  greatly  exceed  seven  millions  of  dollars.  This 
amounts  to  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  total 
amount  of  taxes  to  be  raised  next  year  for  all  state 
purposes,  and  yet  they  say  it  is  not  a  tax  on  property. 
As  illustrative  of  this,  in  1918,  these  are  the  taxes 
that  are  collected  for  State  purposes. 

Capital  stock  on  domestic  corporations, 
$2,582,802.  More  than  three  times  this  much  is 
expected  to  be  exacted  from  us. 

Fees  from  foreign  corporations,  $564,621.00. 

Excise  taxes  on  gross  receipts,  $4,694,286; 
something  more  than  one-half  as  much  as  is  in- 
tended to  be  exacted  from  us.  . , 

Liquor  Hcenses,  $1,763,644,  that  is  gone.  The 
tax  that  is  exacted  or  intended  to  be  exacted  from 
us  is  expected  to  fill  up  that  gap,  I  suppose. 

A  drag  net  has  been  thrown  out  over  the  State 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  revenues  to  fill  up  gaps 
in  the  State  Treasury  and  the  only  persons  caught 
are  the  automobile  owners,  for  thP  legislature 
has  refused  to  enact  an  income  tax  or.a  Jiew  corpo- 


ration tax  and  it  seizes  upon  the  automobile  as  an 
object  of  levy. 

Fees  from  insurance  companies,  $1,869,655.00. 

Collateral  inheritance  tax,  $287,549.00. 

Automobile  Department  in  that  year  $2,160,370. 

State  levies  for  Sinking  Fund,  Schools  and 
Highways  $3,633,077.00. 

All  other  receipts  $6,139,904.00  or  a  total  of 
$23,695,073.00. 

The  levy  for  1920  cannot  gfeatly  exceed  that, 
and  yet  you  expect  a  levy  of  $7,000,000.00  from  the 
automobile  owners.  We  would  not  complain  so 
much  about  that  if  it  were  not  for  the  fact  that  we 
are  already  paying  otir  just  proportion  of  the  amount 
otherwise  collected.  For  our  property  is  now  on 
the  duplicate,  and  is  taxed  as  other  personal  property 
is  taxed.  It  will  plainly  he  seen  that  it  is  our  con- 
tention that  this  results  in  a  tax  on  our  property 
in  addition  to  that  which  we  pay  under  the  general 
tax  law  and  is  in  direct  conflict  with  the  consti- 
tutional provision  which  undertakes  to  insure  to 
the  citizens  of  this  state  a  semblance  at  least  of 
equality  in  taxation. 

Now  what  is  this  tax  anyway?  It  says  that  it 
is  an  annual  license  tax.  Anything  in  excess  of 
the  amount  which  will  defray  such  necessary 
expense  (for  the  issuing  of  Hcenses)  cannot  be 
imposed  in  the  police  power  because  it  then  becomes 
a  revenue  measure. 

It  is  our  contention  that  this  is  a  revenue  measure 
pure  and  simple,  masquerading  as  a  license  tax 
or  an  excise  or  privilege  tax,  and  I  am  not  able  to 
see  any  difl^erence  between  an  excise  and  a  privilege 
tax. 

What  is  a  license?  A  license  is  a  privilege  granted 
by  competent  authority  to  do  that  which  would  be 
unlawful  without  such  license.  In  such  case  the 
law  is  the  license  but  as  a  license  law  the  exactions 
may  not  exceed  the  expense  of  administering  and 
enforcing  the  law. 

This  law  cannot  possibly  be  sustained  as  a  license 
law  because  admittedly  more  than  at  least  $6,800,- 
000.00  will  be  raised  in  excess  of  the  amount  nec- 
essary for  this  purpose. 

What  is  an  excise  tax?   It  is  a  tax  for  a  special 
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privilege  or  immunity.  *  *  *  You  could  not 
levy  a  tax  on  my  privilege  of  walking  down  the  street. 

Now,  there  is  a  common  everyday  use  of  the 
roads  of  this  state,  and  what  is  it?  A  century  ago 
it  was  the  ox  cart,  and  then  it  became  the  horse 
drawn  cart  or  wagon  and  toda}'  it  is  the  automobile. 
We  are  progressing.  The  common  use  of  the 
public  highways  of  the  state  today  is  by  automobiles 
and  the  roads  are  being  builded  with  that  thought 
in  mind. 

The  highways  of  the  state  are  of  state  concern. 
The  roads  are  for  the  public  and  they  benefit  all 
the  public.  It  is  not  possible  to  exclude  me  from 
the  roads  unless — and  without  the  tax,  under  the 
present  constitution,  unless  I  enjoy  special  privilege. 
There  are  some  things  that  every  citizen  has  a 
right  in  and  if  I  make  a  common  use  of  the  public 
highways  of  the  state  you  cannot  exact  of  me  a 
privilege  tax  for  I  am  enjoying  no  privilege  other 
than  the  whole  state  enjoys. 

The  roads  should  be  maintained  by  the  state 
because  they  are  beneficial  to  all  the  people  of  the 
state  and  not  alone  to  the  users  of  the  roads;  that 
is  incidental.  It  is  fallacy  to  think  that  roads  benefit 
only  those  that  use  them.  Roads  redound  to  the 
benefit  of  the  entire  state.  Roads  are  not  built 
on  the  theory  that  they  will  furnish  avenues  of 
pleasure  for  automobile  drivers,  but  they  are 
builded  on  the  theory  that  the  use  of  them  by  auto- 
mobiles will  benefit  this  entire  state  and  there  is 
not  a  road  in  the  state  of  Ohio  that  has  not  been 
improved,  that  the  abutter  has  not  benefitted  by 
it  or  along  which  the  property  has  not  enhanced 
in  value  since  the  improvement  from  fifty  to  five 
hundred— aye,  one  thousand  per  cent  because  it  has 
brought  the  city  and  the  farm  close  together. 
There  is  no  reason  v.^hy  one  part  of  our  people 
should  be  exempted  over  another. 

Now  we  are  asked  to  pay  one-fourth  of  the  total 
taxation  of  the  state  for  the  privilege  of  driving 
over  the  roads  of  the  state  in  addition  to  what  we 
already  pay  on  our  property  under  the  general 
property  tax  laws  and  figures  won't  lie  in  such  a 
matter. 

I  have  the  right  to  use  the  road  as  an  abutter 
and  you  cannot  keep  me  off  of  it,  and  our  Supreme 
Court  has  said  I  have  an  equitable  easement  as 
an  abutter.  Now  I  drive  my  horse  out  on  the  road 
or  I  walk  him  out;  can  you  tax  me  or  put  a  privi- 
lege tax  on  me?  Or  I  leave  my  horse  at  home  and 
drive  my  automobile — my  little  Ford.  Can  you 
tax  me.'  Can  you  put  a  privilege  tax  upon  it?  You 
are  doing  it  and  I  must  pay  it  or  keep  off  the  road 
and  away  m\-  easement  goes  as  an  abutter.  No, 


you  cannot  impose  an  excise  tax  upf)n  the  theory 
that  a  special  l)enefit  or  j^rivilege  is  conferred  upon 
the  person  who  is  expected  to  pay  that  tax. 

We  submit  on  these  considerations  that  this  law 
is  unconstitutional  and  clearly  so  and  should  be  so 
declared. 


Meet  With  Pennsylvanians 

To  straighten  out  the  license  tag  situation 
between  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  a  conference  was 
arranged  by  representatives  from  Pennsylvania 
towns,  near  the  state  line,  with  representatives 
of  the  automobile  clubs  from  Youngstown,  Warren 
and  Ashtabula. 

The  Sharon  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  to  be 
represented,  and  also  David  Jameson,  President 
of  the  American  Automobile  Association,  whose 
home  is  in  New  Castle. 

It  is  anticipated  that  these  meetings  will  lead 
to  a  general  settlement  of  any  misunderstandings 
or  confusion  that  have  existed. 

This  matter  was  considered  at  a  recent  meeting 
of  the  Warren  Automobile  Club  at  which  it  was 
decided  to  send  representatives  together  with 
delegates  from  Brookfield  Township,  which  is 
close  to  the  Pennsylvania  line. 

The  club  also  went  on  record  requesting  the 
mayor  to  enforce  the  parking  ordinance  on  Market 
and  Pine  Streets  and  Park  Avenue. 

The  resignation  of  J.  B.  Estabrook  as  trustee 
was  received  and  accepted. 


Bruning  Quits 

H.  D.  Bruning  of  Columbus,  has  resigned  as 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  State  Highway  Department. 
Bruning  has  held  this  position  for  three  years  and 
leaves  an  excellent  record  for  efficiency. 

It  is  understood  that  he  is  to  be  identified  with 
the  Ohio  Brick  Manufacturers  Association.  His 
successor  is  T.  S.  Brindle,  of  Ashland  county.

Mr.  Gilbert  had  in  his 
possession  catalogs

liest shows,  going  back

!  years,  including  the 
I  recent  1920  exhibition. 
The  entire  collection 
is  unique  and  inter- 
lesting. 

A  general  survey 
brings  out  two  phases,

In  1905  the  shows 
were  still  being  held  in 
the  Grays  armory.

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City's  Street  Fund  Gets  $350,000 

Estimated  Receipts  from  New  License  Tax  Show  Large  Sum  to  Go  to  Street 

Maintenance  Account 


The  city  of  Cleveland  will  receive  more  than 
$350,000  for  its  street  repair  fund  through  the 
operation  of  the  horsepower  tax  law  on  automobiles, 
if  the  law  is  sustained  by  the  Suj^rcmc  court. 

This  is  according  to  estimates  based  on  the  first 
ten  days'  operation  at  the  new  rates.  These  rates 
fix  passenger  car  rates  at  $8  for  all  cars  up  to  25 
horsepower,  $12  for  cars  up  to  35  horsepower  and 
$20  for  cars  of  more  than  35  horsepower.  Trucks 
pay  according  to  the  same  horsepower  rating  and 
in  addition  20  cents  per  hundred  pounds  of  combined 
weight  of  vehicle  and  load. 

In  the  first  ten  days  in  which  1920  licenses  were 
distributed  by  the  branch  license  bureau  in  the 
Cleveland  Automobile  club,  the  number  of  licenses 
issued  was  1930  for  which  the  receipts  amounted 
to  $21,735.10.  This  shows  that  the  average  Hcense, 
for  trucks  as  well  as  passenger  cars,  amounts  to 
$11.23. 

Last  year  slightly  more  than  70,000  cars  were 
licensed  in  Cuyahoga  county,  and  it  is  not  extrav- 
agant to  estimate  that  this  year  will  see  the  total 
pass  the  80,000  mark.  It  is  also  conservatively 
estimated  that  60,000  of  these  licenses— there 
being  more  than  70,000  cars  in  operation  at  the 
year's  close — will  be  taken  owt  previous  to  April  1, 
at  which  time  the  license  fee  is  reduced  25  per  cent. 
This  would  mean  receipts  up  to  April  1st  of  $673,800. 
The  other  20,000  cars  are  estimated  at  half  the 
normal  average  fee,  which  would  amount  to  $112,200. 
This  makes  a  grand  total  of  $786,000  for  the  80,000 
cars.  Even  if  this  were,  figured  on  a  liberal  basis, 
no  account  has  been  taken  in  this  reckoning  of 
dealers'  licenses  and  motorcycles.  Dealers  pay  $20 
for  the  first  set  of  tags  and  $2  for  each  set  of  dup- 
licates. Motorcycles  pay  $2.50  each  with  $1.50  extra 
for  a  side  car.  This  would  more  than  offset  any 
loss  from  the  foregoing  general  estimates. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  new  law,  the  receipts 
are  divided  between  the  state  highway  fund  and 
the  city  or  other  taxing  district  in  which  the  license 
fee  originates  for  street  maintenance.  Thus  of  the 
$786,000  to  be  collected  from  all  the  cars  registered 
in  the  county,  $393,000  would  go  to  the  state  highway 
fund  to  be  used  for  repair  and  maintenance  purposes. 
Of  the  remaining  $393,000  to  be  returned  to  the 
taxing  district  of  origination,  it  is  estimated  that 
90  per  cent  wall  go  to  the  city  of  Cleveland,  which 


would  make  $353,700.  The  law  provides  that  this 
be  restricted  to  maintenance  and  repair  of  streets. 

Other  cities  will,  of  course,  share  in  the  propor- 
tion of  their  ownership  of  motor  cars.  The  placing 
of  such  sums  for  the  maintenance  of  streets  should 
enable  Ohio  cities  to  emerge  from  their  present 
disgraceful  paving  conditions  into  the  ownership 
of  fine  thoroughfares  commensurate  with  their 
development  and  needs. 


Deaths  Decrease 

In  spite  of  the  vastly  greater  number  of  automo- 
biles in  operation  last  year  over  the  year  preceding, 
there  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  attri- 
butable to  the  operation  of  motor  cars. 

Reports  were  made  by  51  counties,  showing  a 
total  of  458  persons  killed  in  1919.  The  same 
counties  in  1918  reported  a  total  of  30  more.  Ten 
counties  reported  no  fatalities  at  all.

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Judge  Killits'  Sentences 

A  great  many  of  the  automobiles  stolen  for 
profit  are  driven  across  state  lines.  Cars  stolen 
in  Cleveland  are  taken  to  Pittsburg  and  Detroit 
to  be  sold,  and  vice  versa. 

This  makes  the  new  Dyer  law  a  valuable  instru- 
ment in  the  curbing  of  motor  car  theft  because  it 
brings  the  federal  courts  into  action  when  a  stolen 
car  is  transported  from  one  state  to  another.  Cleve- 
land furnished  an  early  and  convincing  example. 
Two  men  stole  a  Cadillac  automobile  in  Utica, 
New  York,  and  drove  it  to  Cleveland,  where  they 
were  arrested.  Convicted  in  federal  court,  Judge 
Killits  imposed  sentences  of  four  years  in  Atlanta 
prison. 

This  is  quite  a  different  story  from  the  light 
penalties,  $50  fines  and  suspended  sentences  that 
are  distributed  in  state  courts.  And  it  is  not  from 
lack  of  legislation  that  the  state  courts  impose 
light  sentences. 

When  will  our  state  authorities  begin  to  appre- 
ciate the  seriousness  of  the  offense  of  automobile 
stealing  and  RECOGNIZE  THE  PROPORTIONS 
OF  THE  SENTIMENT  THAT  DEMANDS 
ADEQUATE  PUNISHMENT. 


Next  Winter  and  Now 

The  past  winter  disclosed  in  forcible  fashion  how 
far  we  still  have  to  go  in  snow  removal.  The  actual 
accomplishment  toward  maintenance  of  continuous 
travel  was  so  far  short  of  the  total  requirement 
as  to  be  almost  negligible.  The  amount  of  travel 
carried  on  was  the  resiilt  more  of  fortune  than  of 
design.  There  was  too  much  of  the  attitude  of 
the  county  commissioner  who  declined  to  authorize 
any  steps  toward  snow  removal  on  the  ground  that 


Providence  had  sent  the  snowfall  and  it  was  up  to 
Providence  to  remove  it. 

There  is  no  longer  any  argtunent  as  to  the  need 
for  keeping  the  roads  open  for  transportation 
twelve  months  in  the  year  and  that  it  is  just  as 
much  a  duty  of  our  highway  authorities  as  building 
new  roads. 

It  is  also  worth  noting  that  the  time  to  prepare 
for  next  winter's  snow  is  now. 


Tourists 

There  will  be  millions  of  families  this  year  making 
tours  of  varying  lengths.  What  is  the  impression 
the  visitor  will  get  of  your  town?  Will  he  be  made 
to  feel  that  it  is  a  community  of  courteous,  prog- 
ressive people,  or  will  he  be  made  to  feel  that  he 
is  a  stranger  there  to  be  mulcted?  Will  you  en- 
courage tourists  or  discotirage  them?  Just  a  reason- 
able amount  of  effort  in  the  right  direction  means 
a  long  profit  for  your  town. 


Fewer  Horses 

The  nvimber  of  horses  in  Ohio  decreased  18,000 
last  year.  The  number  in  the  entire  cotmtry  showed 
a  loss  of  37,000  from  the  year  preceding.  These 
are  figures  from  the  Ohio  department  of  agriculture 
and  the  United  States  bureau  of  crop  estimates. 

On  January  1,  1919,  the  number  of  horses  in 
Ohio  was  placed  at  891,000,  while  the  number  on 
January  1,  1920  was  783,000.  This  is  a  loss  of 
two  per  cent.  In  the  same  period,  automobiles  in 
Ohio  increased  21  per  cent. 

This  is  not  all.  The  same  authorities  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  statement  that  the  value  of  horses 
per  head  increased  from  $107  to  $109.

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Inaugurate 

New  Roads  and  Streets  Committee 
Improvements  In 

The  newly-appointed  roads  and  streets  committee 
of  the  Cleveland  Automobile  club  held  its  initial 
meeting.  Thursday  evening,  March  4.  Chairman 
John  R.  Bentley  presided  and  other  committee 
members  in  attendance  were:  W.  A.  Stinchcomb, 
Henry  L.  Schuler,  M.  F.  Bramley,  Robert  Hoffman, 
Maurice  Brown  Greenough,  William  B.  Prince  and 
Alfred  G.  Clarke. 

Snow  removal  was  the  first  subject  discussed 
with  a  new  of  ha\ing  communities  better  prepared 
in  future  winters  to  meet  this  problem.  The  ques- 
tion was  raised  at  to  whether  the  increased  main- 
tenance funds  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  authorities 
might  in  part  be  used  for  snow  removal.  It  was 
pointed  out,  however,  that  to  use  too  large  sums  for 
such  emergency  work  would  be  to  cut  into  the  funds 
available  for  permanent  improvements. 

The  city  park  department  was  urged  to  remove 
the  snow  and  open  the  catch  basins  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  Nickel  Plate  bridge  at  the  approach  to  Cedar 
Glen  hill.  It  was  reported  that  under  the  conditions 
existing  during  this  winter  that  automobiles  and 
trucks  had  been  driving  over  the  sidewalk,  the 
boulevard  and  even  the  lawn.  It  was  recommended 
that  the  street  railway  company  instead  of  just 
sweeping  the  snow  to  one  side  be  required  to  remove 
it  entirely  or  to  push  it  farther  from  the  track  in 
order  to  leave  room  for  vehicles. 

City  Engineer  Robert  Hoffman  reported  on  the 
extension  and  opening  of  new  streets.  He  stated 
that  there  is  still  some  property  to  be  acqtiired  for 
extending  Carnegie  avenue  from  East  100th  to  East 
107th  street  and  that  within  the  year  Chester  avenue 
would  be  cut  through  from  East  17th  to  East  21st 
street.  Mr.  Hoffman  spoke  of  the  effort  being  made 
to  establish  a  new  cross  street  connecting  Prospect 
and  Chester  at  East  35th  street  and  described  the 
plans  for  widening  Euclid  avenue  from  Ivanhoe 
road  to  the  city  limits  and  placing  the  car  tracks  in 
the  center.  A  subcommittee  consisting  of  Messrs. 
Bramley,  Hoffman  and  Greenough  was  appointed  to 
confer  with  the  city  planning  commission  in  regard 
to  co-operation  in  supporting  the  opening  and  exten- 
sion of  those  streets  needed  first. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  police  department  at 
East  105th  and  Euclid  put  into  effect  regulations 
prohibiting  turning  similar  to  the  plan  at  East  9th 
and  Euclid.   It  was  further  suggested  that  parking  in

the  105th  street  vicinity  be  either  abolished  or  limite 
to  the  south  side  in  the  morning  and  the  north  sid 
in  the  evening. 

County  Engineer  W.  A.  Stinchcomb  related  plan 
for  the  paving  of  a  new  road  to  the  west  parallellin 
the  lake  road  and  between  that  road  and  Detroit 
avenue ;  widening  Euclid  avenue  from  Chardon  road 
to  the  county  line  and  widening  and  paving  the  lake 
road  east  from  Gardner  road  to  the  county  line. 

An  educational  campaign  was  recommend  to 
stop  jaywalking  and  to  establish  the  rights  of  auto- 
mobiles in  the  highways. 

A  communication  was  read  from  Mr.  Prince 
suggesting  the  improvement  of  cross  and  connecting 
streets  particularly  in  the  downtown  district.  He 
called  attention  to  the  need  for  such  links  on  Cedar 
from  East  40th  to  East  55th  and  from  Cedar  avenue 
to  the  boulevard.  The  committee  recommended 
that  East  18th  street  from  Euclid  to  Superior  be 
put  in  good  condition  as  soon  as  possible. 

Mr.  Stinchcomb  was  asked  to  take  steps  to 
eliminate  the  sidewalk  on  the  north  side  of  Frank- 
fort avenue  and  place  a  passageway  for  pedestrians  ' 
in  the  basement  of  the  old  court  house.  There  was  a 
recommendation  that  traffic  at  the  public  square  be 
routed  around  the  square  throughout  the  day  instead 
of  merely  during  the  rush  hours.  A  committee  was 
appointed  consisting  of  Messrs.  Clarke,  Prince  and 
Schuler  to  confer  with  the  city  traction  commis- 
sioner. Some  time  ago  the  attention  of  the  railway 
company  was  called  to  deep  depressions  created  in 
the  building  of  catch-basins  in  the  track.  The  de-, 
clines  are  now  made  more  gradual  and  it  is  desired 
that  the  old  ones  be  rebuilt  and  made  safer.  A  rule'i 
is  desired  against  motormen  stopping  so  that  car 
and  trailer  block  the  intersection  of  the  cross  street. 
A  letter  was  received  urging  the  co-operation  of  the 
club  in  the  movement  to  secure  higher  salaries  for 
public  engineers,  and  action  was  postponed 
awaiting  detailed  word  from  the  official  organization 
of  the  engineering  profession.  The  committee  will 
seek  remedy  for  the  condition  at  the  Nickel  Plate 
crossing  on  West  117th  street  where  the  tracks  have 
been  raised  so  far  abo^•e  the  paA'ement  as  to  create  a 
dangerous  spot.

Nothing  so  clearly  demonstrates  Ohio's  need 
of  a  better  policing  system  than  the  wave  of  crime 
emanating  from  the  cities  and  permeating  the 
country  districts.  Country  homes  have  been  looted, 
women  in  lonely  places  have  been  attacked,  and  not 
unfrequently  the  news  dispatches  have  contained 
accounts  of  murder  more  easily  accomplished  on 
account  of  lack  of  a  better  law  enforcing  body. 

Not  the  least  of  all  these  crimes  is  automobile 
theft  and  with  the  methods  that  crooks  have  for

With  such  examples  of  police  efficiency  before 
us,  we  fail  to  see  any  reason  why  any  sane  man 
should  oppose  a  state  police,  but  on  the  contrary 
there  are  hundreds  of  reasons  why  not  only  auto- 
mobile owners,  but  every  law  abiding  citizen  of  the 
state  should  get  on  the  job  to  put  Ohio  on  a  par 
with  its  sister  states  in  this  respect.

I  am  a  believer  in  any  legal  form  of  general 
taxation,  but  am  not  a  believer  in  any  form  of 
special  taxation,  or  double  taxation,  which  is 
unconstitutional. 

I  am  aged  past  75,  and  have  not  been  able  to 
enter  into  the  fighting  the  past  winter,  although  I 
saw  that  I  was  not  alone  in  the  matter,  and  was 
much  pleased  to  see  others  obtaining  my  view. 
I  trust  that  you  are  still  pursuing  this  matter  to 
the  end.

If  any  one  can  see  an  opening  into  my  propo- 
sition, where  they  can  in  any  way  prove  that  I  am 
in  error,  I  in^^te  them  to  set  me  clear.

My  dear  Sir: 

The  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ohio 
have  of  late  had  an  introduction  to  you  through 
the  absurd  and  inconsistent  measure  that  you 
have  parented  for  the  purpose  of  a  special  tax 


upon  a  form  of  "personal  property"  known  as  an 
automobile. 

You  have  very  likely  been  induced  by  what  is 
known  as  the  Ohio  Good  Roads  Federation  (Asso- 
ciation), an  organized  body  of  astute  politicians 
working  the  interest  of  the  automobile  manu- 
facturers, who  want  to  let  somebody  else  pay, 
while  they  reap  the  profits. 

I  believe  in  building  roads  out  of  the  legal, 
legitimate  funds  of  the  state,  and  not  assuming 
to  build  them  from  any  ruse  or  camoviflage,  like 
the  bill  introduced  by  your  purports. 

Let  us  be  better  ordered  legally,  and  not  parrot 
and  imitate  the  unconstitutional  crimes  of  other 
states. 

It  is  high  time  that  our  lawmakers,  representa- 
tives should  cease  their  anarchy  of  becoming  law 
breakers  providing  that  they  expect  the  citizen 
to  respect  the  laws  that  they  make. 

Double  taxation  is  unconstitutional.  Special 
taxation  (from  whatever  name  it  may  be  called) 
is  also  unconstitutional.  Automobiles,  are  personal 
property,  and  can  only  be  taxed  as  personal  prop- 
erty in  accordance  with  thetr  value. 

For  identification,  accidents,  and  of  being 
stolen,  we  all  admit  that  automobiles  should  be 
numbered.  No  one  would  refuse  an  amount  suffi- 
cient to  cover  this  cost,  which  I  am  sure  would 
come  within  the  limit  of  two  dollars  each.  Five 
dollars  is  now  collected,  and  we  sort  of  think,  that 
if  our  patriotic  good  roads  bunch  wants  to  keep 
even,  that  they  had  best  apply  making  the  world 
safe  for  democracy,  by  letting  well  entif  alone. 

These  similar  "swag"  bills  have  been  imposed 
upon  many  other  states,  but  we  think  that  we  have 
too  good  a  government  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  to 
stand  for  anything  of  the  kind  here. 

Therefore,  let  us  cease  to  adjust  the  wheels  in 
the  street,  giving  our  attention  to  adjustment  of 
the  wheels  in  our  head

Ray  Deslander  was  tried  in  Cuyahoga  county 
common  pleas  court  on  charge  of  stealing  an  auto- 
mobile from  Thomas  Bradford  of  New  Phila- 
delphia. Testimony  was  that  Deslander  had  driven 
away  Bradford's  car  parked  downtown  while  he 
was  visiting  in  Cleveland.  The  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  acquittal.

"There  is  scarcely  any  movement  which  could  be 
more  important  at  this  time.  Recent  reports 
showed  that  approximately  $1,300,000,000  is  now 
available  for  road  work  in  the  treasuries  of  the 
counties,  states  and  nation.  If  the  best  results  in 
durable  roads,  properly  located,  are  to  be  obtained, 
we  must  have  skilled  engineers  do  the  work.  Nor 
is  the  field  a  transient  one."  The  movement  for  a 
national  highway  system  is  rapidly  gaining  momen- 
tum, and  so  far  from  seeing  any  lapse  in  road  con- 
struction, coming  years  are  certain  to  see  more  and 
more  attention  concentrated  upon  this  subject. 

"As  a  corollary  to  the  actual  work  of  construc- 
tion, we  will  find  an  increasing  field  for  experts  in 
highway  transportation,  just  as  railroad  operation 
developed  traffic  operators.  Here,  too,  the  educator 
will  i)lay  his  part,  as  the  man  who  goes  into  this 
work  will  need  to  be  fully  equipped  not  only  with  a 
knowledge  of  the  physical  conditions  of  the  terri- 
tory' he  selects,  but  also  with  a  knowledge  of  the 
economic  relationships  of  transportation  in  its  vari- 
ous forms,  and  an  understanding  of  legal  conditions. 

"As  highways  transportation  grows  in  volume 
and  importance  it  will  tend  to  open  a  vast  field  for 
employment  in  other  countries  as  well  as  our  own, 
and  there  could  be  no  better  assurance  of  a  sound 
policy  than  well-grounded  courses  on  these  subjects 
in  our  colleges. 

"The  men  who  take  up  these  studies  will  have 
to  be  assured  that  compensation  will  be  commen- 
surate with  time  and  labor  spent  in  preparation, 
but  the  savings  which  they  effect  will  offset  many 
times  the  difference  in  their  earning  power." 

Mr.  Chapin's  interest  in  this  subject  is  best  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  that  he  is  the  donor  of  a  fellow- 
ship in  highway  engineering  at  the  University  of 
Michigan.  The  Ann  Arbor  institution  has  recently 
elected  Prof.  R.  H.  Blan chard  to  this  chair  and  a 
complete  course  in  both  subjects  will  be  given  at 
that  school.

out  by  the  Educational  Extention  Bureau  of  the 
Department  of  Interior  recently. 

Answers  have  been  received  from  many  of  the 
leading  universities  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific 
and  arrangements  are  now  under  way  for  the  compil- 
ation of  new  data  and  information  on  this  subject 
which  will  shortly  be  placed  before  the  several 
institutions  interested. 

As  the  result  of  a  preliminary  estimate  prepared 
at  the  direction  of  Thomas  H.  MacDonald,  engineer 
in  charge,  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  into  this  subject 
it  has  been  developed  that  there  is  a  remarkable 
field  for  opportunity  in  highway  engineering  in 
consequence  of  the  enormous  sums  now  being  voted 
for  construction,  improvement  and  maintenance 
from  the  smallest  units  to  the  national  government. 

Thus  it  is  shown  that  122  chief  executives  and 
administrators  are  now  required  to  carry  on  state 
and  federal  aid  work  while  360  division  engineers 
of  the  Federal  Government,  division  chiefs  of  the 
bureau,  division  chiefs  of  highway  departments, 
district  engineers  of  highway  departments,  etc.,  are 
needed. 

■  The  field  for  supervising  engineers,  chiefs  of 
party  and  men  in  responsible  charge  of  work  both  in 
the  office  and  in  the  field,  is  placed  at  3,685,  while 
6,350  apprentices  such  as  rodmen,  chainmen, 
draughtsmen  and  others  are  necessary. 

With  reference  to  these  figures  it  is  pointed  out 
that  they  only  cover  responsible  positions  and  in 
state  and  federal  aid  work.  No  accoimt  is  taken- 
of  the  enormous  number  necessary  to  handle  munic- . 
ipal  highway  development  or  of  that  of  the  3,000 
counties  of  the  United  States.  Further,  it  is  believed 
the  estimate  is  conservative  and  that  it  will  be 
increased  as  the  work  develops. 

Some  further  idea  of  the  possibilities  opened  to 
collegians  is  evidenced  by  the  statement  that  state 
highway  department  executives  now  draw  as  high  as; 
112,000  per  annum  while  in  some  cases  coimty  engin- 
eers are  given  from  $5,000  to  $8,000  per  annum  foi 
their  labor. 

As  the  importance  of  highway  engineering  be- 
comes better  understood  it  is  believed  by  many 
authorities  that  these  maximum  figures  will  become 
even  larger,  making  the  profession  one  well  worthy 
the  attainment  of  college  men.

Michigan's  Good  Example 

The  business  of  keeping  the  roads  open  to  wheel 
traffic  365  days  a  year  is  one  of  considerable  mag- 
nitude and  is  still  in  its  embryo  state  and  heretofore 
and  now  our  winter  months  suggest  the  query, 
"When  is  a  road  not  a  road,"  and  the  economic 
problem  presents  itself,  "Should  we  not  use  a  high 
type  pavement  every  day  in  the  year  in  order  to 
justify  the  investment?"  If  a  pavement  cost  $30,000 
per  mile,  the  interest  on  the  investment  for  snow 
removal  period  would  amount  to  $500  per  mile 
and  certainly  a  reasonable  amount  of  money  must 
be  spent  to  keep  this  pavement  clean  in  order  that 
the  traffic  can  absorb  this  expense. 

We  will  shortly  arrive  at  a  crisis — the  return  of 
the  railroads  to  their  private  owners  and  operators — 
and  it  seems  imperative  that  the  demands  upon 
our  highways  will  be  vastly  increased  until  such 
time  as  the  railroads  will  be  able  to  replenish  their 
rolling  stock  and  make  the  much  needed  repairs 
to  a  lot  of  equipment  that  has  seen  little  or  no 
maintenance  under  government  control. 

In  view  of  this  condition  we  will  have  an  un- 
precedented demand  made  upon  our  roads  by  trucks 
carrying  huge  loads  of  freight  which  in  turn  must 
be  met  by  a  good  surface  to  travel  upon  dependent 
on  an  Al  maintenance  program. 

The  War  Materials  Division  of  the  State  of' 
Michigan  has  received  from  the  War  Department 
of  the  United  States  government  ten  (10)  large 
caterpillar  tractors  of  the  Holt  type  and  have  placed 
them  in  service  in  various  parts  ot  the  State  in 
the  performance  of  duties  incidental  to  snow 
removal  and  the  keeping  of  state  trunk  lines  open 
for  winter  traffic.  These  machines  are  equipped 
with  a  120  horsepower  motor  and  are  rated  as  a 
20-ton  tractor,  their  weight  being  13  tons. 

Alger  county  has  reported  very  favorably  on  ; 
the  use  of  its  large  tractor  and  has  written  the 
department  to  the  effect  that  it  is  their  intention  ' 
to  equip  the  machine  in  front  with  a  double  rotary 
plough,  thereby  having  a  machine  capable  of  re- 
moving snow  of  any  depth. 

Keweenaw  county  has  had  probably  more  ex- 
perience with  heavy  snow  work  than  any  of  the  other 
counties.  They  have  removed  the  front  wheel  and 
replaced  it  with  a  bob-sled.  The  first  trips  proved 
that  the  wheel  was  not  the  proper  thing,  as  it  would 
become  lodged  in  a  snow  bank  and  retard  the 
progress  of  the  machine.  At  times  the  front  end 
leaves  the  snow  as  much  as  four  feet  and  stands 
up  like  a  bucking  broncho.

If  the  average  car  owner  were  asked  whether  he 
could  identify  his  own  car  under  any  given  set  of 
circumstances  his  impulse  would  be  to  return  an 
unqualified  and  indignant  affirmative.  The  police 
of  our  larger  cities  would  disagree  with  him  just  as 
unqualifiedly. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  most  car  owners  depend  for 
identification  o  i  some  scratch  on  the  body,  some 
broken  screw  in  the  chassis  or  some  other  equally 
uncertain  factor.  They  do  not  stop  to  consider 
that  our  big  manufacturers  are  tuming  out  models 
in  ten  thousand  lots  that  differ  from  each  ocher  in 
not  the  slightest  discernible  degree.  By  the  time  a 
successful  automobile  thief  has  run  a  stolen  car 
through  his  "service  station"  it  will  puzzle  the  most 
careful  owner  on  earth  to  identify  his  vehicle.

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identify  the  same  car  to  see  which  he  had  been  sum- 
moned. The  hopeful  owner  had  a  number  of  marks 
by  which  he  felt  confident  he  could  prove  his  owner- 
ship of  the  restored  vehicle.  There  was  a  bent  screw 
in  one  part  of  the  chassis,  a  dent  in  one  fender,  a 
scratch  of  peculiar  shape  on  the  dash. 

The  car  with  which  he  was  confronted  was  un- 
doubtedly of  the  same  vintage  as  his  lost  boat,  but 
unhappily  it. was  painted  a  rich  ultra-marine  blue, 
instead  "of  the  dark  green  that  had  graced  his  ve- 
hicle. The  most  earnest  scrutiny  failed  to  disclose 
any  of  the  distinguishing  marks  on  which  he  had 
relied.  A  slight  chipping  of  the  new  coat  of  enamel 
revealed  the  fact  that  it  had  been  put  on  o\'er  a 
previous  coat  of  the  staid  dark  green  that  our  friend 
had  described.  But  two  of  the  other  assembled 
owners  had  put  in  bids  for  dark  green  cars  and 
eventually  one  of  them  managed  to  identify  the  car 
by  a  chip  in  the  gearset  housing.  The  identification 
was  not  particularly  convincing,  but  in  the  absence 
of  anything  better  it  served  to  give  the  car  to  the 
owner  who  had  been  able  to  describe  the  imper- 
fection. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  no  car  owner  ought  to  de- 
\)end.  on  any  such  casual  means  of  identification  as 
slight  imperfections  that  may  have  accrued  during 
the  operation  of  the  vehicle.  When  the  professional 
automobile  thief  steals  a  car  he  takes  it  to  what 
amounts  practically  to  a  rebuilding  factory.  In 
many  cases  the  entire  mechanism  is  taken  down  and 
the  different  parts  are  redistributed  with  those  from 
other  cars  of  the  same  make  and  model  to  turn  out 
what  amount  to  new  vehicles. 

Placed  on  Mechanism 

The  only  safe  method  of  placing  identification 
marks  on  a  car  is  to  place  them  on  all  the  major 
parts  of  the  mechanism.  Perhaps  the  most  satis- 
factory method  of  doing  so  is  to  place  punch  marks 
on  the  various  units.  All  such  marks  should  be  put 
in  places  where  they  will  not  be  readily  discernible. 
For  instance,  on  the  inside  of  the  axles,  on  the  fly- 
wheel, on  the  upper  side  of  the  gearset  housing. 
After  the  marks  have  been  made  they  should  be 
rubbed  over  with  grease  until  they  are  as  nearly 
indistinguishable  as  possible.  The  car  owner  can 
have  a  prick  punch  made  with  his  initials  on  it  in 
very  fine  type  and  with  this  it  is  possible  to  place 
identification  marks  on  the  various  parts  that  will 
generally  escape  notice  and  yet  remain  permanently. 

One  owner  whom  I  know  has  had  the  upholstery 
of  his  front  and  rear  seats  lifted  up  and  has  tacked 
his  card  on  the  wooden  framweork  of  the  seat.

For  All  Loyal  Glevelanders 

Meet  Mr.  S.  W.  Ourgates.  You  will  like  him.  He  comes  to  Cleveland  prepared  to  like  you.  He 
hopes  to  do  some  business  here,  and  perhaps  some  day — when  things  so  shape  themselves,  he  hopes  furtheij 
to  settle  down  here  and  become  one  among  us. 

You  ought  to  know  him  a  bit  more  intimately,  because  some  day  he  may  call  you  by  your  first  name  ofl 
Mose.  So  here  goes  for  a  bit  of  personal  history.  His  first  name  is  Stranger  and  his  middle  name  is  With-] 
in — there  you  have  it;  Mr.  Stranger  Within  Ourgates.  ] 

We  all  know  him,  and  we,  if  we  are  loyal  Glevelanders,  want  to  make  a  deep  and  lasting  impression  oin 
him.  ' 

And  so  we  do — after  this  fashion !  He  arrives  in  the  great  metropolis  of  Cleveland,  Ohio, — Sixth  city 
and  maybe  Fourth.  He  gets  off  his  train  at  a  place  on  the  lake  front  near  a  public  dump  that  smells  to 
high  heaven  and  looks  like  an  Argonne  battlefield. 

He  saunters  out  onto  the  platform.  He  visualizes  a  broken  down,  decrepit  building  of  before  the  war 
era  (the  civil  war,  we  mean)  and  his  nose  knows  that  he  is  in  an  unsanitary,  weedy,  seedy  and  dirty  structure. 
He  is  told  that  he  has  arrived  at  the  Cleveland  union  station. 

And  he  wonders ! 

Then  he  saunters  up  a  shaky  flight  of  stairs  and  across  a  covered  wooden  bridge  that  creaks  and  shakes 
with  his  weight.  But  he  sees  daylight  ahead.  He  reaches  that  aforesaid  daylight,  and  is  greeted  by  a  veri- 
table bedlam  of  noises  from  the  throats  of  a  bunch  of  frowsily  dirty,  unshaven  men,  who  yell  meaningless 
words  at  him. 

It  must  be  a  riot.  He  is  seized  by  an  arm,  two  arms,  and  is  dragged  hither  and  yon;  his  hand  baggage 
is  forcibly  taken  from  him.  One  of  the  men  who  seized  him  wins;  Mr.  Ourgates  is  literally  htu-led  into  a 
wheezy,  dirty,  unpainted,  mud-besplashed  automobile,  bom  A.D.  1911  or  earlier,  and  he  is  driven  up  a 
hill  and  over  rutty  pavements  toward  an  unknown  destination.  He  has  presence  of  mind  enough  to  yell 
to  the  bandit  who  has  captured  him  that  he  would  like  to  be  taken  to  a  hotel.  In  five  minutes  the  ancient 
carryall  arrives  and  he  breathlessly  makes  his  excape  from  captivity,  after  depositing  a  dollar  ransom  into 
the  dirty  paw  of  the  kidnapper  who  finally  releases  him. 

And  SO  the  stranger  within  our  gates  comes  to  town. 

He  has  had  a  taste  (but  a  taste  only)  of  Cleveland's  taxicab — heaven  save  the  mark ! — system. 

It  is  this  sort  of  thing  and  evils  equally  as  harmful  to  the  fair  name  of  Cleveland  that  the  Cleveland  Auto- 
mobile Club,  with  the  assistance  of  the  newspapers  and  some  councilmen  whose  eyes  are  opened,  is  trying 
to  correct.  Today  it  begins  to  look  as  though  the  club's  efforts  would  get  somewhere,  and  that  in  course 
of  time  there  will  be  a  taxicab  and  automobile  for  hire  service  that  will  not  be  the  crying  disgrace  to  a  civi- 
lized community  that  our  present  system  admittedly  is. 

Just  why  has  the  taxicab  business  of  Cleveland  become  a  stench  ? 

There  are  two  reasons;  an  inadequate,  weak,  inefficient  and  outgrown  ordinance  supposed  to  regulate 
the  business  here,  and  a  disgraceful  ignoring  of  the  ordinance  by  the  authorities  who  are  supposed  to 
enforce  it. 

Given  this  combination  of  circumstances,  and  nothing  but  our  present  conditions  could  be  expected. 

The  Club  committee  in  March,  after  a  thorough  and  costly  investigation  of  conditions  here,  made  i^ 
report,  and  filed  copies  of  it  with  the  mayor  and  the  prosecuting  attorney.  It  is  this  report,  along  witl 
independent  investigations  made  by  The  Cleveland  News,  that  started  the  agitation  that  is  hoped  wil 
go  far  toward  correcting  conditions  and  bring  about  the  time  when  it  will  be  possible  to  ride  in  a  hired  CcJ 
in  Cleveland  at  a  moderate  rate  of  fare,  in  comfort  and  without  taking  the  chance  of  being  slugged  by  sonJ 
highbinder  who  needs  a  little  additional  money  or  who  does  not  like  the  cut  of  the  "fare's"  coat.  1 

It  is  not  the  intention  here  to  republish  all  the  findings  of  the  club  committee.  The  newspapers  pub- 
lished those  and  revealed  to  the  people  of  the  city  the  amazing  conditions  that  prevail. 

Folks  now  know  that  the  taxicab  business  in  Cleveland  is  in  the  hands,  generally  speal<;ing,  of  an  inner  rinj. 
of  men,  some  of  whom  are  crooks,  some  of  whom  are  willing  to  be,  and  others  who  are  just  weak  and  are 
dominated  by  the  stronger  men  who  all  their  lives  have  lived  on  the  edge  of  the  law. 

The  people  now  know  that  the  man  above  all  others  whose  influence  has  prevailed  in  the  business  is  one 
Frank  G.  (Kid)  Lyons,  notorious  in  police  circles.  They  now  know  that  men  with  police  records,  who  an 
a  menace  to  decent  people  and  a  disgrace  to  any  community,  have  been  given  the  right  to  drive  unpro- 
tected women  about  the  streets  of  Cleveland. 

They  have  learned  that  to  a  large  extent,  the  taxicab  business  of  the  city  has  become  a  business  of  boot- 
legging; of  pandering  to  prostitution;  of  banditry. 

The  people  of  Cleveland  have  learned  through  the  eflforts  of  the  club,  that  they  are  forced  to  ride  in 
ancient  and  decrepit  cabs,  dirty,  unkempt  and  uncared  for,  at  a  higher  rate  than  any  other  city  of  import- 
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ance  in  the  country  is  forced  to  pay.  They  have  learned  that  they  have  been  trusting  their  lives  to  abso- 
lutely irresponsible  men;  that  most  of  the  men  who  drive  cabs  are  not  bonded  and  carry  no  liability  insurance. 

Cleveland  has  learned  that  other  cities  have  real  metered  taxicab  service  at  a  low  rate  aHke  to  all,  where 
Cleveland  has  no  metered  service  whatever  and  the  rate  is  so  high  that  even  the  men  who  are  in  the  busi- 
ness are  fearful  of  killing  what  little  there  is  of  it  by  charging  the  legal  rate  at  all  times. 

Cleveland  has  beome  awake  to  he  fact  that  there  is  absolutely  no  inspection  of  public  machines — and 
that  few  drivers  spend  any  time  or  money  in  keeping  them  in  mechanical  condition  or  in  a  state  of  sanitation. 

In  a  word,  the  club  showed  in  its  report  that  not  only  is  there  no  such  thing  in  Cleveland  as  a  taxicab 
service,  but  that  the  automobile  for  hire  service  in  the  city  has  so  broken  down  as  to  be  a  peril  and  a  dis- 
grace to  a  modem  city;  and  for  this  the  people  of  the  city  have  been  paying  an  extortionate  price. 

Now  it  is  not  intended  here  to  make  the  claim  that  every  man  who  engages  in  this  business  in  the  city  is 
of  the  stripe  described.  Here  and  there  is  a  car  owner  who  attempts  to  give  honest  service  at  an  honest 
price,  but  it  is  admitted  that  these  men  are  in  the  minority  and  suffer  from  the  frailties  of  those  who  dominate 
the  field. 

This  occasional  man  is  to  be  pitied,  and  it  is  he  who  will  welcome  the  cleaning  up  that  is  inevitable. 

And  what  is  the  Cleveland  Automobile  Club  going  to  do  about  the  condition  of  affairs  in  Cleveland  ? 
The  club  members  have  a  right  to  expect  something  concrete.    Any  man  can  expose  rotten  conditions. 
But  it  takes  ability  to  correct  the  conditions  after  they  are  exposed.    We  propose  here  to  tell  what  it  is 
3|  expected  will  be  accomplished  from  the  crusade. 

Following  the  making  of  the  report  to  the  mayor  and  the  prosecutor,  the  club  officials  held  a  meeting 
and  decided  that  the  first  step  in  the  cure  that  must  come  was  in  a  new  and  drastic  ordinance  that  would 
prohibit  the  conditions  that  obtain  here.  And  under  the  direction  of  these  officials  such  an  ordinance  has 
been  drafted,  and  through  Councilman  J.  R.  Zmunt  has  been  introduced  in  the  City  Council.  The  pro- 
posed ordinance  was  drafted  only  after  a  deep  and  thorough  study  of  every  successful  taxicab  ordinance 
in  the  country. 

If  it  is  adopted  it  will  do  these  things — IF  it  is  enforced  by  the  administrative  officers  of  the  city : 

It  will  put  on  the  streets  a  real  metered  taxi  service,  with  modem  cars  and  under  modem  conditions. 

It  will  drive  from  the  streets  the  thug,  the  highbinder,  the  bootlegger  and  the  crook. 

It  will  differentiate,  as  it  should,  between  a  livery  business  and  a  taxicab  business. 

It  will  put  on  the  drivers'  seats  only  men  who  are  honest  and  reliable,  and  it  will  send  to  jail  the  other 
kind,  instead  of  protecting  them. 

It  will  protect  the  riding  public  against  injury  and  death,  because  cars  will  be  kept  in  condition  to  give 
decent  service  and  drivers  will  be  careful. 

It  will  give  financial  redress  against  injury  or  death  in  an  accident,  which  the  service  here  does  not 
do — now. 

It  will  drive  down  the  rates  for  service,  making  taxicab  riding  common  here  instead  of  the  reverse. 

»It  will  put  in  the  hands  of  the  authorities  a  powerful  weapon  against  abuses. 
It  will  set  Cleveland  on  a  high  plane  in  this  direction,  and  lift  the  city  up  to  a  level  where  it  should  be. 
And  then  our  name  will  not  be  a  by- word  among  those  who  come  within  our  gates.    Then  the  stranger 
will  not  class  the  taxicab  transpotation  business  with  our  union  depot. 

The  club  is  having  printed  copies  of  the  proposed  new  ordinance  and  believes  it  would  be  worth  the  time 
of  every  member  to  read  it  from  beginning  to  end.  For  we  are  not  going  to  win  vdthout  a  battle.  The 
interests  that  have  kept  the  business  in  Cleveland  disgustingly  inadequate  and  thoroughly  disgraceful  are 
not  going  to  be  put  away  without  a  fight. 

The  vote  of  every  covmcilman  is  going  to  be  needed  before  the  new  ordinance  is  written  on  the  books, 
and  a  loyal  club  member  could  do  no  greater  service  than  to  tell  his  councilman  that  he  is  needed  in  this 
good  fight. 

When  this  new  ordinance  becomes  efifective,  Cleveland  is  going  to  pass  out  of  the  "jitney"  class  and 
the  whole  city  is  going  to  be  bettered  by  it. 

Cleveland  is  then  going  to  disprove  the  libel  fostered  and  upheld  by  the  present  so-called  taxicab  interests 
that  this  is  "not  a  taxicab  city"  and  is  going  to  use  these  modem  time  and  money  savers.  This,  tmly,  is 
not  now  a  taxicab  city,  because  strong  men  hesitate  to  trast  themselves  to  the  tender  mercies  of  some  of  the 
gentlemen  who  operate  cabs,  while  to  trust  a  woman  to  some  of  these  men  is  unthmkable. 

Once  upon  a  time  folks  were  satisfied  with  horse  cars  as  a  means  of  urban  travel;  then  came  the  trolley 
car;  now  the  faster  and  pleasanter  automobile  is  to  be  desired.  But  these  must  be  made  safe  and  cheap 
before  they  grow  into  general  use.     And  the  club's  efforts  are  along  these  lines  and  vsdth  no  other  motive. 

From  out  of  the  smoke  of  battle  one  is  almost  able  to  smell  victory.  At  least  three  responsible  groups  of 
men  are  waking  up  to  the  fact  that  here  is  one  of  the  country's  greatest  cities  miserably  served  in  the  way  of 
modern  transportation.  These  men  see  smaller  cities  vnth  adequate  taxicab  service,  and  yet  find  that  the 
taxicabs  make  money  for  their  owners,  though  operated  at  a  rate  far  under  the  Cleveland  rate.  They  are 
beginning  to  see  that  Cleveland  too  would  pay,  and  these  men  are  now  vnlUng  to  invest. 

But  they  must  first  be  protected  with  an  adequate  law  and  mth  a  determination  to  enforce  that  law. 
And  when  the  good  time  comes — we're  hoping  it  will  be  soon — that  these  things  come  about,  then  plenty  of 
capital  will  be  ready  to  give  Cleveland  that  which  Cleveland  must  have — modem,  safe,  and  cheap  motor 
vehicle  transportation. 
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Zanesville  Prepares  to  Entertain! 

Plans  to  Extend  a  Warm  Welcome  to  Ohio  State  Automobile  Association

'  Zanesville  is  preparing  a  real  honest-to-goodness 
welcome  for  the  Ohio  State  Automobile  associa- 
tion convention,  to  be  held  in  that  city  Friday, 
May  28th, 

Speaking  literally — it  is  extending  open  arms  to 
receive  its  guests.  The  arm  reaching  to  the  west  is 
concrete  and  macadam  as  far  as  West  Jefferson, 
thirteen  miles  to  the  v^^est  of  Columbus,  and  beyond 
that  a  fine  dragged  highway  to  the  Indiana  line. 
The  arm  to  the  east  is  of  brick  and  reaches  to  the 
West  Virginia  border. 

These  two  arms  represent  the  new  National 
highway  (the  old  National  road)  that  connects 
Baltimore,  Md.,  with  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  with  its 
extending  highways  links  the  Atlantic  with  the 
Pacific. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  years  ago  a  few  strag- 
gling men  and  women  with  horse-packs  and  prairie 
schooners  blazed  the  trail  for  this  great  highway. 
Last  year  more  than  200,000  tourists  took  advan- 
tage of  its  smooth  surface  to  travel  from  East  to 
West  in  touring  through  the  country. 

In  1918,  when  the  war  was  still  on,  it  was  the 
main  artery  for  the  passage  of  huge  army  trucks 
from  the  points  where  those  trucks  were  manufac- 
tured to  the  Atlantic  seaboard. 

Returning  to  Zanesville  and  the  welcome  that 
city  will  extend  to  the  visiting  motorists  during  the 
convention,  the  Muskingum  Motor  club  has  the 
matter  in  hand  and  committees  composed  of  Zanes- 
ville's  leading  citizens  have  been  named  to  look 
after  every  detail.

Reports  from  the  inner  circle  of  the  committees 
dealing  directly  with  the  entertainment  of  the 
visiting  motorists  are  to  the  effect  that  some  sur- 
prises and  novelties  are  to  be  sprung. 

Those  automobile  owners  who  drive  to  the  con- 
vention have  a  great  treat  in  store  for  them,  for  the 
scenery  surrounding  Zanesville  is  of  the  rare  type 
of  beauty.  Beside  sylvan  dells  and  wooded  hills 
and  all  of  that  sort  of  poetical  stuff  there  are  won- 
derful river  views. 

The  Muskingum  river  valley  is  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  to  be  found  in  this  or  any  other  country, 
and  an  improved  highway  along  its  shore  will 
enable  visitors  to  enjoy  its  grandeur. 

Autoists  coming  into  Zanesville  from  the  west 
along  the  National  highway  will  have  an  opportunity 
of  viewing  the  famous  marker  at  Eagles  Nest.  This 
marker  is  a  huge  boulder  and  upon  its  face  are  em- 
graved  outlines  of  an  old  prairie  schooner  as  typifying 
an  obsolete  method  of  transport  and  of  an  auto- 
mobile as  representing  the  most  modem  type  of 
highway  transportation. 

Eagles  Nest  is  a  lofty  eminence  about  fifteen 
miles  west  of  Zanesville,  near  Brownsville,  and  was 
used  by  the  Indians  in  pioneer  days  as  their  watch- 
tower  or  lookout,  being  the  highest  point  in  that 
part  of  the  state.  The  marker  was  placed  some 
two  or  three  years  ago  and  was  dedicated  by  Gov. 
James  M.  Cox  with  appropriate  ceremonies. 

Probably  one  of  the  most  unique  points  of  in- 
terest at  Zanesville  will  be  the  famous  "Y"  bridge. 
Up  to  the  time  of  the  world  war  there  were  but  two 
such  bridges  in  the  world.  The  other  one  was 
located  in  Italy  and  was  destroyed  during  one  of  the 
battles  between  the  Austrians  and  Italians.

Lee  E.  Skeel  has  been  appointed  head  of  the  legal  department  of  the  Cleveland  Automobile 
Club. 

Attorney  Skeel  has  taken  up  his  duties  at  club  headquarters  in  The  HoUenden,  and  the 
development  of  this  work  is  now  progressing  under  his  direction. 

There  has  been  a  constantly  increasing  demand  on  the  club  for  such  service  to  the  mem- 
bership, as  well  as  in  the  drafting,  amending  and  discussion  of  ordinances  and  laws  affecting 
the  operation  of  motor  vehicles.  The  board  of  directors  therefore  decided  on  the  establishment 
of  a  legal  department  as  part  and  parcel  of  the  organization,  and  Mr.  Skeel  was  selected  to 
take  charge.  He  is  devoting  his  entire  time  to  the  club's  work,  with  the  office  open  during 
the  regular  club  hours  of  8:30  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m. 

Mr.  Skeel  is  a  graduate  of  the  local  schools  and  went  to  Hiram  college  after  graduating  from 
Shaw  high  school.  Then  he  took  a  course  in  the  Cleveland  Law  school,  where  he  was  an 
honor  student  under  Judge  Vickery.  Mr.  Skeel  practiced  law  at  the  Cleveland  bar  for  eight 
years  and  when  the  United  States  entered  the  war,  he  went  overseas  as  Sergeant  major  of 
the  332nd  machine  gun  battalion  of  the  83rd  division.  Since  his  return,  Mr.  Skeel  has  been 
engaged  in  the  general  practice  of  law  with  offices  in  the  Hippodrome  building. 
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Good  Roads  Up  to  Ohio  Supreme  Court 

Hope  of  Disposing  of  Bonds  at  Higher  Rate  of  Interest 
Rests  With  Judical  Decision 


Ohio's  supreme  court  must  come  to  the  rescue 
of  the  state's  urgently  needed  fifty  miUion  dollar 
road-btiilding  program  or  it  will  be  blocked  until 
new  legislation  is  enacted.  The  supreme  court 
must  rule  in  a  test  suit  that  there  is  no  conflict 
between  existing  laws  governing  the  interest  rate 
on  highway  improvement  bonds,  otherwise  the 
people  of  Ohio  will  have  to  endure  present  bad  road 
conditions  until  some  later  relief  is  devised. 

This  conclusion  was  reached  at  a  conference  in 
Cleveland  recently  of  prosecutors  of  a  number  of 
counties,  A.  R.  Taylor,  state  highways  commis- 
sioner; Dudley  S.  Humphrey,  chairman  of  the 
state  highways  commission  and  others. 

The  meeting  was  an  effort  to  devise  a  way  by 
which  the  interest  rate  on  highway  bonds  already 
issued  could  be  increased  from  5  to  6  per  cent. 
Bonds  for  road  improvements  throughout  the  state 
this  svunmer  were  issued  at  the  5  per  cent,  rate,  but 
became  unmarketable  as  a  result  of  new  legislation, 
raising  the  interest  rate  to  6  per  cent. 

The  predicament  of  Ohio's  highway  program 
brings  forcibly  to  public  attention  the  need  of  build- 
ing and  repairing  the  state's  main  roads.  All 
county  prosecutors  who  attended  the  conference 
declared  rural  residents  are  clamoring  for  better 
roads.  Heavy  snows  have  ruined  drainage  systems 
and  left  unpaved  roads  in  practically  impassable 
condition,  prosecutors  reported. 

While  the  general  sentiment  in  the  state  seems 
to  have  veered  in  favor  of  the  most  extensive  road 
program  in  Ohio's  history,  cost  of  highway  con- 
struction in  1920  will  exceed  that  of  last  year  by   

35  per  cent.,  H.  E.  McColHster,  state  auditor 
of  expenditures,  declared  in  a  report  to  Auditor 
of  State  A.  V.  Donahey.  Despite  this  unpre- 
cedented rise  in  costs,  the  consensus  seems  to 
favor  aggressive  pushing  of  this  year's  program 
because  of  the  need  of  road  building  in  all  sec- 
tions of  the  state. 

Allthough  the  state  highway  department  will 
have  $15,000,000  available  for  this  work  this 
year,  it  has  been  suggested  that  the  state 
refrain  from  building  high  cost  roads  during  this 
abnormal  period  and  devote  money  and  energy 
to  making  a  lot  of  roads  passable  by  graveling, 
limestoning,  draining  and  repair  work,  such  as 
filling  up  ruts  and  chuck  holes. 

It  becomes  increasingly  apparent  that  the 
people  of  Ohio  who  own  and  drive  motor  vehicles 
will  have  to  support  with  all  the  influence  they 
can  muster  every  feasible,  practical  plan  for  the 
betterment  of  Buckeye  roads.  If  they  are  to  reap 
a  benefit  in  road  improvement  in  proportion  to 
the  energy  spent  in  fostering  the  movement,  it 
behooves  them  to  "keep  the  ball  aroUing." 

Not  a  few  clear  thinkers  are  of  the  opinion 


that  highways  are  fast  reaching  the  stage  where  some 
form  of  a  national  system  should  be  worked  out. 
There  is  now  an  organization,  known  as  the  Federal 
Highway  Council,  which  is  working  to  bring  about 
such  a  system.  This  organization  announced  re- 
cently that  it  is  asking  the  dominant  political 
parties  in  the  United  States  to  put  themselves  on 
record  at  their  national  conventions  on  the  subject 
of  a  national  policy  for  further  highway  development. 

."The  highways  have  grown  to  be  the  nation's 
most  important  public  utility  and  the  demands  of 
traffic  point  to  the  urgent  need  of  a  national  system 
of  roads,"  asserts  a  late  bulletin  of  the  Council. 

A  national  system  of  highways,  to  be  built  and 
maintained  by  the  government  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  a  Federal  Highway  Commission,  is  advocated 
by  the  Council,  which  champions  the  extension  and 
continuance  of  Federal  Aid  after  1921,  thereby 
encouraging  and  assisting  the  states  to  connect  up 
their  state  systems  with  the  national  system,  making 
both  more  effective,  and  to  issue  such  literature  as 
may  be  helpful  to  the  counties  in  solving  their  road 
problems. 

The  Council  believes  it  is  the  duty  of  the  gov- 
ernment to  take  over  about  60,000  miles  of  the  main 
highways  to  construct  and  rebuild,  where  necessary, 
as  a  national  system;  the  states  to  take  over  240,000 
miles  as  a  main  state  system,  and  the  counties  to 
take  over  about  300,000  miles  of  market  county 
roads,  making  a  system  of  about  600,000  miles  of 
which  between  200,000  and  250,000  miles  have 
been  improved.

Archaic  Institution  at  Conneaut  Galled  "Standing  Reproach  to  State — 
Imposition  on  All  Who  Use  Highway" 


One  of  the  great  interstate  highways  of  the 
United  States  is  that  running  direct  from  Chicago, 
eastward  through  northern  Illinois,  Indiana,  Ohio 
and  Pennsylvania,  continuing  on  to  Buffalo  and 
thence  to  New  York.  On  this  highway  are  situated 
South  Bend,  Toledo,  Sandusky,  Cleveland,  Ash- 
tabula, Conneaut  and  Erie,  and  many  other  im- 
portant cities  and  towns. 

This  is  a  section  of  the  most  direct  through  route 
from  San  Francisco  to  New  York.  It  is  one  of  the 
heaviest  traffic  interstate  roads  in  the  United  States, 
both  as  regards  volume  and  weight  of  traffic. 
Thousands  of  tovuing  cars  and  a  great  many  com- 
mercial motor  trucks  pass  over  this  road  every  day. 

The  highway  is  paved  almost  entirely  with  brick 
from  Cleveland  east  to  the  Pennsylvania  line,  a  dis- 
tance of  seventy-five  miles.  It  will  probably  be 
paved  all  the  way  from  Cleveland  to  Buffalo,  205 
miles,  by  the  end  of  the  current  year.  The  greater 
part  of  the  distance  from  Cleveland  to  Chicago  has 
been  improved. 

It  seems  incredible  that  such  an  important 
highway  should  possess  a  relic  of  stage  coach  days 
in  the  form  of  a  toll  bridge  at  Conneaut,  Ohio. 
This  is  an  old  iron  bridge,  1800  feet  long  and  built 
at  high  level.  Traffic  going  east  or  west  over  this 
highway  and  through  Conneaut  has  to  pay  tribute 
to  a  private  corporation.  The  state  of  Ohio  allows 
this  to  continue,  although  this  particular  highway 
within  Ohio  is  a  state  road,  known  as  Main  Market 
Road  No.  1. 

Private  interests  owning  the  bridge  take  from  the 
traveling  public  and  industries  shipping  by  highway 
thousands  of  dollars  annually.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  bridge  collects  tribute  to  the  amount  of  $25,000 
a  year.  This,  of  course,  is  merely  a  guess,  based 
upon  averages.  It  may  be  above,  it  probably  is 
below.the  real  mark.  The  material  fact  is  that  on  a 
great  public  highway  the  public  is  held  up  for  the 
support  of  a  private  enterprise. 

Efiforts  of  the  county  commissioners  of  Ash- 
tabula County  to  get  a  reasonable  purchase  price 
set  on  the  bridge  have  proven  futile.  This  and  the 
additional  fact  that  the  bridge  was  not  built  for 
modem  traffic  have  inspired  a  movement  to  build 
a  new  bridge  of  concrete  at  another  point,  where 
the  valley  is  700  feet  narrower.  A  bridge  1,100  feet 
long  and  approximately  50  feet  high  would  be 
required. 

A  public  highway  should  be  free.  Modem  im- 
provements should  be  modem  at  all  points.  A 
bridge  on  a  public  highway  should  be  safe  as  well  as 
free.  A  new  bridge  at  Conneaut  is  generally  ad- 
mitted to  be  a  necessity.  Interest  in  the  project  is 
not  essentially  local.  In  a  broad  sense  all  the  people 
who  travel  by  highway  are  concemed.  Unfortu- 
nately the  great  body  of  tourists  cannot  make  their 


influence  felt  directly.  Automobile  Clubs,  how- 
ever, are  in  a  position  to  do  themselves  and  the 
public  a  service  by  putting  the  machinery  of  their 
organizations  in  motion. 

The  Cleveland  Automobile  Club,  for  example, 
has  thousands  of  members  and  wields  a  tremendous 
influence.  A  large  percentage  of  the  members  are 
familiar  with  the  anomalous  situation  at  Conneaut. 
Doubtless  the  toll  bridge  at  Conneaut  has  taken 
from  Cleveland  autoists  thousands  of  dollars.  Doubt- 
less, also,  members  of  the  Automobile  Club  have 
resented  the  existence  of  a  toll  gate  station  on  the 
great  highway  over  which  they  must  pass  on  tours 
to  the  eastward  and  retuming.  If  the  mdividual 
sense  of  outrage  should  crystallize  into  an  organized 
effort  to  purge  Ohio  of  the  nuisance  and  imposition, 
the  public  would  be  grateful 

It  so  happens  that  Ashtabula  County  is  hardly 
able  to  bear  the  financial  burden  of  erecting  a  new 
bridge  at  Conneaut  and  another  at  Ashtabula. 
Both  bridges  are  needed.  But  if  adequate  state  and 
federal  aid  could  be  had,  the  county  would  this  year 
submit  a  bond  issue  to  popular  vote  for  the  county's 
share  of  the  cost. 

The  granting  of  state  and  Federal  aid  would  be 
in  line  with  sound  public  policy.  Appropriations 
from  the  road  funds  for  this  purpose  would  not 
only  eliminate  an  archaic  institution  that  utilizes 
a  paved  public  highway  of  the  first  class  as  a  source 
of  private  revenue,  but  it  would  make  the  highway 
uniformly  capable  of  sustaining  modem  heavy  traffic. 

It  is  believed  that  the  automobile  clubs  of  Cleve- 
land, Erie  and  Buffalo  would  take  up  this  bridge 
project  as  a  public  duty  if  they  understood  what  an 
opportunity  presents  for  getting  relief.  A  project 
which  concerns  the  people  of  so  many  states  and 
which  directly  affects  the  State  of  Ohio  so  materi- 
ally certainly  merits  the  support  of  all  organiza- 
tions that  are  interested  in  highway  improvement. 

The  cotmty  of  Ashtabula,  aided  by  state  and 
federal  money,  built  twelve  miles  of  brick  pavement 
from  Ashtabula  to  Conneaut  in  1919.  This,  to- 
gether with  a  section  in  Lake  County,  completed 
the  highway  from  Cleveland  to  the  Pennsylvania 
line.  But  at  the  end  of  the  Ashtabula-Conneaut 
section  is  the  toll  bridge,  entirely  in  Ohio,  a  standing 
reproach  to  the  state,  an  ironical  commentary  on 
modem  progress,  an  imposition  on  all  who  are  com- 
pelled to  use  it  in  traveling  over  the  highway, — 
Conneaut  Contributor.  .

In  these  days  of  "high  cost  of  producing"  nearly 
everything  that  has  to  do  with  the  comfort  of  the 
"human  animal,"  it's  a  "bit"  of  news  to  find  that 
someone  is  as  faithful  to  the  job  of  production  as 
ever  and  who  has  not  increased  his  price  or  shortened 
his  hours. 

The  individual  referred  to  is  "OLD  MAN  NA- 
TURE." From  the  time  the  seed  is  placed  in  the 
ground  until  the  time  for  harvest  "OLD  MAN 
NATURE"  works  night  and  day,  gives  his  most 
faithful  service,  and  the  cost  is  the  same  today  as 
when  the  first  seed  was  planted  in  "mother  earth." 

Those  who  buy  food  fully  realize  that  some- 
thing has  happened  in  connection  with  its  pro- 
duction, which  puts  an  awful  crimp  in  the  pocket- 
book  and  the  cause,  while  it  has  to  do  with  the 
scarcity  of  labor  to  prepare  the  ground  and  for  har- 
vest, has  also  to  do  with  the  outlawry  that  has  been 
running  rampant  over  the  rural  section  not  only  of 
Ohio  but  of  other  states  as  well. 

Farmers  complain  of  depredations  committed 
by  denizens  of  the  lower  world  from  the  cities  who 
come  in  automobiles,  and  in  spite  of  the  presence 
of  the  farmer  or  his  family,  help  themselves  to 
whatever  portion  of  his  crop  they  desire  and  trans- 
port as  much  as  their  machine  will  carry  to  parts 


unknown.  That  country  homes  have  been  robbed 
with  impunity  is  fully  verified  by  the  despatches  that 
have  filled  the  daily  press  during  the  past  few 
months.  In  a  great  many  cases  farmers  have  hesi- 
tated to  go  about  the  necessary  work  of  the  farm 
for  fear  of  attacks  that  might  be  made  upon  their 
womenfolk  by  these  vandals.  In  fact  the  menace 
to  be  found  in  this  situation  has  more  than  the  ordi- 
nary man  would  suspect  to  do  with  the  increased 
cost  of  living  of  the  man  who  dwells  in  the  city. 

The  movement  now  on  foot  by  the  farmers  of 
Ohio  to  demand  of  their  candidates  for  the  state 
legislature  a  statement  as  to  their  attitude  toward 
giving  Ohio  a  state  police,  is  a  movement  that  can 
be  well  supported  by  every  city  resident,  who  is 
paying  for  these  increased  costs. 

No  matter  how  high  the  wages  the  city  man 
receives,  no  matter  how  much  work  there  may  be, 
the  wheels  of  all  industry  will  have  to  stop  imless 
the  supply  of  food  is  maintained ;  and  when  the  day 
comes  that  the  farmer's  burden  is  more  than  he 
can  carry  the  day  will  also  come  when  residents 
of  the  cities  of  Ohio  will  acknowledge  that  they 
could  have  well  heeded  the  call  of  the  farmers  for 
proper  protection. 
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Richard  C.  Mudge  is  Dead 

Cleveland  Automobile  Club's  Field  Secretary  Had  Versatile  Career 


RICHARD  C.  MUDGE 


Members  and  friends  of  the  Cleveland  Auto- 
mobile Club  were  shocked  to  learn  of  the  death 
Sunday,  March  28th,  of  Richard  C.  Mudge,  the 
club's  genial  and  beloved  field  secretary,  who  suc- 
cumbed to  a  complication  of  diseases  after  a  short 
illness. 

Bom  in  Fort  Thomas,  Ont.,  in  1861,  Mr.  Mudge 
came  to  Cleveland  three  years  ago  after, a  versatile 
career  in  many  fields.  In  the  early  90's,  he  became 
the  president  of  the  first  Locomobile  Co.,  Bridge- 
port, Conn.,  then  manufacturing  steam  automobiles. 

For  many  years  a  close  personal  friend  of  Col. 
William  Cody  ("Buflfalo  Bill"),  he  arranged  the 
European  itinerary  of  Col.  Cody's  Wild  West  show. 
He  retained  the  lifelong  friendship  of  the  famous 
showman,  who  presented  him  with  the  historic 
buckskin  coat  that  he  treasured  to  the  last. 

Later  he  assumed  the  management  of  his  only 
daughter,  Eva  Mudge,  who  played  the  Keith  vaude- 
ville circuit  and  toured  Europe  as  "The  Military 
Maid."    She  now  lives  in  Japan. 

During  this  time  he  became  prominent  in  theatri- 
cal circles  and  was  one  of  the  founders  and  a  presi- 


dent of  the  White  Rats  theatrical  society. 
Returning  from  a  special  mission  to  Europe,  whence 
he  was  sent  by  President  Grover  Cleveland,  Mr. 
Mudge  engaged  in  the  mining  busines  in  Nevada. 

Then  he  came  to  Cleveland  and  became  asso- 
ciated with  the  automobile  club  in  its  field  activi- 
ties. He  was  a  member  of  the  Lakewood  Masonic 
lodge  and  the  Lakewood  Lodge  of  Elks.  He  is  sur- 
vived by  his  widow  and  daughter,  Eva,  and  three 
brothers,  of  whom  one,  A.  A.  Mudge,  is  a  Cleve- 
lander. 

This  is  the  latest  photograph  of  Mr.  Mudge 
taken  while  he  was  wearing  the  buckskin  coat  pre- 
sented to  him  by  Col.  Cody.  This  coat  was  made 
by  the  squaw  of  Sitting  Bull  and  in  it  Col.  Cody 
was  presented  to  Queen  Victoria  in  Buckingham 
Palace  in  1893.  Because  of  its  associations  and  the 
fact  that  Buflfalo  Bill  gave  it  to  him  after  refusing 
princely  offers  for  the  garment,  Mr.  Mudge  valued 
it  very  highly. 


About  Ohio's  Speed  Law 

Familiarize  Yourself  With  Its  Provisions 

The  Ohio  automobile  speed  law  provides  that 
the  conditions  of  traffic  and  width  of  highway  shall, 
to  a  large  extent,  determine  the  rate  of  speed  at 
which  a  motor  vehicle  may  be  legally  operated. 

If  it  can  be  conclusively  shown  that  a  speed  of 
ten  miles  per  hour  is  dangerous  to  life  and  limb, 
a  motorist  may  be  prosecuted  tmder  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

On  a  public  road,  with  no  traffic  in  sight  and 
with  no  intersecting  roads,  a  speed  in  excess  of  30 
miles  per  hour  may  not  be  a  violation  of  the  law. 

This  statute  applies  the  rule  of  common  sense, 
safe  and  sane  driving,  and  was  designed  to  abolish 
the  speed  trap  and  at  the  same  time  protect  the 
general  public. 

The  law  reads  as  follows : 

Sec.  12603. — Whoever  operates  a  motor  vehicle 
or  motorcycle  on  the  public  roads  or  highways  at  a 
speed  greater  than  is  reasonable  or  proper,  having 
regard  for  width,  traffic,  use  and  the  general  and 
usual  rules  of  such  road  or  highway,  or  do  so  to 
endanger  the  property,  life  or  limb  of  any  person, 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars, 
and  for  the  second  offense  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars,  nor  more  than  one-hundred 
dollars. 

A  rate  of  speed  greater  than  fifteen  miles  an 
hour  in  the  business  and  closely  built  up  portions 
of  a  municipility  or  more  than  twenty  miles  an  hour 
in  other  portions  thereof,  or  more  than  thirty  miles 
an  hour  outside  of  municipality,  shall  be  presump- 
tive evidence  of  a  rate  of  speed  greater  than  is 
reasonable  or  proper. 
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"Knockers!  Keep  Out!" 

That  Substantially,  is  Stand  Taken  by  Columbus  Auto  Club 


Rejection  of  an  applicant  for  membership  by  an 
automobile  club  is  almost  unheard  of,  but  the 
Automobile  Club  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  is  not  taking 
any  chances  and  every  application  is  carefully 
scrutinized  by  the  Membership  Committee,  Board 
of  Directors  and  finally  by  President  Janes  before 
the  applicant  is  formally  taken  into  the  fold  and 
presented  with  the  fine  platinum  and  gold  emblem 
which  looks  as  if  it  cost  $100 — and  is  worth  even 
more  than  that. 

The  Columbus  club  recently  announced  that 
none  but  real,  honest-to-God  American  citizens  need 
apply  and  has  gone  a  step  further  in  stating  it 
doesn't  propose  to  take  in  anyone  who  has  publicly 
opposed  the  policy  and  principles  for  which  the 
club  stands. 

The  following  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  to  Hon. 
Francis  M.  Thompson,  member  of  the  legislature 
from  Franklin  County,  does  not  require  comment 
or  explanation :

Mr.  Francis  M.  Thompson, 
33  North  High  Street, 
Columbus,  Ohio. 
Dear  Sir : 

Your  letter  of  application  for  membership  to 
this  Club  of  February  20,  1920,  received,  and 
same  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

I  am  instructed  to  say  to  you  that  we  are 
quite  well  aware  that  you  were  a  member  of  the 
Joint  Taxation  Committee  of  the  83d  General 
Assembly  as  well  as  the  sub-committee  that 
drew  the  Automobile  Tax  Law,  because  our 


representatives  complained  of  the  arbitrary, 
unfair  and  dictatorial  manner  with  which  you 
treated  them  at  the  time  they  appeared  before 
the  Taxation  sub-committee. 

At  the  time  you  were  elected  to  the  General 
Assembly  you  notified  no  one  that  you  intended 
to  use  that  office  to  specifically  burden  the  auto- 
mobilists  with  additional  taxes  and  exempt  the

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Plain  Speech  in  Columbus

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Rules  Reduce  Traffic  Toll 

Three  Sets  of  Rules  Are  Offered  to  Help  Check  Automobile  Accidents 


Because  automobiles  in  use  in  the  state  are  in- 
creasing rapidly,  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  the 
toll  of  traffic  tragedies  will  increase  correspondingly. 
But  it  does  not. 

Statistics  compiled  in  several  states  might  be 
cited  to  show  that  the  ratio  of  automobile  accidents 
decreases  as  the  number  of  motor  vehicles  In  use 
increases.  This  is  reassuring  after  some  of  the 
pessimistic  reports  which  are  circulated  from  time 
to  time.  Too  much  emphasis  cannot  be  placed, 
!  however,  on  the  need  for  greater  caution  on  the  part 
of  drivers  of  motor  vehicles,  of  pedestrians  and  par- 
ticularly of  children. 

"Regulations  of  the  police  department,  no 
matter  how  rigidly  enforced,  cannot  in  themselves 
solve  the  problem,"  says  The  Cleveland  News  in  a 
recent  editorial  on  this  timely  subject.  "We  will 
surely  merit  the  unwanted  title  of  The  City  of 
Dreadful  Streets  unless  every  person  does  his  or  her 
part  in  keeping  down  the  number  of  accidents. 

"Cleveland  police,  the  automobile  club  and  other 
organizations  have  at  various  times  issued  pamphlets 
and  regulations  seeking  to  educate  people  how  to 
escape  death  in  the  streets." 

Some  constructive  work  along  this  line  is  being 
done  by  the  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  police  department, 
which  is  distributing  50,000  pamphlets  containing 
the  following  simple  rules  for  the  lessening  of  traffic 
accidents : 

FOR  CHILDREN 
Always  Be  Careful 

1.  Do  not  play  in  the  roadway. 

2.  Play  on  the  sidewalk  or  on  the  nearest  play 

ground  or  vacant  lot. 

3.  Don't  skate  on  sidewalks  or  on  roadway. 

4.  Never  chase  a  ball  across  the  street. 

5.  Don't  hitch  on  autos,  trolleys  or  wagons. 

6.  Do  not  coast  where  trolleys  or  autos  go. 

7.  Don't  play  around  autos  or  touch  any  of  the 

levers. 

8.  Never  touch  wires  at  any  time  or  place. 

9.  Do  not  fear  the  policemen ;  they  will  help  and 

protect  you. 

10.    Never  run  behind  a  standing  trolley  car; 
there  may  be  another  car  or  automobile 
approaching  the  other  side. 

FOR  PEDESTRIANS 
Always  Be  Cautious 

1.  Look  both  ways  before  crossing  a  street. 

2.  Cross  the  street  at  the  regular  crossing,  not 

diagonally  or  in  the  middle  of  the  block. 

3.  Don't  read  a  paper  when  crossing  a  street. 

4.  Always  obey  the  traffic  officers'  signals  and 

commands. 


5.  Keep  your  eyes  open  for  trolleys,  autos  and 

wagons. 

6.  When  passing  behind  a  street  car,  look  out  for 

vehicles  approaching  from  the  opposite 
direction. 

7.  Do  not  jump  on  or  off  a  moving  street  car; 

wait  until  the  car  stops. 

8.  When  carrying  an  umbrella  do  not  permit 

it  to  obstruct  your  view. 

9.  Do  not  carry  a  cane  or  umbrella  under  your 

arm  in  a  crowd  or  when  using  stairways. 
10.    Always  keep  to  the  right,  don't  cut  corners. 

FOR  MOTORISTS 
Always  Be  Considerate 

1.  Go  slow,  passing  children  or  vehicles,  around 

corners — approaching  crossings. 

2.  Stop :    At  railroad  crossings — behind  street 

cars  taking  on  or  discharging  passengers. 

3.  Give  warning  signal  of  your  approach  and 

keep  to  the  right. 

4.  Give  warning  signal  when  stopping  or  turn- 

ing. 

5.  Use  tire  chains  on  wet  and  slippery  pave- 

ments 

6.  Remove  headlight  glare. 

7.  Be  siu-e  your  brakes  are  in  good  working 

order;  inspect  them  frequently. 

8.  Never  leave  a  motor  vehicle  unattended 

without  shutting  off  the  power  and  ap- 
plying emergency  brake.

Who  Said:  "Suckers"? 

Just  why  so  many  automobile  dealers  should  be 
on  the  "sucker  lists"  of  promoters  handling  auto- 
mobile and  kindred  flotations  of  doubtful  authen- 
ticity is  a  matter  for  speculation,  declares  Auto- 
mobile Topics,  which  continues: 

A  good  many  of  them  are  on  such  lists,  it  seems, 
and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  a  good 
many  remain  there  even  after  the  lists  have  been 
worked  over  many  times  and  all  the  "dead  ones" 
supposedly  weeded  out. 

Usually  the  sucker  proposition  works  differently. 
The  easy  pickings  are  found  among  those  having 
no  knowledge  whatever  of  the  activities  theoretically 
covered  by  the  promoters'  plans.  Thus  men  make 
money  in  oil  and  lose  it  in  theatrical  ventures,  or 
make  money  in  mines  only  to  let  it  slip  away  from 
them  in  connection  with  industrial  enterprises  that 
have  all  the  glitter  of  fool's  gold  but  not  the  chemi- 
cal value  of  the  genuine  auriferous  metal. 

How  it  should  be,  therefore,  that  men  engaged 
in  the  normal  activities  of  the  automobile  industry, 
and  presimiably  familiar  with  all  its  workings, 
should  be  listed  among  the  guileless  is  a  mystery^ — 
unless  it  be  that  in  a  fair  percentage  of  cases  they 
have  proved  themselves  ready  to  take  extraordinarily 
long  chances  in  entrusting  their  money  to  affable 
strangers. 

Of  course,  in  the  old  days  of  cut-price  tire 
leagues  a  good  many  dealers  were  still  sufRciently 
green  to  believe  that  fabulous  profits  were  taken 
on  tires  and  that  anybody  could  make  a  "good 
enough"  tire  to  be  sold  by  cut-price  methods.  That 
anybody  who  could  do  so  would  hardly  be  philan- 
thropist enough  to  give  the  dealer  the  long  end  of 
the  margin,  however,  they  did  not  stop  to  reflect. 

While  there  may  have  been  reason  for  ignorance 


then,  however,  no  such  reason  holds  good  today, 
when  the  education  has  been  carried  far  and  there 
is  no  excuse  for  simplemindedness  when  it  comes  to 
relative  profits  and  the  legitimate  difference  between 
manufacturing  and  marketing  costs.  If,  therefore, 
the  dealer  is  tempted  to  take  a  chance  with  a  few 
hundred  dollars  on  the  enterprise  of  an  embryonic 
automobile  builder  who  is  unknown  and  without 
repute,  it  may  be  his  Own  business  but  it  does  not 
argue  soundness  of  judgment. 


The  Highway  Advisory  Board 

A  few  months  ago  The  Ohio  Motorist  pointed 
out  the  opportunity  for  buck-passing  presented  in 
the  present  state  highway  organization  of  a  com- 
missioner, the  titular  head,  and  an  "advisory  board" 
of  four  men  to  check  him. 

At  this  year's  session,  the  legislature  passed  the 
Drury  bill,  abolishing  the  highway  advisory  board, 
but  Governor  Cox  vetoed  it.  The  governor  gave  as 
his  reason  that  no  man  should  be  given  plenary 
powers  for  the  disbiu-sement  of  millions  of  dollars. 

However  one  may  agree  with  the  excellence  of 
this  theory,  the  actual  practice  in  public  work  has 
been  such  as  to  make  the  slow  progress  of  such  pub- 
lic work  a  notorious  object  of  jest  when  contrasted 
with  privately  managed  endeavor. 

Further,  if  the  highway  advisory  board  is  such 
a  good  thing  and  so  necessary  to  the  public  weal, 
the  members  should  be  compensated  instead  of 
serving  without  pay. 

Let  us  face  the  issue  squarely.  If  the  advisory 
board  is  worth  keeping  it  should  be  placed  on  an 
equal  footing  of  responsibility  and  obligation  with 
the  commissioner,  or  it  should  be  abolished.

Going  to  Canada?  Read! 

Touring  into  Canada  promises  to  be  unusually 
popular  this  summer.  There  are  several  reasons 
and  they  promise  to  bring  about  a  great  deal  of 
motor  travel  across  the  border. 

The  following  letter  on  the  importance  of  having 
in  your  possession  the  identification  card  issued  with 
your  state  automobile  license,  should  be  carefully 
heeded.

From  our  experience  last  summer,  we  feel  it  to 
be  of  great  importance  to  have  motorists  of  United 
States  touring  through  Canada  informed  as  to 
Customs  Regulations,  hence  we  take  the  liberty  of 
Virriting  you  in  this  connection. 

Last  Summer  we  established  an  office  at  No.  3 
Ouellette  Avenue,  which  is  just  to  the  right  in 


driving  off  the  Ferry.  Many  times  tourists  who  had 
come  away  vdthout  their  Identification  Card  (this 
is  the  State  Card  they  get  with  their  license)  either 
were  held  up  for  a  day  waiting  for  a  wire  from  their 
Secretary  of  State  or  had  to  return. 

The  Customs  Regulations  are — Tourists  must 
have  this  Identification  Card,  and  if  they  are  going 
to  be  over  night  in  Canada  they  are  required  to 
take  out  a  30-day  permit;  if  they  are  going  to  be  over 
30  days,  they  must  bond  their  car. 

Oiu"  office  is  conveniently  located  for  those  com- 
ing into  Canada  by  way  of  Windsor  and  we  are 
always  gald  to  issue  these  Permits  or  Bonds  if  re- 
quired and  at  all  times  pleased  to  give  your  motorists 
full  information  as  to  roads,  etc. 

We  feel  that  if  your  tourists  understand  the 
requirements  and  comply  with  them,  they  vdll  appre- 
ciate the  quickness  and  dispatch  with  which  they 
are  handled  here.

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Get  Those  1920  Tags  Now 

Don't  Put  It  Oil;  Here  Are  Some  Pointers  to  Help  You  Get  The  Job  Done 


If  you  are  using  your  motor  car  it  is  hardly  nec- 
essary to  urge  you  to  get  your  1920  license  tags, 
since  you  have  probably  been  admonished  more 
than  once  by  a  policeman  that  last  year's  tags  are 
quite  passe. 

A  few  motorists  are  said  to  be  putting  off  the 
registration  of  their  cars  in  the  fond  belief  that  they 
will  be  able  to  save  a  few  cents.  For  their  benefit 
we  quote  the  recent  ruling  of  the  state  motor  vehicle 
registrar  to  the  effect  that  "the  full  registration  fee 
will  be  required  on  all  cars  that  have  been  used 
between  January  1  and  April  1." 

Automobile  manufacturers  and  dealers  are  re- 
quired to  pay  twenty  dollars  for  each  place  of 
business  in  Ohio.  They  may  secure  certified  copies 
of  their  registration  upon  the  payment  of  two  dol- 
lars for  each  additional  set  of  tags.  This  permits 
the  use  of  duplicate  license  tags  only  on  cars  owned 
for  sale,  lease  or  for  other  like  disposition. 

Commercial  cars  are  defined  as  those  foiu"- 
wheeled  motor  vehicles  designed  for  carrying  mer- 
chandise or  freight,  including  delivery  wagons  and  all 
passenger  cars  that  have  been  converted  to  such  use. 

Pallbearers'  conveyances,  hearses  and  privately 


owned  ambulances  are  to  be  licensed  as  passenger 
cars. 

A  Ford  or  other  car,  with  a  box  on  the  rear, 
for  delivery  purposes,  must  be  registered  as  a  truck 
and  carry  a. truck  tag. 

Dealers'  licenses  may  be  used  only  oh  cars  that 
are  being  tested  or  demonstrated  for  sale. 

Dealers'  service  cars  and  cars  owned  and  oper- 
ated by  employees  or  members  of  the  firm  for  pur- 
poses other  than  demonstrating  or  testing  must  pay 
the  regular  owner's  license  fee  and  carry  distinctive 
owner's  license. 

An  owner's  license, whether  issued  for  a  passenger 
car  or  truck,  cannot  be  transferred  from  one  owner 
to  another  under  any  conditions.  The  law  provides; 
a  heavy  fine  and  imprisonment  for  operating  a  car 
under  a  license  issued  to  another  owner. 

Any  passenger  car  that  has  been  converted  into 
a  commercial  car  must  be  licensed  as  a  truck. 

Licenses  are  not  subject  to  cancellation  and  may 
not  be  exchanged.  A  set  of  tags  issued  for  a  passen- 
ger car  may  not  later  be  exchanged  for  truck  tags. 
The  law  is  inflexible  in  this  respect. 


Walsh  Furthers  Park  Plan 

The  project  to  create  an  outer  boulevard  and 
park  system  through  Cuyahoga  county  is  a  big 
project — and  it  is  highly  gratifying  that  progress 
is  being  made  on  it.  A  large  share  of  the  credit  for 
this  goes  to  Hon.  M.  J.  Walsh,  member  of  the  state 
house  of  representatives  from  Cuyahoga  county,  who 
has  fathered  and  fostered  much  legislation  necessary 
to  the  realization  of  the  project. 

In  the  days  when  the  farmers,  as  a  rule,  were 
vigorously  opposed  to  all  road  and  bridge  improve- 
ments that  would  permit  the  city  "fellers"  to  drive 
their  machines  through  the  rural  districts,  there 
was  the  usual  exception  to  the  rule.  The  exception 
was  farmer  M.  J.  Walsh. 

Bom  near  Tinkers  Creek  in  old  Bedford  Town- 
ship on  January  6th,  1868,  "Mike"  Walsh,  as  his 
friends  like  to  call  him,  has  always  been  a  lover  of 
nature  and  a  firm  beHever  in  making  it  more  easy 
for  the  town  dweller  to  reach  the  open  country. 
Later,  he  became  a  road  and  bridge  contractor, 
building  all  the  bridges  for  the  State  across  the  canal 
and  the  Cuyahoga  River  from  Akron  to  Cleveland. 

Walsh's  most  recent  achievement  was  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  83rd  Ohio  General  Assembly,  when  he 
secured  the  almost  unanimous  passage  of  the  park 
bill  over  the  governor's  veto,  giving  the  Cleveland 
Metropolitan  Park  Board  added  powers  that  will 
assure  the  full  realization  and  construction  of  the 
eighty-mile  encircHng  parkway  and  park  system 
through  the  natural  creek  and  river  valleys  of  Cuya- 


hoga and  surrounding  coimties.  As  a  member  of 
the  80th,  81st,  82nd  and  83rd  Ohio  General  assem- 
blies, he  has  consistently  worked  for  the  cotmty  park 
plan  that  will  mean  so  much  to  the  automobile  owner, 
not  only  as  a  means  of  recreation,  but  to  permit  him 
to  live  in  the  rural  districts  with  a  ready  and  conve- 
nient way  of  going  back  and  forth  from  the  city. 

Prior  to  his  service  in  the  legislature,  Walsh 
served  the  former  village  of  South  Newburgh  as 
mayor  from  1905  to  1907,  then  became  deputy 
Sheriff  vrnder  J.  V.  McGorray  for  two  years.  As 
mayor  of  South  Newburgh  village,  he  succeeded  in 
having  Dunham  road  paved,  thus  opening  up  a 
hitherto  unfrequented  portion  of  the  picturesque 
Tinkers  Creek.  As  a  member  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, he  introduced  and  secured  the  passage  of 
the  bill  permitting  county  officials  to  purchase  auto- 
mobiles for  covmty  work,  which  prior  to  that  was 
impossible  under  statutes  enacted  years  ago  when 
the  horse  was  king. 

Quiet  and  imasstmiing,  he  has  yet  to  make  his 
first  public  speech  within  or  without  the  halls  of 
the  state  house.  He  has  a  way  about  him  of  doing 
big  things  without  ostentation.  He  lives  with  his 
wife  on  Dunham  Road  in  the  newly  created  Village 
of  Valley  View,  where  he  farms  when  not  represent- 
ing Cuyahoga  County  in  Columbus.  His  vmtiring 
efforts  for  more  parks  and  better  roads  should  en- 
shrine his  name  high  in  the  list  of  men  who  have  un- 
selfishly and  without  hope  of  material  gain,  worked 
to  provide  a  better  place  for  all  to  live.

Serious  charges  have  been  made  against  the  taxi 
drivers  of  Cleveland.  In  a  formal  presentment  to 
the  public  the  officers  of  the  Cleveland  Automobile 
Club  have  charged  that  taxi  drivers  of  that  city 
have  established  and  maintained  a  monopoly  of 
crime.  The  club  has  asked  the  city  to  formulate 
stringent  municipal  regulations  covering  the  taxi 
trade. 

The  auto  as  an  agency  of  evil  has  been  given  a 
marvelous  illustration  in  Cleveland.  No  matter 
how  many  bank  robbers  or  pay  roll  bandits  visited 
the  city  there  was  always  the  taxi  driver  to  carry 
them  to  their  point  of  crime,  help  them  get  away, 
and,  as  the  public  believes,  share  in  the  loot.  A  few 
of  the  taxi  drivers  have  been  caught  and  sent  to 
prison.  The  officers  of  the  automobile  club  feel 
there  are  many  others  eligible  for  long  stays  in 
prison.  Cleveland  is  not  the  only  city  that  has 
suffered  from  the  ravages  of  the  taxi  drivers,  who 
were  willing  to  take  a  good  fare  no  matter  what 
was  the  purpose  of  the  trip. 

It  will  be  a  public  service  of  large  value  if  the 
Cleveland  Automobile  Club  is  able  to  break  the 
domination  of  the  taxi  bandits.  There  are  other 
cities  where  an  investigation  of  the  taxi  business 
might  be  made  and  good  results  secured. — Editorial 
in  the  Ohio  State  Journal.

*'Cinci"  Auto  Club  Leads  (?) 
As  Usual! 

Endorses  Harreld  Bill,  Which  Leaders  of  Industry  Have 
Roundly  Condemned 

Automobile  owners  everywhere  are  keenly  in- 
terested in  any  proposed  legislation  to  curb  the 
theft  of  automobiles  or  traffic  in  stolen  cars,  but 
organized  motorists  are  not  enthusiastic  over  what 
is  known  as  the  Harreld  bill,  now  pending  in  Con- 
gress. 

This  bill  provides  for  Federal  registration,  in 
addition  to  state  registration  and  it  is  the  consensus 
of  opinion  that  in  the  actual  working  out  the  measure 
would  be  productive  of  confusion  and  complication ; 
that  it  would  not  accomplish  the  purpose  for  which 
it  is  intended;  that  it  would  provide  for  additional 
registration  and  an  increased  tax  and  another  fee 
in  addition  to  that  required  by  the  state;  that  there 
is  no  provision  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  real 
owner  of  the  automobile  in  case  the  registration 
shall  have  been  obtained  fraudulently,  covering  a 
car  not  owned  by  the  applicant. 

One  club  secretary  has  well  stated  that  "the 
remedy  lies  more  in  the  enforcement  of  present  laws 
than  in  the  enactment  of  new  ones.  Our  greatest 
fault  is  that  we  attempt  to  correct  existing  laws  by 
passing  some  law  and  then  permitting  the  same  to 
become  inoperative,  and  feel  that  we  have  done  our 
duty.  Where  laws  have  been  enacted  they  should 
be  enforced  and  if  they  are  not  adequate,  they 
should  be  amended. 

"The  passage  of  the  Harreld  bill  will  open  the 
door  to  additional  taxation  in  the  shape  of  a  federal 
registration  tax  and  with  the  need  of  money  to 
meet  federal  expenses,  there  is  no  telling  where 
such  a  tax  would  lead  us  to,  once  the  door  is  open." 

The  Motor  Vehicle  Conference  Committee,  com- 
posed of  representatives  from  the  A.  A. A.,  the  Na- 
tional Automobile  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the 
National  Automobile  Dealers'  Association,  has 
emphatically  disapproved  of  the  Harreld  bill.  The 
only  organization  to  date  that  is  known  to  have 
endorsed  it  is  the  Cincinnati  Automobile  Club. 
Oh  well!

"Raiding  The  Autoist"  Denounced 

Provokes  Editor  of  Hamilton,  O.,  News  to  Pen  Warm 
But  Timely  Comment 

"The  present  raid  on  automobile  owners  reminds 
us  of  the  good  old  Socialist  days  when  every  once 
in  a  while  the  soviet  police  would  pounce  down  on 
the  unsuspecting  citizens  and  send  a  good  many 
to  the  calaboose  for  turning  a  comer  wrong  or  ne- 
glecting to  cut  the  jimson  weed,"  declares  the 
editor  of  the  Hamilton,  0.,  News  in  a  current  issue 
of  that  publication. 

It  is  all  right  to  enforce  the  traffic  ordinance, 
he  continues,  but  can't  it  be  done  in  some  more 
respectable  way  than  by  this  Francisco  Villa  method 
of  lulling  the  population  into  a  false  security  by  no 
enforcement  at  all  for  months,  and  then  suddenly 
pouncing  on  everybody. 

If  an  ordinance  or  a  law  or  the  people  charged 
with  enforcing  them  are  to  command  respect, 
enforcement  must  be  both  reasonable  and  con- 
tinuous. That  is  a  simple  truth  that  our  police 
administration  seems  totally  unable  to  understand. 

Traffic  has  been  neglected  for  a  long  time. 
Many  drivers  ignored  the  regulations  entirely,  and 
of  these  the  pleasure  drivers  were  not  the  chief 
offenders.  The  business  drivers — those  who  run 
taxicabs,  U.  S.  mail  wagons,  delivery  wagons  and 
trucks — they  are  the  ones  who  have  driven  hither 
and  thither  as  their  whim  or  convenience  suggested, 
with  no  regard  for  either  the  law  or  the  general 
safety. 

Why  not  have  a  reasonable  enforcement  of  the 
traffic  ordinance  all  the  time?  If  undimmed  lights 
were  unlawful  on  last  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  why 
weren't  they  unlawful  last  Tuesday  week?  Why  is 
it  a  crime  to  open  a  muffler  on  March  23  and  24 
and  no  crime  on  March  14  and  15? 

People  will  respect  a  law  that  is  constantly  en- 
forced but  they  will  have  small  regard  for  one  that 
is  enforced  only  as  the  official  whim  suggests,  and 
they  will  have  less  respect  for  the  whimsical  official. 

A  little  fixed  policy  and  a  little  common  sense 
would  soon  render  Hamilton  free  from  the  reckless 
driver.  To  now  and  then  pounce  on  the  whole 
public  and  to  prosecute  merely  technical  offenses 
is  persecution.

Judge  Lowe — Veteran  Leader  in  Good  Roads  Move- 
ment— Fears  Federal  Act  May  Prove  Failure 

"It  is  evident  that  there  is  some  serious  under- 
lying cause  for  the  absolute  failure  of  road  building 
under  the  federal  aid  act,"  was  the  statement  of 
Judge  J.  M.  Lowe  of  Kansas  City,  veteran  president 
of  the  National  Old  Trails  Association.  "Up  to 
the  first  of  last  March  only  forty-five  miles  of  roads, 
in  detached  sections,  none  of  them  longer  than  nine 
miles,  had  been  built  in  the  whole  United  States. 
I  have  seen  no  report  of  what  has  been  done  under 
this  bill  in  1919,  but  it  is  pretty  safe  to  judge  of 
accomplishments  elsewhere  when  it  is  stated  that 
it  is  only  asserted  twenty-two  miles  have  been  btiilt 
in  Missouri,  and  this  includes  gravel  and  other  cheap 
types.

to  the  present,  the  chief  function  seems  to  be  to 
act  as  a  clearing  house  through  which  federal  and 
local  moneys  are  handled.

Ohio  Distributors  for  Ferris  Motor  Cars 
Dealers  contracts  open  for  some  cities 
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New  Taxi  Ordinance  Passed 

Law  Drawn  In  Interest  of  Public  Instead  of  Crooks  Enacted  by  Cleveland 

Council  As  Emergency  Measure 

Contains  Provisions  For  Remedying  Conditions  Exposed  In  Club's  Report — 

Strict  Enforcement  Now  Expected 

A  taxicab  ordinance  with  teeth  in  it  was  passed  by  the  Cleveland  city  council  May 
4,  following  the  Cleveland  Automobile  Club's  report  showing  the  vicious  condition  of 
Cleveland's  taxicab  traffic. 

Right  and  decency  conquered  over  the  interests  that  have  made  the  taxi  service 
of  Cleveland  a  disgrace  and  a  stench  in  the  nostrils  of  decent  citizens. 

While  some  changes  were  made  in  the  ordinance  as  originally  presented  by  the 
Automobile  Club,  the  law  as  passed  shows  on  its  surface  having  been  drawn  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  general  public  rather  than  to  suit  those  who  have  been  using  the  public  tax- 
icab service  for  preying  on  the  people  of  Cleveland  and  the  guests  within  our  gates. 


The  rapidity  with  which  action  was  secured 
through  the  municipal  legislature  was  an  excellent 
example  of  what  can  be  done  when  the  civic  forces 
of  right  and  justice  are  actively  organized. 

The  fight  for  cleaning  up  the  situation  covered 
a  period  of  almost  exactly  three  months.  At  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  club  February  4,  Secretary 
Fred  H.  Caley  pointed  out  that  in  spite  of  what 
had  been  done  in  the  past  Cleveland's  taxicab 
situation  smelled  to  high-heaven  and  was  greatly 
in  need  of  a  thorough  cleansing. 

The  investigation  was  authorized  and  under- 
taken. 

Conditions  Exposed 

The  report  of  this  investigation  was  made  public 
March  20,  copies  being  sent  to  Mayor  Davis  and 
Prosecutor  Doerfler.  This  report  showed  that 
vicious  conditions  existed  as  a  result  of  two  principal 
causes,  a  lax  ordinance  and  partial  enforcement  of 
that  ordinance.  The  report  based  on  affidavits 
showed  that  the  taxicab  situation  in  Cleveland  was 
controlled  by  the  chauffeurs'  union,  which  main- 
tained a  club  house  where  liquor  was  secured,  where 


gambling  was  in  progress  and  where  vice  was  catered 
to.  This  resort,  it  was  stated,  was  in  charge  of 
Frank  (Kid)  Lyons,  who  has  a  criminal  and  police 
record,  and  Frank  Grimm.  The  report  pointed 
out  how  vice  was  catered  to  through  the  taxicab 
operators  of  the  city  and  how  the  ordinance  was 
being  violated,  oUch  as  permitting  crooks  known 
to  police  to  obtain  drivers'  licenses. 

Following  the  exposing  of  conditions,  the  Cleve- 
land Automobile  club  tendered  to  the  city  coimdl 
an  ordinance  with  remedial  provisions.  This  was 
introduced  April  5,  by  Councilman  Jerry  R.  Zmunt, 
who  led  the  battle  for  it  in  spite  of  the  tremendous 
forces  marshaled  against  the  enactment  of  a  cleans- 
ing ordinance.  The  ordinance  was  referred  to  the 
council  committees  on  streets  and  judiciary,  with 
Zmunt  as  chairman.  These  committees  held  meet- 
ings at  which  the  opposition  was  given  a  chance  to 
be  heard;  the  Cleveland  Transfer  Co.  being  repre- 
sented by  Fred  Bruml;  the  chauffeurs'  union  by 
Wm.  Byrnes  and  Max  Levin,  and  various  automo- 
bile livery  concerns  by  Pierre  White.  President 
Walter   D.    Meals   represented   the  Automobile 
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dub,  and  was  assisted  by  Secretary  Fred  H.  Caley 
and  Covin sel  Lee  E.  Skeel. 

Regulatory  Provisions 

Several  amendments  were  accepted  by  the  com- 
mittee, and  the  ordinance  as  finally  worked  out 
contains  provisions  for  the  followin}^: 

Strict  supervision  of  all  metered  cabs  or  vca- 
metered  coaches  by  the  Commissioner  of  Assessment 
and  Licenses,  assisted  by  four  inspectors. 

Inspection  as  to  mechanical  and  sanitary  con- 
dition of  vehicles. 

Requiring  owners  to  carry  liability  insurance, 
amounting  to  $5000  for  injury  to  one  person ;  §10,000 
to  more  than  one  person, and  $1000  property  damage, 
certificate  of  same  to  be  deposited  with  the  Com- 
missioner. 

Suspension  or  revocation  of  licenses,  for  viola- 
tion of  code,  by  the  Commissioner,  chief  of  police, 
mayor  or  police  judge. 

Examination  of  drivers  with  complete  process  of 
identification,  such  as  photograph  and  finger 
prints. 

Confining  of  cars  for  hire  to  definitely  designated 
and  bound  stands. 

Rates  of  fare  approximating  those  charged  in 
other  cities. 

Receipt  for  payment  required  to  be  given. 

Forbidding  the  carrying  of  extra  passengers  with- 
out express  consent  of  first  passenger  engaging 
vehicle. 

Licensing  and  regulation  of  garages  in  which 
cars  for  hire  are  stored. 

Drivers  must  remain  seated  on  the  driver's  seat 
or  within  the  cab  and  other  persons  are  prohibited 
from  loitering  nearby. 

The  ordinance  was  brought  into  council  for 
final  action  on  May  3,  by  Chairman  Zmimt.  It 
received  just  exactly  the  necessary  18  votes  to 
pass  it  as  an  emergency  measure,  taking  effect  from 
the  time  it  is  signed  by  the  mayor.  Mayor  Fitz- 
Gerald  signed  the  ordinance  in  spite  of  a  protest 
on  behalf  of  the  taxi  interests  by  the  Cleveland 
Federation  of  Labor. 

Enforcement  Next  Step 

It  is  believed  these  provisions,  and  the  regiola- 
tions  and  authority  sturounding  them,  will  help  to 
establish  the  taxicab  traffic  of  Cleveland  on  the 
basis  which  the  community  deserves,  drive  the  known 
crook  and  thug  from  the  business  and  make  policing 
and  control  possible. 

The  ordinance  is  enacted.  The  next  step  is 
proper  enforcement.  The  enforcing  powers  are 
there.    It  is  up  to  Cleveland's  authorities  to  use

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Convention  Date  Changed  to  June  17th 

The  date  for  holding  the  annual  convention  of  the  Ohio  State  automobile  association  has  been 
changed  from  May  28  to  June  17.  • 

The  change  was  decided  upon  at  a  conference  of  officials  called  in  response  to  a  number  of  factors 
which  seemed  to  make  the  change  desirable. 

The  railroad  situation  at  the  present  time  is  none  too  favorable  and  highway  conditions  arc  far 
from  good.  Extreme  weather  during  the  winter  months  and  extraordinarily  heavy  travel  have 
played  havoc  with  many  of  the  roads,  and  many  parties  of  delegates  who  might  have  made  the  trip 
by  motor  car  would  have  been  deterred.  At  the  later  date,  even  if  the  railroad  situation  has  not 
improved,  the  roads  at  least  are  expected  to  show  considerable  betterment. 

The  earlier  date  found  objection  also  in  some  quarters  because  of  conflict  with  other  convention' 
dates,  including  that  of  the  American  Automobile  association,  and  the  proximity  of  Decoration  day. 

It  is  believed  that  holding  the  convention  at  Zanesville  in  June  will  bring  the  attendance  above 
the  500  mark. 


WARNING 

The  law  taxing  automobiles  according  to  horse- 
power was  passed  as  a  measure  intended  to  provide 
ample  and  needed  funds  for  the  repair  and  main- 
tenance of  streets  and  roads. 

Motorists  are  paying  the  higher  fees. 

Will  we  get  the  added  funds  -on  our  streets  and 
roads? 

That's  the  question. 

The  budget  commissioners  supervise  the  col- 
lection and  distribution  of  taxes.  In  other  words, 
the  various  taxing  units  making  up  a  county  bring 
to  the  budget  commission  their  budgets  for  the 
ensuing  year.  The  budget  commission  has  the  job 
of  making  these  fit  the  Smith  one-per-cent-law  limita- 
tion. They  pare  down  here,  and  reduce  there,  as 
they  may  deem  necessary. 

In  past  years  certain  sums  have  been  included  for 
street  and  road  maintenance. 

This  year  there  will  be  money  from  the  auto- 
mobile funds  for  this  purpose.  This  will  run  as 
high  as  about  $350,000  in  the  case  of  Cleveland  to 
lesser  smns  in  proportion  for  other  cities.  That 
money  MUST  go  to  the  street  repair  fund. 

Now  what  wUl  become  of  the  funds  which  in  the 
past  have  been  appropriated  for  street  repairs?  In 
Cleveland  in  past  years  this  has  been  about  the  same 
amount  as  the  expectancy  of  the  automobile  tax. 

Will  the  budget  commission  rule  out  the  old 
sum  appropriated  and  make  us  take  only  what 
comes  thtough  the  automobile  tax,  or  will  the  auto- 
mobile tax  go  on  top  of  sums  such  as  previously 
appropriated? 

The  issue  is  clear  cut. 

Let  Automobile  Clubs  and  individuals  get  busy 


with  the  budget  commissioners  in  each  county  and 
see  that  WE  GET  WHAT  WE  ARE  BEING  TAXED

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Open  More  Thoroughfares 

The  support  of  the  roads  and  streets  committee 
of  the  Cleveland  Automobile  club  was  voted  to  two 
street,  opening  projects  of  the  city  planning  com- 
'ssion  at  a  meeting  of  the  committee  held  April  22. 
At  a  preceding  meeting  of  the  committee,  a 
sub-committee  had  been  appointed  to  confer  with 
the  cicy  planning  commission  regarding  the  more 
important  street  opening  projects  which  the  club 
might  support  in  hopes  of  quick  action.  C.  E. 
Conley,  representing  the  city  engineering  department 
of  the  planning  commission,  appeared  before  the 
subsequent  meeting  of  the  club's  committee  to  ex- 
plain some  of  the  projects  in  contemplation.  The 
extension  of  Carnegie  and  the  immediate  cutting 
through  of  Chester  from  East  17th  to  East  21st 
were  explained.  Mr.  Conley  then  v^dth  the  aid  of 
maps  outlined  two  projects  intended  to  relieve 
traffic  congestion  to  the  East  End. 

The  first  of  these  includes  the  widening  of  Chester 
and  Perkins.  It  is  intended  to  join  these  two 
directly  at  East  30th  street  by  cutting  a  thorough- 
fare through  the  now  private  property  to  the  south- 
east of  the  Cadillac  building.  Hough  avenue  would 
be  extended  through  Wade  park,  connecting  with 
Ford  drive  and  Mayfield  road. 

The  second  contemplates  a  new  street  branching 
off  Superior  avenue,  just  west  of  East  55th  street, 
and  connecting  with  Wade  Park  Avenue  at  East 
63rd  street.  Wade  Park  would  then  be  widened 
and  extended  to  Lakeview  road  and  Euclid  Avenue. 

There  is  also  in  contemplation  a  new  street,  just 
north  of  Euclid  between  East  21st  and  East  40th 
streets,  which  would  be  free  of  street  cars  and  open 
to  more  rapidly-moving  vehicles. 

These  improvements  immediately  commend 
themselves  to  all  acquainted  with  the  difficulties 
in  getting  to  the  East  End  from  downtown  and  vice 
versa.  The  committee  has  recommended  that  the 
club  inaugurate  a  campaign  for  the  carrying  out 
of  these  improvements  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

Among  other  features  considered  by  the  com- 
mittee were  the  subway  bonds.  Following  a  short 
talk  by  Traction  Commissioner  Fielder  Sanders 
and  a  general  discussion,  the  committee  voted  to 
recommend  to  the  board  of  directors  the  club's 
endorsement  of  the  subway  bond  issue. 

The  sub-committee  which  conferred  with  Com- 
missioner Sanders  on  the  subject  of  trailers'  block- 
ing cross  streets  and  remedj'ing  drains  in  street  car 
tracks  reported  that  orders  had  been  issued  for 
remedial  measures  in  both  matters. 

Several  other  questions  were  considered  by  the 


committee  and  a  program  outlined  for  several 
meetings  to  come. 


A  Worn-out  Slogan 

{Editorial  in  Toledo  Blade.) 

After  a  deal  of  experimenting  it  has  been  defi- 
nitely determined  that  there  is  no  cabalistic  power 
in  the  mere  words,  "Safety  First."  Hence  those 
interested  in  protecting  human  kind  from  death 
or  injury  in  accidents  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  education,  prevention  and  all-the-year-round 
campaigning  are  the  methods  which  must  be  fol- 
lowed if  the  public  is  to  be  persuaded  to  safeguard 
life  and  limb. 

Accident  prevention  work  is  serious  business 
and  demands  consistent  attention  and  earnest  effort. 
It  is  not  a  thing  to  be  furthered  by  massed  cheering 
under  the  direction  of  a  gymnastic  yell  leader, 
neither  is  it  an  affair  that  can  be  exclusively  en- 
trusted to  the  tender  mercies  of  the  sign  painter. 

If  some  one  a  few  years  ago  had  conceived  the 
idea  of  keeping  the  hiunan  race  safe  and  sane  by 
sticking  up  inntimerable  signs  bearing  the  slogan, 
"Sanity  First,"  it  is  altogether  probable  that  all 
of  us  would  be  insane  by  this  time.  If  a  man  got 
up  in  the  morning  and  read  "Sanity  First"  on  the 
telephone  poles  near  his  home,  on  the  street  car 
and  at  every  comer  all  the  way  downtown — if  the 
war  whoop  for  sanity  stared  at  him  from  billboard 
and  brick  wall,  if  the  newspapers  dinned  it  Into  his 
ears  and  there  were  "Sanity  First"  signs  every  way 
he  turned — it  is  quite  likely  that  he  would  lick  a 
policeman  on  his  way  to  Ivmch  if  he  felt  like  it, 
without  having  any  recollection  of  reading  any- 
thing that  day  that  had  warned  him  that  he  was 
taking  chances  in  acting  on  the  first  wild  impulse 
that  entered  his  mind. 

This  illustrates  in  an  exaggerated  way  the  weak- 
ness of  the  "Safety  First"  movement  as  it  has 
heretofore  been  waged.  The  slogan  "Safety  First" 
has  been  placarded  and  posted  and  repeated  until, 
in  the  language  of  Goldberg,  "it  doesn't  mean  any- 
thing." It  has  become  possible  for  a  man  to  read 
"Safety  First"  signs  all  day  and  then  step  in  front 
of  a  moving  street  car  or  automobile  with  the 
greatest  nonchalance. 

We  have  got  to  rise  above  or  look  beyond  mere 
phrases. 


"Couldn't  you  have  fixed  up  the  flivver  yourself?' 
asked  Mrs.  Chuggins. 

"Yes,"  answered  her  husband,  "but  I  like  to  take  it  to 
the  shop  once  in  a  while.  The  repairman  has  a  harsh  temper

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Public  Work  and  the  Rainy  Day 

A  certain  community  last  year  let  contracts  for 
six  million  dollars'  worth  of  road  work.  Due  to 
shortage  of  material  and  labor  and  similar  condi- 
tions, the  end  of  the  year  found  actual  completion 
of  two  million  dollars'  worth. 

The  authorities  of  that  community  were  ready  to 
award  another  six-million  program  for  this  year 
when  they  paused  to  make  a  survey  of  the  resources 
and  the  possibilities  of  actual  accomplishment. 
This  revealed  that  the  maximum  would  be  three 
million  dollars'  worth  of  work. 

In  all  parts  of  the  country  large  sums  have  been 
voted  for  public  improvements,  particularly  road 
building.  In  numerous  instances  there  are  sums 
unexpended  on  projects  inaugurated  before  or  dur- 
ing the  war.  Therefore  each  year  under  present 
material  and  labor  conditions  will  see  such  balances. 

They  tell  us  that  a  day  is  coming  when  all  busi- 
ness will  not  be  a-boom,  when  there  will  be  dull 
industrial  times  and  perhaps  a  period  of  vmemploy- 
ment.  If  such  a  day  does  come,  those  unexpended 
balances  available  for  public  work  will  come  in 
mighty  handy.   

Road  Work  and  Taxes 

Because  of  the  high  cost  of  road  building,  State 
Auditor  A.  V.  Donahey  has  written  a  letter  to  State 
Highway  Commissioner  Taylor  quoted  as  follows: 

The  question  naturally  arises  whether  it 
is  good  policy  to  continue  increasing  es- 
timates of  cost  and  building  high-priced 
roads  under  these  conditions.  Might  it  not 
be  better  for  the  state  and  people  during 
this  abnormal  period  to  temporarily  refrain 
from  high-cost  roads  and  devote  some 
energy  and  money  to  make  a  lot  of  Ohio 


roads  passable  by  gravelling,  limestoning, 
draining  and  filling  up  ruts  and  chuck-holes  ? 

Let  us,  for  the  sake  of  preserving  the  argument, 
agree  that  there  is  not  far  off  a  period  of  cheaper 
prices,  cheaper  material  and  cheaper  labor,  and  that 
the  cheaper  repairs  -  such  as  intimated — would  not 
prove  more  expensive  later  on. 

If,  then,  we  could  just  adapt  Auditor  Donahey's 
suggestion  to  life  in  general,  a  great  deal  would  be 
gained.  If,  for  the  period  of  high  prices,  we  could 
just  stop  eating,  stop  living  in  houses,  stop  traveling 
and  stop  transporting  goods,  how  fine  it  would  be! 
But  it  seems,  vmfortunately,  that  we  cannot. 

As  to  the  benefits  of  filling  the  chuck-holes  and 
making  repairs,  there  is  no  question.  Whatever 
new  construction  may  be  vmdertaken  or  may  be 
neglected,  repairs  and  maintenance  work  should  be 
carried  on  steadily,  and  we  understand  that  funds 
are  already  provided  for  that  purpose. 

If,  however,  the  auditor's  highway  suggestion 
be  adopted,  and  the  construction  program  laid 
aside,  we  suggest  that  there  be  remitted  for  a  cor- 
responding, period  all  taxes  paid  for  such  improve- 
ment.

The  common  pleas  court  of  Hamilton  county 
has  ordered  the  Cincinnati  speedway,  at  Sharon- 
ville,  sold  at  auction  in  the  Sheriff's  office. 

The  property  is  appraised  at  $200,000.  If  sold 
for  the  full  amount  of  the  appraisement,  it  would 
barely  yield  the  amount  of  the  outstanding  bonds. 

In  addition  to  the  bonds,  there  are  .$25,000  worth 
of  tmsatisfied  liens  against  the  property.  Attorneys 
Gordon,  Morrill  and  Ginter,  for  A.  J.  Roberts,  the 
receiver,  say  that  the  holders  of  the  $500,000  worth 
of  stock  in  the  company  will  receive  absolutely 
nothing  for  their  investment.  The  Speedway  or- 
iginally cost  $700,000.  The  attorneys  for  the  re- 
ceiver say  that  if  $200,000  additional  stock  had 
been  subscribed,  obviating  the  necessity  for  the 
bond  issue,  the  property  could  have  been  saved.

Street  Improvements  Suggested  in  Letter  Pledging  Support 
by  Fayette  County  Automobile  Club 


An  unusual  communicacion  pledging  continued 
support  and  recommending  progressive  improve- 
ments was  sent  to  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Washing- 
ton City  Council  by  the  Fayette  County  Auto- 
mobile Club. 

The  Fayette  County  Club  has  its  headquarters 
in  that  city  and  the  improvements  virhich  it  suggests 
are  of  a  nature  to  benefit  all  who  use  the  highways. 

The  commvinication  was  as  follows: 
To  the  Honorable  Cotmcil  of  Washington. 
Gentlemen : — 

The  Fayette  Covinty  Automobile  Club  as  deputy 
registrar  of  automobiles  has  without  expense 
to  the  state  and  with  no  profit  to  itself  issued  during 
the  past  few  weeks  license  plates  for  motor  cars  and 
trucks  to  amount  of  $27,000.  Of  this  amount 
about  $9,000  was  paid  by  residents  of  Washington. 
Under  the  new  law  of  50  per  cent  of  the  amount 
paid  by  residents  of  a  municipality  is  returned  to 
the  district  of  origin  and  in  case  of  this  city  the 
amoimt  for  1920  will  approximate  $5500. 

This  sum  is  available  for  the  maintenance  and 
repair  of  public  roads,  highways  and  streets  and 
for  no  other  purpose. 

The  intention  of  the  Automobile  Club  in  ad- 
dressing council  at  this  time  is  to  furnish  advance 
information  as  to  the  fimds  available  for  the  repair 
of  the  streets  of  the  city  during  the  current  year  to 
the  end  that  council  may  anticipate  the  improve- 
ments which  these  fimds  make  possible. 

The  Automobile  Club  at  this  time  wishes  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  council  to  several  situa- 
tions with  the  intention  that  if  covincil  wishes  to 
act  in  these  matters,  it  desires  council  to  know  that 
the  Automobile  Club  stands  squarely  behind  the 
action  council  may  take. 

In  the  distribution  of  the  Ucense  tags  to  hundreds 
of  persons  many  comments  were  made  as  to  con- 
ditions and  the  Automobile  Club  desires  to  pass 
on  those  most  important  with  its  indorsement. 
They  are: 

First— Entrance  to  the  city  is  free  from  all 
directions  wnth  the  exception  of  Clinton  avenue  from 
Court  street  to  the  beginning  of  the  main  market 
road.  Also  that  portion  of  Lewis  street  left  un- 
improved from  Coltmibus  avenue  north  two  squares. 
The  Automobile  Club  hopes  that  both  of  these 


squares  as  well  as  the  bad  portion  of  Clinton  avenue 
may  be  speedily  repaired. 

Second — The  deplorable  condition  of  the  Balti- 
more &  Ohio  railroad  crossings  on  South  Main, 
South  Fayette,  West  Court  and  North  North  streets. 
The  Automobile  Club  last  fall  attempted  to  induce 
the  railroad  company  to  put  these  crossings  in  shape 
and  as  no  action  has  been  taken  it  asks  that  council 
take  early  and  decisive  action. 

Third — The  growth  of  motor  and  other  traffic 
in  the  city  and  especially  between  the  north  and 
south  sections  of  the  city  has  reached  a  point  in 
volimie  that  makes  necessary  for  protection  of  all 
citizens  of  the  county  an  adequate  system  of  safety 
gates  at  the  railroad  intersections  in  this  city.  To 
this  end  the  Automobile  Club  asked  that  council 
take  the  necessary  steps  to  lay  the  situation  before 
the  State  Public  Utilities  Commission  with  a  recom- 
mendation for  permanent  automatic  safety  gates.

Comprehensive  System  Installed  for  Interchange,  Compilation  and 
Distribution  of  Highway  Reports 


A  systematic  method  for  the  compilation  and 
distribution  of  touring  information  is  being  worked 
out  among  the  clubs  in  the  Ohio  Scate  automobile 
association. 

The  result  will  be  complete  and  accurate  in- 
formation for  the  small  clubs  as  well  as  for  the  larger 
organizations  that  have  funds  and  facilities  for 
carrying  out  the  work  on  a  broad  and  comprehen- 
sive scale. 

The  system  has  been  carefully  planned  after 
examination  of  plans  in  operation  in  California, 
New  York  and  other  states  where  something  of  the 
kind  has  been  attempted.  It  is  believed  that  the 
work  in  Ohio  will  be  carried  out  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  make  the  state  and  the  automobile  clubs  in 
it  noted  for  the  complete  manner  in  which  the  de-' 
sired  information  is  secured  and  distributed. 

By  co-operation  among  the  clubs  and  other 
agencies  it  is  expected  to  build  up  a  system  of  re- 
ports on  road  conditions  on  all  the  principal  high- 
ways iand  radiating  from  all  the  cities  in  which  clubs 
are  located.  These  reports  will  be  received  weekly 
at  the  Cleveland  headquarters  and  re-distributed 
in  complete  form  to  the  clubs  co-operating.  This 
work  will  be  supplemented  by  special  reports  and 
information  from  the  road  crew  of  the  Cleveland 
club.  The  Cleveland  organization  has  purchased 
a  truck  for  addition  to  its  road  and  sign-posting 


equipment.  This  sign  work  will  be  greatly  ampli- 
fied tmder  direction  of  G.  E.  Young,  who  made  a 
success  of  the  work  last  year  and  who  is  inaugurating 
several  new  feacures  after  spending  the  winter 
months  as  an  active  working  member  of  the  road 
forces  of  the  two  big  organizations  in  California. 

Each  week,  each  of  the  clubs  in  the  state 
organization  is  to  send  to  the  Cleveland  headquarters 
reports  on  the  roads  in  the  local  territory.  The 
main  highwaj's  have  been  divided  into  sections  and 
where  there  might  be  gaps  between  reporting  clubs, 
other  agencies  will  be  called  on  for  additional  re- 
ports. By  this  plan  it  is  expected  that  road  infor- 
mation will  be  kept  right  up  to  the  minute  not  only 
on  the  general  condition  of  the  route  but  as  to 
detours  and  bad  spots. 

This  information  received  at  Cleveland  will  be 
compiled  as  to  routes  and  territories  and  detailed 
reports  then  made  up  and  mailed  so  as  to  reach  the 
corresponding  clubs  the  same  week.  The  machinery 
for  handling  and  issuing  these  reports  has  been 
installed  by  the  Cleveland  club  and  the  work  is  now 
being  inaugurated. 

The  benefits  of  this  new  system  are  at  once 
apparent.  The  smaller  clubs  receive  direct  benefit 
from  the  larger  club's  work,  information  is  kept  up 
to  the  minute  and  at  the  same  time  it  is  complete 
as  to  details. 


Clubs  Are  Big  Aid  In  License  Rush 

Hundreds  of  .Thousands  of  Tags  Are  Distributed   by  Branch  Agencies 
Receipts  Approximate  Five  Million  Dollars 


More  than  500,000  licenses  were  issued  in  the 
opening  rush  by  the  state  automobile  department 
and  its  various  agencies.  The  rush  this  year  did 
not  begin  until  late,  due  to  the  litigation  over  the 
horsepower  tax  law,  and  the  issuing  of  this  tremen- 
dous number  of  licenses  within  a  few  weeks  was 
made  possible  only  by  the  extensive  system  of  local 
distribution,  carried  out  in  Ohio.  In  this  respect, 
Ohio  is  unique  among  the  states.  The  plan  of 
establishing  branch  license  bureaus  is  nowhere  else 
carried  out  to  the  same  extent  as  in  Ohio. 

This  year  there  was  a  branch  bureau  in  prac- 


tically every  county  seat  so  that  the  local  residents 
were  not  required  to  send  to  Columbus  but  could 
secure  their  tags  immediately  on  application. 

Most  of  this  work  was  carried  on  by  automobile 
clubs.  This  branch  license  bureau  plan  was  in- 
augurated several  years  ago  by  the  Cleveland  Auto- 
mobile Club  for  the  benefit  and  accommodation 
of  local  automobile  owners.  Since  that  time  it  has 
been  more  widely  adopted  and  nearly  all  Automobile 
Clubs  in  the  state  are  now  performing  this  service.

perform  the  work,  has  made  possible  its  carrying 
out  in  Ohio. 

In  Cleveland,  for  instance,  ten  clerks  were  em- 
ployed for  a  period  of  six  weeks  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  issuing  licenses  in  a  room  on  the  groimd  floor 
of  The  Hollenden  especially  devoted  to  this  purpose. 

Up  to  the  first  of  May  from  this  bureau  alone 
there  had  been  issued  69,595  licenses  in  the  different 
classifications.  The  passenger  car  licenses  alone 
exceeded  55,000.  The  total  receipts  at  the  Cleve- 
land bureau  up  to  the  date  mentioned  were  $766,419.

The  other  day,  a  tourist  took  violent  exception 


to  it.  He  objected  to  it  strenuously.  He  lives  in 
a  city  where  there  is  an  active  automobile  club 
affiliated  with  the  A.  A.  A.,  but  he  is  not  a  member 
of  that  club.  He  has  lived  in  that  city  long  enough 
and  driven  an  automobile  long  enough  to  be  fully 
acquainted  with  the  club  activities.  He  started 
on  his  tour,  nursing  the  belief  that  he  could  stop 
enroute  in  any  automobile  club  and  secure  accurate 
highway  information  to  guide  him  on  his  travels, 
and  he  did  not  see  why  he  shovild  pay  for  it.  My! 
how  loud  he  hollered  when  told  that  a  map  published 
by  the  Cleveland  club  would  cost  him  50  cents,  but 
if  he  had  been  a  member  of  the  club  back  home  he 
could  have  had  it  free. 

Last  year  the  Cleveland  Automobile  club  spent 
$10,000  to  sign-post  the  roads  in  Northern  Ohio. 
More  than  $7,000  was  spent  in  the  collection  of 
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touring  information,  in  the  salaries  of  clerks  at  the 
information  desk  and  for  the  princing  of  maps. 
That  money  was  contributed  by  the  members  of  the 
Cleveland  Automobile  club,  who  in  turn  expect  a 
similar  service  when  they  go  to  Automobile  clubs 
in  other  cities.  And  the  non-member  couldn't  see 
why  he  should  pay  a  small  fee  for  the  map  which 
others  had  paid  to  print. 

If  he  doesn't  see  it  yet,  so  much  the  worse  for 
him. 

It  isn't  only  for  that  kind  of  moocher  that  the 
above  sign  is  intended.  It  is  intended  also  for  the 
member  of  the  moocher  club.  Whac — you  ex- 
claim— are  there  whole  clubs  of  moochers?  Indeed 
there  are. 

Scattered  here  and  there  through  the  country 
are  so-called  automobile  clubs  that  are  so  sufficient 
unto  themselves  that  they  deem  it  unnecessary  to 
co-operate  with  other  clubs  who  are  fighting  to- 
gether the  national  fight. 

A  local  club  should  support  state  and  national 
affiliations,  just  as  the  local  motorist  supports  his 
local  organization.  Without  some  form  of  cohesion, 
much  of  the  inter-city  value  of  automobile  club 
membership  would  be  lost.  Just  because  a  motorist 
belongs  to  a  club  which  in  turn  declines  to  co- 
operate on  an  equal  basis  with  the  other  clubs  in 
the  country,  is  no  reason  for  his  receiving  special 
privileges  from  the  clubs  that  are  working  together. 
If  the  clubs  do  not  feel  it  necessary  to  join  with  the 
other  organizations,  their  members  should  not 
come  seeking  special  privileges  from  the  clubs  that 
are  carrying  the  national  burden. 

It  is  simply  a  case  of  co-operation  all  the  way 
through.  All  the  affiliated  clubs  are  doing  work  in 
legislation  and  in  sign-posting  which  benefits  every 
motorist  whether  or  not  he  supports  the  organiza- 
tion. But  in  the  matter  of  touring  information 
and  special  privileges,  the  courcesies  should  be  re- 
served for  those  who  are  helping  to  boost. 

The  directing  forces  of  the  live  clubs  realize 
this,  and  the  policy  expressed  in  the  Cleveland  sign 
is  now  in  general  adoption  all  through  the  cotuitry 
among  the  affiliated  clubs.

Improved  and  Modern  Facilities  for  Course  In  Automobile  Theory  and  Repair 

In  Cleveland  Schools 


AT  WORK  IN  AUTOMOBILE  REPAIR  SHOP  AT  WEST  TECH 


The  course  in  "automobile  theory  and  repair"  at 
West  Technical  high  school,  Cleveland,  has  devel- 
oped to  such  an  extent  that  a  new  building  for  shop 
work  is  to  be  provided  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

Both  East  Tech  and  West  Tech  have  night  and 
day  classes  in  automobile  mechanical  instruction 
and  work  and  these  have  been  steadily  increasing. 

The  plans  for  the  new  building  and  additional 
facilities  at  West  Tech  are  being  carried  out  tmder 
direction  of  B.  F.  Marchand,  shop  superintendent. 

Automobile  theory  and  repair  is  taught  at 
West  Technical  high  school  as  a  required  subject, 
so  chat  each  boy  who  graduates  has  an  opportunity 
to  learn  something  of  the  theory  and  repair  of  auto- 
mobiles. If  he  finds  the  subject  to  his  liking,  he 
may,  during  his  senior  year,  specialize  in  the  work 


and  devote  from  one  to  four  hours  daily  to  it.  It  is  also 
taught  in  night  school,  four  nights  a  week.  All  of 
these  classes  have  been  large,  showing  a  decided 
interest  in  the  subject. 

The  present  motor  repair  building  is  so  small  and  ~ 
crowded  that  work  approaching  the  best  has  been 
impossible.    A  new  building  which  is  to  be  largely 
used  by  the  atitomobile  department  is  contemplated, 
and  plans  have  been  partly  completed. 

One  room  will  be  used  as  a  lecture  room  with  a 
raised  platform  on  one  side  so  that  a  full-sized 
chassis  can  be  displayed  to  the  class,  and  the  students 
can  see  the  part  under  discussion  in  its  relation  to 
other  parts  of  the  mechanism. 

A  second  room  is  intended  to  be  the  test  room. 
This  room  will  be  divided  into  booths,  approximately

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10  X  10  ft., in  each  of  which  a  squad  of  from  4  to  6 
students  will  operate.  Each  booth  will  be  devoted 
to  a  different  part  or  subject,  such  as  Timing,  Car- 
buretors, Ma^^netos,  wiring,  valve  setting  and  grind- 
ing, adjusting  bearings,  repairing,  care  and  charging 
of  batteries,  study  of  differentials,  transmissions, 
etc. 

The  subject  of  wiring  will  be  taken  up  in  one  booth 
and  each  student  will  be  expected  to  wire  up  a  car, 
using  .a  flat  panel  as  the  dash  board  and  placing 
all  switches,  lights  etc.  in  correct  relation  to  each 
other. 

In  the  booth  devoted  to  carburetors  many  makes 
and  styles  of  carburetors  will  be  displayed.  Charts 
and  sectional  carburetors  will  be  at  hand  for  ob- 
servation and  study  by  the  student.  Adjusting  and 
testing  will  be  an  imporcant  part  of  this  work.  No 
student  will  be  passed  to  the  next  booth  until  he  has 
sufficient  knowledge  of  the  subject.  In  this  way  all 
parts  of  a  car  will  have  been  gone  over  and  a  thor- 
ough knowledge  of  the  subject  will  be  obtained  by 
each  student. 

The  final  semester  will  be  devoted  to  the  over- 
hauling, testing  and  repair  of  cars.  No  student  will 
be  admitted  to  this  section  until  he  has  proved  his 
ability  to  do  a  workmanlike  job.

The  petition  to  Governor  Cox  regarding  a  better 
police  system  for  the  state,  from  the  people  around 
Adena  and  Steubenville,  where  a  ten-year-old  girl 
met  death  at  the  hand  of  an  unknown  ruffian  while 
she  was  on  her  way  to  secure  medicine  for  a  sick 
mother,  is  said  to  be  only  a  forerunner  of  what  may 
be  expected  if  the  present  increase  in  rural  crime 
continues. 

The  double  murder  in  Martins  Ferry,  the  pay-

Big  Meeting  at  Bucyrus 

A  reward  of  $200  for  the  arrest  and  conviction 
of  any  person  for  stealing  a  car  belonging  to  a  club 
member,  together  with  the  recovery  of  the  car,  has 
been  announced  by  the  Crawford  County  Auto- 
mobile Club.

Williams  gave  a  talk  on  how  to  increase  the 
efficiency  of  aucomobile  clubs  and  was  listened  to 
with  a  great  deal  of  interest. 

The  meeting  was  presided  over  by  President 
Frank  Miller  of  Crestline. 

Several  other  topics  of  general  interest  were 
discussed. 

Members  from  Auburn  and  Plymouth  townships, 
Richland  county,  were  present  at  the  meeting  and 
made  it  known  that  the  Richland  county  commis- 
sioners contemplate  the  improvement  of  one  and 
one-fourth  miles  of  road  in  Plymouth  township 
connecting  vsrith  the  main  market  road  from 
Plymouth  to  Crestline. 

At  the  east  end  of  Auburn  township  there  is  a 
similar  strip  of  road  about  the  same  length  which  is 
not  yet  improved  and  it  was  urged  that  the  Craw- 
ford county  commissioners  take  up  the  improve- 
ment of  this  link. 

County  Commissioner  H.  J.  Smith  was  present 
and  indicated  a  favorable  official  attitude  toward 
the  plan. 

General  commendation  was  expressed  of  the 
skull  and  cross-bone  signs  which  the  Crawford 
Cotinty  Club  had  erected  at  dangerous  points.

Connecticut  kept  open  its  highways  on  the  entire 
state  system  at  a  cost  of  less  than  fifty  dollars  per 
mile.  Pennsylvania  averaged  less  than  fifty  dol- 
lars except  the  highways  in  the  mountain  districts 
which  are  more  or  less  far  removed  from  the  centers 
of  population.  Both  the  states  show  by  their  re- 
ports that  removing  the  snow  from  improved  roads 
decreased  the  maintenance  cost  anywhere  from  two 
hundred  to  eight  hundred  dollars  per  mile.  In 
other  words,  the  state  is  saving  its  road  money  by 
snow  removal,  rather  than  "cutting  into  the  funds" 
for  construction  purposes. 

I  think  it  is  about  time  that  some  one  ascertain 
whether  or  not  our  road  material  interests  are  hold- 
ing back  or  preventing  legislation  for  snow  removal.

While  every  one  appreciates  qmck  deliveries, 
these  men  are  violating  the  state  traffic  laws  and 
also  run  the  risk  of  injury  to  their  machines  and  to 
others.

Plans  Made  by  State  Officials  and  Local  Committees  for 
Banner  Convention  June  17th 


At  9 :30  a.m. on  the  morning  of  Thtirsdayjune  17, 
in  the  Weller  theater  at  Zanesville,  President  Walter 
D.  Meals  will  call  to  order  the  annual  convention 
of  the  Ohio  State  automobile  association. 

Forty-one  clubs  are  entitled  to  representation 
and  several  are  just  completing  their  affiliation,  so 
that  it  is  the  expectation  that  500  delegates  will  be 
seated  when  the  convention  opens  and  there-  will 
be  scores  of  others — club  members — in  attendance 
to  watch  proceedings  and  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  workings  of  the  state  body  as  well  as  to 
partake  of  the  entertainment  and  instruction  pro- 
vided for  the  occasion.

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PRESS  TIME  BULLETINS 

WANT  TRUCK  LAW  ENFORCED 

The  Cleveland  Automobile  club  has  appealed  to  Sheriff  E.  J.  Hanratty  of  Cuyahoga  county  to  en- 
force the  law  regulating  the  weight  and  speed  of  trucks. 

This  action  is  taken  to  avoid,  if  possible,  further  injury  to  highways  radiating  from  Cleveland. 

That  the  roads  are  disintegrating  under  the  burden  they  are  now  forced  to  bear  is  apparent  to  all 
users.  Whatever  faults  of  construction,  severe  weather  or  other  factors  may  have  helped  to  cause  the  present 
condition,  the  situation  is  plain  that  the  first  step  to  be  taken  at  the  present  moment  is  the  enforcement  of 
the  law  against  overloading  and  overspeeding  trucks.  Unless  something  of  the  kind  is  done  immediately, 
the  Club  insists,  what  roads  are  left  will  be  destroyed 

For  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  enforcement  of  the  law  regulating  weight  and  speed,  the  State 
of  Ohio  installed  two  scales  in  the  Cleveland  district ;  one  at  Stow  Corners  on  the  Akron  road  and  another 
near  Rocky  River  on  the  Elyria  road. 

Sheriff  Hanratty  has  been  empowered  by  the  county  commissioners  and  the  funds  voted  looking  to 
the  regulation  of  such  traffic  on  county  roads. 

On  November  20,  1919,  the  county  commissioners  made  the  regular  appropriation  of  $36,972.42  for 
the  operation  of  the  sheriff's  office.  On  Jan.  21,  1920,  Hanratty  was  allowed  an  additional  $64,027.58. 
At  that  time  he  gave  as  one  of  the  reasons  for  needing  the  additional  funds,  the  employment  of  six  extra 
deputies  to  patrol  the  country  roads.  The  Cleveland  Automobile  club  has  asked  of  Sheriff  Hanratty  that 
he  show  what,  if  anything,  these  deputies  have  done  in  the  enforcement  of  truck  regulations. 


JUDGE  LEVINE  HEARS  TAXICAB  INJUNCTION 

The  suit  on  behalf  of  the  taxicab  drivers  of  Cleveland  for  an  injunction  against  the  enforcement  of  the 
new  taxicab  ordinance  was  heard  before  Judge  Levine  in  common  pleas  court  May  28,  June  2  and  4.  At  the 
earlier  hearings  the  petition  filed  by  Attorney  Bushnell,  representing  the  taxi  interests,  was  found  not  suffi- 
cient and  he  was  given  leave  to  amend  it.  On  the  last-named  date,  the  judge  decided  to  have  the  case  sub- 
mitted on  briefs,  which  were  to  be  in  the  judge's  hands  at  an  early  date. 


FOR  STATE  POLICE  FORCE 

At  the  A.  A.  A.  convention  in  New  York,  automobile  club  representatives  spoke  in  favor  of  a  state 
police  force,  such  as  has  been  proposed  for  Ohio.  Secretary  Paul  Wolff  of  the  Pittsburgh  club  told  what 
the  constabulary  in  that  state  does  for  the  enforcement  of  law  on  the  highways  and  in  the  country  districts. 

Henry  Behrendt,  United  States  marshal  for  the  eastern  district  of  Michigan,  declares  the  state  police 
in  that  state  are  a  mighty  force  in  the  curbing  of  automobile  theft. 


Revising  Insurance 

Concerning  the  definition  of  automobile  risks, 
in  the  insurance  sense,  there  is  divergence  of  opinion. 
From  the  point  of  view  of  the  insurer  a  good  deal 
may  be  done  to  reduce  hazards  of  the  various  kinds. 
Consequently  efforts  arfe  being  made  with  due 
diplomacy  to  hold  the  manufacturers  in  line,  thereby 
reducing  the  companies'  losses.  From  the  point 
of  view  of  the  insured,  on  the  other  hand,  there  is 
also  a  good  deal  to  be  said  as  to  the  seemingly  high 
cost  of  premiimis;  for  instance,  the  elaboration 


of  safeguard  clauses  and  the  very  great  sa\'ings 
effected  by  the  companies  through  the  minimum 
loss  provisions.  Because  of  dissatisfaction  mth 
these  and  other  terms  there  is  prospect  that  the 
idea  of  handling  insurance  as  a  branch  of  the 
automobile  business  may  again  be  revived.  There 
are  argiiments  against,  as  well  as  for  this,  but  they 
do  not  seem  to  be  insurmountable,  while  it  is  felt 
that  any  legitimate  effort  to  increase  the  number 
of  cars  insured  will  be  a  good  thing  all  the  way  up 
and  down  the  line. — Editorial  in  Automobile  Topics. 
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Reduce  Road  Work 

Supreme  Court  Decision  In  Bond  Case  and  Material  Situation  Will  Retard 

Ohio  Counties'  Highway  Programs 
By  WILLIAM  A.  STINCHCOMB 


(Editorial  Note: — The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  on 
the  rate  of  interest  on  county  road  bonds  is  of  importance 
to  all  the  counties  in  the  state.  The  Ohio  Motorist  has 
asked  W.  A.  Stinchcomb,  Cuyahoga  county  engineer,  to 
explain  the  effect  thereof  on  county  road  improvement 
programs). 

The  history  of  the  case  should  first  be  reviewed, 
in  considering  the  decision  of  the  Ohio  Supreme 
Court  in  the  case  brought  to  determine  the  legaUty 
of  the  county  proceeding  to  issue  road  improvement 
bonds  in  excess  of  five  percent,  and  on  road  im- 
provements, proceedings  of  which  had  been  started 
prior  to  the  passage  of  a  bill  which  authorizes 
bonds  at  rates  not  exceeding  six  per  cent. 

This  history  is  somewhat  as  follows: 

By  reason  of  the  necessary  time  involved  in 
the  preparation  of  surveys,  estimates  and  plans, 
after  the  declaratory  resolution  to  improve  has 
been  passed  by  the  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners, in  the  levying  of  assessments  against  the 
abutting  property  and  such  other  preliminary 
proceedings  such  as  hearings,  etc.  required  under 
the  law,  it  is  necessary  that  the  road  program  of 
a  county  must  practically  be  determined  a  year  ia 
advance  of  the  construction  work.  This  was  the 
case  in  this  cotinty  in  1919  and  a  very  extensive 
road  improvement  program  for  construction  work 
in  1920,  was  planned. 

At  the  time  the  proceedings  were  initiated  for 
these  various  road  improvements,  the  financial 
situation  was  not  as  acute  as  it  is  today  and  county 
bonds  were  still  selling  at  the  rate  then  provided, 
namely,  not  in  excess  of  five  percent.  About  the 
first  of  the  year,  however,  it  was  seen  that  the  money 
market  was  tightening  and  that  five  percent  bonds 
had  no  sale,  so  if  the  program  which  the  county 
had  laid  out  was  to  be  carried  out,  it  would  be 
necessary  to  increase  the  interest  rate  in  order  to  pro- 
vide for  the  sale  of  the  bonds,  which  could  not  be 
sold  at  less  than  par,  plus  the  accrued  interest. 

Accordingly,  a  bill  was  drawn  providing  that 
bonds  might  be  sold  not  in  excess  of  six  percent 
interest.  This  bill  was  passed  as  an  emergency 
act  and  in  the  emergency  clause,  this  language  was 
used  as  setting  forth  a  reason  for  the  emergency, 
that  "if  the  operation  is  delayed  iintil  the  end  of 
the  ninety  days  period  provided  by  the  constitution, 
the  funds  from  such  sales  are  not  available  for 


carrying  out  the  program  of  road  construction 
during  the  current  year." 

On  the  passage  of  this  act,  we  proceeded  with 
the  necessary  preliminary  proceedings  looking  to 
the  entering  into  contract  and  the  sale  of  bonds 
within  the  six  percent  limit,  but  at  more  than  five. 

Immediately,  attorneys  for  the  bond  buyers 
raised  the  question  whether,  in  spite  of  the  bill 
which  had  been  passed,  such  bonds  could  be  sold 
where  the  preliminary  proceedings  had  been  had 
before  the  passage  of  this  law,  and  at  a  time  when 
the  limitation  was  five  percent. 

Accordingly,  the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the 
Attorney  General  of  the  state,  and  when  it  was 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  Attorney  General, 
its  importance  was  realized  because  every  county 
found  itself  in  the  same  condition  as  did  Cuyahoga 
County,  not  only  on  its  strictly  county  work,  but 
also  on  work  on  state  highways  to  be  done  in  co- 
operation "  with  the  State  Highway  Department. 
It  was  accordingly  determined  that  because  of  its 
being  of  great  public  importance,  an  action  should 
be  brought  immediately  in  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  state  to  determine  its  legality.  This  case  was 
argued  along  in  the  early  part  of  April,  and  I  tmder- 
stand  that  a  divided  opinion  has  now  been  expressed 
by  the  Court,  but  the  majority  opinion  holds  that  the 
issuance  of  the  bonds  is  but  one  step  in  a  long  legal 
proceeding  and  that  the  proceedings  which  have 
been  initiated  under  a  law,  leading  eventually  to 
the  sale  of  five  percent  bonds,  must  be  concluded 
under  that  law  and  that  if  bonds  are  to  be  sold 
in  excess  of  the  five  percent  and  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  amendment,  that  entire  new  pro- 
ceedings must  be  had,  resulting  in  at  least  two  or 
three  months'  delay.  This  means  that  Cuyahoga 
County's  road  program,  with  the  exception  of 
those  roads  where  fimds  had  already  been  pro- 
vided and  with  the  exception  of  those  where  pro- 
ceedings have  been  initiated  since  the  passage  of 
that  act,  must  be  postponed  into  another  year. 

This  cotmty  contemplated  entering  into  con- 
tract this  year  for  about  four  million  dollars'  worth 
of  work.  It  would  now  appear,  that  by  reason  of  th^ 
recent  decision,  this  program  would  be  cut  to  about 
$725,000.  The  result  of  this  opinion,  however,  under 
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the  present  economic  conditions,  is  not  as  far  reach- 
ing as  it  would  have  been  otherwise,  because  the 
present  railroad,  material,  labor  and  financial 
situation  has  of  itself  produced  a  deterrent  effect, 
counteracting  the  effect  of  this  decision,  for  under 
the  present  situation  with  materials  of  construc- 
tion so  difficult  to  obtain,  and  with  the  transpor- 
tation systems  practically  tied  up,  it  is  next  to 
impossible  to  receive  bids  on  public  work  under 
forms  of  contract  required  by  law. 


Fine  Growth  In  Crawford  County 

A  rapid-fire  membership  that  resulted  in  vir- 
tually doubling  the  club's  roster  is  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  Crawford  County  Automobile 
club.  The  building  up  of  a  fine,  aggressive  organ- 
ization,  the   distribution   of   representation  and 


benefits,  and  keeping  everlastingly  at  it  were 
factors  in  making  this  achievement  possible. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  club  held  April  6,  the 
membership  was  245.  The  suggestion  was  made 
that  each  member  seek  to  bring  in  one  new  one 
by  the  time  of  the  next  meeting.  May  17th  was 
the  date  of  the  next  meeting  and  when  it  closed 
the  membership  was  451.  An  enthusiastic  session 
was  held  in  spite  of  the  absence  of  two  of  the  leaders 
because  of  sickness.  W.  H.  Loller,  secretary  of 
the  Youngstown  Automobile  club,  was  to  have 
been  the  speaker,  but  was  prevented  by  illness 
from  appearing.  President  Frank  Miller  also  was 
ill,  and  the  meeting  was  led  by  Vice  President  C.  F. 
Michael,  who  has  been  one  of  the  most  prominent 
leaders  in  the  club  work.  The  erection  of  the  novel 
danger  signs  on  the  highways  of  Crawford  county  and 
other  features  of  the  club's  activity  were  discussed.

Enter  New-Fashioned  Trucks:  Exit  Old-Fashioned  Toil 
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Shall  Insurance  Companies  Run  Repair  Shops? 

A  Question  the  Answer  To  Which  Lies  Largely  With  Those  Who  Are 
Operating  A  City's  Service  Establishments

In  my  rounds  of  repairshops  as  an  automobile 
loss  adjuster  I  have  found  chat  there  are  as  many 
different  attitudes  toward  insurance  work  as  there 
are  repairmen.  But,  on  the  whole,  the  general  at- 
titude tinforttmately  is  one  of  hostility  rather  than 
co-operation. 

It  shotold  interest  all  automobile  repairmen  to 
know  that  many  of  the  larger  insurance  ccmpanies  are 
considering  the  advisability  of  operating  large  repair 
shops  in  the  big  cities  solely  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
care  of  automobile  insurance  work.  There  is  no  deny- 
ing the  fact  that  a  gigantic  shop  of  this  sort,  that 
would  handle  all  the  damage  to  insured 
machines,  would  seriously  affect  the  business  of 
the  independent  local  repairmen.  Yet  such  a  plan 
is  believed  to  be  necessary  by  many  officials  in  auto- 
mobile insurance  circles  because  of  the  evident  in- 
adequacy of  the  present  system.  The  insurance 
companies'  repair  shop  would  be  designed  with  three 
main  objects  in  view: 

To  repair  damaged  machines  (l)  as  well  as 
possible, (2)  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  (3)  as  cheaply 
as  possible.  And,  if  the  insurance  companies  lived 
up  to  their  ideals,  car  owners  would  have  no  fatdt 
to  find  with  the  system. 

The  more  exacting  car  owner  will  not  covinten- 
ance  an  exorbitant  repair  charge,  if  it  is  proven  to 
him  that  the  work  can  be  done  just  as  well  at  a 
lower  figiu-e.  But  he  very  natvirally  insists  upon 
proof  that  the  workmanship  is  just  as  good.  And 
all  car  owners  want  the  work  done  as  quickly  as 
possible. 

The  present  plan  under  which  insurance  company, 
repairman  and  car  owner  are  operating  is  inadequate  for 
many  reasons,  chief  among  which  is  misunderstanding. 
Make  a  tour  of  insurance  offices  and  you  will 
hear  everyone,  from  adjuster  to  official,  com- 
plaining of  exorbitant  repair  bills.  Repairmen 
in  general  are  not  spoken  of  highly,  the  impression 
being  that  the  average  repairman  is  some  sort  of 
Lincoln  Highwayman,  always  waiting  for  the  op- 
portimity  to  "do"  the  insurance  companies.  There 
are  the  exceptions,  of  coiu-se,  but  in  general  this 
represents  the  insurance  companies'  biased  attitude. 

And  what  does  the  repairman  think?  He  com-/ 
plains  because  the  adjuster  tries  to  "beat  him  down," 


or  because  a  car  has  been  consuming  valuable 
storage  space  while  the  owner  attempts  to  untangle 
some  legal  difficulty  with  the  insurance  company. 
The  repairman  goes  to  great  expense  in  order  to 
put  a  badly  burned  truck  back  on  the  road,  yet 
must  wait  months  before  cash  settlement  is  made. 
He  has  had  to  pay  his  mechanics  at  the  end  of 
each  week  and  the  parts — even  where  credit  is  ex- 
tended— had  to  be  paid  for  promptly.  All  of  which 
means  a  dead  loss  for  the  repairer. 

In  looking  out  for  future  business  from  good 
customers  the  repairman  allows  his  money  to  be 
tied  up  for  indefinite  periods.  Very  often  it  happens 
that  the  (insurance  company  discovers  it  has  no 
liability  (some  provision  in  the  policy  contract 
having  been  violated)  and  the  car  owner  discovers 
he  has  no  ftmds,  which  leaves  the  repairmen  the 
choice  of  a  loss  or  a' lawsuit. 

Candidly,  he  would  much  prefer  not  to  have 
handled  the  job  at  all.  Yet  how  is  he  to  foretell 
whether  the  owner  and  the  insiirance  company  will 
agree  or  disagree  on  the  matter  of  liability,  reason- 
ableness of  the  repair  charges,  etc.?  The  repairman 
nawadays  cannot  very  well  afford  to  refuse  all  insurance 
jobs,  because  the  day  is  fast  arriving  when  the  unin- 
sured car  will  be  as  rare  as  the  chain  drive. 

Though  the  car  owner's  standpoint  is  somewhat 
different,  his  diffictdties,  nevertheless,  fall  tmder 
the  same  heading:  Misunderstanding.  Most 
discriminating  car  owners  have  certain  shops  where 
they  prefer  to  have  their  machines  repaired.  This, 
by  the  way,  is  the  main  reason  why  I  believe  the 
insurance  companies^  central  repair  shop  will  not 
meet  with  general  approval.  A  man  does  not  leave 
his  watch  with  any  repairer  simply  because  he  has 
a  jeweler's  shingle  hanging  out.  Why  should  a 
motorist  intrust  his  car  with  any  repairman? 

But,  though  the  "favorite  repairman"  is  an 
advantage  to  the  car  owner,  he  is  not  looked  upon 
favorably  by  the  insurance  companies.  And  their 
attitude,  I  believe,  is  justifiable  in  view  of  the  great 
nvunber  of  times  they  have  been  victimized  by  vm- 
scrupulous  car  owners  who  work  in  a  lot  of  "extras" 
for  which  the  insurance  interests  are  not  liable.  It 
is  for  this  reason  that  the  average  adjuster  looks 
with  suspicion  upon  the  car  oiATier  who  insists  upon 
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having  "his  man"  do  the  work.  I  know  of  one  case 
where  a  man  tied  up  his  truck  for  two  months  and 
took  his  hauling  losses  in  the  hope  of  convincing 
the  insurance  company  that  the  repair  bill  was 
justifiable.  But  the  insurance  company  in  this 
case  knew  the  circumstances  too  well,  with  the 
result  that  the  claim,  though  finally  paid,  was  no 
more  than  was  actually  due  the  assured. 

It  is  seen,  therefore,  that  there  are  many  dis- 
turbing elements  that  enter  into  repair  work  where 
three  parties  are  involved.  There  seems  to  be  a 
general  misvmderstanding  all  around — and  misun- 
derstanding always  means  dissatisfaction.  I  have 
never  been  in  favor  of  the  central  repairshop  idea  as 
a  solution  to  the  problem  because  I  beUeve  that  with 
a  better  imderstanding  on  the  part  of  the  three 
parties  involved  in  an  insurance  job  most  of  the 
present  difficulties  can  be  obviated. 

A  central  repairshop  run  on  a  mere  cost  basis  by 
and  for  the  insurance  companies  would  tend  to  discour- 
age individual  automobile  repairmen.     This  would  be 


injurious  to  the  master  mechanics  who  have  specialized 
on  the  automobile  and  who  are  entitled  to  build  up 
their  own  individual  businesses.  But  unless  there  is  a 
better  understanding  between  car  owner,  repairman  and 
adjuster,  the  insurance  companies  will  try  their  plan 
BECAUSE  THEY  WILL  BE  FORCED  TO. 
Unless  automobile  repairmen  make  a  special  study 
of  the  insurance  job  and  work  out  a  satisfactory 
system  they  will  be  the  losers.

STATISTICS  ON  AKRON  ROAD 


The  road  connecting  Akron  and  Cleveland  receives  a  great  amount  of  attention,  several  reasons  con- 
tributing to  this.  It  is  probably  one  of  the  most  heavily  traveled  roads  in  the  entire  covmtry.  This  spring 
it  is  in  poor  condition  and  a  variety  of  causes  have  been  cited;  extreme  winter  weather,  heavy  traffic,  etc. 
That  the  manner  in  which  che  original  pavement  was  laid  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  it  is  shown  by  the 
lasting  quality  of  different  sections  of  the  pavement.  The  road  was  not  all  built  at  one  time,  but  its  con- 
struction covered  a  period  of  more  than  10  years,  and  included  a  variety  of  engineering. 

For  your  observation  and  comparison  here  are  the  statistics  on  the  construction,  showing  the  age, 
material,  and  other  interesting  and  important  factors:

New  Village  Occupies  Picturesque  Spot  In  Lower  Cuyahoga  County 

Accessible  Over  Good  Roads 


Valley  View  is  the  infant  village  of  Cuyahoga 
county. 

If  you  are  not  familiar  with  it,  the  scenery 
afforded  and  the  roads  to  be  traveled  are  well 
worth  a  trip  by  automobile. 

The  next  Sunday^ — -or  other  day — on  which  you 
are  at  a  loss  for  a  destination,  select  Valley  View 
village  and  you  vnW  be  well  repaid.  This  section, 
lying  along  the  old  Canal  road,  is  as  rich  in  his- 
toric interest  as  it  is  abundant  in  gorgeous  scenic 
views. 

Valley  View  is  accessible  over  improved  roads 
from  several  directions.  From  the  main  part  of 
Cleveland  it  may  be  reached  out  Broadway,  turiiing 
off*at  East  71st  street,  or  old  Marcelline  avenue. 
This  leads  over  the  railroad  tracks  and  just  across 
the  bridge  one  turns  left  onto  Canal  road.  Just 


beyond  the  bridge  the  Brecksville  road  turns  off 
to  the  south,  and  the  Canal  road  lies  straight 
ahead  along  the  east  bank  of  the  famous  old  canal. 
A  beautiful  panorama  unfolds,  with  here  and  there 
a  relic  of  the  forgotten  days  when  it  was  used 
as  a  waterway  of  commerce. 

The  village  itself  is  six  miles  in  length  along  this 
highway.  Formerly  it  was  a  part  of  the  old  village 
of  South  Newburgh.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north 
by  the  city  limits  at  the  foot  of  East  71st  street, 
on  the  east  by  Bedford  township,  on  the  south  by 
the  county  line  and  on  the  west  by  the  Cuyahoga 
river. 

There  are  two  other  approaches  to  the  new 
village,  either  of  which  may  be  used  also  as  an 
alternate  return  trip.  The  Dunham  road  route 
may  be  used  from  the  West  Side,  by  way  of  West

25th  street,  Broadview  and  Schaaf  roads.  Schaaf 
road  runs  into  the  Brecksville  road,  which  in  turn 
intercepts  the  Canal  road  between  East  21st 
street  and  Warner  road.  There  is  also  a  good  trip 
from  the  Heights  section  of  Cleveland.  Libbey 
road  may  be  used  between  Warrensville  Center 
road  and  Broadway.  This  new  road  strikes  Broad- 
way near  Stop  10.  From  here  Dunham  road  may 
be  followed  to  Tinker's  Creek,  and  so  to  Valley 
View. 

While  the  district  is  rich  in  Indian  and  pioneer 
lore,  there  are  modem  attractions.  When  the 
residents  of  the  southern  section  cut  loose  from 
South  Newburgh,^  they  assimied  all  the  debts, 
including  a  new  $30,000  school  house.  This  is  a 
modem  building,  admirably  adapted.  Two  old 
schools  were  remodeled,  one  into  a  town  hall  and 
the  other  into  a  community  center.  Here  various 
social  affairs  are  held  and  every  Saturday  night 
there  is  a  dance.  There  is  ample  water  and  now 
there  is  to  be  electric  light.  The  village  is  to 
build  its  own  line,  tapping  the  lUiominating  Co.'s 
line  at  the  city  limits.  The  village  will  in  turn  sell 
current  to  the  residents  and  also  light  the  roads 
through  the  village.  There  is  a  B.  &  O.  station, 
with  four  trains  stopping  each  day,  but  best  of  all 
are  the  excellent  brick  highways  leading  into  and 
through  the  village. 

The  village  officials  are:  Mayor — B.  C.  Allen; 


Clerk— T.  C.  Lang;  Council— C.  J.  Mehling,  C.  E. 
Brown,  John  Schreiber,  John  Winter,  John  Zimmer- 
man and  David  Gleeson. 

A  chief  point  of  picturesque  interest  is  the 
old  water-power  mill,  just  at  the  falls.  This  mill 
has  been  in  continuous  operation  for  115  years 
and.  is  still  grinding  out  flour  from  the  wheat  raised 
on  the  neighboring  hillsides  and  plateaus.  While 
wheat  has  been  an  important  commodity  in  that 
section  for  years,  tmck  gardening  is  taking  ever 
a  stronger  hold.  The  rich  soil  of  the  section  is 
admirably  adapted  to  fmits  and  vegetables,  and 
the  section  also  produces  a  big  share  of  the  milk 
that  Cleveland  consimies  every  day.  Throughout 
last  winter,  this  progressive  little  village  kept  its 
main  road  to  town  open,  and  not  a  day  was  missed 
by  the  milk  shippers. 

The  old  mill,  still  in  operation,  is  an  indication 
of  the  early  settlements,  and  these  grew  out  of 
still  older  use  by  the  Indians.  The  Pathfinders 
association  has  followed  a  trail  through  the  village, 
and  on  the  farm  of  C.  E.  Brown  the  old  trail  is 
very  plainly  marked  as  it  crosses  the  brow  of  the 
hill  and  descends  to  Tinker's  Creek.  On  the  Brown 
farm,  one  of  the  old  blazed  trees  is  marked  by  a 
tablet  showing  it  to  have  been  part  of  the  old 
Mahoning  path  leading  from  Fort  Pitt,  at  the 
junction  of  the  Allegheny  and  Monongahela  rivers, 
to  Sandusky  on  Lake  Erie.  This  may  be  reached  by 
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turning  off  at  Alexander  road  and  ascending  the 
hill  to  Brown's  farm.  This  farm  is  located  140  feet 
above  the  canal  and  affords  a  view  of  surpassing 
grandeur.  It  is  called  Winnequah,  retaining  the 
old  Indian  name  of  the  spot,  and  which  means 
"Windy  Point." 

Five  years  ago  Brown,  living  in  Cleveland, 
suffered  a  physical  breakdown.  The  doctors  told 
him  to  leave  business  and  the  city  or  they  wouldn't 
be  responsible  for  the  consequences.  Brown  bought 


the  generous  tract  atop  the  hill,  and  there  you  will 
find  him  now,  many  years  younger.  He'll  be  glad 
to  show  you  the  tablet  in  the  orchard  and  tell 
you  anything  more  you  want  to  know  about  this 
picturesque  village.

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Roadside  Telephones 

For  Use  of  Motorist,  Is  Plan  of  Councilman  Westlake  of  Columbus — 

But  What  Is  the  Use  Now? 


A  system  of  telephones  along  country  roads  for 
calling  assistance  in  case  of  mishap  is  the  plan  of 
Milton  W.  Westlake,  a  member  of  the  Columbus 
city  council. 

Westlake's  plan  is  explained  in  The  Colimibus 
Dispatch,  according  to  which  newspaper  West- 
lake  is  drafting  a  resolution  for  presentation  in  the 
body  of  which  he  is  a  member  seeking  the  co-opera- 
tion of  telephone  companies. 

The  plan  is  described  as  follows: 

"To  install  a  telephone  instrument  at  certain 
specified  intervals  along  the  principal  highways  of 
central  Ohio,  and,  if  possible,  over  the  entire  state, 
which  would  be  at  the  disposal  of  tourists  and  others 
who  need  emergency  help  of  any  kind. 

"Cotincilman  Westlake  tentatively  proposes  in- 
stalling a  telephone  at  each  mile  post,  so  to  speak, 
thus  placing  the  instrimient  within  at  most  a  half- 
mile  distance  from  any  traveler  who  has  a  break- 
down, a  blowout  or  other  road  troubles.  The 
instrument  wovild  be  placed  in  a  convenient  and 
handy-size  booth  or  box,  perhaps  similar  to  those 
used  by  interuxban  railroads.  Deposit  of  a  small 
fee  would  effect  a  connection  with  the  nearest  opera- 
tor, and  a  handy  list  of  telephone  numbers,  placed 
within  the  booth,  would  provide  easy  communica- 
tion with  garages,  service  stations,  physicians, 
city  authorities  and  other  persons  desirable  to  a 
traveler. 

"Persons  in  the  coimcilman's  confidence  are 
enthusiastic  over  the  scheme,  which  has  much  merit 
from  the  standpoint  of  utility,  at  least.  Not  only 
those  tourists  who  have  road  troubles,  but  others 
as  well  will  be  benefited  by  the  plan.  Father  or 
husband  might  be  on  his  way  to  a  nearby  town  or 
city  and,  having  forgotten  to  impart  instructions 
concerning  home  or  business  affairs  in  his  absence, 
would  find  the  telephone  within  handy  reach  at 
every  mile.  Stop  the  flivver  and  drop  the  coin — 
and  the  message  is  given  without  ftuther  trouble." 

Councilman  Westlake's  plan  would  have  done 
ver>'  well  a  few  years  ago,  but  what  is  the  use  of  it 
today  when  nobody  has  a  breakdown ;  to  hear  them 
teU  it.  Accidents,  one  might  say,  are  out  of  style. 
The  idea  of  a  mishap  along  the  road  is  entirely  out 
of  vogue.  It  simply  isn't  done.  Tire  trouble  is  a 
ching  of  the  past  and  engine  trouble  en  route  is  as 
extinct  as  the  dodo  bird  or  a  schooner  of  beer. 


Which  reminds  us  of  a  further  lack  of  use  of 
the  Westlake  system.  Once  upon  a  time  it  might 
have  been  employed  for  securing  refreshment  along 
the  road,  but  that  excuse  no  longer  exists.  It 
might  have  been  used  to  quench  a  sudden  and 
ferocious  thirst  raised  while  one  was  far  from  the 
swinging  doors.  With  such  a  system  as  Westlake's 
one  might  pull  up  in  front  of  a  mile-telephone-pole, 
ring  up  Louie's  arid  tell  him  "We've  got  all  the 
makin's  for  a  party  out  here  on  Center  road  except 
a  case  of  brew.  Send  it  right  out,  will  you,  Louie?

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Automobiles  Help  Drained  Road 

System  of  Drainage  Well  Worked  Out  Has  Proved  Successful  In  Clark  County — 

The  Mellinger  Plan 


What  drainage  will  do  for  highways  has  been 
proved  by  Clark  County  Conimissioner,  Harry  S. 
Mellinger.  Mellinger  has  always  been  an  exponent 
for  a  well  drained  road.  His  theory  has  been  well 
worked  out  on  the  old  Yellow  Springs  Pike,  which 
was  formerly  a  gravel  road,  and  at  the  time  improve- 
ment was  started  on  it  it  was  almost  impassable 
owing  to  water  standing  in  chuck  holes  which  were 
continually  being  ground  out  and  made  deeper  by 
the  traffic  going  over  this  road. 

The  method  employed  by  Mr.  Mellinger,  in 
improving  this  stretch  of  highway,  consisted  in 


might  demand.  About  one  yard  to  fifty  running 
feet  is  used  in  this  surfacing  process. 

Mellinger  claims  that  the  automobile  instead 
of  being  a  detriment  to  good  roads  is  really  a  bene- 
factor, for  the  reason  that  the  pneumatic  tires  in 
passing  over  the  surface  of  the  road  have  a  tendency 
to.  iron  out  and  compress  the  road  surface  into  a 
hard-wear-resisting  mass.  Of  course  all  traffic  on  a 
road  has  a  tendency  to  wear  down  the  crown  and  to 
scatter  this  material  to  the  side  of  the  road.  The  loss 
of  this  material  is  prevented  by  a  well  constructed 
burm  which  prevents  it  from  being  lost  into  the

the  making  of  side  ditches  to  get  the  water  level 
below  the  frost  line  of  the  road.  After  this  was 
accomplished  90  yards  of  gravel  to  each  one  half 
mile  of  road  was  applied  to  the  surface,  thus  en- 
suring a  well  balanced  body  for  the  heavy  traffic 
which  was  to  follow.  The  road  was  then  well  dragged 
whenever  it  needed  it.  About  an  8-inch  crown  was 
used,  and  a  burm  of  3  inches  built  along  the  side 
with  plenty  of  notches  cut  into  this  to  enable  the 
water  to  run  freely  into  the  side  ditches  along  the 
road.  It  was  kept  in  excellent  condition  all  vrinter 
by  the  judicious  use  of  the  road  drag,  and  the 
traffic  at  that  time  was  particularly  heavy  on 
this  piece  of  highway.  This  road  is  maintained  by 
feeding  it  -mih.  a  light  coat  of  coarse  sand  with  plenty 
of  grit  at  such  periods  as  the  surface  of  the  road 


side  ditches.  The  material  is  brought  back  to  the 
center  of  the  road  again  by  the  use  of  the  grader, 
and  the  material  so  brought  back  is  really  coarse 
sand  and  grit,  and  Mellinger  claims  that  it  is  a 
very  fine  road  binding  material,  for  it  contains  a 
certain  amount  of  groimd  stone  dust,  which  acts 
as  a  sort  of  cement  in  cementing  down  the  material 
that  has  been  brought  up  to  the  crown  of  the  road 
by  the  grader.  After  the  material  has  been  brought 
up  to  the  crown  of  the  road  a  drag  is  then  used  on 
the  surface. 

To  show  the  comparative  cost  between  a  hard 
macadam  road,  and  one  so  constructed  along  Mr. 
Mellinger's  plans,  is  as  follows: 

A  hard  macadam  road  costs  the  state  50%  and 
the  county  50%.   The  50%  of  the  county  is  sub- 
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divided,  25%  being  apportioned  to  the  county 
at  large;  15%  to  the  township  through  which  the 
road  passes,  and  10%  to  the  abutting  property 
owners.  The  cost  to  the  property  owner  on  a  road 
going  through  his  land  would  be  $3,000  per  mile, 
and  the  total  cost  of  the  hard  macadam  road 
would  be  $30,000  per  mile.  The  cost  of  a  road  built 
along  Mr.  Mellinger's  plans  would  not  exceed  $400 
to  $1,000  per  mile  for  the  total  cost  of  construction. 

Mellinger's  system  of  road  making  is  not  a 
mere  theory,  which  has  never  been  tried  out  or 
proved,  but  he  has  the  Fairchild  Pike  to  substan- 
tiate his  way  of  making  roads.  This  pike  has  been 
kept  up  according  to  Mellinger's  system  for  the 
last  ten  years,  and  every  year  the  road  is  getting 
better.  Roads  built  and  maintained  this  way,  he 
declares,  improve  with  age. 


Statistics  Show  171  Per  Gent  Increase 
In  Truck  Traffic 

Truck  traffic  between  Akron  and  Cleveland  has 
increased  171  per  cent  over  that  of  two  years  ago. 
This  startling  disclosure  results  from  a  24-hour 
traffic  census  conducted  on  the  Akron-Cleveland 
road  at  Stowe  Comers,  10  miles  north  of  Akron, 
by  the  travel  and  transport  bureau  of  the  B.  F. 
Goodrich  Rubber  company.  The  comparison  is 
based  on  a  similar  check  made  at  the  same  point  in 
the  spring  of  1918. 

The  most  remarkable  fact  brought  out  by  the 
survey  is  that  while  the  total  traffic  has  increased 
45  per  cent,  the  truck  traffic  has  increased  approxi- 
mately four  times  that  figure,  or  171  per  cent. 
Passenger  automobile  traffic  shows  an  increase  of 
27  per  cent. 

Eighty  railroad  freight  cars  would  be  required 
to  move  the  materials  and  supplies  transported  in 
this  day  by  motor.  Being  an  average  day's  movement 
this  represents  an  annual  release  of  24,000  freight 
cars  which  would  make  a  train  approximately  200 
miles  in  length.  This  graphically  illustrates  the 
growing  use  of  the  motor  truck  in  short  haul  traffic 
and  the  substantial  aid  being  rendered  the  trans- 
portation world  by  the  motor  truck. 

The  census  shows  the  following:  a  total  of  2,891 
vehicles  passed  the  observation  point  only  46  of 
which  were  horse  drawn — a  decrease  of  52^^  per 
cent  based  on  the  1918  figures;  there  were  798 
commercial  trupks  of  all  kinds  and  capacities  with 
an  aggregate  of  2,000  tons;  in  1918  over  35  per  cent 
of  the  trucks  passing  this  point  were  empty  while 
this  year's  figure  showed  but  30  per  cent  were  empty, 


which  represented  a  carrying  capacity  of  730  tons, 
equivalent  to  30  freight  cars. 

While  these  figures  show  a  vast  aggregate  of 
railroad  freight  equipment  released  for  other 
duty  they  do  not  represent  the  cars  released  by 
reason  of  the  great  number  of  passenger  auto- 
mobiles being  driven  overland  by  distributors  from 
the  factories.  Some  of  these  were  enroute  to  points 
as  far  distant  as  North  Carolina.  A  surprising 
number  of  commercial  vehicles  were  being  driven 
overland. 

The  average  number  of  vehicles  passing  for 
the  24-hour  period  was  two  per  minute,  while 
during  the  peak  hour — from  4  to  5  P.  M. — 251 
vehicles  passed,  or  slightly  more  than  four  per 
minute.  While  this  was  the  peak  hour  the  hour 
from  2  to  7  inclusively  showed,  little  difference  in 
the  volume  of  traffic.  The  lowest  traffic  ebb  was 
experienced  between  2  and  3  o'clock  in  the  morning 
when  only  five  vehicles  passed  the  station — one 
passenger  car,  three  loaded  five-ton  trucks  and  one 
loaded  three-ton  truck. 

Registration  of  motor  vehicles  in  the  United 
States  shows  that  trucks  comprise  but  10  per  cent 
of  the  total,  whereas  35  per  cent  of  the  vehicles 
passing  Stowe  Comers  in  a  day  were  tmcks.  Thus, 
the  Akron-Cleveland  road  is  upholding  its  reputation 
as  one  of  the  heaviest  commercial  traffic  highways 
in  the  country. 

The  Goodrich  survey  points  out  that  the  in- 
crease in  the  use  of  heavy  tmcks  was  mucii  greater 
than  in  smaller  sizes.  Among  the  tonnage  carried 
was  bar  steel,  building  brick,  concrete  blocks, 
farm  feed,  farm  machinery,  food  stuffs,  furnaces 
and  fumiture,  gasoline,  hardware,  lumber,  chem- 
icals, sewer  pipe,  milk,  rims  and  tires. 


To  Buy  Horse  for  Canton  Police 

The  Canton  Automobile  Club  has  voted  a 
subscription  of  $50  to  start  a  fund  for  the  purchase 
of  a  horse  for  the  Canton  police  department. 

Secretary  C.  J.  Houser  presented  the  plan,  stating 
that  a  moimted  traffic  officer  would  provide  more 
efficient  handling  of  traffic  in  the  downtown  section. 

The  fund  was  started,  and  the  arrangement 
is  to  be  carried  out  in  co-operation  with  the  police 
department.

That  the  average  driver  in  charge  of  a  commercial 
vehicle,  particularly  of  the  heavier  type,  is  heedless 
of  other  traffic,  is  generally  recognized.  What, 
if  anything,  are  the  owners  of  trucks  doing  to 
bring  about  more  careful  operation?  Or  are  the 
proprietors  assuming  almost  as  careless  an  attitude, 
that  nothing  can  be  done  about  it?  Is  there  any 
special  reward  or  recognition  to  induce  careful 
handling  ? 

Are  truck  owners  willing  that  insurance  rates 
increase  indefinitely  and  let  it  go  at  that? 


Disappointment  For  Pessimists 

The  "end  of  the  automobile  boom"  is  again 
declared  to  be  in  sight.  The  seers  who  predict 
without  analyzing  foresee  that  the  tightening  of 
money  will  let  the  bottom  fall  out  of  the  automobile 
market. 

The  "auto  fad"  has  been  "ending"  now  ever 
since  it  began.  In  some  ways,  it  is  strange  that  there 
persist  persons  who  do  not  appreciate  that  the 
motor  industry  is  not  a  boom  business  and  that 
the  use  of  the  motor  car  is  not  a  fad.   In  spite  of 


almost  annual  prophecies  of  "the  end  of  the  boom," 
the  automobile  business  has  marched  steadily  on, 
taking  no  backward  step  but  progressing  each  year 
in  production  and  in  wealth. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  in  slack  times  the  motor 
car  comes  into  its  own.  It  is  then  that  waste  must 
be  eliminated  and  savings  effected.  The  use  of 
the  motor  car  conserves  our  precious  time,  time 
that  cannot  be  replaced  or  made  up.  Dtiring  high 
tide  prosperity,  a  certain  amount  of  waste  and  loss 
may  be  tolerated.  But  in  tight  times,  we  must  take 
up  the  slack  and  utilize  every  resource  of  real 
economy.  Less  efficient  means  of  transport  and 
communication  may  be  permitted  to  serve  when 
waste  is  not  so  carefully  watched,  but  in  other  days 
the  most  efficient  form  is  the  absolute  necessity; 
and  that  necessary,  high  degree  of  efficiency  is 
represented  in  the  automobile. 

One  can  understand  that  in  the  world  at  large, 
there  may  be  those  who  do  not  understand  the 
real  and  full  importance  of  the  automobile.  If 
there  are  any  in  the  trade  itself  who  may  be 
uncertain  on  that  point,  it  would  be  no  serious 
loss  if  conditions  arose  to  eliminate  the  calamity 
howlers  from  the  industry's  ranks.

A.  A.  A.  Convention 

A  good  sized  delegation  from  Ohio  attended  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  American  Automobile  Asso- 
ciation which  was  held  in  New  York.  The  Ohio

Armed  Automobile  Thieves 

(Editorial  in  Columbus  State  Journal.) 

Columbus  police  are  encitled  to  congratulations 
for  capturing  recently  two  young  men  whom  they 
found  trying  to  make  way  with  an  automobile. 
Both  as  to  judgment  and  marksmanship  they  are 
entitled  to  large  credit  for  shooting  one  when  he 
sought  to  escape.  Both  young  men  were  armed, 
one  sought  to  use  his  gun.  They  were  from  an- 
other city,  they  are  said  to  have  admitted  they  had 
stolen  cars  and  were  in  Columbus  to  steal  another. 
It  is  fortunate  they  were  detected  and  captured  be- 
fore they  committed  the  larceny  they  planned.  The 
shoocing,  the  capture,  the  failure  of  the  theft,  will 
be  important  facts  for  other  chieves  to  contemplate 
when  they  plan  a  foray  on  Columbus. 

One  man  had  armed  himself  with  a  large  auto- 
matic pistol,  the  most  awftil  and  murderous  weapon 
a  man .  may  carry.  The  man  who  puts  such  a 
weapon  in  his  pocket,  then  goes  out  on  a  stealing 
expedition,  is  a  potential  murderer.  Pistols  are 
made  to  kill.  The  heavy  automatic  has  no  equal 
in  its  qualities  of  murderous  certainty.  No  pains 
should  be  spared  in  clearing  up  the  record  of  these 
men.  They  should  be  held  to  accovmt  for  all  their 
misdeeds.  They  are  dangerous  citizens,  a  menace 
to  the  safety  of  life  and  property.  When  such  men 
seek  to  escape  the  police  should  not  hesitate  to  lay 
them  low  with  a  well  placed  shot.  It  is  a  proper 
exercise  of  police  power.  A  few  instances  of  that 
sort  will  make  Columbus  unattractive  to  the  thieves.

In  the  hope  of  wiping  out  entirely  the  avoid- 
able automobile  accident;  in  so  doing  to  save  at 
least  10,000  lives  and  millions  of  dollars  annually, 
and  to  remove  from  the  motor  vehicle  the  stigma 
"dangerous  machine,"  the  Underwriters  Labora- 
tories with  the  assistance  of  the  National  Safety 
Council  are  now  carrying  on  extensive  experi- 
ments with  appliances  for  the  prevention  of  auto- 
mobile accidents. 

The  use  of  laminated  glass  for  wind  shield 
construction,  wind  shield  cleaning  appliances,  the 
construction  of  steering  gears,  and  the  whole 
subject  of  head  lamp  dimmers  and  diffusers  are 
involved  in  the  tests  under  way.  While  the  labo- 
ratories are  conducting  these  tests  with  mechanical 
sources  of  automobile  accidents  and  their  prevention 
the  National  Safety  Council  through  its  local 
councils  is  making  a  study  of  all  traffic  accidents.

the  National  Safety  Council  at  Chicago  the  Under- 
writers Laboratories  says: 

"The  stock  insurance  companies  are  at  the 
present  time  giving  reductions  in  insurance  rates 
for  the  use  of  listed  fire  extinguishers  and  locking 
devices  and  they  have  recently  advised  us  that  the 
use  of  bumpers  which  have  been  found  acceptable 
by  us  as  a  result  of  tests,  wiW  entitle  the  car  owner 
to  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  collision  insurance 
rate.  Further,  certain  other  devices  which  should 
result  in  a  reduction  in  collisions,  will  be  recognized 
by  the  Collision  Schedule  by  substantial  reduc- 
tions, i.  e.,  an  automobile  traffic  signal  installed 
on  an  automobile  and  so  designed  as  to  indicate  the 
intention  of  the  driver  with  respect  to  stopping  or 
turning  should  reduce  the  number  of  collisions. 

"We  have  for  several  years  been  testing  auto- 
mobile traffic  signals  not  only  by  actual  road  tests 
to  show  their  suitability  for  use  and  effect  upon 
drivers  following,  but  also  by  durability  tests  to 
determine  whether  they  would  last  for  the  life  of 
the  automobile  on  which  they  were  installed.  Up 
to  the  present  time  we  have  tested  some  five  or 
six  of  these  traffic  signals  and  have  listed  only  one. 
The  main  trouble  with  these  devices  appears  to  be 
that  they  will  not  be  sufficiently  durable  to  last  for 
the  life  of  the  automobile  on  which  they  are  in- 
stalled. In  fact,  in  some  cases  where  electric  traffic 
signals  have  been  employed,  the  construction  was 
such  as  to  offer  a  marked  increase  of  fire  hazard 
to  the  automobile  on  which  it  was  attached  due 
to  defective  wiring,  defective  methods  of  installation, 
etc.  We  now  have  before  us  several  traffic  signals 
which  apparently  possess  some  merit,  as  indicated 
by  the  results  thus  far  obtained. 

"The  use  of  laminated  glass  for  wind  shield 
construction  is  a  comparatively  new  feature  in 
automobile  work  and  considerable  attention  is 
being  given  to  this  item  at  the  Laboratories  at 
the  present  time.  It  can  be  readily  seen  that  with 
the  use  of  a  suitable  form  of  laminated  glass,  in- 
juries due  to  collisions  will  be  markedly  decreased  if 
the  flying  glass  hazard  is  reduced  to  the  minimum. 

While  only  one  form  of  laminated  glass  has  thus 
far  been  listed  for  this  service,  three  or  four  other 
mantifacturers  have  either  submitted  their  product 
for  examination  or  have  signified  their  intention 
of  so  doing. in  the  near  future. 

"The  application  of  windshield  cleaners  to 
automobiles  is  of  marked  advantage  in  reducing 
the  possibility  of  accidents  from  collision,  and  this

organization  is  doing  considerable  work  in  testing! 
such  devices. 

"We  are  now  arranging  to  make  tests  of  steering! 
gears  wherein  the  gears  will  be  mounted  upon  a 
stand  and  be  operated  a  number  of  times  equivalent ^ 
to  what  would  be  expected  on  an  automobile  after! 
five  years  of  severe  service  in  order  to  determine' 
the  possibility  of  accidents  occurring  due  to  de- 
fective construction.    Up  to  the  present  time  no 
steering  gears  have  been  listed  but  it  is  expected 
to  do  considerable  work  along  this  line  in  the  near 
future. 

"The  subject  of  head  lamp  dimmers  and  dif- 
f users  has  received  some  attention  from  us  and  we 
have  developed  means  whereby  the  'glare'  can  be 
defined  in  terms  of  apparent  candle  power.  As 
you  know,  a  number  of  states  have  legislated  con- 
cerning the  use  of  head  lamps  but  only  one  or  two, 
principally  California  and  Wisconsin,  have  con- 
sidered the  possibility  of  actually  making  tests  to 
determine  scientifically  the  so-called  'glare'  factor."

New  Officers  Chosen  —  Reform  Demanded  in  Ohio  Road  Situation 

Meeting  of  the  State  Association

Calling  for  a  new  deal  in  Ohio  road  progress, 
endorsing  the  creation  of  a  state  police  force,  and 
protesting  against  discrimination  in  automobile 
taxation,  the  annual  convention  of  the  Ohio  State 
automobile  association  at  Zanesville,  June  17,  broke 
all  records. 

With  more  than  500  delegates  included  in  the 
roll  of  the  convention,  the  meeting  was  marked  by 
the  enthusiasm,  the  harmony  and  the  progressive 
spirit  that  have  come  to  be  recognized  as  typical 
of  the  organization's  sessions. 

The  Muskingtun  Motor  club  of  Zanesville  was 
right  on  the  job  with  complete  arrangements  for 
the  entertainment  of  delegates  and  for  conducting 
the  business  and  social  sessions  of  the  convention. 

The  business  session  opened  Thursday  morning 
in  the  High  school  auditorium.  L.  H.  Gibson, 
represented  Mayor  D.  J.  Evans,  and  declared  the 
mayor  had  left  instructions  to  turn  over  to  the 
visitors  the  keys  to  the  city  but  not  the  keys  to  the 
cellars.  Rev.  J.  H.  Dodshon  spoke  a  word  of  wel- 
come on  behalf  of  the  Zanesville  organization. 

At  this  point  proceedings  were  interrupted  by 


D.  W.  Armstrong,  secretary  of  the  Muskingum 
Motor  club.  He  bore  to  the  stage  a  generous  basket 
of  Brobdignagian  strawberries.  He  called  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  The  Ohio  Motorist  had  pub- 
lished encomiimis  regarding  the  fruit  grown  in  the 
Barnesville  neighborhood  and  he  brought  practical 
evidence  to  prove  that  no  finer  strawberries  are 
grown  on  the  planet  than  those  nurtured  in  the 
Zanesville  district.  Samples  being  distributed 
among  the  delegates  the  vote  was  unanimous  in 
favor  of  Zanesville  We  stand  most  deliciously 
corrected. 

The  roll  call  of  clubs  was  next  in  order  and  at  its 
conclusion  attention  was  called  by  Hon.  R.  G. 
Taylor  of  Norwalk  to  the  addition  of  the  Norwalk 
Automobile  club  to  the  list  of  constituent  organiza- 
tions. Mr.  Taylor,  a  member  of  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, told  of  the  formation  of  a  club  in  Huron 
county  and  tendered  initial  payment  for  affiliation. 

Committees  Named 

The  next  business  being  the  appointment  of 
committees,  it  was  moved  by  Judge  Powell  of  Cleve- 
land that  the  chair  appoint  a  committee  on  nomina- 
tions, W.  H.  Loller  of  Youngstown  moved  for  a 
committee  on  credentials  and  E.  L.  Hauser  of  War- 
ren for  a  committee  on  resolutions.  President 
Meals  announced  the  personnel  of  these  committees 
as  follows:

The  annual  report  of  the  secretary  was  read  by 
Fred  H.  Caley  who  announced  at  the  same  time  his

desire  and  determination  to  retire  from  the  office 
of  secretary.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  applause 
following  the  reading  of  the  report,  R.  G.  Valentine, 
Cleveland,  led  the  convention  in  singing  "America." 
President's  Address 

The  reading  of  the  treasurer's  report  was  post- 
poned until  later  in  the  session,  and  President  Meals 
then  launched  into  his  annual  address.  He  opened 
by  pointing  out  that  a  common  interest  exists  among 
all  of  the  half-million  automobile  owners  in  Ohio 
and  this  interest  should  lead  to  their  active  support 
of  automobile  clubs.  He  declared  that  by  associat- 
ing themselves  together  in  clubs,  the  motorists  of 
the  state  would  most  effectively  promote  good  roads, 
better  traffic  regulations  and  greater  convenience 
in  the  utility  and  comfortable  use  of  the  motor  car. 

The  president  declared  there  seemed  to  be  an 
inclination  visible  in  some  legislative  bodies  to  raid 
the  automobile  owners  in  taxation,  and  that  while 
automobile  owners  as  a  class  do  not  object  to  just 
and  equable  taxation,  other  citizens  should  meet 
the  motorist  halfway. 

"The  highways  of  Ohio  at  present  are  a  shame 
and  a  disgrace  in  the  galaxy  of  states,"  the  president 
vehemently  declared.  "Ohio  has  the  poorest  roads 
of  any  state  east  of  the  Mississippi  and  north  of  the 
Mason-Dixon  line."  All  states  east  of  Ohio,  he 
pointed  out,  have  good  trunk  lines,  but  Ohio  has  not. 

"There  has  been  much  talking  and  much  nego- 
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tiation  in  Ohio  on  the  subject  of  roads  but  the  only 
result  that  I  can  see  is  a  double  tax  on  motor  cars." 

"The  present  wretched  condition  of  our  highways 
is  due  in  part  to  the  overloading  and  speeding  of 
trucks,"  he  continued.  "And  in  part  is  due  to  poor 
construction  of  the  road  itself.  But  whatever  the 
fault  or  cause,  the  actual  condition  today  is  de- 
plorable and  shameful  and  militates  against  the 
prosperity  of  the  state." 

President  Meals  pointed  out  the  wonderful 
work  done  by  the  automobile  in  relieving  the  trans- 
portation crisis  caused  by  the  breakdown  of  the 
railroads  and  declared  that  millions  would  be  hungry 
and  out  of  work  were  it  not  for  the  automobile. 

The  automobile,  therefore,  he  declared  is  en- 
titled to  greater  consideration  at  the  hands  of 
legislative  bodies  instead  of  being  made  a  target, 
but  the  attitude  persists  in  some  quarters  to  make 
the  motor  car  the  object  of  unjust  taxation  burdens, 
and  he  declared  that  unless  the  automobile  clubs 
maintained  constant  vigilance  there  might  be  suc- 
cessful the  proposed  attempt  to  place  a  tax  on  gaso- 
line. The  president  called  attention  to  the  need 
for  greater  uniformity  in  traffic  regulation  and  de- 
clared this  was  one  of  the  subjects  which  deserved 
early  consideration  at  the  hands  of  automobile  clubs. 

The  president's  address  concluded  the  morning 
session  and  committees  met  during  the  noon  ad- 
journment. 


Afternoon  Session 

The  afternoon  session  was  oi)ened  by  the  report 
of  the  credentials  committee,  which  was  adopted. 
The  nominating  committee  then  reported  a  list  of 
candidates  as  given  at  the  opening  of  this  account 
of  the  convention.  In  selecting  F.  F.  Bentley  to 
be  president,  elevating  him  from  the  office  of  first 
vice  president,  each  of  the  other  vice  presidents 
was  similarly  elevated  and  the  vacancy  in  the  fourth 
vice  presidency  was  filled  by  the  naming  of  Rev. 
J.  H.  Dodshon  of  Zanesville.  While  the  association 
yielded  to  the  wishes  of  President  Meals  and  Secre- 
tary Caley  in  retiring  they  were  chosen  to  the  board 
of  trustees  where  their  counsel  and  co-operation 
would  be  valuable  to  the  organizations.  The  third 
place  on  the  board  was  filled  by  P.  F.  Knowlton  of 
Ashtabula.  Charles  C.  Janes,  now  serving  his  third 
term  as  president  of  the  Columbus  club  and  who  has 
with  distinction  served  as  president  and  as  trustee 
of  the  state  association,  was  chosen  state  secretar>\ 
Jacob  L.  Will  was  nominated  again  as  treasurer. 

These  nominations  .  were  enthusiastically  rati- 
fied and  the  candidates  mentioned  unanimously 
elected. 

Several  amendments  were  then  proposed  to  the 
constitution  and  by  laws,  same  having  been  pre- 
pared by  a  special  committee. 

The  first  of  these  changed  the  annual  member- 
ship fee  paid  into  the  state  association  treasury,  and 
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which  covers  A.  A.  A.  affiHation,  to  $1  per  year.  This 
was  adopted.  The  second  and  third  proposals — to 
raise  the  minimum  membershi])  of  an  affiUated  club 
lo  100  and  to  decrease  the  basis  of  representation  in 
the  state  association — both  were  laid  on  the  table. 

The  resolutions  committee,  through  Chainnan 
C.  D.  Saviers,  Columbus,  then  reported  the  resolu- 
tions given  in  full  in  this  issue,  and  they  were 
unanimously  adopted. 

R.  G.  Valentine  led  the  convention  in  singing  a 
few  well-known  choruses,  after  which  Chief  of  Police 
Frank  Smith  of  Cleveland  was  introduced.  Chief 
Smith  told  of  the  motorization  of  the  police  de- 
partment in  order  that  crime  prevention  and  detec- 
tion might  keep  pace  with  wrongdoing.  He  told 
how  highwaymen  and  other  law-breakers  were  using 
automobiles  to  make  their  getaways  and  what  the 
establishment  of  flying  squads  and  similar  motoriza- 
tion measures  had  done  in  Cleveland.  Chief  Smith 
said  the  next  step  must  be  in  the  patrolling  of  country- 
roads  and  urged  a  system  of  police  in  the  rural 
districts  that  might  be  useful  in  catching  automobile 
thieves,  in  stopping  reckless  drivers  and  in  guarding 
sections  now  very  much  under-policed.  He  de- 
clared that  a  proper  state  police  force  would  by  co- 
operating with  city  police  reduce  automobile  theft 
75  per  cent. 

Police  Officials  Speak 

Chief  Smith  was  accorded  a  most  gratifying 
reception,  and  he  was  followed  by  Deputy  Inspector 
Edward  May,  in  charge  of  Cleveland's  traffic  squad. 
Inspector  May  vu"ged  examination  and  licensing  of 
everyone  before  permitting  them  to  operate  an 
automobile. 

The  battle,  he  said,  is  no  longer  between  the 
pedestrian  and  the  motorist;  that  is  over.  The 
present  battle,  he  declared,  is  between  the  careful 
and  the  careless,  and  he  warned  the  association 
that  unless  the  careful  drivers  took  measures  for 
their  own  protection  that  the  careless  and  the  reck- 
less would  destroy  them. 

Inspector  May  was  listened  to  with  great  at- 
tention and  enthusiastically  applauded.  He  was 
followed  by  State  Highway  Commissioner  A.  R. 
Taylor,  who  outlined  the  difficulties  in  shipping 
which  have  been  encountered  and  which  are  de- 
laying the  road  program  of  Ohio. 

I  "I  am  going  to  send  men  to  every  cement  plant 
with  contracts  for  Ohio,"  he  declared,  "and  if  I 

'  find  that  any  of  them  are  discriminating  against 
Ohio,  I  will  turn  the  matter  over  to  Attorney  General 
John  G.  Price  for  further  and  proper  action." 

Commissioner  Taylor  explained  the  various 
classification  of  roads  in  Ohio  in  order  that  responsi-

bility  for  maintenance  might  be  properly  placed. 
This  year's  construction  program,  he  said,  calls  for 
about  $24,000,000  worth  of  work.  Of  this  amount 
i$4, 000,000  is  from  the  federal  treasury,  $5,000,000 
from  the  state  half -mill  levy  and  $15,000,000  as  the 
share  of  the  various  counties  through  which  the 
proposed  improvements  pass.  The  maintenance 
fund,  explained,  is  made  up  wholly  of  automobile 
tax  receipts. 

Announces  Highway  Policy 

The  commissioner  explained  that  the  policy  he 
intended  to  pursue  was  based  largely  on  lessons 
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learned  from  otlier  states,  and  that  he  had  been 
made  a  firm  advocate  of  "roads  from  some  place  to 
some  place."  He  said  a  different  system  had  in 
the  past  been  pursued  in  Ohio,  where  roads  had  been 
built  piece-meal  instead  of  on  a  trunk-line  plan. 

Commissioner  Taylor's  statement,  "It  is  my 
ambition  to  bring  Ohio  to  the  standing  where  she 
belongs  in  the  road  business,"  brought  forth  great 
applause. 

Following  the  highway  commissioner's  talk,  a 
very  interesting  comedy  was  enacted.  Sergeant- 
at-arms  Jake  Mintz  called  Secretary'  Caley  from  the 
hall  on  a  pretext  and  with  the  assistance  of  Secretary 
Loller  of  Youngstown  kept  him  engaged  in  another 
part  of  the  building.  During  the  secretary's  ab- 
sence. Judge  Meals  told  the  convention  of  a  plan 
devised  to  present  Secretary  Caley  with  an  appro- 
priate gift.  There  was  related  how  well  Secretarj' 
Caley  had  served  the  association  over  a  period  of 
seven  years,  the  success  that  had  attended  his  efforts 
and  that  he  had  always  refused  any  reward  or  com- 
pensation. It  was  the  plan  to  present  a  ring  to 
the  retiring  secretary,  and  upon  discussion  the  con- 
vention voted  to  pay  for  the  present  from  the  funds 
of  the  association,  so  that  each  individual  member 
might  feel  he  had  made  a  contribution  to  the  gift 
for  an  untiring  official  who  had  refused  previous 
compensation.  A  formal  motion  to  this  effect  was 
made  by  R.  X.  Giering  of  Cleveland,  seconded  by 
Andre w]Auble  of  Akron,  and  it  carried  with  a  whoop. 

The  convention  authorized  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
the  Muskingum  Motor  club,  to  the  city  officials 


and  L.  II.  (lihsoii  o[  Zancsvillc  and  tn  the  ci )iniuunity 
as  a  whole.  A  spirited  contest  between  Columbus 
and  Youngstown  for  the  next  convention  resulted  in 
the  choice  of  Youngstown.  That  action  concluded 
the  business  session  of  the  convention. 

Evening  Session 

The  banquet  in  the  evening  was  held  in  Memorial 
Hall.  A  delightful  meal  was  served  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  win  unstinted  praise  for  W.  E.  Deacon  and  the 
ladies  of  Grace  M.  E.  church,  who  had  the  affair 
in  charge.  Little  Verna  Frances  Armstrong,  daugh- 
ter of  the  secretary  of  the  Muskingum  club,  sang 
several  solos,  revealing  a  voice  of  extraordinary 
beauty  and  culture.  The  selections  by  the  Treble 
Clef  club  of  ladies  were  enthusiastically  received. 

The  principal  speakers  at  the  evening  session  were 
Secretary  of  State  Harvey  C.  Smith  and  A.  G. 
Batchelder  of  Washington,  chairman  of  the  execu- 
tive board  of  the  American  Automobile  association. 

The  secretary  of  state's  remarks  were  in  his 
usual  happy  vein  and  he  took  occasion  to  show  the 
delegates  samples  of  next  year's  tags.  Green  back- 
ground with  white  numerals  will  be  the  color  com- 
Ijination  utilized  in  1921  and  those  displayed  met 
with  general  approval.  Judge  Smith  complimented 
the  clubs  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  license 
tags  had  been  distributed  and  briefly  reviewed 
automobile  legislation. 

Federal  Road  Plan 

Mr.  Batchelder  discussed  the  federal  highway 
program,  the  gasoline  supply  and  road  marking.  • 
He  ex]:)lained  that  under  the  Townsend  bill,  which

the  A.  A.  A.  is  supporting,  the  federal  government 
is  to  build  directly  the  main  highways  of  national 
importance  and  that  the  states  will  be  required  to 
build  roads  of  somewhat  lesser  importance  mile  for 
mile  with  the  amount  of  work  done  by  the  federal 
government  in  each  state.  The  speaker  pointed  out 
the  benefit  which  the  larger,  richer  and  more  popu- 
lous states  would  receive  from  helping  the  less  pros- 
perous states,  and  he  explained  that  the  states — 
such  as  Ohio — which  had  already  improved  some 
roads  of  national  importance,  would  receive  federal 
appropriations  in  proportion  to  the  ntimber  of  miles 
already  built, 

The  report  of  the  federal  trade  commission  on 
the  oil  situation  was  quoted  as  revealing  no  evidence 
of  a  combination  among  oil  people  to  fix  prices  ir- 
respective of  the  law  of  supply  and  demand  but 
recommended  that  exportations  of  crude  oil  and 
its  products  be  halted.  Whether  or  not  this  could 
be  done  under  the  constitution  was  a  question,  he 
said. 

The  A.  A.  A.  executive  urged  all  clubs  to  follow 
the  lead  of  those  in  Ohio  which  are  marking  not 
only  country  highways  but  the  routes  to  be  followed 
through  the  cities. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer,  delayed  from  the 
business  session,  was  read  by  Jacob  L.  Will,  Coltim- 
bus.  The  fiscal  statement  of  January  1  was  supple- 
mented by  the  announcement  that  the  amount  on 
hand  the  day  of  the  convention  exceeded  $7000. 

Others  who  spoke  at  the  evening  session  were 
Walter  D.  Meals,  wl>o  acted  as  luaslniaster,  Rev. 
J.  H.  Dodshon,  Secretary  Charles  C.  Janes,  G.  P.

Trustees  Hold  Busy  Meeting 

The  board  of  trustees  of  the  Ohio  State  Automo- 
bile Association  held  its  first  meeting  following  the 
convention  at  Cleveland,  July  2.  There  was  only 
one  absentee  out 'of  the  sixteen  officers  and  trustees 
and  a  large  amount  of  business  was  transacted. 

The  trustees  authorized  the  removal  of  the  head- 
quarters of  the  organization  from  Cleveland  to 
Columbus  where  they  will  be  in  charge  of  Charles 
C.  Janes,  the  newly-elected  secretary. 

President  F.  F.  Bentley  announced  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  legislative  committee  for  the  coming 
year  as  follows:  Walter  D.  Meals,  Cleveland, 
chairman;  W.  H.  LoUer,  Youngstown;  Fred  H. 
Caley,  Cleveland;  Wesley  Thurstin,  Toledo;  Howard 
C.  Allen,  Washington  C,  H.;  Charles  C.  Janes, 
Jacob  L.  Will,  Coltunbus,  and  M.  B.  Morrissey, 
Bucyrus. 

Several  subjects  of  legislation  were  discussed  and 
referred  to  the  committee.  It  was  reported  that 
the  horsepower  tax  law  is  not  working  out  success- 
fully in  the  case  of  rural  communities,  which  are 
receiving  less  for  street  and  road  maintenance  than 
the  former  appropriations.  Amendments  were  sug- 
gested to  require  communities  receiving  a  share  of 
the  automobile  receipts  to  appropriate  equal 
amounts  for  highway  maintenance.  It  was  also 
recommended  that  the  law  be  changed  to  provide 
for  prorating  the  license  fee  only  after  July  1.  The 
board  authorized  the  posting  of  signs  in  the  Marion 
district  to  help  the  thousands  of  motorists  going  to 
Marion  this  summer.  Other  matters  referred  to  the 
legislative  committee  were  the  state  constabulary  and 
uniform  traffic  codes,  the  board  also  authorizing 
the  appointment  of  two  delegates  to  the  San  Fran- 
cisco convention  of  traffic  officers. 

A  large  munber  of  matters  of  routine  business 
also  were  disposed  of.

Association  favors  a  highway  jjrogram  for 
this  state  based  on  the  interests  of  the  user 
rather  than  on  those  of  the  builder,  that  greater 
attention  be  devoted  in  the  future  toward  mainte- 
nance as  well  as  to  new  construction,  in  order  that 
the  roads  we  have  may  be  kept  in  good  condition 
instead  of  merely  spending  each  year  large  sums  for 
materials  for  new  roads;  that  the  public  officials 
charged  with  our  highway  policy  guard  against 
dictation,  encroachment  or  undue  influence  by  the 
Ohio  Good  Roads  Federation  or  any  other  organiza- 
tion seeking  exploitation  for  private  or  selfish 
profits. 

WHEREAS,  police  protection  in  the  rural 
districts  and  on  country  highways  should 
be  increased,  be  it 
Resolved,  by  the  Ohio  State  Automobile  Asso- 
ciation, that  this  organization  favor  the  creation 
in  Ohio  of  a  state  police  force  to  aid  in  guarding 
sections  otherwise  underpoliced,  to  assist  in  curbing 
automobile  theft  and  reckless  driving  over  country 
roads  and  to  assist  generally  in  the  suppression  of 
crime  and  violence. 

WHEREAS,  the  roads  of  Ohio  are  in  deplor- 
able condition,  and  whereas  a  variety  of 
causes  have  brought  about  that  condition, 
and  whereas  some  immediate  steps  are  necessary 
for  the  preservation  of  such  roads  as  remain  in 
travelable  condition,  be  it 

Resolved,  that  we  urge  county  sheriffs  and  other 
public  officials  to  enforce  the  law  limiting  the  weight 
and  speed  of  motor  vehicles. 

RESOLVED,  that  in  enacting  or  revising 
traffic  codes,  city  councils  and  similar  legis- 
lative bodies  of  Ohio  cities  give  due  con- 
sideration to  the  laws  of  other  communities  in  order 
that  there  may  be  brought  about  the  greatest 
possible  degree  of  uniformity. 

WHEREAS,  the  state  highway  program  in 
Ohio  is  becoming  a  $50,000,000  enter- 
prise, 

Rcsoh-ed,    that    the    Ohio    State  Automobile 


Association  favors  centralized  control  of  state  high- 
way activities,  that  the  legislation  be  re-enacted 
abolishing  the  state  highway  advisory  board  or  any 
other  body  that  seeks  to  decentralize  responsibility 
for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  an  adequate 
state  highway  system  in  Ohio; 

Resolved  further,  that  the  responsibility  for 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  such  a  system 
be  lodged  in  the  state  highway  commissioner  and 
that  the  salary  of  that  position  be  increased  to  a 
figure  commensurate  with  the  abilities  of  the  man 
needed  to  fill  it. 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Ohio  State  Automobile 
Association  refuse  to  encourage  the  moocher, 
the  dead  beat  and  the  motorist  who  refuses 
to  support  the  club  by  declining  to  give  free  touring 
information  to  motorists  unless  they  are  paid-up 
members  in  good  standing  of  a  club  affiliated  with 
the  Ohio  State  Automobile  Association  or  the  Ameri- 
can Automobile  Association.

Is  Ohio  ever  to  have  a  continuous  system  of  good 
roads?  Why  is  it  that  other  states  have  achieved 
this  result  while  in  Ohio  we  are  still  falling  oflf  in  the 
mud  or  bumping  over  roads  that  are  a  disgrace? 

When  Ohio  officials  were  busy  with  alibis  re- 
garding shortages  of  labor,  material  or  funds,  it 
was  possible  to  drive  in  other  states  over  roads  in  A 1 
condition.  If  new  construction  in  other  com- 
munities has  been  retarded,  their  maintenance 
patrols  have  been  steadily  on  the  job  with  gratifying 
results  as  to  keej^ing  roads  travelable. 

Goodness  knows  we  have  jjaid  and  arc  ])aying 
taxes  enough  to  have,  secure  and  maintain  an  ade- 
quate system.  But  instead  of  enjoying  such  thor- 
oughfares as  other  states  have,  Ohio's  road  ma.\)  is 
full  of  scars  and  the  roads  are  full  of  holes. 

This  is  a  black  picture,  but  it  is  time  for  us 
Ohioans  to  wake  up  to  the  fact  that  other  states  are 
showing  us  the  way  on  the  highway  proposition. 
While  other  states  have  been  getting  roads  we  have 
been  getting  explanations. 

If  there  is  a  road  hoodoo  over  Ohio,  it  is  time  to 
find  cut  what  it  is  and  exorcise  it. 


The  Census  and  Ohio  Cities 

Some  Ohio  cities  have  been  disappointed  by  the 
official  census  returns.  Some  communities  have 
not  realized  their  hopes  of  overtaking  more  populous 
neighbors  and  the  official  figures  have  contained 
other  disappointments.  Anyone  who  has  travelled 
a  big  part  of  Ohio  or  is  acquainted  with  many  of 
the  cities  will  agree  that  mere  statistics  on  the 
number  of  inhabitants  do  not  completely  indicate 
a  city's  desirability  or  value  for  either  residence  or 
business.  Many  of  the  smaller  cities  possess  merits 
abo\e  pkices  of  al)out  the  same  size  l)ut  which

Now  let  us  consider  a  city  which  last  year  ap- 
propriated $100,000  for  street  maintenance  from 
the  general  revenues.  This  year  no  such  ai)])rii- 
priation  is  made,  the  street  repair  fund  consistin;/ 
of  $75,000  from  the  automobile  tax. 

We  are  still  waiting  for  a  little  activity  on  the  part 
of  some  proponents  of  the  horsepower  tax  to  secure 
extra  appropriations  from  general  funds  for  main- 
tenance.

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COURTS  SUSTAIN  TAXI  ORDINANCE 

The  common  pleas  court  and  the  court  of  appeals  have  upheld  the  Cleveland  taxicah  onhnance.

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day,  most  of  them  being  old-style  macadam,  but  they 
show  signs  of  wear  and  tear.  Scarifying  and  similar 
methods  are  being  employed  to  put  the  highways  in 
favorable  condition  at  the  earliest  jrassible  time. 

With  this  work  completed  a  road  that  may  ho. 
termed  good  will  lead  from  Cleveland  to  the  Re- 
publican summer  capital. 

The  trip  is  120  miles  and  requires  five  to  six 
hours.  Leave  Cleveland,  from  Rocky  River,  on 
the  North  Ridge  road,  which  is  the  second  brick 
road  turning  off  to  the  left,  to  the  west  of  the  bridge. 
Follow  this  to  Clague  road  and  turn  right  and  north 
on  Clagvie  road.  Clague  road  runs  into  the  Lake 
road.  Follow  the  Lake  road  through  Avon,  Lorain 
and  Vermilion  into  Huron.  In  Huron — the  speed- 
ometer registering  50.  7  miles  from  the  square — turn 
left  onto  a  brick  pavement.  This  leads  southerly 
through  Avery  and  Milan  to  Norwalk  and  is  good 
for  the  entire  distance  into  Norwalk.  At  Norwalk 
turn  right  onto  the  main  street  and  follow  same 
through  to  Monroeville.  Turn  left  and  south  in 
Monroeville  for  Havana  and  Willard.  The  latter 
is  the  new  name  for  Chicago  Junction,  and  many  of 
the  sign-boards  with  which  the  road  is  liberally 
marked,  bear  the  old  name.  Just  below  the  hamlet 
of  Havana  turn  left  onto  state  route  455  which  leads 
into  Willard.  In  Willard  at  the  end  of  the  town  turn 
right  onto  a  brick  pavement  which  extends  part  of 
the  way  to  Attica.  Paving  is  going  on  in  Attica  and 
it  is  necessary  to  turn  off  to  the  left,  this  road  leading 
straight  through  Chatfield   into  Bucyrus.     It  is 


worth  noting  .that  Bucyrus  is  arranging  to  take 
care  of  the  overflow  of  tourists  from  Marion.  There 
are  ample  hotel  accomodations  and  these  and  other 
arrangements  are  being  cared  for  by  Secretary  M. 
B.  Morrissey  of  the  Crawford  County  Automobile 
club.  Morrissey  and  his  co-workers  realize  Bucyrus 
will  have  to  help  Marion  entertain  the  thousands  of 
visitors  and  preparations  are  being  made  along  this 
line  in  adequate  fashion. 

From  Bucyrus  the  road  leads  out  Poplar  avenue, 
following  the  ttolley  line  into  Marion.  While  this 
road  is  being  improved,  a  branch  road  leading  off  to 
the  r,\.,ht  from  Bucyrus  will  be  in  temporary  use,  but 
the  main  road  is  expected  to  be  in  commission  by 
July  22,  and  for  the  rest  of  the  summer. 

D.  R.  Crissinger  is  chairman  of  the  local  com- 
mittee in  Marion.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
to  take  care  of  thousands  of  motorists  because  it  is 
realized  that  in  this  campaign  thousands  will  visit 
the  candidate's  home  town  by  automobiles  who  in 
former  years  would  have  come  by  train.  Officers  of 
the  Marion  Automobile  club,  J.  F.  Prendergast 
(lifelong  friend  of  Senator  Harding),  and  others  have 
agreed  with  Chairman  Crissinger  on  j^reparations 
for  handling  this  tremendous  motor  traffic.

Pcrliaps  that  doesn't  sound  very  exeiti'n^  to  you. 
Auti-moi.ile  rides  may  be  rather  an  everyday  affair 
in  your  life,  and  perhaps  in  the  lives  of  those  around 
you.

Club  Wins  Legal  Victory  Over 
Village  Officials 

In  its  defense  of  motorists  against  petty  local 
restrictions  another  victory  has  been  won  l)y  the 
Cleveland  Automobile  club. 

The  automobile  club  took  up  the  case  against 
J.  L.  Hess,  son  of  a  club  member,  and  C.  R.  Draper 
his  friend.  These  two  young  men  in  company  with 
two  young  ladies  with  whom  they  are  acquainted 
were  arrested  by  Marshal  Bilkie  of  South  Euclid 
village.  They  had  just  coasted  down  a  hill  near 
the  village  and  the  car  was  allowed  to  drift  to  a 
stop  near  the  bottom.  Here  they  remained  with  all 
lights  on,  no  side  curtains  and  in  no  way  interfering 
with  traffic.  Marshal  Bilkie  approached  and  after 
haranguing  the  party  arrested  them,  charging  illegal 
loitering.  When  the  case  came  before  E.  C.  Foote, 
mayor  of  South  Euclid,  the  'young  men  were  de- 
fended by  Attorney  Winfield  Worline,  representing 
the  Cleveland  Automobile  club. 

The  defense  showed  there  were  no  suspicious 
circumstances  about  the  incident  and  attempted  to 
prove  the  marshal  was  unjustified  in  placing  the 
young  men  and  the  young  ladies  in  such  a  situation. 

Mayor  Foote  fined  Hess  $5  and  costs  and  Draper 
the  costs. 

Attorney  Worline  appealed  the  case  to  common 
pleas  court,  where  it  was  considered  by  Judge  T. 
M.  Kennedy. 

Judge  Kennedy  reversed  Mayor  Foote  and  scored 
him  bitterly.  Judge  Kennedy  declared  the  village 
officials  had  wronged  the  young  people,  that  the 
trial  had  not  been  properly  conducted  and  that 
there  was  no  justification  for  the  arrest  or  fines. 


Test  New  Grossing  Approach 

The  Coliimbus  Automobile  club  is  to  make 
possible  the  trial  of  the  Ferry  railroad  crossing 
approach  in  Franklin  county.  This  approach  was 
patented  by  a  resident  of  Lancaster  and  is  to 
prevent  ruts  and  ditches  from  forming  at  bridges 
and  railroad  crossings.  It  consists  of  corrugated 
cement  so  constructed  as  to  drain  away  the  water 
and  thereby  obviate  the  forming  of  ruts.  If  the 
test  to  be  given  in  Franklin  county  is  successful 
it  will  be  more  widely  adopted.

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Fine  Record  Points  To  Bright  Future 

Review  of  Clubs'  Work  With  a  Discussion  of  Duty  That  Lies  Ahead — 
In  State  Secretary's  Annual  Report 
By  FRED  H.  CALEY 


In  submitting  a  formal  report,  j^our  secretary 
will  take  it  for  granted  that  the  work  and  accomplish- 
ments of  The  Ohio  State  Automobile  Association 
during  the  past  twelve  months  are  a  matter  of  record 
with  which  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  Ohio, 
who  reads  the  newspapers  and  The  Ohio  Motorist 
is  thoroughly  familiar. 

We  will  merely  then  attempt  to  touch  a  few  of 
the  high  spots  and  respectfully  submit  a  few  recom- 
mendations for  further  work  and  future  accomplish- 
ments. 

If  the  state  association  had  accomplished  no 
other  act  than  securing  the  passage  of  the  uniform 
speed  law,  by  that  alone  we  would  have  more  than 
justified  our  existence.  This  law  is  far  in  advance 
of  legislation  enacted  by  any  other  state;  it  has 
eliminated  the  speed  trap,  although  still  providing 
for  swift  and  severe  punishment  of  the  careless  and 
reckless  driver. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  add  anything  to  what  has 
already  been  said  on  the  subject  of  the  law  imposing 
a  graduated  horse-power  tax  on  automobiles,  in 
addition  to  the  personal  property  tax,  other  than 
to  impress  upon  the  members  of  the  affiliated  clubs 
that  this  law  will  fall  short  of  accomplishing  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  drawn. 

It  will  not  ]jroduce  any  considerable  increase 
in  revenue  for  road  pur^Doses.  As  a  revenue  pro- 
ducing measure  it  is,  and  will  continue  to  be  an 
absolute  failure. 

The  bill  was  conceived  in  a  spirit  of  unfairness 
and  bom  in  an  atmosphere  of  antagonism.  The 
Supreme  Court  having  passed  upon  the  validity 
of  the  act,  we  must  now  insist  upon  the  adoption 
of  amendments  providing  that  the  license  fee  or 
tax  paid  by  the  owner  of  motor  ^•ehicles  shall  be  in 
direct  proportion  to  the  benefits  derived  from  the 
use  of  the  public  roads  and  highways. 


BUILD  ROADS 
STOUT  ENOUGH 


If  it  is  constitutional  to 
compel  the  owners  of  motor 
vehicles  to  pay  not  only  for 
the  up-keep,  but  the  construction  of  our  highway 
system,  we  must  then  insist  that  highways  be  built 
strong  enough  and  permanent  enough  to  caiTy  the 
traffic  instead  of  crippling  traffic  to  meet  the  miser- 


able condition  of  our  highways  at  the  present  time. 

The  railway  systems  not  only  in  Ohio,  but 
throughout  the  country  have  broken  down.  They 
are  inadequate  to  carry  the  products  of  the  farm 
and  factory  from  the  producer  to  the  consumer. 

The  inter-city  traffic  in  Ohio,  as  well  as  other 
states,  must  be  carried  by  commercial  motor  vehicles, 
otherwise  known  as  trucks. 

Our  present  day  roads  were  for  the  most  part, 
built  at  a  time  when  the  heaviest  conveyance  was 
the  farm  wagon  and  the  two-horse  team.  It  was 
never  intended  that  they  should  stand  the  traffic 
imposed  by  a  load  of  twelve  tons,  which  is  the  maxi- 
mum permitted  by  Ohio  law  As  a  result,  our  main 
traveled  arteries  of  traffic  are  rapidly  disintegrated, 
principally  because  they  were  not  properly  con- 
structed or  not  constructed  with  the  view  of  carry- 
ing any  load  heavier  than  a  ton  of  coal  or  a  few  bales 
of  hay. 

It  is  true  that  some  truck  owners  openly  defy 
the  law  and  the  traffic  regulations,  carrying  17,  19 
and  even  24  tons,  thereby  ruining  both  the  motor 
vehicle  and  tires,  and  permanently  injuring  the 
highway.  This  is  however,  the  exception,  rather 
than  the  rule,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  truck 
owners'  associations,  truck  dealers  and  truck  manu- 
facturers, are  universally  joining  the  campaign 
to  suppress  the  illegal  overloading  of  commercial 
vehicles. 


PRESERVE  WHAT 
ROADS  REMAIN 


Until  the  financial  condi- 
tion, the  labor  situation,  and 
the  scarcity  of  ijiaterials  is 
adjusted,  about  all  we  can  do  is  to  save  what  is 
left  of  our  highways,  repair  those  that  are  dam- 
aged, and  insist  upon  a  fair,  proper  and  moderate 
use,  until  we  get  back  to  normal  conditions,  get 
our  feet  on  the  ground  and  build  a  highway  system 
for  Ohio  which  shall  consist  of  main  thoroughfares, 
leading  east  and  west  and  north  and  south,  from 
Cleveland  to  Cincinnati,  from  Toledo  to  Ironton 
and  from  Ashtabula  to  Marietta.  Roads  that  shall 
be  built  as  permanent  as  a  railroad  bed,  designed 
and  constructed  by  engineers  who  have  made  road 
building  their  life  work — highways  that  shall  be 
properly  graded,  of  at  least  twenty  feet  in  width, 
with  a  twenty-inch  foundation,  constructed  like  the

Too  expensive  you  say?  Yes,  they  will  cost 
money,  but  as  Napoleon  said,  you  can't  make  an 
omelette  without  breaking  a  few  eggs,  and  a  per- 
manent highway  of  the  ty])e  referred  to  w|U;<;ost 
the  tax-jjayers  and  the  automobile  owners  c^'-dfi^o 
far  less  than  the  miserable,  temporary  expedients 
that  we  are  laying  down,  a  mile  or  two  at  a  time,  in 
a  log-rolling  game  of  petty  politics,  which  has  been 
the  great  popular  pastime  in  Ohio  during  the  past 
dozen  years  that  we  have  had  a  State  Highway  De- 
l)artment. 

Thank  God,  we  now  have  a  Highway  Commis- 
sioner who,  if  left  alone  and  permitted  to  carry  out 
his  own  ideas  without  instruction  or  interferei^de, 
will  succeed  in  lifting  Ohio  out  of  the  mud,  upon'  a 
return  of  normal  business  conditions. 

A  legislature  will  be  elected  in  Ohio  this  fall, 
which  will  convene  in  January,  1921.  It  is  mor^  im- 
portant now  than  ever  before,  that  every  automo- 
bile club  in  the  state  be  on  guard  and  see  to  it  that 
no  man  is  nominated  or  elected  who  is  not  pledged 
to  the  enactment  of  the  necessary  road  legislation 
that  will  permit  the  Highway  Commissioner  to 
carry  out  his  program  of  road  construction  and 
maintenance. 

We  have  had  too  much  legislation  emanating 
from  organizations  that  represent  only  the  manu- 
facturers of  road  making  material  and  road  making 
machinery,  whose  sole  interest  is  centered  in  his 
particular  type  of  material. 

It's  about  time  legislation  be  enacted  in  the 
interest  of  the  road  user,  the  man  with  the  flivver,  and 
the  man  with  the  truck,  who  drives  over  the  roads 
and  who  pays  the  taxes  for  their  construction  and 
maintenance. 

The  hordes  of  lobbyists  who  infest  the  State 
House  and  the  Neil  House,  representing  only  the 
material  interests,  should  be  informed  that  their 
services  are  no  longer  required,  and  that  their 
meddlesome  interference  will  be  no  longer  tolerated. 

So  much  for  the  road  question. 

Let's  talk  a  few  moments  about  the  license  tags, 
because  all  of  us  must  have  them.

knew  last  fall  would  be  required  in  1020,  hut  witli 
r>ne  excuse  after  another,  with  alibi  after  alibi,  the 
production  of  ta}?s  was  delayed  from  time  to  time, 
with  the  result  that  se\'eral  thousand  motorists  were 
unable  to  comply  with  the  law,  and  although  the 
required' fees  had  been  j^aid,  the  state  was  unable  to 
furnish  the  required  license  plates. 

A  number  of  automobile  owners  were  arrested, 
a  f^reater  number  were  deprived  of  the  use  of  their 
machines,  an  intolerable  situation  was  created,  and 
I  merely  touch  on  this,  for  the  purpose  of  placing  the 
responsibility  where  it  belongs. 

I  personally  know  that  the  Secretary  of  State  and 
the  State  Automobile  Department  were  in  no  wise 
to  blame  for  the  failure  to  supply  tags,  although 
Mr.  Smith's  department  may  be  responsible  for  the 
delay  in  printing  application  blanks  and  furnishing 
instructions  and  supplies  to  the  various  distributing 
centers. 

Hundreds  of  instances  have  occurred  where  two 
tags  of  different  nvunbers  were  enclosed  in  the  same 
envelope,  or  the  number  stamped  on  the  envelope 
didn't  correspond  with  the  plate  contained  therein. 
This  has  caused  confusion,  errors,  and  in  the  event 
of  accidents  proper  authorities  are  unable  to  locate 
the  owner  of  the  offending  machine. 

It  should  be  strongly  impressed  upon  those  hav- 
ing in  charge  the  manufacture  and  shipping  of  these 
tags  that  this  is  not  a  kid's  job,  and  that  it  must  be 
100%  accurate.  At  present  it's  largely  a  matter 
of  by-guess  and  by-gosh,  and  from  the  manner  in 
which  these  tags  are  manufactured,  shipped,  nvun- 
bered  and  lettered,  the  motorists  of  Ohio  have  reason 
to  believe  that  the  work  is  being  done  by  Mr. 
Burleson's  post-office  department,  instead  of  the 
state  penitentiary. 


CLUB  BUREAUS 
A  GREAT  HELP 


The  work  of  issuing  the 
licenses  throughout  the  state 
has  been  performed  largely 
by  the  automobile  clubs  in  the  various  cities  outside 
of  Columbus.  And,  even  in  Columbus,  the  auto- 
mobile club  has  maintained  a  branch  bureau  of  the 
Secretary  of  State's  office  and  greatly  relieved  the 
congestion,  and  otherwise  assisted  the  State  De- 
partment in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the 
license  law. 

This  co-operation  on  the  part  of  affiliated  clubs 
has  saved  the  state  of  Ohio  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  and  thereby  greatly  reduced  the  expenses 
of  conducting  the  State  Department.  On  the 
other  hand,  Secretary  of  State  Smith  has  evidenced 
that  same  spirit  of  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the

STATE  POLICE 
FORCE  NEEDED 
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The  laws  pertaining  to 
the  construction,  the  main- 
tenance, the  patrolling— and 
e\en  the  policing  of  roads — must  be  obtained 
thrtmgh  the  efforts  of  the  Ohio  State  Automobile 
Association,  and  I  particularly  want  to  emphasize 
at  this  time  the  proper  policing  of  highways 
In  our  cities  the  streets  are  comparatively  safe  for 
travel  both  day  and  night,  although  highway 
rol)i3eries  have  occurred  in  broad  daylight  in 
the  city  of  Cleveland,  and  pedestrians  have  been 
held  up  on  the  streets  at  night  and  robbed 
in  Cincinnati.  But,  the  cities  have  the  advantage 
of  a  well-trained  police  force  and  the  streets  in  the 
cities  are  constantly  patroled  both  day  and  night 
by  policemen  on  foot  and  mounted  policemen, 
motorcycle  and  flying  squadrons.  Our  country 
roads  have  no  protection  whatever,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  country  constable  and  the  grafting 
justice  of  peace  who  used  to  sit  by  the  roadside  on 
Sunday  afternoon  and  take  numbers  of  cars  whose 
appearance  indicated  prosperity,  to  be  used  in  shak- 
ing down  the  $14.68  fine  and  costs  on  the  following 
Monday.  Thanks  to  this  organization  the  speed 
trap  has  passed  into  oblivion.  Another  form  of 
highwayman  is  now  patrolling  the  highway  at  night 
holding  up  and  robbing,  not  only  the  tourists  in 
passenger  cars,  but  the  driver  of  the  truck  with  a 
load  of  merchandise,  the  business  man  with  his 
family,  the  young  swain  with  his  best  girl  ^nd  the 
smaller  merchant  taking  a  deposit  from  one  city 
to  a  bank  in  another  town  are  the  daily  victims  of 
thieves,  thugs,  desperadoes  and  highwaymen,  who, 
driven  out  of  the  city  by  the  highly  trained' police 
officers,  have  now  found  a  new  field.  In  some  lo- 
calities  in  Ohio  it  is  positively  un^fe  to  travel,  not 
only  a  by-road,  but  a  main  highway,  at  night.

intent,  goes  on  a  "bender"  witl:  a  high-powered 
car,  races  along  the  country  road  at  a  speed  of  50 
or  60  miles  an  hour,  daring  death  and  destruction — 
are  all  menaces  to  the  public  safety  and  no  hand 
is  raised  to  stop  or  stay  their  operations.  What  we 
need  in  Ohio  is  a  state  constabulary  law  similar  to 
the  laws  that  are  more  than  successful  in  New  York, 
West  Virginia,  Pennsylvania  and  Michigan.  In 
these  states  the  mounted  troops  at  night  have  in- 
stilled the  fear  of  God  into  the  hearts  of  the  high- 
waymen and  burglars.  They  have  not  eliminated, 
but  they  have  curbed  the  depredations  of  the  auto- 
mobile thief;  they  have  recovered  stolen  cars;  they 
bring  a  feeling  of  safety  in  the  heart  of  the  mother  as 
she  sits  at  home  nursing  her  child  waiting  for  the 
father  who  is  away  on  business  or  has  been  detained 
by  a  late  train.  While  we  have  ample  police  pro- 
tection for  our  cities  let  us  not  overlook  the  rural 
communities.  With  the  wide-spread  spirit'  of  un- 
rest and  the  trend  toward  general  lawlessness,  with 
the  doctrine  of  anarchism  and  Bolshevism  openly 
taught  and  preached  throughout  our  land,  there 
is  imperative  necessity  for  more  rigid  enforcement 
of  law  and  greater  protection  to  the  citizens  of  th( 
state  of  Ohio  at  this  time  than  ever  before. 

Whenever  it  is  proposed  to  enlarge  the  police 
force  in  any  city,  the  element  that  objects  is  the 
underworld,  and  the  only  element  that  can  consist- 
ently oppose  the  establishing  of  a  state  constabulary 
is  the  automobile  thief,  the  burglar  and  the  high- 
wavman.

And  now,  on  the  subject 
of  automobile  thefts — a  bill 
has  been  pending  in  the 
legislature  for  nearly  two  years  requiring  that  in 
event  of  a  sale  of  a  used  car,  a  bill  of  sale  or 
abstract  of  title  must  be  given  showing  a  con- 
tinuous record  of  ownership  from  the  time  that 
the  car  left  the  factory  for  the  dealer;  the  theory 
being  that  the  thief  might  steal  your  car,  but  he 
could  not  steal  your  bill  of  sale  unless  he  stole 
your  pocketbook  at  the  same  time. 

The  legislature  was  too  much  concerned  about 
passing  an  unjust  law  to  double-tax  the  automobile 
owners  of  Ohio,  to  pay  very  much,  attention  to 
stopping  the  theft  of  machines  and  the  bill  died  in 
committee.  We  respectfully  suggest  that  when  your 
senator  or  representative  calls  on  you  next  fall  foti||^ 
your  support  for  his  re-nomination  and  re-election, 
that  you  talk  to  him  about  this  and  other  matters 
of  legislation  in  which  you  are  interested.    I  might

For  the  jmst  three  months  Mr.  C.  E.  Williams,  the 
hustlinj,'  secretary  of  the  Piqua  Automobile  club, 
1ms  been  employed  in  this  capacity.  He  has  suc- 
ceeded in  organizing  automobile  clubs  in  Spring- 
, field,  Dayton,  Hamilton,  Lisbon,  Lancaster.  With 
one  or  two  excejjtions,  these  clubs  give  promise 
of  being  a  valuable  asset  to  the  case  of  organized 
motorists  throughout  the  United  States.  I  say 
"with  one  or  two  excej^tions"  because  I  do  not  believe 
the  club  in  Dayton  will  ever  have  more  than  a 
"paper"  existence.  They  have  committed  the  fatal 
mistake  of  putting  their  dues  at  a  r\ominal  figure, 
actuated  by  the  principle  of  not  how  good,  but  how 
cheap  a  club  they  could  conduct.  They  haven't 
enough  money  in  their  treasury  to  pay  the  dues  in 
the  state  and  national  associations  and  the  ridic- 
ulous ^proposition  of  their  secretary  that  they  be 
permitted  to  affiliate  with  only  a  few  of  their  mem- 
bers, was  emphatically  rejected 


NORWALK  CLUB 
STARTS  RIGHT 
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On  the  other  hand,  in 
the  little  village  of  Norwalk 
a  new  club  has  been  organ- 
ized with  dues  at  $10.00  a  year.  The  50  members 
of  the  Norwalk  club  with  $500  in  their  treasury* 
will  accomplish  ten  times  more  in  actual  results 
than  250  members  would  at  $2.00  a  year. 

The  time  has  gone  by  when  a  "paper"  club, 
organized  on  a  postage  stamp  basis,  is  an  asset  to 
either  the  state  association,  its  own  commxmity,  or 
itself.  You  simply  must  have  sufficient  money  in  the 
treasury  to  meet  the  legitimate  expenses  incidental 
to  the  proper  and  efficient  conduct  of  your  organiza- 
tion. 

During  the  past  ten  years  I  have  seen  50  clubs 
organize  with  a  burst  of  enthusiasm,  where  a  bunch 
of  fellows  meet  in  the  town  hall  and  listen  to  an 
address  by  Jesse  Taylor,  Charlie  Janes  or  Dick  Lee 
and  then  gather  around  the  table  and  say — "Let's 
join,"  sign  up  the  papers  and  agree  to  pay  $L50  per 
year.  They  would  then  elect  some  dignified  Squire 
for  president  and  give  the  job  of  secretary  to  some 
yovmg  fellow  who  worked  in  an  insurance  office  and 
that  is  the  last  that  would  ever  be  heard  of  the  club. 
When  a  year  or  two  afterwards  Ed  Williams  goes 
into  that  town  and  tries  to  organize  a  club,  he  is 
met  with  this  statement — "Well,  we  had  an  auto- 
mobile club  here  about  a  year  or  two  ago,  but  it 
didn't  amount  to  much  and  there  aint  nobody  goin'

to  take  much  interest  in  it."  Certainly  not.  No- 
body takes  any  interest  in  something  that  he  gets 
for  nothing,  but  a  man  who  pays  $10.00  a  year  for 
an  organization  which  expends  that  $10.00  in  se- 
curing for  him  more  protection  and  greater  benefits 
than  he  could  secure  if  he  spent  the  $10.00  as  an  in- 
dividual, is  naturally  going  to  take  some  interest  in 
that  organization.  An  automobile  club  with  no 
funds  in  the  treasury  has  got  about  as  much  in- 
fluence in  the  state  and  the  community  as  a  snow- 
ball in  the  hereafter. 

This  is  probably  the  last  statement  of  this  kind 
I  shall  ever  make  at  an  automobile  convention, 
but  I  want  to  emphasize,  and  doubly  emphasize 
the  fact  that  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  over  50 
clubs  in  the  past  ten  years  have  died  of  dry  rot  be- 
cause their  dues  were  placed  at  $1.50,  $2.00  or  $3.00 
a  year.  On  the  other  hand  some  of  the  smaller 
clubs  with  dues  at  $8.00  and  $10.00  per  year  are  a 
credit  to  themselves  and  the  home  town.  They 
ha\'e  accomplished  wonderful  results  for  their 
members  and  are  a  real  influence  in  motordom. 

Make  your  dues  $10.00  a  year,  get  some  money  in 
your  treasury.  Give  the  member  something  for  his 
$10.00  besides  a  piece  of  pasteboard  which  you  call 
a  "membership  card."  Have  a  secretary  who  is 
on  the  job — who  does  his  work  promptly,  with  a 
spirit  of  enthusiasm— and  PAY  HTM  FOR  IT. 
The  man  who  works  for  nothing  is  generally  worth 
just  about  that  much. 


HOW  BIG  CLUB 
SPENDS  $100,000 


I  don't  want  to  hold  up 
the  Cleveland  club  as  an 
example,  but  merely  call 
your  attention  to  this:  Our  budget  this  year  is 
$100,000.  We  pay  about  $10,000  rent.  We  are

In  this  connection  permit  me  to  call  to 
your  memory  that  at  the  Lima  convention  some 
three  years  a^o,  a  siher-tonj^ued  jjentleman 
from  Cincinnati  made  an  eloquent  appeal  for 
the  donation  of  ■  $1,000  from  the  state  as- 
sociation treasury  to  he  used  toward  the  con- 
struction of  the  Dixie  Highway  in  one  of 
the  God-forsaken  mountain  countries  in  Kentucky, 
where  they  had  no  money,  no  property,  no  tax 
duplicate  and  no  way  of  getting  one  dollar  to  lift 
themselves  out  of  the  mud.  In  a  spirit  of  good- 
fellowship,  and  actuated  by  the  thought  that  possibly 
Cincinnati  really  desired  to  "play  ball"  and  be  a 
good  fellow,  we  voted  them  $1,000  when  we  sorely 
needed  ever\  penny  to  pay  operating  expenses. 
The  check  was  duly  forwarded  and  in  the  course  of 
about  a  month  we  received  a  postcard  acknowl- 
edgment and  that  is  all  we  have  ever  heard  of  our 
thousand  good  old,  cold,  hard  dollars. 

In  closing  let  me  urge  upon  you,  one  and  all,  that 
when  you  go  back  home  tonight  that  you  go  filled 
with  a  firm  resolve  to  give  more  time,  more  personal 
attention  and  do  more  work  for  your  club,  in  your 
own  home  town,  than  you  have  ever  done  before.

If  your  dues  are  $2.00  per  year,  in- 
crease them  to  $5.00  and  if  they  are  $5.00,  increase 
them  to  $10.00  and  then  increase  your  secretary's 
salary,  if  he  is  any  good,  and  if  he  isn't  any  good, 
kindly  relieve  him  of  his  duties  and  put  a  live  wife 
in  his  place.  Don't  let  your  club  be  a  joke  in  your 
own  home  town,  make  it  a  live,  aggressive,  pulsating 
and  predominating  influence  for  civic  betterment. 
Make  your  organization  one  that  you  speak  of  with 
pride  instead  of  apology.  With  this  spirit  of  deter- 
mination for  renewed  effort  and  further  accomplish- 
ment we  will  continue  the  old  Ohio  State  Automobile 
Association,  as  George  Diehl  of  Buffalo,  New  York, 
has  well  said  "the  livest  and  the  largest  state  or- 
ganization of  automobile  owners  in  the  United 
States."

Prepare  Legislative  Program 

Work  to  Be  Undertaken  by  State  Association — Delegates  Go  to  San  Francisco — 

Portsmouth  Club  Organized 

In  order  to  direct  legislative  and  highway  activi- 
ties of  the  Ohio  State  Automobile  Association,  Presi- 
dent F.  F.  Bentley  has  appointed  Legislative  and 
Good  Roads  committees.  The  Good  Roads  com- 
mittee consists  of  the  following:  John  R.  Bentley, 
Cleveland;  Charles  R.  Flower,  Elyria;  Frank  Colucci, 
]  Lima;  C.  M.  Shephard,  Colvimbus;  R.  B.  Crawford, 
Massillon;  J.  X.  Wadsworth,  Warren;  H.  H.  Ross, 
Warren,  and  C.  C.  Chappelear,  New  Lexington. 

The  Legislative  committee  is  made  up  as  follows : 
Walter  D.  Meals,  Cleveland;  Fred  H.  Caley,  Cleve- 
land; W.  H.  LoUer,  Youngstown;  W.  S.  Thurstin, 
Jr.,  Toledo;  Howard  C.  Allen,  Washington  Court 
House;  M.  B.  Morrisey,  Bucyrus;  Jacob  L.  Will  and 
Charles  C.  Janes,  Columbus. 

The  Good  Roads  committee  is  to  carry  on  the 
state  association's  efforts  for  conserving  the  scate's 
highway  resources.  This  movement  takes  three 
directions.  First,  the  preserving  of  what  roads  are 
left;  second,  the  establishment  of  a  better  system  of 
maintenance;  and  third,  an  improved  financial  pro- 
gram. 

The  Legislative  committee  will  have  charge  of 
seeking  new  laws  at  next  year's  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  on  such  subjects  as  imiform  traffic  codes, 
a  bill  of  sale  or  other  record  of  ownership  as  a  theft 
prevention  measure,  and  amendments  to  the  present 
automobile  taxation  law.  These  amendments  will 
seek  to  improve  weak  points  in  the  present  law. 
It  is  desired  that  communities  receiving  a  share  of 
the  automobile  taxes  be  required  to  place  equal 
amoimts  in  their  street  and  road  maintenance  funds. 
Unless  such  a  requirement  in  some  form  is  incor- 
^'  porated  in  the  law,  the  horse-power  tax  measure  may 

Al 


be  set  down  as  a  failure  so  far  as  raising  increased 
revenues  is  concerned. 

It  is  realized  that  big  and  important  changes  are 
necessary  in  Ohio's  highway  program,  and  it  will 
be  the  business  of  these  committees  to  work  out  the 
basis  for  these  changes  and  iniciate  it  on  behalf  of 
the  organized  motorists  of  the  state. 

In  the  matter  of  uniform  traffic  regulations,  a 
great  deal  is  expected  to  develop  from  the  convention 
of  traffic  officers  to  be  held  in  San  Francisco,  August 
22nd,  and  it  will  be  attended  by  Charles  C.  Janes 
and  Fred  H.  Caley,  representing  The  Ohio  State 
Automobile  Association,  and  Walter  D.  Meals 
representing  the  Cleveland  Automobile  club. 

A  newcomer  in  the  state  association  is  the  Ports- 
mouth Automobile  club.  A  membership  campaign 
on  behalf  of  the  club  was  launched  on  July  14th  and 
is  being  carried  on  by  Volney  S.  Taylor,  Chas.  Horr, 
Clyde  Brant,  George  E.  Koch  and  Homer  Selby. 

Secretary  Janes  recently  held  a  conference  with 
State  Auditor  A.V.  Donahey  regarding  the  activicies 
of  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  Toledo  district  who 
were  reported  to  be  operating  speed  traps.  Auditor 
Donahey  took  action  immediately  and  dispatched 
examiners  to  inspect  the  books  of  these  justices. 


Asks  Street  Repairs 

D.  W.  Armscrong,  secretary  of  the  Muskingum 
Motor  club  addressed  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Zanesville  city  coimcil  on  the  subject  of  repair  and 
maintenance  of  city  streets.  Mr.  Armstrong  called 
attention  to  the  city's  share  of  automobile  tax  funds. 
He  asked  that  Park  Street  be  graded,  and  that  all 
intersecting  streets  be  put  in  better  condition. 
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Recommend  New  Parking 


Mayor  W.  S.  FitzGerald  called  on  the  Cleveland 
Automobile  club  for  suggestions  to  relieve  traffic 
congestion  in  the  downtown  area. 

On  receipt  of  that  request  a  meeting  of  the 
board  of  directors  and  roads  and  streets  committee 
was  called,  at  which  a  variety  of  suggestions  were 
canvassed  and  discussed. 

The  meeting  adopted  the  following  suggestions 
to  be  recommended  to  the  mayor : 

1.  No  parking  on  Euclid  Ave.  from  the  Square 
to  East  22nd  St.  between  8:00  and  9:30  A.  M.  and 
4:30  and  (kOO  P.  M. 

2.  No  ]:>arking  in  the  Public  Square  at  any  time, 
except  to  load  or  unload  passengers  or  merchandise. 

3.  Frankfort  Ave.  to  be  made  a  one-way  street. 

4.  That  the  existing  ordinance  be  enforced 
prohibiting  jjarking  on  East  4th  St.  between  Euclid 
Ave.  and  Huron  Rd.,  and  East  Gth  St.  between 
Superior  and  Euclid  Avenues,  at  any  time,  and 
that  this  ordinance  be  amended  to  include  Frank- 
fort Ave.,  the  east  side  of  East  12th  St.,  and  the 
east  side  of  East  13th  St.,  between  Euclid  and 
Chestnut  Aves.,  and  both  sides  of  East  14th  St. 
between  Euclid  and  Prospect  Aves. 

5.  Connecting  alleys  from  Euclid  to  Prospect 
Aves.,  from  the  Square  to  East  14th  St.,  to  be  made 
one-way  thoroughfares. 

6.  That  prompt  arrests  and  prosecutions  be 
made  for  double  parking  on  any  street  at  any  time, 
and  that  drivers  of  any  vehicles  parking  or  stopping 
in  Safety  Zones  be  arrested' and  prosecuted  instead 
of  being  merely  admonished. 

7.  That  the  time  limit  for  parking  be  reduced 
from  one  hour  to  thirty  minutes,  on  the  following 
streets : 

Ontario  St.,  south  of  Euclid  Ave.,  except  in  the 
Market  district. 

Euclid  Ave.,  from  the  Public  Square  to  East 
22nd  St. 

E.  9th  St.,  from  St.  Clair  Ave.,  N.  E.  to  Bolivar 
Rd.,  S.  E. 

Prospect  Ave.,  S.  E.,  from  Ontario  St.  to  East 
14th  St. 

Superior  Ave.,  N.  W.  and  N.  E.  from  West  9th 
to  East  9th  Sts. 

Euclid  Ave.,  from  East  40th  to  East  65th  Sts. 
Huron  Rd.,  S.  E.  from  East  9th  St.  to  Euclid  Ave. 

8.  That  a  special  TRAFFIC  COURT  be  created 
to  handle  all  cases  of  violations  of  any  of  the  traffic 
regulations. 


Rules 

9.  That  the  SUMMONS  SYSTEM  be  used 
in  notifying  violators  of  the  traffic  code. 

10.  Repave  and  resurface  connecting  side 
streets  so  as  to  divert  traffic  from  the  main  thorough- 
fares. 

11.  Provide  for  additional  main  thoroughfares 
by  opening  up,  widening  and  improving  Chestnut, 
Chester  and  Hough  avenues  immediately. 

12.  Instigate  plans  for  additional  main  thor- 
oughfares eastward  frorh  the  Square. 

13.  Until  a  TRAFFIC  COURT  is  created,  that 
we  demand  Municipal  Court  judges  impose  heavier 
penalties  upon  chronic  violators  of  the  traffic  re- 
gulations, particularly  in  cases  where  convictions 
have  been  made  for  driving  while  intoxicated.  In 
these  instances  a  workhouse  or  jail  sentence  should 
be  imposed,  together  with  revocation  of  the  priv- 
ilege of  driving  a  car  for  a  period  of  one  year,  as 
I)rovided  by  a  recent  act  of 'the  legislature. 

14.  That  we  favor  the  system  of  near-side 
stops  for  street  cars  throughout  the  city,  and  ask 
that  an  ordinance  be  introduced  providing  for  the 
same. 

15.  That  a  study  be  made  in  the  interests  of 
eliminating  unnecessary  street  car  stops  in  the 
congested  districts.

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Uniform  Code  Must  Be  Modern 

San  Francisco  Convention  Expected  to  Strengthen  Weak  Points  in  Proposed 

Uniform  Vehicle  Law 


The  most  important  matter  to  come  before  the 
National  Convention  of  Traffic  Officers  to  be  held  in 
San  Francisco,  August  22nd,  will  be  the  formula- 
tion of  a  uniform  traffic  law.  Police  officials,  auto- 
mobile club  representatives  and  others  interested 
in  the  modernization  of  regulations  for  handling 
traffic  in  our  cities,  will  hold  a  three-day  session. 

The  automobile  clubs  of  Ohio  will  be  well  repre- 
sented. Charles  C.  Janes  and  Fred  H.  Caley  will 
attend  as  representatives  of  The  Ohio  State  Automo- 
bile Association.  Walter  D.  Meals  will  represent 
The  Cleveland  Automobile  club.  Deputy  In- 
spector Edward  May  of  Cleveland  and  traffic  com- 
missioners of  other  cities  will  be  in  attendance. 

There  will,  of  course,  be  general  discussions  of 
traffic  conditions  and  there  will  also  be  proposed  a 
traffic  code  which  will  form  the  basis  for  ordinances 
in  the  various  cities. 

There  is  no  argument  as  to  the  need  for  greater 
uniformity.  Efforts  have  been  made  in  the  past 
to  draft  a  uniform  automobile  and  traffic  measure, 
and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the  efforts  of  the  San 
Francisco  convention  will  result  in  a  more  progressive 
measure  than  those  heretofore  proposed.  There  is 
the  danger  that  in  seeking  uniformity  some  of  the 
more  progressive  and  modem  measures  adopted  by 
the  forward  looking  communities  might  be  sacri- 
ficed to  the  older  ideas  which  prevail  in  a  majority 
of  the  smaller  places.  There  is  already  in  existence 
a  proposed  uniform  vehicle  law  and  while  this  might 
be  used  as  a  working  basis,  it  is  hoped  that  improve- 
ments will  be  written  into  it  by  the  San  Francisco 
convention. 

The  uniform  vehicle  law  was  the  work  of  various 
highway  and  manufacturing  interests  and  if  the 
San  Francisco  convention  takes  up  that  code  there 
is  room  for  amendments  of  an  improving  nature. 
The  uniform  law  referred  to  deals  in  licensing  and 
taxation  of  vehicles  as  well  as  in  the  handling  of 
traffic.  While  in  large  measure  it  embodies  the 
main  features  of  laws  now  in  force  in  most  of  the 
states,  it  contains  certain  features  which  should  be 
changed. 

The  proposed  law,  for  instance,  provides  for 
smaller  plates  and  figures  for  motorcycles  and  horse- 
drawn  vehicles  than  for  automobiles.  Just  why 
smaller  identification  marks  should  be  used  in  the 
case  of  a  motorcycle  is  beyond  our  reasoning.  The 


purpose  of  the  plate  is  for  identification  and  it  is 
just  as  im]jortant,  if  not  more  so,  that  a  motorcycle's 
number  may  be  readily  obtained,  as  that  of  an  auto- 
mobile. 

Operators'  licenses  are  provided  for  but  the  pro- 
vision does  not  include  the  photograph  of  the  licensee. 
This  is  an  important  identification  provision  and  is 
in  general  use  by  federal,  state  and  city  governments. 

The  following  automobile  license  fees  are  pro- 
vided : 

"The  fees  for  the  registration  and  licensing  of 
vehicles  and  for  the  registration  and  licensing  of 
operators,  chauffeurs  and  pupils,  as  hereinbefore 
required,  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  following 
schedule : 

Per  100  lb. 
gross  weight 

Equipped  with  Per  h.  p.       of  vehicle 

load 

Pneumatic  tires   25  cents        25  cents 

Solid  tires   25  cents        35  cents 

Iron,  steel  or  other  hard  tires .   25  cents       50  cents 

Motor  vehicles  used  for  the  purpose  of  transporting 
persons  for  hire  shall  pay  double  the  above  rates." 

This  schedule  may  be  highly  scientific  from  an 
engineering  or  manufacturing  standpoint,  but  we 
doubt  if  the  man  who  worked  it  out  and  those  who 
approved  it,  ever  had  anything  at  all  to  do  with  the 
issuing  of  automobile  licenses.  From  an  administra- 
tive standpoint  the  ideal  arrangement  is  of  course  a 
flat  fee  for  all  passenger  cars;  next  to  that,  a  series 
of  fiat  fees  such  as  we  have  in  Ohio.  Drawing 
infinitesimal  lines  and  working  the  fees  out  to  the 
odd  nickel  may  be  more  gratifying  to  the  engineer, 
but  the  flat  fee  will  yield  as  much,  if  not  more 
revenue,  and  is  more  practical  and  satisfactory  to 
licensing  authorities  and  to  owners. 

The  complications  of  the  highly  technical  method 
in  the  proposed  law  are  displayed  by  the  following 
section  on  "Basis  of  Weights":  "In  the  computa- 
tion of  fees  based  on  gross  weight  said  gross  weight 
shall,  in  the  case  of  freight  or  merchandise  vehicles, 
be  the  actual  weight  of  the  Vehicle  in  pounds  plus 
the  manufacturer's  rated  load  capacity,  and  in  the 
case  of  passenger  vehicles  shall  be  the  actual  weight 
of  vehicles  plus  the  sum  of  the  adult  seating  capacity 
multiplied  by  150  pounds." 

We  believe  the  absurdity  ef  such  technical  de- 
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tails  will  be  apparent  to  the  average  public  official. 

Another  provision  to  which  there  is  objection 
from  a  practical  standpoint,  is  that  of  permittinj^ 
the  temporary  transfer  of  number  plates  from  one 
owner  to  another.    This  section  reads  as  follows: 

"  provided,  however,  that  in  the  event  of 

the  sale  of  a  vehicle  the  person  purchasing  the  same 
may  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  five  days  operate 
such  vehicle  under  the  registration  of  its  previous 
owner  and  display  the  registration  plate  thereof, 
provided  that  he  shall  ha.ve  and  display  on  the  de- 
mand of  any  proper  officer  the  consent  in  writing 
of  such  previous  owner  so  to  use  such  registration." 

This  will  lead  to  so  much  confusion  for  police 
and  similar  authorities  as  to  overcome  any  benefits  of 
temporary  convenience. 

The  speed  limits  are  fixed  at  15  miles  on  a  city 
street,  20  miles  on  a  suburban  street  and  30  miles 
on  a  country  highway.  We  believe  that  even  the 
strictest  of  traffic  officers  will  agree  that  fixing  ar- 
bitrary speed  limits  is  an  obsolete  idea.  The  modern 
laws  of  New  York,  Connecticut  and  Ohio  get  away 
from  the  fixed  speed  limit  and  favor  the  regulations 
against  reckless  driving.  Ohio,  for  instance,  de- 
clares that  a  speed  in  excess  of  15  miles  an  hour  in 
the  business  section  of  a  city,  20  miles  in  the  outlying 
section,  and  30  miles  an  hour  in  the  open  country, 
shall  be  "presumptive  evidence"  of  reckless  driving. 

Strong  objection  is  made  to  the  following:  "An 
operator  of  a  vehicle  shall  have  the  right  of  way  over 
the  operator  of  another  vehicle  who  is  approaching 
from  the  left  in  an  intersecting  highway  and  shall 
give  the  right  of  way  to  an  operator  of  a  vehicle 
approaching  from  the  right  on  an  intersecting  high- 
way." 

This  is  a  relic  of  the  horse  and  buggy  days  when 
the  person  approaching  from  the  right  had  the  right 
of  way.  It  means  the  holding  up  and  retarding  and 
delaying  of  traffic  in  the  cities  instead  of  utilizing 
the  modem  idea  of  getting  traffic  out  of  the  way  as 
quickly  as  possible.  It  would  mean,  for  inscance, 
that  the  handling  of  traffic  as  we  know  it  on 
Michigan  avenue  in  Chicago,  Euclid  avenue  and 
Lake  avenue  in  Cleveland  must  be  entirely  altered. 
It  would  mean  that  in  the  evening  rush  hour  traffic 
moving  up-town  on  such  streets  as  Euclid  or  Michi- 
gan avenues  would  have  to  yield  the  right  of  way 
at  every  street  intersection  to  traffic  coming  in  from 
the  right.  The  modem  idea  certainly  seems  to  be 
better  in  the  establishment  of  main  thorofares  giv- 
ing the  long  haul  and  the  bulk  of  traffic  the  right  of 
way. 

Another  old-time  provision  concerns  the  sound- 
ing of  horns.    Strict  compliance  with  such  a  pro- 


vision in  a  great  many  communities  would  result  in 
a  din  and  clamor  that  would  make  everybody  cry 
for  quiet. 

A  similar  law  in  Pennsylvania  resulted  in  the 
wholesale  mulcting  of  motorists.  Motorists  under 
the  Pennsylvania  law  were  required  to  sound  their 
homs  at  tums  and  similar  dangerous  places.  For 
the  grafting  constable  and  justice  it  provided  a 
means  of  revenue  even  simpler  than  a  speed  trap. 
The  constable  merely  stationed  himself  at  some  turn 
in  the  road  and  every  motorist  who  came  along  and 
did  not  sound  his  horn  was  stopped,  taken  before 
a  nearby  justice  and  fined. 

A  provision  in  the  law  which  should  be  com- 
mended has  to  do  with  the  regulating  of  lights.  The 
standard  dimming  and  deflection  provisions  are  re- 
tained, and  it  is  further  provided  that  in  case  one 
of  the  two  front  lights  is  by  accident  extinguished, 
the  operator  of  the  vehicle  is  permitted  to  drive  to 
the  nearest  place  where  he  can  ]mt  his  lights  in 
order. 

The  anti-theft  provision  would  be  improved  if  it 
included  not  merely  the  stealing  of  an  automobile, 
but  the  driving  of  it  without  the  conseat  of  the 
owner.  The  necessity  of  such  a  regulation  has  been 
seen  by  nearly  every  state  in  the  Union.  A  uniform 
traffic  code  adopted  should  not  be  a  step  backward. 
■  Penalties  are  provided  for  throwing  glass,  nails, 
etc.,  onto  the  highway  and  this  should  be  strength- 
ened by  providing  a  penalty  for  anyone  who  permits 
such  substances  to  remain  on  the  highway. 

Another  weak  point  is  in  the  authorization  of 
standardized  fees  for  justices  of  the  peace  and  arrest- 
ing officers.  Every  progressive  city  is  getting  away 
from  the  fee  idea  as  rapidly  as  possible.  City  police 
departments  and  other  progressive  communities 
no  longer  permit  the  collection  of  fees  and  certainly 
the  fee  system  has  led  to  innumerable  abuses.  Pay 
public  officials  a  salary  so  they  will  not  be  dependent 
on  the  number  of  arrests  and  convictions  they  can 
make ! 

A  final  criticism  is  of  the  provision  for  the  use  of 
fees  collected  from  motor  vehicle  licenses.  This 
section  reads  as  follows:  "The  State  Treasurer 
shall  pay  the  moneys  remitted  him  as  aforesaid  by 
the  Vehicle  Commissioner  in  quarterly  installments 
to  the  '   Fund,'  to  be  used  for  the  main- 

tenance, repair  and  construction  of  highways,  and 
for  other  purposes  prescribed  by  law." 

The  words  "for  other  purposes  prescribed  by 
law,"  certainly  should  be  eliminated.  To  leave  it 
in  would  permit  the  juggling  of  funds  and  the  use 
of  automobile  taxes  for  other  than  highway  pur- 
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poses.  It  might  readily  defeat  the  whole  ]:)urpose 
of  the  tax  provisions. 

The  San  Francisco  convention  has  a  double  duty 
to  perform.  Finst,  to  recommend  a  traffic  code 
that  will  be  valuable  because  of  its  uniformity,  and 
second,  to  see  to  it  that  such  a  standard  code  is 
progressive  and  modern. 


Post  Richland  Roads

Through  Berkshires  of  Ohio 

Beautiful  Country  Revealed  to  Tourist  Who  Penetrates  Hills  of  Geauga  and 

Lake  Counties — Many  Points  of  Interest 


If  beautiful  scenery  of  a  type  seldom  found  in 
Ohio  will  tempt  you  from  the  boulevards  and  pave- 
ments, take  a  trip  through  the  Berkshires  of  Ohio. 

Because  of  its  strong  resemblance  to  the  famed 
mountains  of  New  York  and  New  England,  a  sec- 
tion of  Geauga  county  has  been  named  "the  Berk- 
shires," and  the  roads  that  penetrate  the  Geauga 
hills  lead  through  a  country  approaching  the  moun- 
tains in  beauty. 

Paved  roads  are  few,  but  in  dry  weather  the 
earth  roads  serve  excellently.  In  wet  weather 
driving  is  not  so  easy,  but  under  ordinary  conditions 
one  is  more  than  repaid  for  traversing  the  unim- 
proved roads. 

Beginning  near  Kirtland  and  rvmning  southeast 
through  Mitchell's  Mill  and  Litcle  Mountain  to 
Chardon  are  splendid  hills,  with  grove  on  grove  of 
towering  woods.  The  rock  which  forms  so  large 
a  part  of  Geauga  county  has  made  farming  difficult 
but  it  has  made  the  country  wonderfully  attractive 
for  the  tourist. 

Here  one  may  tra\'erse  a  narrow  road  with  trees 
so  thick  above  that  in  midsummer  the  sky  is  hardly 
visible.  Chipmunks,  woodchucks  and  groundhogs 
scamper  about  and  when  the  sky  comes  into  view 


like  as  not  a  giant  hawk  will  be  wheeling  his  men- 
acing course. 

A  circuit  of  75  miles  lies  within  easy  reach  of 
Cleveland.  Willoughby  forms  the  point  of  access, 
and  just  now  is  reached  best  via  Lake  Shore  boule- 
vard. After  reaching  the  town,  descend  the  hill 
near  the  interurban  station  and  ascending  the  east- 
ern bank  of  the  Chagrin,  continue  on  the  brick  pave- 
ment toward  Painesville.  Turn  off  on  the  first  brick 
road  toward  the  right  and  this  leads  to  Kirtland. 
After  descending  a  tall  hill,  do  not  follow  the  con- 
crete road  into  the  town  of  Kirtland  but  take  a  dirt 
road  leading  oflf  to  the  left.  This  takes  one  up  a 
steep  ascent  and  from  the  top  the  first  of  a  series  of 
magnificent  vistas  is  presented.  To  the  right  atop 
another  hill  sits  the  historic  town  of  Kirtland. 
Rising  above  the  trees  is  the  tower  and  steeple  of  the 
Mormon  tabernacle.  It  was  here  that  Joseph  Smith 
and  his  followers  preached  and  practiced  their  re- 
ligion years  before  their  removal  to  Utah.  Some  of 
the  sect  remain  and  the  temple  is  a  unique  and  inter- 
esting sight.  To  the  left  is  a  panorama  of  rolling 
farms  and  towering  hills. 

Continue  straight  through  the  next  cross  roads, 
and  as  one  ascends  the  next  grade  Little  Mountain 
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THROUGH  THE  GLEN  ON  THE  MITCHELL'S  MILL  ROAD.    THE  CAR  IS  A  STEPHENS 


appears  off  to  the  left.  At  the  right  is  Pearson's 
Knob,  another  of  the  principal  elevations  of  the 
territory.  A  little  farther  along  is  a  typical  point 
of  interest,  in  many  of  which  the  section  abounds. 
It  is  an  old  house  built  from  the  stone  abundant 
nearby,  and  one  of  which  shows  the  structure  to 
have  been  erected  in  1844.  The  next  cross  roads  is 
marked  by  a  red  schoolhouse  and  one  continues 
straight  through.  At  the  left  is  a  piece  of  property 
owned  by  M.  B.  McLaughlin,  who  is  a  director  of  the 
Cleveland  Automobile  Manufacturers  and  Dealers 
association.  From  one  point  in  this  estate  it  is  possi- 
ble to  look  across  hills  into  both  Geauga  and  Lake 
counties,  including  13  townships.  This  point  is 
1100  miles  above  sea  level  and  525  miles  above  the 
lake.  Still  farther  on  the  trip,  however,  one  as- 
cends to  1300  feet  above  sea  level  and  on  a  clear 
day  it  is  possible  to  look  beyond  Little  Mountain 
to  Lake  Erie. 

A  wonderful  side  trip  well  worth  taking  is 
offered  as  one  drops  to  the  valley  of  the  east  branch 
of  the  Chagrin  River.  At  the  bridge  turn  off  to  the 
left  toward  Mitchell's  Mill.    Here  you  penetrate 


into  a  deep  woods,  with  gigantic  maples,  here  and 
there  a  lofty  beech,  and  the  whole  landscape  almost 
as  wild  and  untamed  as  before  the  white  man  came. 
There  is  a  road  through  it  and  horseback  trails 
ascend  from  the  creek  bank  which  the  road  skirts 
across  the  heights.  Mitchell's  Mill  is  about  a  mile 
from  where  one  turned  off  the  main  road.  On  re- 
turning to  the  main  road  over  the  same  road  by 
which  you  entered  the  glen,  turn  left,  crossing  the 
bridge  and  going  straight  ahead.  This  road  leads 
past  Magnetic  Spring,  a  natural  wonder  that  repays 
a  visit.  The  spring  has  been  harnessed  but  a 
steady  stream  of  unusual  magnitude  geysers  forth 
and  the  water  is  said  to  possess  magnetic  qualities. 
Returning  to  the  main  road,  the  highway  takes  a 
gentle  slope  downward  into  the  city  of  Chardon  over 
King  street. 

Chardon  is  more  than  100  years  old.  Because 
of  its  isolation  among  the  hills,  it  seems  much 
farther  from  the  metropolitan  areas  than  it  is  by 
mileage.  In  1868  the  business  center  of  the  town 
was  entirely  destroyed  by  fire.  Because  of  its  alti- 
tude, the  winters  in  Chardon  are  more  severe  even 
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than  in  the  localities  right  next  to  the  lake.  Geauga 
county,  of  which  it  is  the  county  seat,  is  given  largely 
to  dairying  as  well  as  to  general  farming.  In  leaving 
Chardon,  go  from  the  Highland  Hotel  past  the  court- 
house and  turn  left.  Cross  the  railroad  and  at  the 
next  corners  bear  right.  At  the  next  triangular  cross- 


ing, one  may  turn  left  and  head  for  Little  Mountain 
and  Mentor  or  straight  ahead  to  Painesville.  The 
road  into  Mentor  becomes  a  good  gravel  highway  as 
it  approaches  Euclid  avenue.  Reaching  Euclid  ave- 
nue, a  left  turn  leads  to  Willoughby,  and  from  there 
Lake  Shore  boulevard  is  advisable  back  to  the  city. 


State  Leaders  at  Ashtabula 

Annual  Meeting  of  Club  Shows  Organization  in  Strong  Position — 

Bentley  and  Janes  Give  Talks 


The  new  officers  of  the  Ohio  State  Automobile 
Ass6ciation  were  guests  of  honor  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Ashtabula  Automobile  club  held  on 
July  20th.  The  annual  meeting  of  this  organization 
has  come  to  be  an  event  of  importance  and  each 
year  brings  out  scores  of  automobile  owners  who 
are  entertained  and  edified. 

The  speakers  this  year  were  F.  F.  Bentley, 
president  of  the  state  association,  and  Secretary 
Charles  C.  Janes. 

Mr.  Bentley's  subject  was  "The  Benefits  of  Or- 
ganization." He  told  how  common  interests  bound 
together  the  automobile  owners  of  the  community 
and  said  that  if  they  did  not  stick  together  for  their 
mutual  protection  and  benefit  that  all  kinds  of 
inimical  legislation  would  be  enacted  and  that 
there  would  be  a  scarcity  of  improvements  such  as 
are  sought  by  motorists.  He  declared  that  every 
automobile  owner  in  the  community  ought  to 
affiliate  himself  with  the  organization  that  was 
doing  so  much  for  his  benefit. 

Secretary  Janes  discussed  the  legislative  activ- 
ities of  the  state  association.  He  told  why  the 
state  association  is  considering  the  movement 
to  establish  a  state  police  force  in  Ohio.  He  de- 
clared that  many  sections  of  the  state  are  sadly 
under-policed  and  he  stated  that  if  there  were 
patrolling  the  highways  of  the  rural  districts,  a 
capable  force  of  men,  that  automobile  thievery- 
would  be  curbed,  reckless  driving  stopped  and  a 
check  placed  on  crime  and  violence. 

He  told  also  that  efforts  would  be  made  at  the 
coming  session  of  the  General  Assembly  to  impro\'e 
the  automobile  license  law,  and  there  would  also 
be  sought  laws  to  provide  a  record  of  car  ownership 
as  a  mpasure  of  protection  against  automobile 
theft. 

The  financial  report  of  the  club  showed  close 
to  700  members,  with  a  balance  in  the  treasury-  of 


$547.94.  Three  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
were  elected:  Richard  Conrad,  P.  F.  Knowlton 
and  E.  L.  King. 


Improve  Lake  Road  West  of  Lorain 

Temporary  repairs  are  being  made  on  the  Lake 
Road  just  west  of  the  City  of  Lorain.  This  stretch 
has  proved  troublesome  on  the  main  highway  east 
and  west  along  the  shore  of  Lake  Erie. 

This  work  is  the  result  of  agitation  by  the  Lorain 
County  Automobile  club.  This  road  is  in  line  for 
permanent  improvement.  The  Lorain  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  other  civic  organizations  succeeded 
in  placing  this  road  on  the  list  for  federal  aid.  This 
apparently  retarded  the  improvement  instead  of 
hastening  it. 

Several  months  ago  definite  arrangements  were 
made  with  state  and  federal  authorities  for  the 
permanent  improvement  of  this  highway  through 
the  city,  known  as  Erie  Avenue,  and  then  along  the 
west  shore,  west  of  Lorain. 

Subsequently  plans  were  modified  to  provide 
for  a  double  driveway  with  the  street  car  tracks  in 
the  center.  This  necessitated  some  minor  changes 
in  the  survey  and  everything  appeared  ready  for  the 
Highway  Department  to  advertise  for  bids  a  month 
or  so  ago.  The  entire  matter,  however,  has  been 
delayed  in  Columbus  by  the  federal  engineer  who 
insists  on  a  re-sun^ey  and  re-figuring  of  the  work. 

While  this  altercation  is  in  progress  the  Lorain 
County  Commissioners  have  begun  work  to  put  the 
road  in  condition  for  the  next  year  or  two.

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be  taken  in  anticipation  of  this  tremendous  traffic 
was  to  put  the  roads  in  the  best  possible  condition. 

Dayton  and  Columbus  were  in  better  position 
to  sta.rt  than  Marion.  Marion  was  at  one  time  the 
center  of  a  fairly  ^ood  road  system,  but  they  were 
old-style  hij.^hways  and  went  to  pieces  under  modem 
traffic.  Almost  immediately  following  the  Chicago 
convention,  steps  were  taken  to  ])ut  these  roads 
into  travelable  condition.  It  was  realized  that  time 
did  not  permit  improvement  of  a  permanent  nature 
so  work  was  undertaken  that  would  bring  the  best 
possible  conditions  at  the  earliest  possible  time. 
Roads  leading  into  Marion  were  scarified,  scraped 
and  graded,  and  minor  rej^air  work  done.  In  this 
the  commissioners  and  road  authorities  of  Crawford, 
Franklin  and  other  nearby  counties  co-operated 
with  those  of  Marion  county  and  every  effort  was 
made  to  put  the  roads  in  good  shape  for  the  notifi- 
cation ceremonies,  July  22, and  to  keep  the  highways 
travelable  for  the  rest  of  the  summer. 

The  step  next  in  order  was  helping  the  tourists 
to  find  their  ways  to  the  cities  sought.  The  board 
of  trustees  of  the  Ohio  State  Automobile  Associa- 
tion authorized  an  intensive  sign-posting  campaign. 
The  equipment  and  resources  of  the  Cleveland 
Automobile  club  were  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  state  association  and  these  were  immediately 
put  into  action.  Special  signs  were  ordered  and  the 
truck  used  by  the  touring  information  department 
was  put  to  work  posting  signs  over  the  highwa\-s 
leading  to  Marion,  Columbus  and  Dayton.  Much 
local  work  also  was  done  by  the  Marion  Automobile 
club,  that  organization  seeking  arrangements  where- 
by trained  traffic  officers  from  the  larger  cities 
would  aid  in  helping  to  handle  traffic  in  the  city 
of  Marion.  Dayton  and  Columbus  were  somewhat 
better  equipped  in  this  regard,  their  police  depart- 
ments having  more  experience  in  the  handling  of 
traffic. 

In  the  posting  of  signs,  the  Cleveland  club's 
crew,  acting  for  the  state  association, carried  out  the 
same  plans  and  policies  which  had  made  the  Cleve- 
land district  noted  for  the  excellence  of  this  work. 
The  signs — giving  destinations  in  either  direction — 
were  carried  through  the  cities  as  well  as  posted 
at  the  important  road  intersections,  in  recognition 
of  the  tourist's  difficulty  in  finding  the  way  in 
and  out  of  town.  The  Crawford  County  Automobile 
club  also  w'as  very  much  on  the  job. 

Meanwhile  first-hand  information  as  to  road 
conditions  was  collected  so  that  when  motorists 
from  other  states  called  on  the  Ohio  clubs,  first- 
class  facilities  to  aid  them  were  in  readiness.

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France's  Roads  Well -Drained 

By  Edward  Vollrath 

(Mr.  Vollrath  is  an  attorney  and  member  of  the 
Crawford  County  Automobile  Club.  He  is  an 
enthusiastic  motorist  and  in  that  capacity  and  as 
a  military  man  his  roads  experience  extends  over 
many  countries.  He  commanded  a  battalion  in 
Cuba  and  a  regiment  (8th  Ohio)  on  the  Mexican 
border.  In  the  World  War,  he  commanded  the  82nd 
Infantry  Brigade,  served  14  months  with  the  A.  E.  F. 
and  during  part  of  that  time  commanded  the  81st 
Division.) 

I  am  not  an  engineer,  nor  am  I  a  technical  ex- 
pert. My  knowledge  of  good  roads  is  based  solely 
upon  experience  but  an  experience  under  circum- 
stances involving  the  most  severe  tests.  I  refer  to 
the  roads  of  France  and  our  use  of  them  in  the  in- 
tensive campaigns  during  the  summer  and  fall  of 
1918.  Many  dated  from  the  times  of  the  Roman 
conquest.  Their  foundations  were  as  secure  as  bed 
rock;  their  surface  was  of  the  macadam  or  water- 
bound  pike  type.  In  their  prime,  as  we  found  them, 
they  were  as  smooth  and  unbroken  as  a  parlor  floor. 
The  top  dressing  was  a  gritty  sand  of  the  agate  kind. 
Skidding  upon  such  roads  was  unknown  and  an 
automobile  speed  of  50  to  60  miles  an  hour  was  a 
common  affair. 

It  was  roads  such  as  these  that  made  possible 
some  of  the  sudden  transfers  of  troops  which  added 
so  materially  in  the  final  operations  against  the 
Germans.  Thousands  of  trucks  carried  entire 
divisions  over  distances  that  would  have  been  im- 
possible otherwise.  These  were  military  advantages, 
but  the  advantage  was  no  less  marked  for  the  or- 
dinary' purposes  of  trade.  One  horse  would  draw  a 
load  that  would  have  tested  a  four-horse  team  upon 
some  of  our  country  roads, — and  France  has  no  un- 
improved roads.  The  Rue  Nationale  or  State  road, 
with  its  fringes  of  growing  trees,  was  a  familiar  sight 
everywhere. 

Now,  a  word  as  to  construction.  In  addition 
to  the  features  noted  above,  all  roads  had  a  natural 
border  of  from  five  to  ten  feet  in  width — the  natural 
soil.  Outside  this  border  was  the  invariable  ditch 
about  eighteen  inches  in  depth.  Through  this 
border,  at  intervals  of  one  or  two  hundred  feet,  were 
cut  slanting  lateral  furrows  leading  from  the  road- 
bed to  the  drainage  ditches.  The  drainage  was 
perfect.  At  similar  intervals  were  placed  small 
heaps  of  road  metal  for  rustant  repairs,  while  a  corps 
of  caretakers,  mostly  old  men,  kept  constant  watch 
that  the  road  surface  was  kept  unbroken.  With 
their  crude  twig  brooms  they  would  sweep  back  the 
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sand  which  the  traffic  had  thrown  to  the  roadside. 
Depressions  were  filled  up  and  the  surface  thus  kept 
unbroken. 

The  absence  of  man  power  and  our  own  intensive 
traffic  at  the  height  of  the  campaign  wrought  sad 
havoc  with  this  orderly  arrangement.  However, 
enough  was  observed  to  impress  the  need  of  the 
following  precautions  to  secure  good  roads: 

(1)  Good  drainage,  without  which  no  successful 
road  can  be  constructed. 

(2)  Good  foundations  and  properly  rolled  top- 
dressing. 

(3)  Constant  care,  the  absence  of  which  has 
so  much  to  do  with  the  regrettable  condition  of 
many  of  our  roads.

Toronto,  Canada,  has  no  less  than  36,000 
motorists.

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The  Remedy 

Ohio  will  not  have  a  highway  system  comparable 
with  those  of  other  states  until  we  substitute  one 
state  system  for  88  county  systems. 

That  is  the  answer  to  the  highway  situation  in 
this  state.  And  that  basic  fault  is  not  merely  one 
of  legislation,  it  is  also  a  habit  of  thought. 

It  is  conceded  that  Ohio  is  backward  in  road  de- 
velopment. While  other  states  in  our  class  have 
been  enjoying  thoroughfares  that  start  somewhere 
and  lead  somehwere  and  that  are  properly  main- 
tained, Ohio  has  been  spending  millions  of  dollars  on 
a  patchwork  poorly  and  indififerently  kept  up.  Let 
us  stop  mincing  words.  Until  we  admit  that  the 
program  under  which  we  have  proceeded  for  the 
past  dozen  years  is  a  failure,  until  we  admit  that  we 
must  do  a  right-about-face,  and  until  we  drop  the  old 
and  adopt  a  new  plan,  there  is  little  use  in  spending 
further  millions  of  the  taxpayers'  money. 

There  is  no  use  any  longer  in  ascribing  minor, 
superficial  reasons  for  Ohio's  patent  failure.  We 
must  look  deeper,  we  must  delve  for  a  basic,  funda- 
mental cause. 

And  that  basic,  fundamental  cause  is  our  county- 
commissioner  habit  of  thought  regarding  our  roads. 
The  time  is  here  when  we  must  stop  thinking,  build- 
ing and  maintaining  roads  by  counties.  It  is  true  we 
have  a  main  market  system  on  paper,  and  yet  no 
main  market  road  between  important  cities  can  be 
built  without  separate  action  by  each  county 
through  which  it  passes.  Every  main  market  road 
before  it  comes  into  being  must  be  haggled  over  by 
county  commissioners  and  sometimes  by  township 
trustees.  Under  Ohio's  present  arrangement,  it  is 
possible  for  a  road  connecting  Columbus  and  Toledo 


to  be  in  part  under  state  supervision,  in  part  under 
county  supervision  and  in  part  under  township 
trustee  supervision.  Do  you  wonder  that  our  main- 
tenance is  a  failure,  a  joke  that  costs  us  millions? 

There  is  no  use  calling  names,  nor  crying  over 
spilled  milk  in  recognizing  the  past  miserable  failure. 
It  may  be  due  to  what  has  been  termed  the  county- 
habit-of-thought  on  road  matters,  or  it  may  be  that 
the  county-commissioner  system  has  better  served 
the  jjurpose  of  the  road  material  and  similar 
interests  who  have  formulated  highway  policies  for 
the  past  decade. 

The  result  of  those  old  policies  is  obvious. 

It  is  time  for  somebody  with  courage  to  speak 
out.  It  is  time  to  get  rid  of  the  old  influences,  the 
old  ideas,  and  the  old  policies  if  Ohio  is  to  stop 
floundering  in  the  mud  and  bumping  over  patchwork 
roads. 

We  will  never  realize  the  dream  and  aspiration  of 
a  state-wide  system  adequately  maintained  until 
we  stop  building  and  planning  roads  by  counties 
and  create  instead  a  centralized  authority  with  power 
and  responsibility.  Only  by  such  a  progressive 
change  can  we  put  a  stop  to  buck  passing  and  petty 
politics.  Let  us  place  state-wide  power  in  a  central 
authority  and  hold  that  central  authority  strictly 
responsible. 

Attorney  GeneraFs  Decision 

Attorney  General  John  G.  Price  has  ruled  that 
revenue  derived  from  automobile  taxes  may  not  be 
used  for  the  purchase  of  road  repair  machinery,  such 
as  trucks  and  rollers.  This  opinion  must  be  a  keen 
disappointment  to  the  road  machinery-  and  similar 
interests  who  were  so  active  in  support  of  the  horse- 
power tax  bill.

Leading  Provisions  of  State  Automobile  Law  Boiled  Down  For  Ready 

Reference  By  Club  Members 

(By  LEE  E.  SKEEL,  Legal  Department,  Cleveland  Automobile  Club) 


Every  motorist  should  know  the  principal  points 
in  the  state  automobile  law. 

In  applying  for  a  license,  in  operating  a  car,  in 
driving  to  Canada  or  other  states,  knowing  the 
requirements  of  your  home  state  may  save  much  con- 
fusion or  annoyance. 

So  that  our  membershi])  may  V)e  fully  informed 
as  to  its  provisions  we  will  review  the  act.  The 
various  definitions  of  the  act  are  briefly  as  follows: 

A  "Motor  Vehicle"  is  any  vehicle  propelled  by 
other  than  muscular  power  and  not  operated  ex- 
clusively on  rails,  except  tractors,  road  rollers, 
traction  engines  and  the  like. 

A  "Tractor"  is  a  self-propelled  vehicle  designed 
or  used  to  draw  other  vehicles,  but  having  no  pro- 
vision for  carrying  loads  independent  of  some  other 
vehicle. 

A  "Passenger  Car"  is  any  motor  vehicle  designed 
to  carry  not  more  than  seven  (7)  passengers. 

A  "Commercial  Car"  is  any  motor  vehicle  de- 
signed to  carry  merchandise  or  freight,  or  more  than 
seven  (7)  passengers. 

An  "Owner"  is  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
having  title  to  a  motor  vehicle  or  the  exclusive  right 
to  the  use  thereof,  for  a  greater  period  than  30 
days,  other  than  a  manufacturer  or  dealer. 

A  "Manufacturer  or  Dealer"  is  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation  engaged  in  the  business  of  manu- 
facturing, selling  or  leasing  motor  vehicles. 

The  law  provides  that  every  owner  of  a  motor 
vehicle  shall  cause  to  be  paid  the  following  tax: — 
For  each  motorcycle  $2.50  and  for  a  side  car  $L50. 
For  each  passenger  car  having  not  more  than  25 
horsepower,  $8.00;  having  a  horsepower  between 
25  and  35,  $12.00;  and  all  vehicles  having  a  horse- 
power in  excess  of  35,  $20.00.  The  commercial 
car  tax  is  also  figured  upon  the  horsepower  as  above 
indicated,  and  in  addition  thereto  a  charge  of  20c 
for  each  100  lbs.  gross  weight  of  vehicle  and  load  or 
fraction  thereof.  For  each  trailer  the  tax  is  based 
upon  the  gross  weight  of  the  vehicle  and  load  at 
the  rate  of  20c  for  each  100  lbs.  For  each  dealer's 
license  the  dealer  or  manufacturer  must  pay  $20.00, 
with  an  addition  of  $2.00  for  each  additional  set  of 
tags.  To  determine  the  gross  weight  of  a  com- 
mercial vehicle  designed  to  carry  passengers  the 
weight  of  the  passengers  should  be  computed  at 
125  pounds  for  each  passenger,  based  upon  the 


number  of  seats  actually  jjrovided  for  adult  persons. 

Every  owner  of  a  motor  vehicle  must,  before  \ 
January  1st  of  each  year,  or  if  he  is  a  purchaser 
during  the  year,  before  driving  the  said  vehicle,  make 
application  with  the  Secretary  of  State  for  regis- 
tration, which  application  must  state  briefly  de- 
scription of  motor  vehicle,  give  the  name  of  manu- 
facturer, motive  povver,  horsepower  and,  in  case  it 
is  a  commercial  vehicle,  the  gross  weight  of  vehicle 
and  load.  Such  application  shall  further  state  the 
name  and  address  of  the  owner  and  the  taxing 
district  in  which  said  owner  lives. 

Upon  the  transfer  of  ownership  of  a  motor  vehicle 
the  registration  expires  immediately  and  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  original  owner  to  notify  the  Secretary 
of  State  the  name  and  address  of  the  new  owner  and 
return  the  certificate  of  the  original  owner  for  can- 
cellation. The  original  owner  shall  also  remove  the 
nvunber  plates  before  the  vehicle  is  transferred  to  the 
new  owner. 

Should  the  original  owner  make  application  for 
registration  of  another  motor  vehicle  within  30 
days  after  such  cancellation  he  must  file  a  new  appli- 
cation accompanied  by  a  fee  of  $1.00  and  pay  any 
additional  tax.  If  the  motor  vehicle  to  which  the 
registration  is  to  be  transferred  is  of  the  same  horse- 
power as  that  shown  on  the  original  application,  then 
no  additional  tax  can  be  collected. 

If,  however,  the  new  vehicle  to  which  transfer  of 
license  is  desired,  is  of  greater  horsepower  than  the 
vehicle  upon  which  the  license  was  originally  taken 
out,  then  an  additional  tax  will  be  charged,  which 
tax  is  figured  as  follows:  Take  for  example  the 
following  state  of  facts,  that  the  license  for  the  full 
year  for  the  original  vehicle  was  $8.00,  that  if  the 
application  for  the  license  for  the  new  vehicle  had 
been  made  for  the  full  year  the  fee  would  have  been 
$12.00,  that  the  application  for  transfer  was  made 
in  the  second  quarter,  in  which  event,  if  the  applica- 
tion for  the  above  automobiles  was  made  during 
said  second  quarter  would  be  respectively  $6.00  and 
$9.00;  in  computing  the  extra  tax  to  be  charged 
you  would  deduct  the  amount  of  tax  of  the  original 
vehicle  from  the  amount  that  would  be  charged  for 
the  new  vehicle  at  the  time  of  application  of  transfer, 
which  in  the  above  example  would  be  $3.00. 

The  matter  of  dealers  using  dealers'  tags  has 
been  limited  by  the  law  so  that  such  dealers'  tags

Club's  Busiest  Year 


Expanded  Touring  Department  and  Legal  Department  Play  Important  Part 

in  Increasing  Service  to  Members 


The  busiest  year  in  the  history  of  automobile 
clubs  is  now  being  written.  Demand  for  a  variecy 
of  services  is  being  made  by  members  far  in  excess 
of  what  was  anticipated  even  by  recognizing  the 
phenomenal  growth  in  the  use  of  motor  vehicles. 

The  Cleveland  Automobile  club  has  amplified 
and  broadened  its  scope  of  activities  in  the  securing 
of  general  benefits  for  all  motorists  as  well  as  in 
the  delivering  of  direct  and  immediate  service  to 
the  individual  member. 

The  present  year  has  seen  a  burden  placed  on  the 
touring  department  that  has  called  for  additional 
help  and  a  great  deal  of  extra  effort.  However, 
the  general  commendation  which  has  been  passed 
on  this  de])artment  leads  the  club  officials  to  be- 
lieve that  the  obligation  resting  on  it  has  been 
met  in  more  than  full  measure.  The  touring  de- 
partment is  now  equipped  to  route  motorists  any- 
where in  the  United  States.  Maps  and  general 
information  have  been  collected  from  a  wide  variety 
of  sources  and  these  are  kept  constantly  up  to  date. 
Extra  effort  also  has  been  expended  on  keeping 
up  to  the  minute  on  information  concerning  local 
routes.  This  has  been  no  easy  task  this  summer 
because  of  the  uncertain  condition  of  the  roads 
and  the  large  amount  of  detouring  necessarj'. 
Routes  have  changed  almost  from  day  to  day. 

A  systematized  plan  of  road  reports  from  other 
clubs,  highway  authorities,  garages  and  similar 
agencies  supplemented  the  securing  of  .  first-hand 
information  from  the  roads.  New  maps  and  touring 
cards  were  compiled,  and  the  publishing  of  the 
"Midland  Motorway,"  giving  the  trunk  line  routes 
radiating  from  Cleveland  as  far  as  St.  Louis  in  the 
west  and  Boston  in  the  east,  was  a  notable  achieve- 
ment. 

A  motor  truck  was  this  year  added  to  the  equip- 
ment of  the  touring  department.  This  has  been 
constantly  engaged  in  posting  signs  throughout 
Ohio,  vintil  there  is  no  section  of  the  country  which 


is  better  marked  by  road  signs  than  the  territory 
taken  in  by  the  Cleveland  Automobile  club.  The 
manner  in  which  this  work  has  been  carried  on  is 
of  l)enefit  to  all  users  of  the  highway  and  the  in- 
formation secured  has  been  of  important  service 
to  the  club  members. 

Callers  at  the  touring  information  desk  have 
for  the  past  three  months  averaged  350  per  day. 

Anocher  important  accession  has  been  the  legal 
department.  This  was  placed  in  charge  of  Lee  E. 
Skeel,  a  capable  member  of  the  Cleveland  bar. 
Am.ong  the  larger  tasks  undertaken  by  this  depart- 
ment was  the  drafting  of  a  new  taxicab  ordinance 
and  the  installation  of  a  complete  system  for  the 
tracing  of  stolen  cars.  In  this  latter  the  co-operation 
of  the  Cleveland  Police  Department  was  engaged 
and  the  result  is  a  system  for  handling  stolen  car 
cases  which  within  a  short  time  is  expected  to 
produce  notable  results. 

In  addition  to  these  more  general  functions,  the 
legal  department  has  been  of  inestimable  aid  to 
members  in  advising  them  of  legal  matters  connected 
with  the  use  and  operation  of  their  cars. 

Attorney  Skeel 's  permanent  headquarters  are  in 
the  club  rooms  and  the  department  is  open  from 
8:30  in  the  morning  until  5:00  in  the  evening. 

The  issuing  of  automobile  licenses  has  been 
carried  out  in  the  manner  generally  satisfactory 
to  the  community.  To  date  more  than  85,000  motor 
vehicle  licciises  have  been  issued  through  the  club. 

While  carrying  on  these  activities  the  club  has 
found  opportunity  to  advance  the  cause  of  road 
building  and  the  maintenance  of  city  streets  and 
country  roads.  Constant  vigilance  against  inim- 
ical legislation  has  been  rewarded  with  lessening 
encroachments  on  the  rights  of  motorists. 

The  club  has  also  found  time  to  conduct  its 
annual  orphans'  outing  and  to  carry  on  the  various 
features  of  civic  activity  which  have  brought  the 
membership  above  the  11,000  mark.

munity brought  about  by  the  club's  handling  of 
license  tags.  Plans  w^ere  laid  for  a  membership 
campaign  to  be  led  by  E.  A.  Grimm  and  E.  A.

E.  C.  Boom,  George  Max  and  others,  and  the  finan- 
cial statement  was  read  bv  E.  A.  Rogers. 
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Cleveland  Increases  Street  Paving 
Appropriation 

The  City  of  Cleveland  has  taken  the  lead  in 
providing  funds  for  street  maintenance  in  addition 
to  the  money  received  from  the  automobile  tax. 

Mayor  W.  S.  FitzGerald  has  asked  Finance 
Director  C.  S.  Metcalfe  to  include  in  the  budget 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year  an  appropriation  of 
$350,000  to  be  added  to  the  street  repair  funds. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  automobile-horse- 
power-tax law,  half  of  the  fees  received  from  each 
taxing  district  are  returned  to  the  treasury  of  that 
district  to  be  devoted  to  highway  maintenance. 
In  the  case  of  the  city  of  Cleveland  this  is  expected 
to  amount  to  about  $400,000.  In  past  years  there 
has  been  appropriated  from  general  revenues  about 
$400,000  for  street  repair.  This  did  not  include  new 
construction,  but  merely  repair  work,  such  as 
covered  by  the  automobile  tax. 

The  Ohio  Motorist  has  pointed  out  that  if 
Ohio  cities  did  not  appropriate  special  amounts, 
in  excess  of  the  automobile  tax  receipts,  the  im- 
plied purpose  of  the  horsepower  tax  law  would  not 
be  sensed.  In  other  words,  the  appropriations 
formerly  made  from  general  revenues  for  street 
repairs  would  not  be  made  in  lieu  of  receiving  the 
automobile  tax  money. 

At  the  beginning  of  1920,  the  Cleveland  city 
council  appropriated  $470,000  for  street  main- 
tenance.   This  was  expected  to  be  made  up  by

receipts  from  the  automobile  tax.  This  amount  has 
practicall)'  all  been  expended  to  date.  A  great  deal 
of  repair  work  had  to  be  done  as  soon  as  winter 
closed  and  this  was  performed  only  at  greatly 
increased  costs.  Labor  and  materials  both  cost 
a  great  deal  more  than  ever  before. 

The  city  council  has  authorized  $5,000,000 
worth  of  deficiency  bonds  to  finance  the  city  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year.  From  this  amount 
it  is  intended  to  take  $350,000  to  be  expended  on 
street  repairs  during  the  rest  of  1920. 


Recommend  Licenses  For  All 
Who  Run  Cars 

Examination  and  licensing  of  all  persons  before 
they  are  ])ermitted  to  operate  cars  in  Ohio,  was 
recommended  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  board  of 
directors  and  the  roads  and  streets  committee  of 
the  Cleveland  Automobile  club  held  on  July  15th. 

De])uty  Insi)ector  Edward  May  of  the  Cleveland 
Police  Department  and  A.  H.  Lintz  of  the  National 
Safety  Council  told  what  had  been  accomi)lished 
along  this  line  in  other  communities. 

It  was  the  general  opinion  among  those  present 
that  the  time  had  come  when  some  regulatory 
measures  must  be  put  into  effect  to  bar  incom- 
petents from  menacing  other  traffic  on  the  highways. 
The  meeting  did  not  endorse  any  particular  measure 
but  recommended  that  in  any  law  which  might 
be  enacted  by  the  Ohio  legislature  that  the  minimum 
age  limit  be  18  j-ears. 

The  meeting  went  on  record  as  favoring  a  change 
in  the  administration  of  street  work  in  Cleveland. 
It  was  suggested  that  the  maintenance  and  repair 
work  be  placed  under  direction  of  the  City  Engi- 
neering Department,  leaving  the  Commissioner 
of  Streets  to  devote  greater  attention  to  flushing 
and  cleaning. 

D.  S.  Hvunphrey,  member  of  the  Advisory  Board 
of  the  State  Highway  Commission,  spoke  on  the 
subject  of  drainage  of  highways  and  advocated 
greater  use  of  the  natural  soil  in  building  roads. 

A  variety  of  other  matters,  such  as  street  cars 
stopping  so  as  to  block  cross  streets,  also  were  dis- 
cussed.

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New  Traffic  Rules 

New  parking  regulations  in  the  East  105th 
Street  neighborhood  have  been  prescribed  by  the 
Cleveland  city  council.  These  regulations  which  are 
exhaustive  in  detail  are  as  follows: 

No  vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to  park  or  stop 
on  the  north  side  of  Euclid  Avenue  between  E. 
101st  St.  and  E.  107th  St.,  and  on  the  south  side 
of  EiicHd  Ave.  between  100th  St.  and  E.  107th 
St.,  for  more  than  thirty  (30)  minutes,  between 
the  hours  of  7  a.  m.  and  10  p.  m. 

No  vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to  park  or  stop 
on  the  north  side  of  Euclid  Ave.  between  E.  97th  St. 
and  E.  101st  St., for  more  than  one  {1)  hour. 

The  curbs  on  the  north  side  of  Euclid  Ave.  be- 
tween E.  97th  St.  and  E.  107th  St.  and  on  the  south 
side  of  Euclid  Ave.  between  E.  100th  St.  and  E. 
107th  St.,  shall  be  set  back  from  their  present 
locations  a  distance  of  three  (3)  feet,  respectively. 

During  the  period  from  7  a.  m.  to  10  p.  m.  no 
vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to  make  either  a  right- 
hand  or  left-hand  turn  at  the  intersection  of  Euclid 
Ave.  and  E.  105th  St. 

No  vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to  park  or  stop  on 
E.  105th  St.  between  a  point  150  feet  south  from 
the  southerly  line  of  Euclid  Ave.  and  150  feet 
north  from  the  northerly  line  of  Euclid  Ave.,  at 
any  time  of  the  day  or  night. 

The  Cleveland  Railway  Company  shall  place 
a  block  system  on  E.  105th  St.  north  of  the  inter- 
section with  Euclid  Ave.,  in  such  a  manner  that 
free  and  easy  ingress  and  egress  can  be  made  to 
and  from  Engine  House  No.  10  with  the  various 
apparatus  now  in  use.

Tribute  to  Fayette  Club 

The  Fayette  County  Automobile  club  at  Wash- 
ington Court  House  had  a  most  unusual  compli- 
ment paid  it.

At  this  ])oint  the  contractor  for  the  street 
paving  work  came  into  the  situation  by  sending  a 
force  of  men  to  the  club  with  instructions  to  lay 
a  first-class  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  club  offices  and 
which  was  presented  to  the  club  with  his  com- 
pliments. The  Andrews  Asphalt  Company  of 
Hamilton,  Ohio,  which  had  done  previous  good  work 
in  the  city,  was  the  contracting  firm. 


Club  Aids  Road  Repair  Work

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TAYLOR  FAVORS  NEW  STATE  SYSTEM 

Sees  Need  for  Change  in  Ohio's  Highway  Plans  if  Main  State  High- 
ways Are  To  Be  Adequately  Maintained 


State  Highway  Commissioner  A.  R.  Taylor  has 
'  declared  he  will  support  a  plan  for  the  state  to  take 
ever  complete  control  as  to  maintenance  as  well  as 
construction  of  all  the  main  market  roads. 

The  commissioner  expresses  the  belief  that  only 
by  such  centralized  state-wide  control  will  Ohio 
realize  a  state  system  of  roads  that  start  somewhere 
and  lead  somewhere  and  that  are  adequately  main- 
tained at  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

It  has  been  declared  in  recent  issues  of  this 
magazine  that  Ohio's  highway  failure  is  due  mainly 
to  lack  of  a  proper  legislative  system  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  main  thoroughfares  between  the 
principal  cities.  The  failure  to  complete  the  con- 
necting thoroughfares  and  the  failure  to  maintain 
the  roads  are  attributed  to  division  of  authority 
among  the  state  highway  department,  county 
commissioners  and  township  trustees.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  before  a  main  market  road  con- 
necting important  centers  can  be  built  it  must  be 
haggled  over  by  county  commissioners,  and  some- 
times township  trustees.  It  was  pointed  out 
further  that  in  the  matter  of  maintenance,  a  road 
between  Toledo  and  Columbus  might  be  in  part 
tmder  control  of  the  State  Highway  Department, 
in  part  under  supervision  of  county  commissioners, 
and  'n  part  in  charge  of  township  trustees.  And 
yet  we  have  been  sitting  back  wondering  why  our 
roads  are  not  properly  maintained! 

Commissioner  Taylor  advocates  the  state's 
taking  over  the  entire  3,000  miles  of  the  main 
market  system.  The  State  Highway  Department 
would  be  held  absolutely  responsible  for  the  main- 
tenance of  these  roads.  The  roads  would  be 
improved  as  the  Highway  Department  was  able  to 
effect  the  improvement,  and  pending  the  paving. 


the  vmimproved  road  would  be  kept  up  to  the  best 
possible  mark. 

One  of  the  greatest  faults  under  the  present 
system  is  the  poor  condition  In  which  a  road  is  per- 
mitted to  remain  between  the  time  the  coimty  pro- 
poses its  improvement  by  the  State  Highway  De- 
partment and  the  completion  of  the  improvement. 
After  the  coimty  commissioners  have  gone  through 
the  process  of  presenting  a  proposition  to  the  State 
Highway  Department,  sometimes  two  years  elapse 
before  the  actual  work  of  improvement  is  begim. 
During  those  two  years,  the  road  frequently  lies 
neglected,  the  alibi  of  the  councy  authorities  being 
that  the  "road  is  going  to  be  paved." 

Under  the  suggested  system,  the  State  Deparc- 
ment  woiild  be  held  responsible  for  the  upkeep 
until  the  road  was  improved,  and  afterward,  of 
course. 

This  plan  would  work  no  hardships  on  the 
coimties.  Every  county  in  the  state  now  has  one 
or  more  main  market  roads.  In  the  coimties  in 
which  these  sections  are  still  awaiting  improve- 
ment, the  county  is  now  required  to  maintain  the 
road,  but  with  the  state  maintaining  the  road,  the 
covmty  would  be  enabled  to  expend  its  funds  on 
other  roads. 

When  the  state  was  ready  to  improve  an  im- 
portant thoroughfare,  the  Highway  Department 
would  be  able  to  go  ahead  and  build  the  road  con- 
necting the  important  cities  without  waiting  for 
the  intervening  counties  to  act. 

There  is  at  present  a  main  market  road  mmning 
directly  from  Colimibus  to  Cleveland  by  way  of 
Loudon ville,  Mt.  Vernon  and  Wooster.  Its  im- 
provement has  been  delayed  because  some  of  the 
covmties  through  which  it  passes  have  low  tax 
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duplicates  and  few  aucomobiles.  Under  a  real 
state  system,  the  state  would  proceed  with  the 
improvement  without  regard  to  the  counties,  who 
would  in  turn  be  left  to  spend  local  ftmds  on  local 
improvements. 

Commissioner  Taylor  believes  that  until  re- 
sponsibility and  authority  are  centralized,  Ohio 
will  not  catch  up  with  New  York  and  other  eastern 
states  who  have  set  Ohio  an  example  in  highway 
development. 

The  old  system  of  divided  responsibility  nearly 
played  havoc  with  Ohio's  apportionment  of  federal 
fimds  for  road  work.  When  the  federal  distri- 
bution was  to  be  made,  the  State  Highway  Depart- 
ment laid  out  a  system  of  1,500  miles  of  road  to  be 
eligible  for  federal  aid.  These  were  the  roads 
considered  of  national  importance  and  some  of 
them  traversed  counties  of  low  financial  resources. 

As  the  federal  money  was  received,  the  roads 
originally  planned  could  not  be  carried  out  because 
under  the  Ohio  laws,  the  covmties  were  required  to 
perform  a  certain  share.  The  federal  money  then 
was  distributed  over  roads  of  lesser  importance, 
dribbled  about  a  good  deal  the  same  way  that  much 
of  the  forttme  Ohio  has  already  spent  on  road  con- 
struction has  been  spread  over  the  state.  This 
year,  the  federal  authorities  objected  to  con- 
tinuance of  the  system  and  the  difficulty  was  only 
recencly  bridged  by  a  pledge  from  the  Ohio  depart-, 
ment  to  complete  the  original  federal  roads  at 
state  expense  in  lieu  of  the  federal  money  spent 
elsewhere. 

"This  instance  of  the  federal  apportionment 
displays  emphatically  the  need  for  the  new  system 
in   Ohio,"   said  Highway  Commissioner  Taylor. 

"The  central  state  authority  should  take  over  the 
entire  main  market  sj'stem  of  some  3,000  miles, 
maintain  it  constantly  and  improve  it  as  fast  as  we 
are  able.  Under  such  a  plan  of  centralized  re- 
sponsibility, there  would  be  some  assvu-ance  of 
proper  maintenance  instead  of  the  many  different 
kinds  of  roads  we  have  now.  It  would  end  dodging 
and  excuses  for  failure  to  maintain  roads  and  sub- 
stitute a  standardized  plan.  So  strongly  do  I 
believe  that  in  the  substitution  of  one  central 
system  for  88  co\infcy  systems,  that  I  favor  event- 
ually the  state's  taking  over,  as  soon  as  we  are  fi- 
nancially able,  not  only  the  main  market  roads 
connecting  important  centers,  but  the  inter-cotmty 
highways  and  roads  of  lesser  importance  as  well. 
I  would  be  glad  to  co-operate  in  bringing  about  the 
legislation  necessary  to  establish  Ohio  on  the  proper 
basis." 


Taxi  Law  Upheld 
Another  victory  for  taxicab  regulation  was  scored 
in  the  Cleveland  Municipal  Court.  Taxi  drivers 
arrested  for  violations  of  the  new  ordinance  brought 
suit  to  test  the  validity  of  the  ordinance.  The  case 
was  heard  by  Judge  Silbert  who  upheld  the  con- 
stitutionality of  the  law  and  fined  the  drivers  the 
costs. 


Plan  1921  Distribution  of  Automobile 
License  Plates 

Plans  have  been  made  by  the  State  Automobile 
department  for  handling  the  first-of-the-year  rush 
with  the  greatest  possible  expedition.  Issuing 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  number  plates  has  be- 
come a  task  of  such  magnitude  as  to  call  for  extra- 
ordinary organization. 

Last  year  Secretary  of  State  Smith  delayed  the 
selling  of  the  number  plates  because  of  the  litigation 
pending  against  the  horse-power  tax  law,  but  this 
year  it  is  planned  by  Secretary  of  State  Smith  and 
Registrar  A.  G.  Snow  to  place  the  tags  on  sale  at 
Columbus  and  through  club  bureaus  considerably 
before  the  first  of  the  year  vnth  preparatory  plans 
to  relieve  the  congestion  to  the  greatest  possible 
degree. 

The  State  Penitentiary  has  already  started  work 
on  the  manufacture  of  next  year's  number  plates 
which  will  be  green  and  white.  It  is  expected  that 
more  than  200,000  sets  will  be  completed  by  the 
middle  of  September  and  that  from  then  on,  150,000 
per  month  will  be  produced. 

While  a  large  part  of  the  plant's  capacity  is  being 
devoted  to  1921  tags,  work  is  still  being  done  in 
turning  out  the  blue  and  white  plates  for  this  year. 

Because  of  the  growth  of  the  motor  car  business 
it  has  been  necessary  to  order  for  1920  an  additional 
5,000  sets,  carrying  the  passenger  car  series  from 
520,000  to  525,000. 

It  is  estimated  there  will  be  90,000  truck  licenses 
issued,  5,000  electric  cars  and  22,000  motorcycles. 
This,  it  is  estimated,  will  produce  a  revenue  of  about 
$6,500,000. 

It  is  estimated  that  this  year's  plates  were 
manufactured  at  a  cost  of  14c  per  set.  This  low  cost 
leaves  a  large  stun  to  be  expended  on  highway  work 
in  the  state  as  the  net  receipts  of  the  automobile 
tax  are  distributed  between  the  State  Highway 
Department  on  one  hand  and  the  cities  or  other 
local  taxing  tmits  on  the  other,  for  the  maintenance 
of  roads  and  streets.

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Traffic  Officers'  Convention 

Sends  Draft  for  Uniform  Code  to  Special  Committee  Which  Will  Complete 

Work  at  Meeting  in  Cleveland 

Discussions  of  every  phase  of  the  traffic  situation,  an  exhibit  of  safety  devices  and  the  formulation  of  a 
uniform  traffic  code  for  American  cities  and  states  featured  the  first  national  convention  of  traffic  officers 
held  in  San  Francisco,  August  23rd  to  27th. 

'  The  Ohio  State  Automobile  association  and  several  Ohio  cities  were  represented.  Fred  H.  Caley  and 
Charles  C.  Janes  represented  the  state  association.  Walter  D.  Meals  represented  the  Cleveland  Automobile 
club  and  police  officials  were  present  from  Cleveland,  Cokmibus,  Warren  and  other  cities. 

While  there  was  a  goodly  representation  from  the  larger  cities  of  the  East,  the  bulk  of  the  convention  was  < 
made  up  of  Califomians.  Among  the  principal  speakers  were  Clayton  H.  Sharp  of  New  York,  who  spoke 
on  the  progress  in  headlight  legislation;  Mrs.  John  L.  McGinn,  chief  of  police  of  San  Mateo,  who  urged  the 
delegates  to  legislate  against  minors  and  one-arm  drivers,  meaning  the  young  man  who  drives  with  one  arm 
around  his  girl;  Fred  S.  Wilson  who  argued  for  compulsory  inspection  of  brakes,  and  Chester  N.  Weaver, 
one  of  California's  leading  dealers. 

The  demonstration  of  safety  devices  proved  most  interesting,  although  several  cars  were  smashed  in  the  \ 
exhibitions.  \ 

The  need  of  greater  uniformity  in  traffic  regulation  was  emphasized  by  the  city  in  which  the  convention 
was  held.  In  a  letter  received  from  Secretary  Caley  he  writes:  "San  Francisco  is  certainly  the  proper  place 
to  hold  a  convention  of  this  nature.  There  are  no  traffic  regulations  of  any  kind.  Speed  is  merely  a  matter 
of  horsepower,  and  automobiles  pass  street  cars  on  either  side,  cut  comers,  dodge  through  traffic  anywhere 
at  any  time.   At  intersecting  streets  the  driver  who  can  break  through  has  the  right  of  way." 

While  this  picture  of  conditions  in  the  city  in  which  the  convention  was  held  presents  one  side  of  the 
picture,  the  general  result  is  that  the  convention  inaugurated  a  movement  which  should  result  in  great 
improvement  in  the  handling  of  traffic  everywhere.  The  need  for  greater  uniformity,  as  well  as  for  modern- 
ization in  the  handling  of  traffic,  is  apparent  throughout  the  land. 

Discussion  of  different  phases  of  the  traffic  problem  resulted  in  much  good.  All  recommendations  for 
embodiment  in  a  proposed  uniform  code  were  referred  to  an  executive  committee  of  16.  Judge  Meals  of 
Cleveland  is  a  member  of  this  committee.  The  committee  did  not  complete  its  draft  at  San  Francisco  and 
the  final  chapters  will  be  written  at  a  meeting  of  the  committee  to  be  held  in  Cleveland,  December  2nd . 

The  interchange  of  ideas  and  the  steps  toward  a  uniform  code  should  culminate  into  a  definite  move- 
ment through  the  meeting  to  be  held  in  Cleveland.

Maintain  Detour 

The  maintenance  of  an  adequate  detour  on  the 
Brecksville  road  between  Akron  and  Cleveland  came 
before  the  Cuyahoga  county  commissioners  at  a 
recent  meeting. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Akron  Automobile 
Club  work  is  now  being  done  on  the  completion  of 
the  one  and  one  half  miles  ofj  unpaved  road  on  the 
Brecksville  route. 

While  this  is  being  done  a  detour  is  necessary 
from  just  north  of  the  Summit  County  line,  into 
Richfield.  This  road  has  been  in  bad  condition, 
making  the  detour  dangerous. 

Upon  an  appeal  from  the  residents  of  Brecks\'ille 
township  and  the  Cleveland  Automobile  Club,  the 
county  cornmissioners  made  a  special  appropriation 
of  $2,500.00  for  cmders  and  slag,  and  the  township 
trustees  are  to  carry  on  the  work  of  keeping  the 
detour  road  in  travel  able  condition.  i 

Steps  have  been  taken  by  County  Engineer  W. 
A.  Stinchcomb  for  relieving  congestion  at  the  narrow 
points  on  the  Bedford-Twinsburg  road.  Where 
repairs  are  in  progress  it  is  possible  for  only  a  single 
file  of  vehicles  to  pass  On  Saturdays  and  Svmdays 
congestion  at  this  point  has  become  serious.  County 


Engineer  Stinchcomb  ordered  watchmen  employed'; 
at  these  points  on  Sunday  and  Labor  Day  to  assist 
in  handling  traffic  and  avoiding  congestion  as  much 
as  possible. 

Comfort  as  Applied  to  Winter  Motoring 

On  the  theory  that  without  heat  there  is  no  such 
thing  as  real  comfort  in  cold  weather,  manufacturers 
of  motor  car  heaters  are  this  fall  conducting  what 
is  expected  to  be  their  strongest  campaign  in  the 
history  of  the  industry. 

Motor  car  heater  enthusiasts  point  out  that  in- 
asmuch as  the  public  demands  heat  in  street  cars, 
railroad  coaches,  all  public  buildings,  and  in  the 
home — be  it  a  laborer's  humble  cottage  or  the 
millionaire's  mansion — it  is  equally  logical  that  a 
heater  is  a  necessary  part  of  motor  vehicle  equip- 
ment, especially  is  this  true,  they  argue,  since  auto- 
mobiles and  motor  trucks  become  an  all  year  around 
utiHty.

Heater  &  Mfg.  Company  of  Cleveland,  the  largest 
makers  of  motor  car  heaters  in  the  world,  sizes  U]j 
the  situation  in  this  way: — 

"If  a  Traction  Company  should  become  amiss

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Relief  in  Highway  Materials 

Public  Utilities  Commission  Ruling  Makes  Possible  Better  Shipping  Facilities 

Within  State  of  Ohio 


Relief  in  the  shipment  of  materials  for  highway 
work  has  been  extended  by  the  Ohio  Public  Utilities 
Commission. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  had  ruled 
that  open  top  cars  might  be  used  only  for  the  ship- 
ment of  coal.  The  Ohio  Public  Utilities  Commission 
ruled  that  cars  might  be  used  for  the  shipment  of 
highway  materials,  upon  certification  from  the 
State  Highway  Commissioner  of  the  necessity  for 
the  work.  The  State  Utilities  Commission  Order 
No.  47  is  as  follows: 

"The  commission,  having  under  con- 
sideration representations  of  the  State 
Highway  Commissioner  relative  to  the 
serious  condition  prevailing  with  respect 
to  highway  construction  in  the  state  of 
Ohio, due  to  failure  of, carriers  to  furnish 
cars  for  the  transportation  of  road-making 
materials,  finds  that  the  welfare  of  the 
people  of  the  state  requires  that  such 
highway  projects  as  are  now  under  way 
be  completed  while  weather  conditions  are 
favorable.  _ 

"And  the  commission,  having  arranged 
with  the  State  Highway  Commissioner  for 
certification  to  be  made  by  him  to  the 
commission  as  to  such  highways  construc- 
tion projects,  the  completion  of  which  is 
essential,  with  information  as  to  points  of 
shipment  of  material  and  number  of  cars 
required,  it  is 

"ORDERED,  that  all  railroads  in  Ohio 
be  and  they  hereby  are  ordered,  directed 
and  required,  forthwith,  upon  receipt  of 
notice  from  the  commission  as  to  cars  re- 
quired for  the  transportation  of  road- 
making  materials,  machinery  or  supplies, 
to  give  preference  and  priority  to  such 
orders  for  eqviipment  and  to  immediately 
assign  cars  for  the  filling  of  such  orders, 
without  regard  to  percentage  quotas  of 
distribution." 

It  has  been  pointed  out  that  this  rule  is  in  con- 
flict with  Order  No.  79  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  which  of  course,  affects  only  cars  in 
interstate  commerce. 

It  is  further  pointed  out,  however,  that  the 
Ohio  commission  is  in  position  to  enforce  its  ruling 


because  of  a  recent  grant  of  40  per  cent,  increase  in 
freight  rates  to  points  within  Ohio. 

Further  difficulty  has  been  encountered  in  the 
securing  of  cement  and  it  has  been  necessary  for  the 
State  Highway  Commissioner,  A.  R.  Taylor,  to 
bring  pressure  to  bear  on  cement  mills  to  insure  a 
supply. 

The  difficulties  encountered  this  year  have  led 
to  talk  of  the  establishment  by  the  state  of  a  cement 
mill  to  be  operated  by  prison  labor  and  which  would 
supply  the  material  for  the  many  state  projects.

Inter-State  Touring  Contrast 

By  Ernest  McGafley 
(Who  compares  Southern  California  with  his  nativeBuckeyeState) 

To  the  motoring  enthusiast,  nothing  gives  such 
a  zestful  tang  as  a  comparison  cf  nature's  moods. 
To  come  from  the  Middle  West  to  the  Pacific  Coast, 
or  to  travel  from  Southern  California  to  Ohio,  wi\] 
give  the  traveler  a  variety  of  scenery  vi^hich  will  be 
more  interesting  than  a  dozen  art  galleries  combined. 
In  Ohio,  for  instance,  there  will  be  the  absence  of  the 
sea,  and  practically  no  such  things  as  lofty  moun- 
tains, yet  there  will  be  the  great  sweep  of  Lake  Erie, 
and  hills  which  diversify  the  landscape  with  mani- 
fold beauties.  In  Southern  California  there  will 
be  the  ever-changing  fascination  of  the  Pacific, 
and  mountain  ranges,  peaks,  and  foot-hills  severed 
by  winding  canyons.  In  Southern  California  there 
will  be  only  occasional  rivers,  and  these  are  usually 
lightly  timbered.  In  Ohio  the  traveler  wiW  find  the 
Ohio,  Sandusky,  Little  and  Big  Miami,  Muskingum, 
Black,  Scioto,  Maiimee,  VermiUon,  Cuyahoga, 
Grand  and  Huron  rivers,  and  ntmiberless  creeks, 
nearly  all  of  them  with  a  good  growth  of  trees  along 
their  banks. 

In  Southern  California  the  trees  will  be  mostly 
pines,  live-oaks,  sycamore,  eucalyptus  and  willow. 
In  Ohio,  there  will  be  many  varieties  of  oak,  several 
kinds  of  hickory,  ash,  poplar,  pine,  elm.  birch,  locust 


and  cherry,  besides  black  walnut,  butternut,  chest- 
nut, catalpa,  hemlock,  tamarack,  buckeye,  sassafras, 
and  other  trees.  In  Southern  California  the  visitor 
will  find  the  cactus,  the  yucca,  the  pampas  grass, 
and  many  curious  and  wonderful  plants  new  to  him, 
and  in  Ohio  the  western  visitor  will  become  ac- 
quainted with  the  paw-paw,  the  May-apple,  the 
buckeye  and  other  growths  pectdiar  to  the  forests 
of  that  State. 

In  Ohio  the  motorist  will  see  infrequently  a 
woodchuck  sunning  himself  by  his  burrow,  and 
fox  and  gray  squirrels  crossing  the  road.  He  will 
see  the  bob-white  quail,  and  possibly  a  ruflfed  grouse 
once  in  awhile.  But  the  deer,  the  wild  turkeys,  and 
che  vdld  pigeons  have  departed.  In  California 
the  automobilist  will  quite  often  see  a  lone  coyote 
watching  from  some  discant  knoll,  or  sneaking 
stealthily  across  a  lower  slope  of  the  foot-hills.  Deer 
he  will  come  in  sight  of  on  the  upper  stretches  of 
highway,  and  have  a  glimpse  of  a  golden  eagle  swing- 
ing high  above  the  canyons  on  imperturbable  wing. 
He  will  see  the  road-runner,  too,  most  decorative 
in  appearance,  and  the  sworn  foe  of  the  rattle-snake. 
The  rattle-snake  he  will  rarely  see,  but  sometimes 
a  rattler  will  start  to  cross  a  highway  during  the 
summer  months. 

In  Ohio,  the  blue-jays  are  bright  blue,  with  white 
bands  in  the  tail-feathers.    In  California,  the  jays 
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are  a  solid  splotch  of  very  dark  blue,  almost  as 
dense  as  the  "indigo"  birds  we  used  to  find  in  the 
Ohio  woods.  Both  States  have  particularly  beauti- 
ful scenery,  and  the  contrast  is  so  striking  that 
residents  of  both  should  be  certain  to  make  the 
comparison  some  day. 

The  farming  districts  of  both  States  will  present 
an  intensely  interesting  study  for  those  of  either 
State  who  have  never  seen  both.  The  big  ranches 
in  some  of  the  Southern  California  Counties,  often 
bringing  with  them  a  reminder  of  the  old  Spanish 
or  Mexican  regime,  are  a  striking  contrast  to  the 
thoroughly  tilled  acres  of  a  typical  "Buckeye" 
farm.  In  California,  while  deciduous  fruit  is 
grown  largely,  the  cicrus  fruit  industry  dominates 
orcharding.  Oranges,  lemons,  apricots,  figs,  dates, 
loquats,  grape-fruit,  olives,  almonds,  avocadoes 
and  prunes  would  be  strange  words  on  the  tongue 
of  an  Ohio  farmer  so  far  as  his  orchard  was  concerned. 

As  to  highways,  and  the  constantly  increasing 
motor  traffic,  each  of  the  States  possesses  certain 
similarities.  Both  are  well  in  the  lead  in  the  Good 
Roads  movement.  In  Southern  California,  The 
Automobile  Club  of  Southern  California  has  for 
many  years  been  the  principal  moving  spirit  in  the 
crusade  for  better  highways,  and  its  work  in  the 


various  State  and  Coimty  Bond  campaigns  for  good 
roads  has  made  history  in  the  annals  of  highway 
building  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  Every  mile  of  the 
great  road  system  of  Southern  California  is  thor- 
oughly sign-posted  and  safe-guarded  by  its  signs, 
and  its  offices  in  every  southern  County,  serve  both 
its  membership  of  38,000  men  and  women,  and  the 
travelling  ]3ublic  the  year  round,  as  the  highways 
here  are  easily  travelled  at  all  seasons. 

Thousands  of  motorists  come  annually  to 
Southern  California,  and  thousands  of  Califomians 
visit  Ohio.  The  best  time  for  "Buckeye"  visitors 
to  get  the  most  vivid  contrast  to  conditions  in  their 
own  State  would  probably  be  during  December, 
January  and  February.  The  differences  which  the 
Southern  California  visitor  would  find  most  marked 
would  likely  be  found  in  January,  February  and 
October.  An  Ohio  "Indian  Summer,"  of  which 
October  is  the  very  heart,  gives  a  coloring,  and  a 
smoky,  hazy  atmosphere  which  is  unique  and 
wonderful.  January  and  February  in  Ohio  would 
mean  ice-skating,  sleighing,  and  a  mid-winter  touch 
that  Southern  Califomians  would  have  to  travel 
up  into  their  mountain  ranges  to  get.  Inter-State 
motoring  offers  a  perfect  treasure-tro\'e  of  varying 
experience. 


MOTOR  ROADS  IN  SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA 
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Legal  Department  Busy  Place 

Automobile  Thieves  Brought  to  Time  and  Claims  of  Members  Handled  by 

Cleveland  Club's  New  Department 


In  the  handling  of  stolen  car  cases,  in  the  defense 
of  motorists  against  unscrupulous  speed  traps  and 
in  the  advising  of  members,  the  legal  department 
has  proA'cd  one  of  the  most  efficient  fimctions  of  the 
Cleveland  Automobile  Club.  No  department  of 
the  club  has  been  busier  during  the  past  four  months 
and  a  splendid  record  has  been  made  under  direction 
of  Attorney  Lee  E.  Skeel.  Hundreds  of  cases  have 
been  handled  and  a  few  of  the  principal  ones  will 
give  an  insight  into  the  broad  scope  of  the  depart- 
ment's activities. 

On  August  2nd,  Steve  Vaska,  a  boy  about  16 
years  old,  was  arrested  by  the  Shaker  Heights  police, 
while  sleeping  in  a  car  on  a  public  highway.  Investi- 
gation by  the  club  and  police  officials  brought  out 
the  fact  that  the  car  in  which  Vaska  was  sleeping 
had  been  stolen  and  tljat  the  boy  had  been  involved 
in  other  thefts,  as  well.  Vaska,  it  appeared,  had 
begun  his  career  as  an  automobile  thief  under  the 
leadership  of  David  Lock  and  John  Harvesty. 
Both  of  these  men  were  convicted  of  stealing  auto- 
mobiles, Lock  be'ng  sentenced  to  the  Mansfield 
Reformatory,  and  Harvesty  sent  to  the  Hudson 
farm. 

This  trio  operated  by  Vaska  stealing  cars  and 
turning  them  over  to  Lock  and  Harvesty  to  be 
disposed  of. 

Vaska  had  stolen  a  car  from  opposite  the  Empire 
Theatre  and  turned  it  over  to  Lock  and  Harvesty, 
who  were  starting  to  drive  it  to  Detroit  when  they 
were  arrested. 

With  his  tutors  gone,  the  boy  continued  his 
careei  of  crime.  His  next  attempt  was  a  Maxwell 
which  did  not  run  satisfactorily  and  shortly  there- 
after he  stole  a  Chevrolet  from  near  the  market 
house. 

In  company  with  another  boy  they  took  cars 
which  had  been  parked  at  golf  clubs  in  the  outlying 
sections.  A  Grant  roadster,  driven  away  from  the 
Shaker  Heights  club,  was  the  car  in  which  Vaska  was 
finally  apprehended.  Taken  before  Judge  Addams 
he  was  sent  to  the  Mansfield  Reformator>^ 

Marshall  Brichford  of  Mentor  reported  to  the 
department  the  recovery  of  a  Buick  1920  touring 
car.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  legal  department 
it  was  found  that  the  car  with  the  real  motor  nxam- 
ber,  which  had  been  changed  to  the  car  recovered, 
was  in  the  possession  of  the  owner  at  Newark,  N.  J. 


Further  examination  was  made  and  the  assembly 
numbers  secured,  with  the  result  that  it  was  found 
that  the  car  recovered  in  Mentor  had  been  stolen 
from  W.  B.  Walker  of  Buffalo,  to  whom  it  was 
returned. 

G.  D.  Sliger  reported  to  the  automobile  club 
in  May  that  his  Hudson  car  had  been  stolen. 
Shortly  afterward  this  car  was  spotted  in  front  of  a 
garage  on  Carnegie  Avenue,  two  men  having 
attempted  to  dispose  of  the  car  to  the  L.  E.  Southern 
Automobile  Company.  The  two  men  were  arrested- 
Steve  Andur  and  John  Bunte.  Andur  was  bound 
over  to  the  Grand  Jury;  Bunte  being  released. 

A.  H.  Bright,  a  member  of  the  club, was  arrested 
charged  with  speeding,  near  Solon,  Ohio.  The 
arrest  was  made  by  special  constables,  H.J.  Powers 
and  T.  H.  Powers,  who  had  been  appointed  by 
Justice  of  the  Peace  McDowell.  Investigation 
brought  out  that  these  special  officers  drove  a 
touring  car  along  the  road  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
induce  other  motorists  to  speed  up  to  pass  them. 
The  facts  were  laid  before  Justice  McDowell  who 
dismissed  Bright  and  discharged  the  special  officers. 

F.  W.  Beattie,  while  touring  in  Detroit,  suffered 
injury  due  to  the  negligence  of  the  Detroit  United 
Railway  Company.  Through  the  co-operation  of 
the  Detroit  Automobile  Club,  Mr.  Beattie  received 
$65  in  settlement  of  his  claim  for  .$80  against  the 
Railway  Company. 

M.  J.  Cabalek,  while  driving  on  Center  road  at 
the  intersection  of  Fairmoimt  boulevard,  was  struck 
by  a  car  driven  by  a  chauffeur  from  Youngstown. 
The  chauffeur's  employer  denied  liability  but 
pressing  the  case  brought  a  settlement  of  the  claim 
in  full. 

Since  May  1st,  131  members  of  the  club  have 
filed  accident  reports  and  there  have  been  innumer- 
able calls  for  advice  on  traffic  regulation  and  similar 
subjects. 

The  legal  department  is  now  engaged  in  an 
investigation  of  the  activities  of  the  Newburgh 
Heights  police  department.  It  is  reported  that 
numerous  arrests  have  been  made  and  costs  col- 
lected for  minor  infractions  of  the  traffic  code. 
This  matter  is  now  being  taken  up  with  Mayor 
C.  E.  Zimmerman  and  it  is  believed  that  if  the 
police  officials  of  the  town  have  been  unduly  officious, 
that  a  better  system  will  be  instituted.

Few  Thefts  in  Warren 

While  Warren  has  an  unusually  large  number  of 
automobiles  per  capita,  its  theft  record  is  remarkably 
good. 

Only  two  automobiles  have  been  stolen  there 
within  the  past  month  and  one  of  these  was  re- 
covered. Two  were  stolen  iri  June;  two  in  May; 
three  in  April  and  one  in  March;  none  at  all  were 
stolen  in  January  or  February. 

This .  is  a  record  of  only  ten  cars  stolen  so  far 
this  year  in  Warren,  while  nearby  cities  have  suf- 
fered more  heavily. 

This  excellent  record  is  said  to  be  due  to  the  fine 
system  which  is  in  operation  through  co-operation 
of  the  city  and  county  authorities  and  the  Warren 
Automobile  Club. 

Pave  Through  Reynoldsburg 

Contract  has  been  let  for  paving  the  National 
road  through  Reynoldsburg.  This  is  the  one  bad 
spot  on  this  important  highway  between  Columbus 


and  the  Ohio  river.  All  the  rest  of  the  road  is  in 
good  shape  and  much  of  it  might  be  considered  a 
model  highway. 

In  the  village  of  Reynoldsburg,  however,  im- 
provement has  been  delayed  and  held  back.  Through 
the  efforts  of  the  Columbus  Automobile  Club,  the 
Cotinty  Commissioners  haxe  let  the  contract  for  the 
improvement  of  the  road,  the  material  is  on  the 
ground  and  preliminary  work  started. 

It  is  planned  to  build  half  the  road  at  a  time  so 
that  a  detour  will  not  be  necessary.

hours,  eighteen  minutes,  forty-six  seconds.  Average 
miles  per  hour,  including  all  stops,  twenty-one  naught 
nine.

State  Police  a  Help  to  Motorist

Fotirteen  years  ago  there  was  created  a  body  of 
police  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  whose  duty  it  is 
to  police  that  state  from  northern  to  southern  and 
from  eastern  to  western  boimdaries. 

It  was  felt  that  by  having  a  police  force  that 
was  organized  to  cover  a  state  instead  of  only  a 
county  or  miinicipality  and  ha\dng  sub-stations 


scattered  over  the  territory  in  which  they  were  to 
operate,  these  stations  to  be  equipped  in  the  best 
manner  and  with  the  best  possible  appliances  for 
the  apprehension  of  law  breakers,  that  time  cotild 
be  saved  and  the  criminals  caught  without  the 
delays  of  legal  action  so  often  necessary  with  local- 
authorities  and  which  often  permit  the  criminal  j 
to  get  away.    Another  big  factor  at  the  time  of< 
organizing  the  Pennsylvania  State  Police  was  the] 
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advantages  of  police  protection  to  the  farming 
districts  in  a  thorough  business-Hke  manner. 

Since  their  conception  the  State  Pohcc  have 
traveled  the  highways  and  byways  on  sturdy  horses 
especially  selected  for  the  work  from  the  herds  on 
western  plains.  These  horses  permitted  the  move- 
ments of  the  police  o\'er  considerable  ground  and 
added  to  the  efficiency  of  the  department. 

This  organization  has  become  one  of  the  highest 
type  of  police  miits  in  the  country  today.  Their  work 
is  mostly  with  the  more  serious  criminals,  such  as 
bank  robbers,  murderers,  thieves  and  others. 

Efficient  as  the  sturdy  horse  was  in  the  past 
in  the  trailing  of  criminals  of  the  worse  type,  it  has 
been  necessary  to  replace  the  horse  with  motor 
^'ehicles  because  the  automobile  is  almost  always 
used  by  criminals  in  their  getaway. 

Another  big  problem  for  these  men  was  to  deal 
successfully  with  the  auto  thief,  which  is  a  menace 
to  the  motoring  public  all  over  the  covmtry.  Penn- 
sylvania State  Police  have  a  plan  partially  worked 
out  w^hich  it  is  expected  by  fall  will  be  in  operation 
and  which  will  eliminate  almost  entirely  the  stolen 
automobile.  The  complete  plan  cannot  be  safely 
given  to  the  public  at  the  present  time,  but  some 
things  of  interest  to  owners  of  automobiles  follow 
as  part  of  the  plan  for  the  wiping  out  of  the  annoy- 
ance and  expense  of  stolen  cars.  The  State  Police, 
besides  numerous  motor  cars  for  their  use,  have 
recently  added  to  their  equipment  seventy  motor- 
cycles of  the  big  twin  type,  to  be  used  by  the  newly- 
organized  motorcycle  squad.  This  vinit  of  the  State 
Police  was  organized  by  Major  Lynn  G.  Adams 
immediately  upon  assuming  command  of  the  State 
Police,  March  1,  1920. 

Members  of  this  motorcycle  division  have  just 
finished  a  course  of  instruction  lasting  nearly  six 
months  at  the  State  Police  Training  School  at 
Newville,  Pa.,  and  are  now  operating  throughout 
the  state,  their  work  being  principally  to  stop  auto 
stealing  and  reckless  driving. 

Numerous  stolen  automobiles  have  been  re- 
covered by  the  State  Police  due  to  the  quick  action 
of  the  owner  by  notifying  the  local  police  authorities 
and  the  nearest  State  Police  sub-station  or  troop 
headquarters,  which  enables  the  department  to 
immediately  send  a  description  of  stolen  car  to  the 
different  headquarters  covering  the  entire  state  of 
Pennsylvania. 

Reports  were  received  at  troop  "B"  head- 
quarters, Wyoming,  on  May  29th,  the  date  that 
the  members  of  the  motorcycle  detachment  of  that 
troop  started  to  operate  in  the  district,  that  two 
automobiles  were   stolen   from   Carbondale  and 


Hazleton;  three  hours  later  these  cars  were  located 
at  Old  Forge  and  Sugar  Notch,  the  occu])ants  taken 
into  custody  by  the  members  of  the  motorcycle 
squad  and  cars  returned  to  their  owners,  which 
shows  quick  results  and  the  efficiency  of  the  motor- 
cycle division. 

The  Department  of  State  Police  is  endeavoring 
to  rid  Pennsylvania  of  the  automobile  thief  and  the 
reckless  driver  who  endangers  the  life  of  every  law- 
abiding  citizen  operating  a  motor  vehicle  on  the 
public  highway,  but  cannot  do  so  without  the  co- 
operation of  every  member  of  the  various  motor 
clubs  of  Pennsylvania,  and  other  operators  of 
motor  vehicles.  Very  often  automobiles  are 
stolen  and  considerable  time  has  elapsed,  with  the 
thief  miles  away,  before  the  proper  authorities  are 
notified. 

Motor  clubs  in  the  southeastern  section  of  the 
state  have  rendered  valuable  assistance  to  the  State 
Police  in  reporting  immediately  suspicious  looldng 
or  apparently  abandoned  cars  along  the  highways, 
which  were  investigated  at  once,  and  in  nixmerous 
cases  found  to  have  been  stolen,  the  thief  being 
compelled  to  temporarily  abandon  the  car  while 
obtaining  a  supply  of  gasoline  or  for  other  minor 
repairs,  only  to  be  taken  into  custody  upon  return 
to  the  car. 

Very  often  a  state  policeman  has  fotmd  it 
necessary  to  stop  the  automobile  driver  along  the 
different  highways  of  the  commonwealth  to  check 
up  the  car.  He  may  be  looldng  for  a  stolen  automo- 
bile, the  yeggman  who  has  blown  a  safe  in  a  nearby 
coimtry  town,  the  bank  robber  or  some  person 
wanted  for  a  serious  crime  who  has  been  reported 
making  his  escape  in  the  same  direction  you  are 
going.  In  some  instances  the  operators  become 
very  indignant  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  their 
rights  as  citizens  have  been  infringed  upon  and  their 
honesty  questioned.  Your  automobile  may  be  stolen 
at  some  time,  or  your  home  or  place  of  business 
robbed.  In  your  case  you  would  appreciate  it  if 
the  same  efforts  were  put  forth;  in  this  case  assist 
the  state  policeman  by  giving  the  information 
requested  in  a  cheerful  manner. 

The  duties  of  a  state  policeman  are  hard  and 
numerous;  the  department  co-operates  wdth  the 
Federal  Government,  the  State  Government,  the 
Bureau  of  Fire  Protection,  as  well  as  assisting  the 
county  and  local  authorities  in  apprehending  crimi- 
nals and  making  investigations;  they  work  on  an 
average  of  sixteen  hours  a  day,  and  are  subject  to 
call  at  all  times.  Though  the  compensation  received 
is  small  for  the  return  given,  you  will  find  him  always 
ready  to  respond  to  the  call  of  duty. 
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The  Deadly  Grade  Crossing 

A  thousand  people  killed  and  three  thousand 
injured ! 

This  is  the  annual  toll  of  the  railroad  grade  cross- 
ing automobile  accidents  as  shown  by  report  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Committee  received  by  the 
National  Safety  Council.  In  spite  of  efforts  to  safe- 
guard the  lives  of  passengers  and  employees,  1,083 
persons  were  killed  and  3,000  injured  in  1917,  and 
1,131  were  killed  and  3,109  were  injured  in  1918  in 
automobile  accidents  at  railroad  grade  crossings. 

The  seriousness  of  the  situation  will  be  appre- 
ciated when  it  is  realized  that  automobile  accidents 
are  increasing  in  almost  mathematical  ratio  to  the 
increase  in  the  nimiber  of  automobiles.  More 
than  a  million  and  one  half  more  automobiles  will 
be  put  into  service  this  year. 

Fred  Meyers,  Superintendent  of  Terminal, 
Wabash  Railroad,  Detroit,  and  Chairman  of  the 
Steam  Railroad  Section  of  the  National  Safety 
Council,  comments  upon  the  grade  crossing  situa- 
tion in  a  late  commtmication  to  the  Council  as 
follows : 

"There  are  four  very  simple  rules  which  if  fol- 
lowed by  automobile  drivers  will  practically  elim- 
inate accidents  at  grade  crossings.    They  are: 

"NEVER  race  with  a  train  for  a  crossing. 

''NEVER  attempt  to  cross  without  first  making 
sure  that  it  can  be  safely  done. 

"OBEY  warning  signals  given  by  bells,  gongs,  and 
watchmen. 

'  STOP  when  crossing  gates  are  lowered  for  pas- 
sing trains. 

"On  one  of  the  large  trunk  lines  500  crossing 
gates  lowered  to  protect  the  public  from  passing 
trains  were  run  into  and  broken  by  automobiles 
in  one  year.  Out  of  89,072  observation  tests  made 
on  34  different  crossings  where  tracks  varied  be- 
tween one  and  fifteen  and  the  number  of  trains  pass- 
ing per  hour  varied  between  one  and  one  hundred, 
16,000  involved  automobiles  and  it  was  observed 
that  in  less  than  one-sixth  of  one  per  cent  of  this 
number  did  the  motorist  stop  and  look  both  direc- 
tions before  crossing. 

"One  railroad  reports  during  a  six  months' 
period  199  grade  crossing  accidents  in\-olving  auto- 
mobiles. Of  this  number  95,  or  47  per  cent  were 
caused  directly  by  automobile  drivers  trying  to  cross 
immediately  in  front  of  an  approaching  train.  Of 
the  remainder  54,  or  27  per  cent,  resulted  from  auto- 
mobiles running  into  and  hitting  trains  instead  of 
being  hit  by  trains." 


Allege  Mulcting 

As  the  result  of  ntunerous  complaints  from 
dealers  in  distant  cities  who  go  to  Detroit  to  drive 
away  cars,  the  Detroit  Automobile  club  is  conduct- 
ing an  investigation  of  conditions  in  down-river 
towns,  including  River  Rouge,  Ecorse  and  others. 

While  officials  of  the  club  have  not  as  yet  in- 
dicated what  action  will  be  taken,  it  is  a  foregone 
conclusion  that  the  club  will  adopt  the  policy  it  has 
used  before  on  other  commvinities  imjustly  holding 
up  motorists  and  taking  money  from  them  in  the 
form  of  deposits  for  appearance.  This  policy  is 
to  route  travelers  around  the  offending  communi- 
ties, thereby  saving  the  tourists  from  the  injustice 
and  turning  business  away  from  the  tovms. 

This  method  of  combating  the  offending  towns 
is  virtually  a  boycott  and  is  a  means  that  has  proven 
effective  in  all  cases. 

Dealers  in  many  cities  throughout  the  coimtry 
who  have  been  accosted  in  the  down-river  towns  and 
forced  to  put  up  deposits  for  trivial  violations  of  the 
village  ordinances  openly  declare  that  they  believe 
it  to  be  a  way  to  extract  money  from  the  pockets 
of  dealers  and  tourists  passing  through  the  towns. 
Detroit  Automobile  club  officials  do  not  think  this 
is  the  case.  They  are  inclined  to  believe  that  the 
town  officers  are  merely  drawing  too  fine  a  line  in 
distinguishing  between  what  constitutes  and  does 
not  constitute  speeding,  and  parking  and  driving 
violations. 

Nevertheless,  the  club  is  in  possession  of  one 
letter  from  a  Cleveland  dealer,  who  states:  "We 
are  enclosing  receipt  from  the  Ecorse  Police  De- 
partment, where  two  of  ovu"  men.  Crooks  and  Lydy, 
were  arrested  and,  as  you  can  see,  paid  a  deposit 
of  $10  to  get  away.  We  have  no  idea  of  trying  to 
get  this  money  back,  but  we  feel  we  ought  to  report 
the  incident.  Crooks  thinks  that  the  official  s  at 
this  place  are  deliberately  stopping  drivers  and  hold- 
ing them  up  for  the  deposit,  which  most  any  of  them 
would  make  rather  than  co  be  delayed." 

A  case  in  River  Rouge  was  reported  to  the  club 
where  it  was  said  the  motorcycle  officer's  speedom- 
eter was  nine  miles  per  hour  fast.  The  speedom- 
eter was  checked  against  one  that  was  accurate 
and  it  was  later  admitted  that  the  motorcycle 
speedometer  needed  correcting.  Automobile  club 
officials  state  that  it  is  plain  to  see  how  many  motor- 
ists would  be  arrested  for  speeding  in  a  day  if  there 
were  a  variance  of  nine  m.iles  in  the  speedometer 
used  to  check  the  cars.  If  the  15-mile  limit  in  the 
village  was  the  ordinance  being  enforced  the  mo- 
torist would  bt  accused  of  going  up  to  24  miles  per 
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hour,  whereupon  the  court  would  not  hesitate  to 
say:  "Guilty." 

Regardless  of  whether  or  not  the  officers  of  the 
down-river  towns  are  working  zealously  to  appre- 
hend all  outside  motorists  for  the  slightest  law  in- 
fraction, the  Detroit  Automobile  club  advises  those 
who  must  travel  that  way  to  use  all  due  caution  both 
day  and  night  to  reduce  the  chances  of  arrest  to  a 
minimtun.

A  COST  NEVER  FIGURED  IN  THE  PRICE  OF  WHEAT 
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More  Moralizing  on  Motors 

Automobile  is  More  for  the  Money  Today— Has  Quality  of  Other. Commodities 
'  Kept  Pace  With  Price  Increase? 


The  first  moving  picture  shows  were  nickel- 
odeons. 

When  the  moving  pictiires  graduated  from  being 
the  "chaser"  of  vaudeville  programs  to  houses 
devoted  exclusively  to  the  cinematographic  art, 
the  standard  price  of  admission  was  five  cents. 

The  other  evening  it  cost  us  55  cents  per  each 
for  admission  to  the  picture  show.  In  some  centers 
of  culture  the  price  is  even  higher,  but  in  the  average 
city,  there  are  now  several  houses  charging  55  cents, 
including  the  war  tax.  In  other  words  and  speaking 
by  and  large,  the  price  has  increased  ten  fold  in 
as  many  years. 

No,  more  or  less  gentle  reader,  this  journal  has 
not  switched  from  motoring  to  the  movies  as 
the  subject  of  its  discourses,  but  we  are  about  to 
draw  some  parallels,  some  analogies,  some  an- 
titheses, not  to  say  contrasts,  in  which  automobiles 
and  things  that  pertain  to  them  are  destined  to 
play  a  part. 

In  some  minds  moving  pictures  and  the  auto- 
mobile are  linked  as  symbols  of  the  march  of  progress 
and  civilization,  and  indeed,  this  magazine  has 
ventured  to  find  points  of  similitude  in  the  civilizing 
and  enlightening  effect  of  these  two  engines  of 
modernization.  This  was  found  particularly  apt 
in  the  case  of  rural  life,  which  the  two  agencies — 
motor  and  movie — had  robbed  of  a  great  part  of 
its  isolation.  The  motor  car  made  possible  frequent 
trips  to  town  for  mother  and  the  girls  as  well  as 
for  the  men  folk,  while  the  village  or  town  picture 
show  brings  to  the  smaller  communities  the  edu- 
cative, recreational  and  improving  value  of  the 
pictures  exactly  the  same  as  they  are  shown  in  the 
biggest  theatres  in  the  land. 

But  we  started  to  talk  about  prices.  This  is  a 
subject  discussed  more  or  less  these  days. 

While  moving  pictvire  prices  have  been  increasing 
ten-fold  what  has  been  the  tendency  of  automobile 
prices? 

The  aim  and  purpose  of  the  automobile  manu- 
factiu"ers  has  been  to  market  the  product  at  the 
most  reasonable  price  possible.  Ways  constantly 
have  been  sought  to  regulate  production  to  the  end 
that  prices  might  be  kept  down  rather  than  worked 
up. 

Now  our  moving  picture  friends  are  immediately 
^oing  to  tell  us  we  dare  not  compare  the  pictures 


of  the  nickelodeon  days  with  those  flashed  on  the 
screen  these  nights  any  more  than  we  might  compare 
the  defunct  shooting  gallery  that  once  was  the 
picture  show  with  the  palaces  that  house  the  films 
today.    We  give  them  right. 

But  are  the  pictures  ten  times  better? 

Ten  times  is  a  lot. 

Whether  this  question  is  answered  in  the  affirm- 
ative or  the  negative  depends  largely  upon  the  extent 
of  your  enthusiasm  for  the  Misses  Talmadge,  the 
Messeurs  Chaplin,  O'Brien  and  their  co-workers. 

The  motion  picture  magnates  may  cite — and 
more  or  less  properly — the  great  advance  made  in 
staging  the  picture  in  the  modem  studio  from  the 
old  days  of  the  simple  photograph  plots  on  the 
roof.  However,  we  are  talking,  not  about  the  cost 
of  production,  but  the  value  to  the  consumer. 

Are  the  pictures  ten  times  better  for  you  and 
me  than  they  were  a  decade  ago? 

Yes,  yes,  we  know  the  picture  houses  have 
been  up  against  rising  costs,  but  how  much  of  the 
increase  in  the  price  is  due  to  that  and  how  much 
is  due  to  other  causes  ? 

Now  while  the  pictures  have  been  growing  more 
and  more  away  from  the  purses  of  the  proletariat, 
what  has  been  the  automobile  tendency?  The 
motor  industry  has  striven  more  and  more  to  get 
closer  to  the  masses,  toward  popularization  and 
democratization . 

And  how  the  automobile  has  improved  in  ten 
years ! 

What  else  has  improved  so  much? 

Electrification,  standardization,  simplification 
have  come  about  in  the  decade  together  with  myriad 
and  countless  individual  and  detail  betterments. 

Now  what  is  this  all  about? 

Merely  this : 

Moving  pictures,  clothes,  houses,  food — the 
necessities  and  the  luxuries  have  shown  an  ascending 
price  curve. 

In  automobiles,  you  can  buy  a  better  car — ^from 
a  transportation  and  reliability  standpoint — for 
$1,000  today  than  you  could  buy  for  $10,000  ten 
years  ago. 

In  what  other  commodity  of  which  you  can  think, 
has  the  qiiality  risen  in  a  parallel  curve  with  the 
price  ? 

Pin  another  medal  on  the  motor  car. 
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Here's  the  Solution  ! 

Easton,  Pennsylvania,  is  on  the  motor  map. 

They  have  a  president  of  the  motor  association 
in  that  town  w^ho  is  an  up-and-coming  gentleman. 

While  the  rest  of  us  have  been  dubbing  around 
the  highway  problem,  Victor  S.  Messinger,  who 
signs  himself  as  the  President  of  the  Easton  Motor 
Association,  has  gone  right  ahead  and  fixed  up  the 
whole  ball  of  wax. 

In  reading  the  following  extracts  from  Messin- 
ger's  pronvtnciamento  do  not  forget  that  he  signs 
himself  as  president  of  a  Motor  Association: 

Motor  Association  President  Proposes  Tax  of 
Two  Cents  a  Mile  on  Cyclist  for  Benefit  of 
Roads 

The  following  article  should  be  inter- 
esting to  all  users  of  automobiles:  Oppo- 
sition and  money  are  the  two  exigent  and 
basic  factors  that  retard  the  prompt  mul- 
tiplication of  our  good-road  mileage  in  the 
United  States.  By  finding  means  for 
providing  the  latter  factor,  money,  the 
first  factor,  opposition,  will  disappear  like 
magic.  Therefore,  we,  the  motoring  fra- 
ternity, should  try  to  help  solve  the  problem 
and  find  means  which  will  provide  the  latter 
factor,  money. 

To  build  modem  roads  that  withstand 
the  traffic  of  today  at  these  inflated  prices, 
'tis  true,  costs  big  money.  Nevertheless, 
they  are  worth  all  they  cost,  are  vastly 
cheaper  than  the  poor  roads,  and  we  should 
not  wait  a  minute  longer  to  find  ways 
and  means  to  finance  new  road  construc- 
tion, to  show  otir  willingness  to  provide  the 
wherewithal,  the  money,  to  pay  the  greater 
part  of  the  cost  of  building  and  main- 
taining them.  Motor-vehicle  owners  and 
users  are  999  per  cent  responsible  for  our 
present  road  conditions,  are  999  per  cent 
in  the  need  and  desire  for  more  good-road 
mileage  and  should  provide  999  per  cent  of 
the  money  to  finance  the  new  construction. 

As  good  roads,  from  a  modem  concep- 
tion, are  non-abusable  or  hurtful  from  other 
factors  that  might  derive  benefits  from 
them,  are  999  per  cent  desired,  needed,  used 
and  enjoyed  by  a  special  class  of  people, 
this  class  of  people  should  be  willing  and 
made  to  do  the  providing  of  most  of  the 
main  and  exigent  factor,  money,  to  finance 
the  road  question. 

The  motoring  fraternity  are  the  users — 


the  special  class — that  are  the  999  per 
cent  benefiters  of  the  good  roads,  the  999 
per  cent  destroyers  of  our  present  roads 
and  should  provide  the  mf)ncy  for  building 
them. 

The  vehicular  traffic  on  the  public 
highways,  whether  automotive  or  animal 
propelled,  should  furnish  999  per  cent  of 
the  money  needed  for  such  desired  and 
needed  highways. 

We  should  propose  and  insist  that  all 
vehicles,  especially  motor-propelled,  pay 
a  license  fee  to  register  and  a  fee  of  at  least 
two  cents  per  mile  for  each  and  every  mile 
traveled  on  the  public  highways  of  the 
county,  state  and  nation.  Each  vehicle 
should  have  attached  on  the  front  wheel 
a  meter,  sealed  by  the  seal  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  owner  to  make  payment 
on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  every  month 
in  the  year  in  a  like  manner  that  similar 
moneys  are  collected  by  any  government. 

This  would,  roughly  estimated,  give 
the  needed  moneys  to  build  and  maintain 
good  roads  where  traffic  conditions  warrant 
their  constmction,  and  the  money  pro- 
vided by  those  who  by  all  right  and  justice 
should  pay  for  them.  This  payment  of 
two  cents  per  mile  would  be  a  great  saving 
and  dividend-paying  investment  to  the 
motoring  fraternity  by  reducing  the  over- 
head cost  in  the  use  of  motor  vehicles  if 
properly  expended  for  maintenance  and 
new  road  constmction.

In  the  fall  the  motorist's  fancy  lightly  turns  to  - 
the  South. 

This  year  promises  to  break  all  records  for  the 
number  of  touring  parties  headed  for  Dixieland. 
This  is  due  in  large  measure  to  the  South's  awaken- 
ing on  the  subject  of  good  roads.  No  section  of 
the  country'  is  showing  greater  progress  along  this  line. 

E\idence  of  the  scope  of  the  movement  in 
Southern  States  is  evidenced  by  the  following 
statement  of  N.  Buckner,  secretary  of  the  Asheville 
Board  of  Trade  to  Passenger  Transportation : 

The  call  of  good  roads  is  age  old  in  its  appeal. 
Even  as  early  in  history  as  the  period  of  the  Egyp- 
tian Supremacy,  the  value  of  good  roads  was  imques- 
tioned.  Herodotus  tells  of  a  great  Egyptian  road 
built  b>'  King  Cheops,  on  which  a  hundred  thousand 
m.en  are  said  to  have  labored  for  ten  long  years. 

Bridges,  too,  were  built  by  the  ancients  at  an 
early  date,  the  Chinese  having  been  known  to  con- 
struct bridges  as  public  works  in  the  year  2900  B.  C. 

It's  a  far  cry  from  those  days  of  historic  building 
activities.  The  length  of  the  period  serves  to  prove 
the  importance  of  the  task.  Good  roads  must  ad- 
vance. They  are  to  a  community  what  a  soimd 
circulation  is  to  the  human  body,  giving  vigor  and 


vitality  to  commercial  and  industrial  life  as  well  as 
recreation  and  health  to  the  individual. 

The  Example  of  Buncombe  County 

The  following  account  of  road  building  work  in 
Buncombe  Cotinty,  N.  C,  of  which  Asheville  is 
the  county  seat,  is  made  public  not  only  to  stimulate 
similar  action  in  other  parts  of  the  cotmtry  but  to  give 
to  those  public-spirited  citizens  interested  in  good 
roads  some  facts  and  figures  on  road  construction. 

During  the  present  simimer,  there  will  be  com- 
pleted in  Buncombe  County  a  total  of  163  miles  of 
paved  highways,  laid  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
$2,000,000,  not  to  speak  of  concrete  and  steel 
bridges  to  the  amotmt  of  $554,000.  Most  of  this 
work  is  now  in  progress. 

Roads  Under  Construction 

In  addition  to  the  improved  county  roads  and  to 
those  already  bmlt  in  the  western  section  of  the 
state,  the  State  Highway  Commission  now  has 
under  construction,  in  this  part  of  the  state,  264 
miles  of  hard  roads,  every  mile  of  which  leads 
directly  or  by  way  of  a  main  trunk  line  into  the  city 
of  Asheville. 

Through  the  merging  of  federal,  state  and  county 
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for  the  South

funds,  nearly  $2,000,000  is  now  available  for  highway 
improvement  in  the  Asheville  district.  This  amount 
will  be  expended  on  the  following  highways:  Cen- 
tral; Asheville-Charlotte;  Asheville-Bre'vard;  Ashe- 
ville-Murphy-Atlanta;  Asheville-Burnsville;  Spruce 
Pine;  East  Tennessee-Southwest  Virginia;  Dixie 
Highway  and  Blowing  Rock  Highway. 

Good  roads  work  in  Buncombe  County  is  con- 
tiucted  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a  full  tim,e  Board 
of  County  Commissioners,  composed  of  B.  A. 
Patton,  Commissioner  of  Finance,  Otto  Israel, 
Commissioner  of  Public  Highways,  and  G.  F.  Strad- 
Icy,  Commissioner  of  Public  Institutions. 

Prison  labor  has  been  used  with  splendid  results 
the  men  being  quartered  in  well-equipped  sanitary 
camps  and  conveyed  to  and  from  their  work  by 
means  of  large  trucks.  The  camps  are  lighted  with 
electricity  and  the  men  are  given  an  abundance  of 
wholesome  food. 

Since  1916,  when  the  hard  surface  road  building 
was  begun  in  earnest  as  a  result  of  the  disastrous 
flood  of  July  16th,  1916,  a  large  number  of  one- 
teacher  school  districts  have  been  consolidated  and 
many  handsome  new  brick  structures  erected. 
.Passenger   trucks   pick  up  the  children  in  the

morning,  carry  them  to  the  school  and  return  them 
to  their  homes  in  the  afternoon. 

Two  Hours  Instead  of  a  Day 

Paved  highways  to  communities  located  twelve 
to  fifteen  miles  away  from  Ashe\ille  make  a  two- 
hour  trip  out  of  what  was  formeriy  an  all-da\'  ride 
under  the  old  roads  regime.  This  results"  in  a 
closer  relationship  between  the  outljing  districts  of 
the  county  and  the  city  of  Asheville. 

The  acid  wood  and  tan  bark  industry  is  an 
important  one  in  the  Asheville  district.  These 
products  were  formeriy  hauled  to  market  b\-  means 
of  horses  and  mules,  which  under  the  very  best  con- 
ditions could  draw  about  three-quarters  to  one  cord 
of  bark.  Many  of  these  wagons  drawn  by  horses 
and  mules  have  been  replaced  by  trucks  which  haul 
from  six  to  eight  cords  of  acid  wood. 

It  has  been  estimated  the  cost  of  delivery  of  acid 
wood  and  tan  bark  has  been  reduced  at  least  one- 
half,  probably  more,  as  a  result  of  paved  roads  and 
the  use  of  trucks. 

Along  every  one  of  the  main  highway's  across  the 
county  the  value  of  farm  lands  has  increased  from 
300  to  1,000  per  cent. 
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The  Hindrance  of  a  Paper 
Highway  System 

Sometimes  we  wonder  if  a  state  highway  system- 
on  paper,  does  not  retard  more  road  imjirovement 
than  it  brings  about. 

The  road  between  A  and  B  is  a  main  artery  and 
part  of  the  outlined  state  system.  It  is  proposed 
for  improvement  and  the  project  may  be  under 
consideration  and  negotiation  by  county,  state  and 
federal  authorities  for  a  long,  long  time.  Mean- 
while, because  permanent  improvement  is  in  pros- 
pect, absolutely  nothing  is  done  in  the  way  of 
immediate  and  present  maintenance.  It  is  easy  for 
road  authorities  to  say  "Yes,  we  know  that  stretch 
between  A  and  B  is  bad,  but  it  is  on  the  list  for 
construction."    Meanwhile  it  lies  neglected. 

This  is  rather  a  pessimistic  \'iew  of  so  noble  an 
enterprise  as  a  state  highway  system,  but  road  affairs 
in  Ohio  for  the  past  few  years  incline  one  toward 
pessimism. 

Everybody 

America  is  a  nation  of  gadabouts.  Everybody 
goes  somewhere.  Trains,  interurban  cars,  boats 
and  other  conveyances  plying  from  city  to  city  are 
crowded. 

America's  first  settlers  fared  into  the  tmknown 
and  their  descendants  are  still  traveling.  Adopted 
sons  and  daughters  soon  acquire  the  itinerant  fever. 
Europeans  who  in  their  native  lands  seldom  if  ever 
ventured  beyond  the  confines  of  their  home  baili- 
wicks, when  they  come  to  this  country  are  early 
and  often  among  the  traveling  hordes. 

The  automobile  has  accentuated  this  national 
trait.  The  endless  file  of  Massachusetts,  New 
York,  Illinois,  Iowa  and  Florida  numbers  passing 
through  Ohio  indicates  to  the  thinking  observer 
increased  and  increasing  demand  for  motor  cars. 


A  Duty  for  the  Schools 

Re  -opening  of  the  schools  means  renewal  of 
traffic  dangers.  Thousands  of  children  congre- 
gating to  a  central  point,  then  scattering  over  many 
streets  at  dismissal  hour,  create  a  menace  difficult 
to  control.  The  school  that  does  not  instruct  in 
carefulness  of  conduct  on  public  thoroughfares,  to 
help  the  children  look  out  for  themselves,  is  neg- 
lecting a  primary  duty.  The  school  that  fails  to 
teach  safety  constantly  in  some  practical  way  is 
failing  in  an  elemental  function. 


Education  Needed 

The  workman  handy  with  a  screw-driver  is  a 
mechanic;  any  small  town  policeman  is  a  traffic 
officer;  any  engineering  novice  may  be  a  road 
builder.  The  automobile  has  outstripped  the  edu- 
cational facilities  connected  with  its  use  and  opera- 
tion. 

Taking  Little  Chances 

The  car  standing  at  night  without  light;  failing 
to  extend  the  hand  indicating  a  turn;  tagging  onto 
the  procession  after  the  traffic  officer's  signal  is 
turned:  these  might  be  considered  minor  violations 
of  the  traffic  code,  and  yet  it  is  the  little  carelessness 
that  causes  the  big  accident.

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Taking  the  Terror  From  Traffic 

By  Monroe  Woolley 
{In  the  Scientific  American) 

Billions  are  being  feverishly  spent  in  producing 
gas-driven  vehicular  machines  and  adding  to  road 
systems  for  these  machines  to  roll  over.  But  noth- 
ing is  being  spent — not  even  time  and  thought — 
in  making  traffic  control  keep  pace  with  the  con- 
stantly growing  use  of  cars  and  trucks.  I^he  world 
needs  a  traffic  emancipator. 

Legislation,  speed  cops,  signals,  and  chalk- 
marks  on  pavements  have  all  failed.  Nothing  short 
of  physical  means  must  be  resorted  to  if  we  are  to 
eliminate  a  distressing  situation  which  ends  daily 
in  frightful  death,  destruction,  and  suffering 
throughout  the  country.  We  must  follow  the  lead 
of  the  railroads  to  forestall  accidents  in  operating 
swiftly  moving  automotive  .machines.  No  one 
would  ever  think  of  taking  from  the  trolley-cars 
the  tracks  they  run  upon  and  permitting  such  cars 
to  run  wild  over  the  streets,  as  do  automobiles. 
Yet  street-cars  because  of  frequent  stops,  usually 
at  square  intervals,  can  not  get  up  speed  half  as 
dangerous  as  that  resulting  when  a  wild-minded 
speed-fiend  mashes  his  big  toe  on  an  accelerator. 
Putting  a  speed  limit  on  autos  is  not  only  ineflfectual 
but  it  robs  cars  of  the  very  thing  inventive  genius 
has  worked  hardest  to  put  in  them — speed  itself. 

Therefore,  but  a  few  simple  things  are  required 
to  revolutionize  traffic  control  to  the  satisfaction 
of  all  concerned — to  the  satisfaction  of  the  car- 
driver  and  the  pedestrian  alike.  To  begin  with, 
pedestrians  must  be  kept  out  of  the  streets.  Make 
it  a  penalty  for  this  class  to  get  oflf  the  sidewalks, 
where  pedestrians  properly  belong.  Make  the 
street  and  the  rural  road  the  avenue  solely  for  rolling- 
stock,  just  as  the  steam-train  and  the  trolley  is  con- 
fined to  rails. 

The  city  of  San  Francisco  is  planning  to  build 
underground  tubes  on  Market  Street  to  keep  people 
from  crossing  this  busy  thoroughfare  on  the  surface 
of  the  street.  These  tubes  are  to  cost  about  $17,000 
each,  and  in  time  others  will  be  installed,  so  that 
eventually  every  comer  crossing  on  Market  will  be 
by  'underground  tunnel.  Main  business  thorough- 
fares in  even^  large  city  should  adopt  this  plan  be- 
cause by  so  doing  deaths  by  accidents  are  reduced 
to  a  minimum  and  the  speed  of  street-cars  and  auto- 
motive machines  is  not  interrupted. 

Bridge  in  Bad  Shape 

Warning  has  been  issued  by  the  Butler  Count\' 
AutomobiTe  Club  against  use  of  a  dangerous  bridge 


on  the  Gregory  Creek  road.  This  road  is  being 
used  while  the  Middletown  pike  is  being  repaired. 

Efforts  to  make  the  bridge  safe  have  not  been 
availing.  Supports  in  the  bridge  were  broken 
several  weeks  ago  and  while  temporary  repairs  were 
rnade,  they  did  not  succeed  in  making  the  bridge 
safe  enough  to  use. 

The  Butler  County  AutomoVjile  Club  advises  all 
motorists  to  leave  the  Dixie  Highway  at  Engle's 
comer  and  proceed  through  Trenton. 


Motors  Meet  Street  Car  Strike  Crisis 
in  Tire  City 

Twenty-two  rubber  companies  in  Akron  con- 
fronted with  the  problem  of  transporting  65,000 
employees  to  and  from  work  during  the  street 
car  strike  operated  several  hundred  motor  tmcks 
on  schedules  that  enabled  them  to  move  the  large 
force  of  people  without  loss  of  time. 

Tmcks  and  busses  owned  by  the  Goodyear 
Tire  and  Rubber  Company  hauled  approximately 
4,000  people  during  each  oi  the  shifts  at  7  A.  M., 
3:30  P.  M.,  and  12  o'clock  midnight.  In  addition, 
they  hauled  the  crowds  from  the  general  office 
and  factory  office  at  4:30  P.  M. 

M.  D.  Scott,  transportation  engineer  for  Good- 
year, divided  the  city  into  zones  and  routed  the  ve- 
hicles over  the  principal  streets  with  dispatchers 
stationed  at  congested  points  to  load  the  crowds 
and  keep  the  tmcks  moving. 

Each  tmck  bore  a  sign  indicating  the  route  it 
traveled.  They  were  parked  near  the  factor}'  by 
curbstone  standards  which  also  told  the  route  it 
followed. 

Drivers  for  all  of  these  vehicles  slept  in  Good- 
year Hall  near  the  factory  during  the  strike.  Extra 
crews  kept  the  tmcks  in  operation  over  night  owl 
mns. 

The  service  maintained  won  the  praise  of  all 
car  riders  as  it  was  not  restricted  to  company 
employees. 

One  of  the  innovations  of  the  strike  was  the 
mustering  into  sendee  of  the  new  Goodyear  six- 
wheel  motor  vehicle.  Equipped  with  a  special 
street  car  body  it  is  probably  the  largest  motor  bus 
in  America.  With  pay-as-you-enter  arrangement, 
upholstered  seats  and  complete  equipment,  it  seats 
44  passengers.  Including  standing  room,  it  will 
accommodate  confortably  approximately  90.  The 
tandem  rear  axle  arrangement  made  possible 
greater  traction  and  easier  riding,  and  enabled 
the  huge  bus  to  carry  enormous  loads  during  the 
strike.

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Strengthen  Concrete  With  Steel 

The  problem  of  building  the  road  to  meet  the 
load  is  engaging  attention  everywhere.  Even  if  the 
concrete  either  as  roadway  or  base  were  increased 
to  almost  improbably  limits,  it  is  a  problem  if  it 
would  stand  the  ever-increasing  burden  of  tonnage 
and  speed.  A  halt  in  the  increasing  of  concrete  thick- 
ness in  favor  of  a  steel  re-enforcement  is  very  in- 
telligently treated  by  S.  M.  Fechheimer  in  an  article 
in  Modern  Bui/ding,which.  is  quoted  by  the  Liter- 
ary Digest. 

Mr.  Fechheimer  writes; 

"A  natural  conclusion  on  the  part  of  some  en- 
gineers as  a  means  of  providing  greater  strength  to 
resist  the  strains  is  to  increase  the  thickness  of  the 
concrete.  .  .  The  logic  is  to  some  extent  cor- 
rect, but  how  thick  will  we  have  to  go  before  a  con- 
crete road  is  secured  that  will  meet  proper  require- 
ments? No  doubt  if  the  road  is  made  thick  enough, 
it  will  stand  up  under  any  strain.  Possibly  the  right 
limit  will  not  be  reached  until  we  get  to  twenty 
inches,  twenty-five  inches,  or  thirty  inches.  Who 
knows? — and  are  there  not  other  methods  that  will 
give  practically  perfect  results  with  much  greater 
economy  ? 

"This  brings  us  to  the  consideration  of  the  use  of 
steel  in  the  concrete  roadway.  Now,  there  are  two 
distinct  purposes  for  the  use  of  steel  in  concrete,  and 
each  of  them  calls  for  a  decidedly  different  line  of 
steel.  In  the  first  type  the  steel  mesh  used  is  a 
comparatively  small  amount  in  area,  say  one-tenth 
square  inch  to  the  foot  of  width,  and  may  properly 
be  designated  as  binding  steel.  In  the  other  type, 
a  real  re-enforced  concrete  road  is  considered,  such  a 
one  as  will  re-enforce  the  concrete  against  cracking 
even  under  extraordinary  strains.  Let  us  consider 
the  first  type  where  the  binding  steel  mesh  is  used. 

"Concrete  in  itself,  altho  possessing  great  re- 
sistance to  abrasions  and  able  to  bear  direct-com- 
pression loads,  is  comparatively  weak  in  tension. 
Tensile  strains  come  into  the  concrete  roadway 
from  a  variety  of  causes.  They  may  be  due  to  ex- 
pansion and  contraction  resulting  from  temperature 
or  moisture,  or  they  may  be  caused  by  heavy  loading, 
inequalities  in  the  subgrade,  frost,  settlement,  etc. 

"It  is  perfectly  feasible  to  provide  a  re-enforcement 
that  will  merely  tie  the  concrete  together  and  pre- 
vent the  opening  up  of  the  fine  hair-cracks  that 
would  be  caused  by  the  various  strains.  In  other 
words,  the  steel  merely  supplies  the  lack  of  tensile 
strength  in  the  concrete  where  it  has  been  weakened 
by  hair-cracks,  so  that  even  after  cracking  all  parts 
of  the  concrete  will  have  the   same  amount  of 


strength  and  will  act  together  as  one  mass.  The 
advantages  of  such  an  arrangement  are  at  once 
apparent." 

The  question  naturally  suggests  itself,  why  not 
go  farther  and  build  a  re-enforced  concrete  road  just 
as  we  would  design  a  slab  in  a  building,  so  that  it 
would  not  only  prevent  the  effects  of  cracking,  but 
entirely  eliminate  their  appearance?  The  author 
continues : 

"Tc  accomplish  this  a  much  heavier  type  of  re- 
enforcement  must  be  used  than  the  binding  steel 
which  has  been  so  frequently  used  in  concrete  roads. 
A  percentage  of  steel  equal  to  about  one-half  of 
one  per  cent,  of  the  area  of  the  concrete,  or  four  or 
five  times  the  customary  amount  of  steel  used,  would 
seem  to  be  about  right.  If  this  steel  were  placed  in 
the  center  of  the  height  of  the  concrete,  the  slab 
would  have  exceptional  strength  to  resist  very  severe 
strains.  If  the  slab  had  a  thickness  of  six  inches 
there  would  be  an  effective  depth  of  concrete  on 
either  side  of  the  steel  to  resist  strains  in  either 
direction  of  a  full  three  inches.  This  is  equivalent 
to  what  would  be  an  ordinary  four-inch  concrete 
slab  in  a  building,  which  consists  of  an  inch  of  fire- 
proofing  underneath  the  steel.  Builders  of  re-en- 
forced concrete  know  what  is  the  tremendous 
strength  of  such  a  slab  on  short  spans,  which,  of, 
course,  is  a  condition  that  would  hold  good  in  road- 
ways. Even  under  exceptional  loads  the  support 
for  the  slabs  would  not  be  farther  than  a  very  few; 
feet  apart.  Besides,  under  concentrated  loading — 
such  as  occurs  on  a  road — all  the  slab  for  some  dis-  - 
tance  on  each  side  comes  to  the  assistance  of  the 
loaded  section."

It  is  absolutely  necessary  to  have  yotir  1920  State 
Registration  Card.  This  is  the  only  credential 
necessary  for  entering  Canada,  and  the  Customs 
Officer  will  turn  anyone  back  who  does  not  show 
this  card. 

Anyone  entering  Canada  at  either  Fort  Erie,  or 
Niagara  Falls,  and  entering  the  United  States  at 
Detroit  must  first  get  a  certificate  from  the  Ameri- 
can Customs,  and  a  permit  from  the  Canadian 
Customs.    On  arrival  at  Windsor  give  up  the  Cana-

RESOURCES  OVER  A  MILLION  AND  A  HALF  DOLLARS 
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Teach  Police  to  Observe  Makes 
of  Automobiles 

There  are  580  different  makes  of  automobiles 
in  New  York  City,  according  to  Sergeant  John 
Brennan,  of  the  New  York  City  Police  Department. 

How  many  of  these  cars  can  you  recognize? 
This  is  the  problem  that  confronts  the  police  of 
New  York  when  an  alarm  is  sent  out  or  a  stolen 
car  or  a  car  containing  men  who  are  trying  to  escape 
after  having  broken  a  law. 

Can  the  police  name  every  car?  No.  But  they 
have  a  Bertillon  system  of  identifying  cars  which 
enables  them  to  classify  a  car  so  that  the  man  "on 
the  beat"  knows  what  to  look  for.  Cars  are  dis- 
sected part  by  part,  as  are  the  human  features 
under  the  Bertillon  system,  and  on  each  make  there 
is  found  one  of  two  separate  items  that  distinguish 
one  make  from  another. 

This  system  is  the  creation  of  Sergeant  Brennan, 
who  has  built  it  from  his  years  of  experience,  first, 
as  a  member  of  the  bicycle  squad  and  later  the 
motorcycle  squad. 

The  system  is  taught  by  a  series  of  lectures, 
illustrated  by  charts,  on  each  of  which  there  is 
shown  a  particular  feature  of  an  automobile.  For 
instance,  there  is  a  chart  devoted  to  various  shaped 
radiators,  another  shows  types  of  fenders  and  still 
a  third  shows  where  the  various  makes  of  cars 
place  their  tail  lights. 

When  first  started  this  course  was  given  to 
the  members  of  the  traffic  squad  only,  and  special 
attention  was  paid-  to  the  outside  men  located  at 
the  ferries  and  other  points  of  egress  from  the  city. 

Then,  as  the  automobile  industry  grew,  there 
came  the  rapid  increase  of  the  use  of  the  car  by  the 
gangsters  and  other  crooks,  so  the  lectures  were 
made  a  part  of  the  police  training  school  ciurictilum 
and  now  are  given  to  all  rookies. 

Knowing  these  points  is  a  great  aid  to  the 
policeman.  Take  a  man  stationed  at  Fourth  avenue 
and  Forty-second  street  who  has  just  received 
an  alarm  for  a  Stutz  raceabout,  with  the  right 
mudguard  slightly  bent  and  a  radiator  cap  that  dif- 
fers from  the  usual  Stutz  type.  He  doesn't  bother 
to  look  closely  at  any  car  but  a  Stutz.  The  first 
Stutz  he  sees  is  a  touring  car;  no  need  to  bother 
any  further.  Here  comes  a  "bear  cat."  Its  radiator 
is  the  regulation  one.  Later  comes  a  raceabout  vdth 
a  radiaotr  cap  foreign  to  the  Stutz.  The  right 
mudguard  is  bent.  It's  the  one  he  will  stop  and  ask 
questions  about.

his  lectures  to  the  rookies.  It  is  the  most  important. 
He  estimates  that  about  90  per  cent  of  the  gangsters 
know  how  to  drive  an  automobile,  thus  enabling 
them  to  use  a  quick  and  silent  means  of  making 
their  escape.  So  that  nowadays  often  the  policeman 
only  catches  a  glimpse  of  the  rear  of  a  car  as  it 
flashes  from  the  scene  of  a  robbery. 

That  automobile  owners  are  willing  to  co-operate 
with  the  police  has  been  the  experience  of  the 
.sergeant.  He  told  the  rookies  during  his  lecture 
of  an  experience  that  he  had  had  but  a  short  time 
ago.  He  had  just  come  from  a  station  when  an 
alann  had  come  in  for  a  stolen  Btiick  landaulette. 
He  left  the  station  on  his  motorcycle  and  had  gone 
less  than  a  mile  when  he  passed  a  Buick  landaulette 
with  a  mudguard  damaged  in  a  way  that  answered 
the  description.  He  stopped  the  car,  the  owner 
allowed  him  to  examine  it  thoroughly  and  gave  him 
every  aid.  Brennan  says  he  discovered  the  engine 
number  differed  from  the  one  mentioned  in  the 
alarm,  so  he  explained  and  apologized. 

As  he  finished,  the  owner  asked:  "Is  this  the 
kind  of  service  I  would  get  if  my  car  were  stolen?" 
On  being  assured  by  Brennan  it  was  he  expressed 
his  appreciation  of  the  work.

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Passenger  Car  Factor  in  Rural  Health 

Doctors  Use  100,000  Automobiles — Medical  Service 
Has  Tripled  Efficiency  in  Country  Sections 

Passenger  cars  have  taken  the  hazard  out  of 
country  life.  One  hundred  thousand  automobiles 
speeded  doctors  on  their  errands  of  mercy  during  the 
past  year,  and  the  rural  physicians  were  the  most 
fully  motorized.  The  latest  directory  of  doctors 
gives  the  total  number  of  practitioners  as  147,812 
in  the  United  States.  Recent  medical  school  gradu- 
ates have  probably  made  the  total  pass  the  150,000 
mark. 

Two-thirds  of  the  doctors  in  the  United  Stati's 
own  automobiles.  City  doctors  find  the  passengejpjl 
car  a  convenience  and  an  asset.  Doctors  in  rural  - 
districts  find  the  motor  car  indispensable.  A  can- 
vass of  leading  medical  journals  conducted  by  the 
National  Automobile  Chamber  of  Commerce 
brought  in  the  report  that  over  ninety  per  cent  of  the 
country  doctors  own  passenger  cars. 

The  effect,  consequently,  of  the  car  upon  the' 
health  of  rural  districts  is  immeasurable.  In  spite 
of  the  poetry  about  apple-cheeked  country  boys  and 
girls,  the  death  rate  on  the  farms  has  been  higher 
than  in  urban  districts.  This  is  largely  because 
the  remoteness  of  medical  care  has  made  rapirl 
treatment  of  disease  difficult,  and  has  hampered  tln' 
spread  of  knowledge  regarding  sanitation. 

Tripled  Efficiency 

"If  we  had  only  taken  it  in  time"  has  been  the 
immemorial  lament  of  physicians  confronted  With  a 
bad  case.  When  the  old  gray  mare  was  the  best 
means  of  locomotion  this  situation  was  often  un- 
avoidable, but  now  the  doctor  can  reach  the  patient 
at  least  three  times  as  quickly.  Furthermore,  the 
country  physician  can  now  see  three  times  as  many 
patients  during  the  day  as  previously,  or  see  his 
more  serious  cases  more  frequently. 

Western  Doctors  Need  Cars  Most 

There  are  fewer  doctors  to  area  in  the  western 
states  than  in  the  East,  South  or  Middle  West. 
The  population  is  more  scattered.  But  many  of  the 
eastern  states  which  have  a  high  average  ratio  of 
doctors  to  territory  have  rural  sections  where  one 
has  to  travel  many  miles  for  a  physician.    In  the

Automobile  Guide-Books 

We  have  received  a  set  of  the  annual  issue  of  the 
"Automobile  Blue  Books"  for  1920,  which  cover 
every  section  of  the  United  States  in  a  most  thorough- 
going and  remarkable  way.  It  is  perhaps  sufficient 
to  say  that  with  the  aid  of  these  volumes  a  motorist 
could  start  from  Maine  and  thread  his  way  through 
every  state  of  the  Union,  through  the  mazes  of 
city  streets  or  the  passes  of  our  great  mountain 
ranges,  from  coast  to  coast  and  from  Mexico  to 
Canada.  Every  turn  he  must  take  is  specifically 
indicated,  and  even  every  dangerous  curve  or  con- 
fusing cross-road  is  carefully  pointed  out.  Travelers 
whohave  depended  on  casual  inquiries  put  to  passers- 
by,  or  "natives"  of  the  locality,  know  only  too  well 
how  misleading  and  mistaken  their  replies  are  apt  to 
be.

Local  Peculiarities  Present  Difficulties  to  Absolute  and  Complete  Uniformity- 
Situation  in  Cleveland 


One  reason  why  absolutely  and  completely  uni- 
form traffic  rules  are  not  a  probability  is  the  failure 
of  our  forefathers  to  foresee  the  modern  automobile. 

If  Moses  Cleaveland,  William  Penn,  Antoine 
LeMothe  Cadillac,  Solomon  Juneau  and  other 
founders  of  American  cities  only  had  done  their  work 
with  the  motor  car  in  view  and  in  mind  the  regula- 
tion of  travel  in  our  greater  urban  communities 
would  be  as  simple  and  nearly  automatic  as  the 
proverbial  and  axiomatic  rolling  off  a  log.  But 
even  the  astute  Monsieur  Cadillac  whose  name  is 
perpetuated  best  by  the  very  vehicle  of  which  he 
wotted  not  failed  to  provide  in  his  plans  of  the  city 
destined  to  be  a  motor  capital  adequate  means  for 
the  fullest  use  of  motor  transportation. 

Somewhere  off  near  the  tail  end  of  the  present 
generation  is  solution  of  the  big  cities'  traffic  problem. 
When  earth's  last  flivyer  has  panted  and  the  oil 
in  the  cylinders  dried,-  the  traffic  cop  shall  rest  and 
he'll  need  it,  lie  down  for  an  eight-hour-day  or  two 
until  the  airplanes  start  buzzing  and  set  him  at  work 
that's  new.

day be  confronted  with  one-way  streets,  parallel 
parking  on  one  street,  nose-in  parking  somewhere 
else  and  no  parking  at  all  in  some  places. 

Because  St.  Louis  and  Pittsburgh  have  many 
narrow  streets  close  together,  because  Cleveland 


streets  are  broader  but  farther  apart,  because  the 
Erie  railroad  cuts  the  hilly  heart  of  Youngstown, 
while  Broad  and  High  streets  quarter  prairie-like 
Colimibus;  these  be  the  sttmibling  blocks  to  abso- 
lutely hard-and-fast  uniform  traffic  regulations. 

Before  going  further  do  not  leap  to  the  conclusion 
that  our  own  heart  is  not  in  the  right  place  on  the 
subject  of  uniform  regulation.  We  are  for  it  from 
radiator  cap  to  tail-light. 

There  are  certain  fundamental  principles  of 
traffic  regulation  which  should  be  the  same  in  all 
communities,  but  at  the  same  time  topography  and 
aspects  make  one  city's  traffic  meat  another  city's 
poison,  and  until  these  facts  and  factors  are  taken 
into  consideration,  amateur  tinkering  with  traffic 
codes  will  do  more  harm  than  good.  Take  our  own 
fair  city  of  Cleveland  for  instance,  which  we  have 
traveled  and  traversed  as  infantry,  cavalry  and  ar- 
tillery for  some  years,  and  in  which  it  might  be  said » 
we  are  in  close  touch  with  the  traffic  situation — 
such  close  touch  in  fact  that  some  of  said  traffic 
once  knocked  us  down. 

The  Case  Against  One-Way  Streets 

Not  long  ago  one  of  our  leading  citizens  made  a 
trip  to  a  city  of  the  St.  Louis  type  where  the  blocks  are 
short  and  streets  narrow  but  nimierous.  He  came 
back  enraptured  with  the  idea  of  one-way  streets 
and  wanted  same  forthwith  in  Cleveland.  Other 
persons  from  time  to  time  have  suggested  one-way 
streets  in  downtown  Cleveland;  and  each  time  they 
all  pick  the  same  streets  East  4th  and  East  6th 
streets.  Now  the  reason  these  streets  are  picked 
is  because  there  aren't  any  others  in  that  section 
of  the  city  that  might  be  picked.  And  just  because 
4th  and  6th  are  the  only  ones  is  the  very  reason  they 
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should  not  be  made  one-way  streets.  These  are  the 
only  streets  leading  from  Euclid  to  parallel  thorough- 
fares between  the  Square  and  East  9th  street,  at 
which  point  a  no-turning  rule  is  with  wisdom  en- 
forced. In  other  cities  even  narrower  streets  are 
easily  utilized  as  two-way  thoroughfares,  but  park- 
ing should  be  prohibited.  There  is  right  now,  in 
the  city  ordinance  a  provision  again  parking  in  these 
streets,  but  that  portion  of  the  ordinance  is  not 
strictly  enforced.  The  person  on  foot  is  favored 
with  three  arcades  leading  from  Euclid  to  Prospect 
between  4th  and  9th  streets;  but  unfortunately 
there  are  not  similar  arcades  for  vehicular  traffic 
and  so  the  one-way  street  plan  which  works  so 
beautifully  in  some  other  cities  would  work  havoc 
in  downtown  Cleveland.  We  doubt  if  ever  within 
the  last  ten  years  there  has  been  a  traffic  discussion 
in  Cleveland  in  which  it  has  not  been  suggested 
that  East  4th  and  East  6th  streets  be  made  one-way 
streets;  and  yet  five  minutes'  study  of  the  city's  street 
system  must  prove  its  obvious  impracticability. 

Not  long  ago  the  suggestion  was  made  to  prohibit 
left  hand  turns  at  the  intersection  of  East  14th  street, 
Euclid  avenue  and  Huron  road.  One  hypothetical 
case  will  illustrate  the  fallacy  of  the  idea.  Suppose 
your  car  is  standing  in  front  of  the  new  Loew  theater 
on  Euclid  avenue  at  East  14th  street,  the  car  is 
headed  west  and  you  desire  to  drive  to  the  Con- 
solidated Railroad  Ticket  office  on  Prospect  avenue. 
Bear  in  mind  that  turning  at  Euclid  and  9th  is 
prohibited;  and  now  will  you  please  inform  us  the 
course  you  will  follow  to  reach  your  destination? 

The  Purpose  of  These  Remarks 

These  ideas  are  set  forth  not  with  the  idea  of 
poking  fun  at  persons  who  seriously  suggest  them. 
The  purpose  is  to  show  that  rules  and  regulations 
which  work  well  in  one  city  will  not  work  equally 
well  in  another  becailse  of  actual,  physical  condi- 
tions. 

The  biggest  traffic  problem  in  Cleveland  today  is 
the  relief  of  rush-hour  congestion.  The  ultimate 
remedy  is  the  opening  of  more  thoroughfares,  the 
creation  of  more  high-gear  routes  to  the  east  end. 
But  these  cannot  be  realized  in  a  day  and  in  the 
meantime  immediate  measures  for  relief  are  neces- 
sary. These  questions  cannot  be  solved  in  ten 
minutes'  consideration.  Early  in  the  year  the  Cleve- 
land Automobile  club  sent  out  several  hundred  in- 
quiries on  the  subject  and  the  matter  has  been  dis- 
cussed at  numerous  meetings  of  the  club's  com- 
mittees. Therefore,  when  Mayor  FitzGerald  called 
for  suggestions  as  to  parking  and  the  general  hand- 
ling of  traffic,  the  club  re-canvassed  the  various  sug- 


gestions offered  and  the  result  was  a  series  of  recom- 
mendations. While  these  have  been  printed  before, 
it  is  pertinent  to  publish  them  at  this  time.  The 
suggestions  put  forth  as  the  Automobile  club's  plat- 
form are  the  following: 

1.  No  parking  on  Euclid  Ave.  from  the 
Square  to  East  22nd  St.  between  8:00  and 
9:30  A.  M.  and  4:30  and  6:00  P.  M. 

2.  No  parking  in  the  Public  Square  at 
any  time,  except  to  load  or  unload  passen- 
gers or  merchandise. 

3.  Frankfort  Ave.  to  be  made  a  one- 
way street. 

4.  That  the  existing  ordinance  be  en- 
forced prohibiting  parking  on  East  4th  St. 
between  Euclid  Ave.  and  Huron  Rd.,  and 
East  6th  St.  between  Superior  and  Euclid 
Avenues,  at  any  time,  and  that  this  ordin- 
ance be  amended  to  include  Frankfort  Ave., 
the  east  side  of  East  12th  St.,  and  the 
West  side  of  !East  13th  St.,  between  EucHd 
and  Chestnut  Aves.,  and  both  sides  of  East 
14th  St.  between  Euclid  and  Prospect  Aves. 

5.  Connecting  alleys  from  Euclid  to 
Prospect  Aves.,  from  the  Square  to  East 
14th  St.,  to  be  made  one-way  thorough- 
fares. 

6.  That  prompt  arrests  and  prosecu- 
tions b6  made  for  double  parking  on  any 
street  at  any  time,  and  that  drivers  of  any 
vehicles  parking  or  stopping  in  Safety  Zones 
be  arrested  and  prosecuted  instead  of  being 
merely  admonished. 

7.  That  the  time  limit  for  parking  be 
reduced  from  one  hour  to  thirty  minutes, 
on  the  following  streets: 

Ontario  St.,  south  of  Euclid  Ave.,  ex- 
cept in  the  Market  district. 

Euclid  Ave.,  from  the  Public  Square  to 
East  22nd  St. 

E.  9th  St.,  from  St.  Clair  Ave.,  N.  E.  to 
Bolivar  Rd.,  S.  E. 

Prospect  Ave.,  S.  E.,  from  Ontario  St. 
to  East  14th  St. 

Superior  Ave.,  N.  W.  and  N.  E.  from 
West  9th  to  East  9th  Sts. 

Euclid  Ave.,  from  East  40th  to  East 
65th  Sts. 

Huron  Rd.,  S.  E.  from  East  9th  St.  to 
Euclid  Ave. 

8.  That  a  special  TRAFFIC  COURT 
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be  created  to  handle  all  cases  of  violations 
of  any  of  the  traffic  regulations. 

9.  That  the  SUMMONS  SYSTEM 
be  used  in  notifying  violators  of  the  traffic 
code. 

10.  Repave  and  resurface  connecting 
side  streets  so  as  to  divert  traffic  from  the 
main  thoroughfares. 

11.  Provide  for  additional  main  thor- 
oughfares by  opening  up,  widening  and  im- 
proving Chestnut,  Chester  and  Hough 
avenues  immediately. 

12.  Instigate  plans  for  additional  main 
thoroughfares  eastward  from  the  Square. 

13.  Until  a  TRAFFIC  COURT  is 
created,  we  demand  that  Municipal  Court 
judges  impose  heavier  penalties  upon 
chronic  violators  of  the  traffic  regulations, 
particularly  in  cases  where  convictions  have 
been  made  for  driving  while  intoxicated. 
In  these  instances  a  workhouse  or  jail  sen- 
tence should  be  imposed,  together  with 
revocation  of  the  privilege  of  driving  a  car 
for  a  period  of  one  year,  as  provided  by  a 
recent  act  of  the  legislature. 

14.  That  we  favor  the  system  of  near- 
side stops  for  street  cars  throughout  the 
city,  and  ask  that  an  ordinance  be  intro- 
duced providing  for  the  same. 

1 5.  That  a  study  be  made  in  the  interests 
of  eliminating  imnecessary  street  car  stops 
in  the  congested  districts. 

Practically  none  of  these  need  extended  explana- 
tion beyond  the  statement  of  the  situation. 

No-Parking  Rule  a  Hardship 

In  the  matter  of  parking,  there  was  proposed  the 
radical  idea  that  all  parking  be  prohibited  in  the 
downtown  district.  The  anti-parking  suggestion 
was  reduced  by  this  organization  to  the  rush  hours 
because  the  Automobile  club  feels  that  Cleveland  is 
not  yet  ready  for  such  a  radical  step  as  total  abo- 
lition and  that  to  enforce  it  at  this  time  would 
work  a  severe  hardship  on  downtown  business  in- 
terests. This  conclusion  was  not  reached  through 
merely  superficial  consideration.  There  are  actual 
instances  in  which  abolition  of  parking  has  been 
attempted  in  cities  which  present  conditions  similar 
to  Cleveland.  The  anti-parking  ordinance  was 
repealed  after  a  30  days'  trial  in  Kansas  City  and  in 
even  a  shorter  time  in  Los  Angeles.  While  the 
downtown  business  interests  should  be  protected, 
it  must  be  realized  that  something  must  be  done 


for  the  relief  of  rush  hour  congestion.  The  Auto- 
mobile club  believes  that  by  the  abolition  of  parking, 
during  the  rush  hours  and  the  creation  thereby  of 
wider  traveling  surface  the  movement  of  traffic  will 
be  expedited,  congestion  relieved  and  safety  pro- 
moted. 


Light  Warning  Issued 

That  greater  care  should  be  exercised  in  the  use 
of  spotlights  is  the  subject  of  a  timely  warning  issued 
by  Herbert  A.  Townsley,  secretary  of  the  Akron 
Automobile  club. 

Townsley's  statement  follows: 

"The  automobile  public  should  be  more  careful 
in  the  use  of  spotlights.  Between  five  and  ten 
per  cent  of  automobile  drivers  simply  turn  their 
spots  straight  ahead.  A  spotlight  directed  straight 
ahead  is  worse  in  its  effects  upon  machines  coming 
in  the  opposite  direction  than  strong  headlights. 

"Ohio  does  not  have  a  large  enough  police  force 
to  patrol  all  streets  and  roads  well  enough  to  take 
care  of  the  nuisance  of  the  driver  who  is  careless 
about  his  spot.  But  unless  drivers  are  more  careful 
the  abuse  of  the  spotlight  will  result  in  a  law  pro- 
hibiting them.  Each  driver  should  see  that  he  has 
no  part  in  bringing  about  such  a  law." 


Club  Members  to  Act  as  Police 

In  order  to  assist  in  the  regulation  of  traffic  in 
in  Columbus,  members  of  the  Coliunbus  Automobile 
club  are  to  be  delegated  as  special  officers.  This  sug- 
gestion was  made  to  Mayor  J.  J.  Thomas  by  the 
Automobile  club  and  the  mayor  approved  the  idea. 
Speed  maniacs  and  reckless  drivers  have  created  a 
situation  greatly  in  need  of  remedy  and  practically 
beyond  the  complete  control  of  the  limited  number  of 
men  in  the  Coltimbus  police  department,  hence  the 
creation  of  special  deputies  from  among  the  mem- 
bership of  the  club. 

Meet  at  Frazeysburg 

The  Muskingum  Motor  club  held  an  interesting 
meeting  at  the  Frazeysburg  High  school  auditoriimi 
and  it  was  attended  by  more  than  200  motorists. 
The  principal  speaker  was  Archdeacon  J.  H. 
Dodshon  who  talked  on  "Americanism".  At  the 
close  of  the  meeting  a  silver  loving  cup  was  presented 
to  Brice  C.  Browning  for  securing  the  largest  num- 
ber of  members  during  the  Club's  membership  drive 
in  Jime. 

Musical  selections  were  rendered  by  Miss  Vema 
Frances  Armstrong,  daughter  of  Secretary  D.  W. 
Armstrong,  and  Miss  Edna  Hayes.

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Cleveland  Automobile  Club  for  extending  a  special  service  to 
club  members  in  the  securing  of  their  1921  licenses.  This  is  intended  to  make  it  more  convenient  for  mem- 
bers of  the  organization  and  to  serve  them  by  mail  instead  of  requiring  them  to  come  to  the  license  depart- 
ment in  the  midst  of  the  first  of  the  year  rush. 

There  will  very  shortly  be  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  club  application  forms  for  1921  licenses  on 
passenger  cars.  If  members  will  completely  fill  out  these  applications  and  mail  them  together  with  check 
to  the  Automobile  Club  the  license  plates  will  be  mailed  from  Club  headquarters  to  the  address  given  in 
the  application. 

For  this  purpose  a  low  series  of  numbers  will  be  used,  and  Secretary  of  State  Harvey  C.  Smith  has 
assigned  to  the  club  the  series  from  25,000  to  50,000  inclusive.  This  plan  is  being  carried  out  with  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  blanks  which  will  be  mailed  to  members  will  be  for  passenger 
cars  only,  and  truck  forms  or  additional  blanks  for  passenger  cars  will  be  mailed  upon  request. 

In  filling  out  the  forms,  members  should  bear  in  mind  that  the  factory  number  must  be  given,  and 
typewriter  or  ink  should  be  used. 

There  will  be  more  than  90,000  licenses  issued  for  Cuyahoga  County  next  year  and  the  Club  aims  to 
relieve  the  congestion  at  the  first  of  the  year  as  much  as  possible.  ■ 

The  distribution  to  the  general  public  will  begin  December  27th  and  under  the  arrangements  outlined 
above  it  will  be  possible  for  Club  members  to  eliminate  the  congestion  and  annoyance  of  the  last  minute  rush. 


Punish  the  Thieves! 

Owners  Should  Not  Let  Their  Feelings  Be  Played  on  to  the  Extent  of 
Recommending  Lenient  Sentences 


Read  this  stor}^  from  the  Cincinnati  Times-Star 
of  September  8th: 

Joseph  H.  Biecker,  real  estate  man,  Wednesday 
requested  that  a  suspended  sentence  be  given  Cur- 
tis Schroeter,  20,  who  pleaded  guilty  to  a  charge  of 
taking  Biecker's  automobile  without  permission. 

"I  don't  believe  he  regarded  it  as  a  crime  and  I 
filed  the  charge  against  him  while  I  was  angry," 
Biecker  told  Judge  Thomas  H.  Darby. 

vSchroeter  was  employed  in  a  garage  on  McMil- 
lan street,  where  Biecker  kept  his  automobile. 
Schroeter  at  the  time  of  his  offense  was  out  on  bond 
pending  trial  on  an  indictment  charging  the  burglar- 
izing of  a  home  on  McMillan  street.  The  parents  of 
the  boy  were  in  court  and  had  appealed  to  Biecker  to 
give  the  boy  another  opportunity.  Judge  Darby  de- 
ferred sentence  until  next  Monday,  and  will  ask  the 
Juvenile  coart  physician  to  examine  the  boy. 

"I  would  have  thought  very  little  of  it  had  the 
boy  come  to  me  and  told  me  he  had  used  my  machine 
and  broken  the  radius  rod,"  Biecker  told  Judge 
Darby.  "But  I  drove  some  distance  before  I  discov 
ered  the  break;  a  serious  accident  might  have  hap- 
pened." 

"Courts  often  are  criticized  for  being  lenient 
with  prisoners,  and  that  is  why  I  am  asking  a  com- 
plete explanation  for  your  request,"  Judge  Darby 
told  Biecker.  The  boy  was  represented  in  court  by 
Attorneys  Harry  Quitman  and  John  Renner. 

Meaning  no  personal  disrespect  to  Mr.  Biecker, 


the  foregoing  is  a  fine  example  of  the  drivel  and  rot 
that  encourages  automobile  thievery.  Mr.  Biecker 
has  permitted  sentimentalism  to  sway  his  duty  to 
other  automobile  owners  and  to  the  community. 
So  long  as  automobile  thieves  can  prey  on  the  soft 
hearts  of  the  owners  whose  cars  they  steal,  so  long 
will  courts  find  an  excuse  for  leniency  and  so  long 
will  wabbly  justice  fail  to  deter  motor  theft. 

The  thief  in  this  case  was  twenty  yfears  old,  plenty 
old  enough  to  know  right  from  wrong,  plenty  old 
enough  to  know  whose  car  he  should  drive  and  whose 
car  he  should  not  drive.  This  was  not  even  his 
first  offense.  When  Schroeter  drove  away  a  car 
belonging  to  another  man  he  was  at  the  time  under 
indictment  for  burglarizing  a  home. 

There  is  only  one  thing  that  is  going  to  help  re- 
duce automobile  thievery,  and  incidentally  perhaps 
cut  the  insurance  rate  that  all  must  pay;  and  that 
one  thing  is  to  impress  on  every  evilly-inclined  man 
or  boy  the  seriousness  of  the  offense  of  stealing  a 
motor  car — and  the  one  way  to  impress  that  idea  is 
to  PUNISH  THE  THIEVES!

Plenty  of  Plain  Water  at  Low  Pressure — Other  Requirements 
For  Giving  Long  Life  to  Vehicle's  Finish 

What  is  the  best  way  to  wash  a  car? 

Sounds  Hke  a  simple  question,  but  to  the  lack 
of  proper  understanding  may  be  traced  the  aged 
look  that  many  cars  wear  before  their  time. 

To  keep  the  car  clean  and  to  preserve  the  quality 
of  the  finish  are  not  difficult  achievements,  if  a  few 
simple  rules  be  followed,  according  to  Passenger 
Transportation. 

If  every  owner  of  a  car  would  pause  to  make  one 
simple  comparison,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  many  er- 
roneous ideas  pertaining  to  the  care  of  his  car  would 
be  speedily  corrected. 

The  comparison  is  this:  A  quality  motor  car  is 
painted  and  finished  in  much  the  same  way  as  a 
piano  or  any  other  piece  of  fine  furniture.  In- 
finite care  is  exercised  to  build  up  a  paint  surface 
that  will  be  both  durable  and  beautiful.  The 
elements  of  weather  and  a  sense  of  the  esthetic 
are  both  to  be  satisfied,  and  the  methods  of  painting 
must  be  adjusted  to  this  dual  purpose. 

This  is  the  problem  of  the  manufacturer.  The 
problem  of  the  ultimate  owner  of  that  car  which 
has  been  so  carefully  painted,  is  to  guard  against  all 
those  practices  which  are  harmful  to  the  finish  of 


his  car.  Chief  among  these  outlaw  practices  is  the 
all  too  common  one  of  careless  washing.  Many  an 
owner  who  would  become  furious  at  the  stupidity  of 
a  housemaid  who  knew  no  better  than  to  wash  the 
piano  with  yellow  laundry  soap,  will  allow  his  car  to 
be  washed  in  a  fashion  fully  as  objectionable. 

Soap  should  be  used  only  when  it  is  necessary  and 
not  to  free  the  job  of  washing  from  the  drudgery  of  a 
reasonable  amount  of  brisk  work  with  plain  water, 
which  in  itself  cleans  effectively  those  surfaces  where 
no  grease  is  encountered 

Nothing  but  quality 
should  enter  into  the 
choice  of  soap.  It  is  gen- 
erally conceded  that  the 
best  soap  to  use  is  one 
compounded  on  a  base  of 
linseed  oil. 

Another  practice  to 
be  insisted  on  whenever 
possible  is  that  of  using 
a  separate  sponge  and 
chamois  for  the  chassis 
and  the  body.    By  fol- 
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lowing  such  a  policy,  dirt  and  grit  which  gathers  more 
freely  on  the  chassis,  under-body  and  wheels  is  pre- 
vented from  coming  into  contact  with  the  more 
highly  finished  body  and  door  surfaces. 

"Let  it  go  until  tomorrow"  is  also  a  serious 
oflFender  against  the  code  of  appearance.  Due  to 
its  alkali  content,  mud  left  to  dry  indefinitely  on 
the  highly  polished  surfaces  of  a  motor  car  invariably 
leaves  spots. 

Knowing  this,  the  owner  who  is  properly  con- 
cerned with  the  appearance  of  his  car  insists,  when- 
ever practicable,  on  having  his  car  washed  promptly. 

Above  everything,  probably  the  best  advice  that 
can  be  offered  is  to  see  that  plenty  of  water  is  used. 
In  temperature,  it  should  be  cold  or  lukewarm — 
never,  under  any  circumstances,  hot. 

The  water  should  be  applied  at  a  low  pressure 
and  sufficient  time  given  to  thoroughly  soak  the 


mud  and  dirt.  The  surface  should  then  be  gone 
over  carefully  with  a  soft,  clean  sponge,  particular 
attention  being  paid  to  see  that  enough  water  is 
utilized  to  rinse  off  the  loose  dirt  and  grit  with  the 
minimum  of  abrasive  action.  Finally,  the  body 
should  be  dried  with  a  clean  chamois. 

From  the  reading  of  such  detailed  instructions 
on  the  most  approved  methods  in  car  washing,  no 
owner  is  justified  in  looking  on  the  finish  of  a  quality 
car  as  something  delicate  and  impractical.  Of  all 
fine  finishes,  none  is  more  durable  than  that  of  the 
high-grade  motor  car;  but  just  as  a  hard  glass  counter 
wears  under  the  action  of  parcels  and  coin,  so  does 
the  finish  of  a  motor  car,  poorly  handled,  lose  its 
life  and  gloss  prematurely. 

There  is  nothing  more  simple  or  profitable  to  the 
motor  car  owner  than  to  demand  careful  usage  in 
the  washing  of  his  car.

Paint  All  Bridges  White 

The  bridges  in  Miami  county  are  to  be  painted 
white.  This  has  been  the  order  of  Deputy  High- 
way Commissioner  W.  E.  Martin,  in  response  to  a 
suggestion  from  C.  E.  WiUiams,  secretary  of  the 
Miami  County  Automobile  club. 

This  is  expected  to  remove  some  of  the  element 
of  danger  at  night  from  iron  bridges  and  low  con- 
crete arches. 


Co-Operate  to  Fight  Speed  Trap 

The  Columbus  and  Fayette  County  automobile 
clubs  joined  forces  to  combat  the  speed  trap  con- 
ducted at  Xenia.  It  is  reported  that  the  manner  of 
conducting  the  trap  brought  forth  strong  objections, 
and  the  Columbus  club  took  up  the  campaign  on 
representations  from  Secretary  Howard  C.  Allen 
of  the  Washington  organization. 


Prosecutors  May  Buy  Scales 

Attorney  General  John  G.  Price  has  ruled  that 
prosecuting  attorneys  may  purchase  scales  for  en- 
forcement of  the  law  regulating  the  weight  of  motor 
vehicles.  The  question  was  put  up  to  the  Attorney 
General's  office  by  Prosecuting  Attorney  A.  F. 
Allyn  of  Ottawa  County. 

Prosecutor  Allyn  called  the  Attorney  General's 
attention  to  the  fact  that  previous  authority  had 
held  that  county  commissioners  do  not  have  the 
authority  to  purchase  such  road  scales  and  inquired 
if  the  prosecuting  attorney  did  have  such  authority. 

Attorney  General  Price  held  that  under  the 
general  code  there  is  no  doubt  that  in  the  collection 
of  evidence  against  persons  violating  the  traffic  laws 
of  the  state,  the  prosecuting  attorney  in  purchasing 
scales  is  acting  "in  the  performance  of  his  official 
duties  and  in  the  furtherance  of  justice."  The 
Attorney  General  further  states  "The  use  of  scales 
or  other  weighing  devices  for  weighing  vehicles 
using  the  public  highways  and  the  loads  thereon  is 
a  usual  and  reasonable  method  of  securing  evidence 
against  violators  of  traffic  regulations  imposed  by 
state  law. 

"We  say 'reasonably  necessary' in  recognition  of  the 
fact  that  in  some  counties  prosecuting  attorneys  may 
have  access  to  privately  owned  scales,  the  use  of 
which  for  the  purpose  in  question  may  be  had  either 
gratuitously  or  by  the  expenditure  of  a  sum  of 
money  much  less  than  that  involved  in  the  purchase 
of  scales." 


Road  Meeting  at  Akron 

Akron  was  the  scene  of  an  interesting 
meeting  of  the  Federal  Highway  Council. 
Good  roads  engineers  and  enthusiasts  from  different 
parts  of  the  country  as  well  as  a  wide  variety  of 
interests  were  represented  in  the  attendance. 

Charles  C.  Janes,  secretary  of  the  Ohio  State 
automobile  association,  attended,  and  officials  of 
the  Akron  Automobile  club  played  a  prominent  part 
in  the  proceedings. 

Building  the  road  to  meet  the  load  and  the  de- 
velopment of  rural  communities  through  the  in- 
strumentality of  the  highways  were  the  subjects 
principally  discussed  by  speakers  and  in  the  re- 
ports of  the  various  committees. 

Among  those  on  the  program  were:  S.  M. 
Williams,  chairman  of  the  council;  Rajmiond  Beck, 
head  of  the  travel  and  transport  bureau  of  the  B.  F. 
Goodrich  Co.;  P.  W.  Litchfield  of  the  Goodyear; 
William  Pfeififer  of  the  Miller;  J.  L.  Tabor,  master 
of  the  Ohio  State  grange;  Dr.  R.  S.  McElwee  of  the 
bureau  of  foreign  and  domestic  trade  of  the  de- 
partment of  commerce  and  industry;  A.  R.  Kroh, 
head  of  the  motorize-the-farm  bureau  and  B.  A. 
Polsky,  president  of  the  Akron  chamber  of  com- 
merce.

In 
posting  signs  along  the  road  the  Lima  club  had  the 
co-operation  of  the  Hoosier  State  automobile 
association. 
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Vote  For  Special  Levies 

City  Revenues  Have  Not  Kept  Pace  With  Growth — Importance  of  Tax  Question 

Must  Be  Realized 

Among  the  many  issues  coming  before  the  voters  of  Cleveland  at  the  November  election,  none  is  of 
greater  immediate  and  personal  importance  than  the  special  ballots  on  the  tax  levies.  This  is  a  plain  busi- 
ness proposition  that  affects  concretely  and  directly  every  family  in  the  city. 

There  is  nothing  abstract,  nothing  far-removed  in  the  questions  of  garbage  collection  and  street 
lighting.  These  are  things  which  touch  the  everyday  citizen  in  his  everyday  life  and  these  are  the  issues 
pertinently  involved  in  the  special  ballots  on  tax  questions. 

The  city  of  Cleveland  has  outgrown  its  income. 

That  is  due  in  large  measure  to  peculiarities  in  Ohio  laws,  mainly  that  statute  known  as  the  Smith 
one-per-cent  law.  That  it  is  the  operation  of  those  laws  rather  than  any  merely  local  condition  is  borne  out 
by  the  fact  that  a  similar  situation  exists  in  almost  every  Ohio  city.  Because  the  municipalities  of  Ohio  were 
so  affected,  at  every  legislative  session  in  recent  years  the  most  pressing  question  has  been  the  financial  re- 
lief of  cities.  To  relieve  this  stringency  which  was  hurting  the  credit  and  hampering  the  activities  of  Ohio 
municipalities,  laws  were  enacted  last  year  to  enable  cities  to  vote  themselves  sufficient  revenue  for  adequate 
maintenance  of  police  and  fire  departments  and  similar  public  services. 

Under  this  relief  legislation,  two  issues  are  to  be  presented  to  the  voters  of  Cleveland  at  the  November 
election.  Every  voter — man  and  woman — should  realize  their  importance,  should  realize  that  on  their 
approval  depends  the  financial  stability  of  the  city,  the  guarding  of  lives  and  property  through  sufficient 
police  and  fire  protection,  the  conservation  of  health  and  public  welfare,  and  the  similar  activities  for  which 
the  resident  of  the  modem  city  looks  to  his  municipal  government. 

Because  every  family  and  every  voter  should  understand  the  importance  of  the  special  levy  ballots. 
The  Ohio  Motorist  prints  the  following  statement  by  Clarence  S.  Metcalfe,  city  director  of  finance: 


Facts  Regarding  Cleveland's 
Financial  Condition 

By  Clarence  S.  Metcalfe 

(Cit.v  Director  of  Finance) 


The  city  of  Cleveland  received  less  money  from 
taxes  in  1920  than  it  received  in  1913. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  1913  were  $5,630,000 
in  round  figures. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  1920  were  $5,500,000  in 
round  figures. 

The  receipts  were  $130,000  less  in  1920  than 
they  were  seven  years  before. 

The  most  conservative  have  admitted  that  the 
expense  has  increased  at  least  100  per  cent  since 
1913. 

This  would  be  true  if  the  city's  population  had 
remained  stationary,  but  we  are  all  aware  of  the 
tremendous  growth  of  the  past  seven  years.  Govern- 
ment expense  increases  even  beyond  the  proportion 
of  growth  of  the  city  as  it  is  an  accepted  fact  that 
the  ratio  of  expense  is  greater  than  the  increase  in 
population. 

In  addition  to  the  100  per  cent  increased  cost 


which  the  city  has  had  to  stand,  the  eight  hour  day 
for  police  and  firemen  recently  put  in  effect  costs  an 
additional  $2,000,000  per  year. 

Thus,  our  city's  expenses  under  the  most  con- 
servative estimate  have  jvmiped  from  $5,700,000 
to  approximately  $13,000,000. 

The  present  cost  of  the  police  and  fire  depart- 
ments exceeds  the  total  amount  of  tax  revenue 
received. 

Do  you  want  your  firemen  and  policemen? 

If  there  is  to  be  no  cut  in  the  police  or  fire  de- 
partments, then  there  will  not  be  sufficient  funds 
for  carrying  on  the  following  services: 

Garbage  Collection 
Street  Lighting 
City  Hospital 
Parks 

Street  Repairs 
Rubbish  and  Ash  Collection 
Health  Activities,  such  as  Babies'  Dispensaries 
and  Milk  Inspection 

Additional  money  is  not  needed  to  pay  off  past 
debts,  but  additional  money  is  needed  to  operate 
the  city  in  the  future.    The  only  way  open  to  secure 
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additional  funds  is  by  increasing  the  tax  rate  to 
meet  the  higher  cost  of  government. 

Two  steps  are  to  be  taken  by  the  voters  before 
such  a  tax  increase  becomes  effective, :  and  these 
are  presented  on  ballots  at  the  November  election. 
The  ballot  reads: 

CITY  OF  CLEVELAND 


"For  an  additional  levy  of  taxes  for 
the  purpose  of  general  operating  reve- 
nues of  The  City  of  Cleveland,  not  to  ex- 
ceed 3.5  mills  for  not  to  exceed  five 
years.— YES" 


"For  an  additional  levy  of  taxes  for 
the  purpose  of  general  operating  reve- 
nues of  The  City  of  Cleveland,  not  to  ex- 
ceed 3.5  mills  for  not  to  exceed  five 
years.— NO." 


"For  exempting  Interest  and  sinking 
fund  levies  on  account  of  outstanding 
bonds  from  all  tax  limitations.— YES." 


"For  exempting  interest  and  sinking 
fund  levies  on  account  of  outstanding 
bonds  from  all  tax  limitations.- NO." 


If  the  voter  places  his  cross  opposite  the  word 
■"Yes,"  of  the  section  providing  for  exempting  in- 
terest and  sinking  fund  from  the  old  limitation,  he 
-will  not  have  increased  his  tax  rate  one  cent,  but 
has  made  it  possible  to  put  into  effect  the  provisions 
•of  the  other  section. 

If  the  voter  puts  his  cross  opposite  the  word 
"Yes"  on  both  of  the  above  sections,  he  will  thereby 
obtain  for  the  city  additional  revenue  which  will 
mean  a  charge  against  the  taxable  property  of  not 
to  exceed  $3.50  on  every  thousand  returned  for 
taxation. 

If  the  voter  votes  "yes"  on  one  and  "no"  on  the 
other  he  defeats  the  purpose  of  the  ballot. 

Both  must  be  marked  "Yes". 

This  tax  cannot  last  longer  than  five  years,  when 
it  automatically  ceases  and  goes  back  to  the  old  rate. 


Taxicab  Regulation 

Steady  progress  is  being  made  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  new  taxicab  regulations  in  the  city  of 
Cleveland. 

Legal  obstacles  which  the  livery  chauffeurs' 
union  attempted  to  place  in  the  path  of  enforcement 
have  been  ironed  out  and  the  practical  details  are 
being  worked  out  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Following 
the  expose  of  conditions  by  the  Cleveland  Auto- 
mobile club,  the  Cleveland  city  council  in  the  face 


of  strong  influence  by  the  affected  interests  passed 
an  ordinance  intended  to  place  the  taxicab  service 
of  Cleveland  on  a  clean,  metropolitan  basis.  It 
must  be  realized  that  the  ordinance  could  not  ac- 
tually establish  a  service  such  as  the  city  needs  but 
that  the  law  could  clear  the  way  for  honest  service 
and  for  those  concerns  or  individuals  who  desired 
to  render  such  a  service  free  from  the  molestation 
of  crooks  and  thugs. 

Following  the  passing  of  the  ordinance,  suit  was 
brought  in  common  pleas  court  by  the  livery  chauf- 
feurs union,  represented  by  Attorney  T.  H.  Bushnell 
to  test  its  constitutionality.  After  several  hearings, 
the  ordinance  was  upheld  by  Judge  Levine.  When 
enforcement  was  actually  begun  under  direction 
of  Commissioner  L.  C.  Cukr  of  the  department  of 
licenses,  the  first  arrests  were  followed  by  a  similar 
suit  by  the  livery  chauffeurs  union  in  the  municipal 
court.  The  cases  were  heard  by  Judge  Silbert  who 
upheld  the  ordinance  and  fined  the  violators. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  regulate  the  operation 
of  vehicles  and  to  improve  the  standards  among 
operators  now  that  the  legal  path  is  cleared.  These 
things  gradually  are  being  brought  about  in  the 
hope  that  the  taxicab  business  of  Cleveland  will 
emerge  to  the  plane  of  a  unit  of  the  city's  trans- 
portation system  on  which  it  belongs. 


Arrest  Five  in  Stolen  Car 

Five  men  were  arrested  at  Ashtabula  on  Septem- 
ber 6th  on  suspicion  of  having  stolen  an  automobile. 
The  five  men  when  arrested  were  in  an  alleged  in- 
toxicated condition  and  it  was  believed  at  that  time 
by  the  sheriff  of  Ashtabula  County  that  the  car 
might  have  been  stolen.  The  five  men  were: 
Wesley  Cull,  Thomas  McQueen,  Ed  Fuorin,  Thomas 
Saxe  and  a  man  giving  the  name  of  Smith. 

Most  of  the  identification  marks  on  the  car  were 
obliterated  but  a  nimiber  was  found  on  the  rear 
axle  which  had  not  been  changed.  Through  this 
number  the  Legal  Department  of  the  Cleveland 
Automobile  Club  and  the  Ohio  Buick  Company 
traced  the  car  to  its  owner,  Dr.  Galloway  of  Akron. 

It  was  found  that  the  car  had  been  stolen  from 
him  and  was  returned  to  him  through  the  Akron 
Automobile  Club. 

A  Choice  of  Words 

After  having  paid  a  fine  of  $5  and  costs,  a  certain  man 
directed  some  rather  indelicate  language  at  Justice  Cooney 
of  Compton,  and  then  ran. 

An  officer  captured  him,  brought  him  before  the  justice, 
who  fined  him  $10  more. 

"Had  you  been  more  chaste  and  refined  in  your  lan- 
guage,"said  the  justice,  "you  would  not  have  been  chased 
and  re-fined."

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How  Many  Millions? 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  public  work  takes 
longer  than  private  enterprises.  While  one  public 
building  is  in  process  of  construction,  several 
privately  owned  structures  are  finished.  Contractors 
on  highways  take  their  time,  while  work  for  the 
private  corporation  is  rushed. 

There  are  exceptions  to  this  rule,  but  the  average 
public  officials  seem  to  lack  the  efficiency  in  getting 
work  done  displayed  in  commercial  activities. 

Many  public  works  undertaken  four  years  ago 
are  still  unfinished.  Meanwhile  prices  of  material 
and  labor  have  risen  in  a  steady  curve.  It  will 
now  cost  the  taxpayers  many  times  what  the  price 
would  have  been,  if  the  projects  had  been  completed 
with  ordinary  celerity. 

Nobody  knows  how  many  millions  of  dollars  this 
well-recognized  form  of  procrastination  has  cost  us. 


Ohio's  Wealth 

Taxation  statistics  show  that  in  Ohio  there  are 
more  than  1000  persons  reporting  incomes  in  excess 
of  $50,000,  which  leads  to  the  statement  that  Ohio 
has  more  than  a  thousand  millionaires.  This  is 
based  on  the  estimate  that  $50,000  will  be  the 
annual  return  at  five  per  cent  on  a  capital  of 
$1,000,000. 

We  are  also  in  receipt  of  the  annual  mid-summer 
report  that  Ohio  has  passed  New  York  into  first 
place  in  ownership  of  automobiles.  That  would  be 
a  fine  distinction,  if  it  be  true. 

Whether  or  not  Ohio  has  finally  passed  New 
York,  and  whether  or  not  a  thousand  of  our  citizens 
have  passed  the  million  mark,  Ohio  is  doing  pretty 


well,  thank  you.  The  glory  of  Ohio's  affluence  lies 
not  so  much  in  concentrated  wealth  as  in  its  being 
well  distributed. 

In  automobiles,  for  instance,  30  per  cent  of 
New  York's  cars  are  registered  from  New  York 
City.  In  Ohio,  Cuyahoga  county  does  not  exceed 
18  per  cent  of  the  state's  total  registration.  Instead 
of  most  of  the  automobiles  being  owned  in  one  or 
two  big  cities,  the  entire  state  shows  the  same  in- 
crease. The  medium-sized  cities  are  motorized  in 
the  same  degree,  and  there  are  rural  townships  in 
which  the  number  of  motor  cars  equals  the  number 
of  farms. 

With  this  sort  of  registration,  there  is  plenty  of 
glory  for  Ohio  in  being  even  second  in  motor  car 
ownership.  If  we  have  risen  to  the  top  of  the  heap, 
it  is,  of  course,  a  greater  glory,  but  let  us  not  over- 
look the  splendor  of  the  station  our  state  has  reached. 

The  same  reasoning  may  be  applied  to  great 
fortunes.  Ohio's  strength  lies  not  alone  in  the 
thousand  millionaires,  but  in  the  tens  of  thousands 
of  families  with  incomes  above,  the  average,  and 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  farmers,  merchants  and 
workmen  enjoying  unusual  prosperity. 

Ohio's  splendor  is  not  in  a  few  great  masses  of 
wealth  but  in  the  generosity  of  its  distribution.

Wigmore  Coliseum  Will  House  Most  Ambitious  Exposition  Ever  Presented

All  of  which  leads  to  the  statement  that  the  20th 
annual  Cleveland  automobile  show  will  be  held 
January  22  to  29  in  Wigmore  coliseiim. 

If  you  are  further  interested  in  the  fast  and  frigid 
facts  regarding  the  situation,  be  it  known  that  this 
will  be  the  biggest  as  well  as  the  best  exhibition  of 
motor  cars  and"  accessories  ever  held  within  the 
confines  of  the  presidential  state  of  Ohio.

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Street  Repairs  Under  Engineer 

Mayor  Approves  Club's  Plan,  It  is  Announced  at  Interesting  Meeting  of  Boards 

of  Directors  and  Committees 


Reports  of  the  traffic  convention  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  some  phases  of  the  situation  in  Cleveland 
were  discussed  at  a  general  meeting  held  Friday 
noon,  September  17  at  the  headquarters  of  the 
Cleveland  Automobile  club.  Members  of  the  boards 
of  directors  of  the  Automobile  club,  the  Manufac- 
turers and  Dealers  association,  the  roads  and  streets 
committee,  city  officials  and  representatives  of 
other  organizations  were  present. 

The  meeting  was  presided  over  by  Chairman 
John  R.  Bentley  of  the  roads  and  streets  committee. 
He  first  called  on  Judge  Meals  who  outlined  in  a 
general  way  the  activities  of  the  San  Francisco  traffic 
convention.  He  told  of  the  various  exhibits  and 
discussions  and  of  the  start  made  toward  drafting 
a  model  traffic  code  which  when  adopted  in  various 
states  would  bring  about  a  greater  degree  of  uni- 
formity in  traffic  regulation.  Judge  Meals  reported 
that  the  various  recommendations  for  incorporation 
in  the  ordinance  had  been  referred  to  a  general 
committee  and  that  this  committee  is  to  meet  in 
Cleveland,  November  10. 

Chief  of  Police  Frank  Smith  declared  the  con- 
vention had  been  highly  instructive  and  that  the 
prospect  of  evolving  a  uniform  code  was  excellent. 
The  chief  remarked  that  different  traffic  problems 
are  presented  in  different  cities  and  declared  that 
the  chief  problem  in  Cleveland  is  an  outlet  to  the 
east  end  from  the  business  district.  He  advocated 
the  removal  of  the  car  lines  from  Prospect  avenue  and 
the  turning  of  that  street  into  an  automobile  thor- 
oughfare to  connect  with  Carnegie  avenue  which 
should  be  extended  to  the  park.  Chief  Smith  ex- 
pressed approval  of  the  Los  Angeles  plan  of  clearing 
the  streets  of  parked  vehicles  in  the  rush  hour.  He 
reported  that  at  4  p.  m.  each  day  a  siren  sounds 
which  is  the  signal  for  vehicles  parked  in  the  business 
district  to  be  moved.  This  results  in  clearing  the 
way  for  rush  hour  traffic. 

City  Law  Director,  William  B.  Woods,  expressed 
the  desire  of  the  city  administration  to  bring  about 
with  the  co-operation  of  various  civic  organizations 
betterment  of  the  traffic  condition  in  Cleveland. 

Secretary  Fred  H.  Caley  made  a  report  on  several 
matters  which  had  been  taken  up  by  the  roads  and 
streets  committee,  principal  among  which  was 
placing  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  city  streets 
under  the  supervision  of  the  city  engineer. 

Under  the  former  arrangement,  the  Street  Com- 


missioner has  had  charge  of  street  cleaning  and 
multitudinous  other  duties  in  addition  to  the  main- 
tenance of  the  improved  streets.  Members  of  the 
committee  felt  that  with  increased  funds  available 
for  street  maintenance  through  the  city's  share  in 
the  state  automobile  tax,  that  a  different  arrange- 
ment would  work  to  the  advantage  of  all  concerned. 

The.  city  ehgineer,  at  the  present  time,  Robert 
Hoffman,  has  had  charge  of  street  construction,  but 
not  of  maintenance,  and  the  club  asked  that  re- 
pairs and  upkeep  be  placed  in  the  same  department 
as  construction. 

The  recommending  resolution  adopted  by  the 
roads  and  streets  committee  was  forwarded  to 
Mayor  W.  S.  FitzGerald. 

The  merits  of  the  matter  were  investigated  by 
Mayor  FitzGerald  who  declared  in  favor  of  the 
suggested  change,  and  the  following  letter  was  read 
by  Secretary  Caley:

Gentlemen : 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  advise  you  that,  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  The  Cleve- 
land Automobile  club,  I  have  instructed  the  Director 
of  Public  Service  to  place  the  supervision  of  re- 
pairing paved  streets  under  Commissioner  of  En- 
gineering, Robert  Hoffman. 

It  is  contemplated  that  the  Engineering  Division 
will  begin  immediately  to  prepare  a  plan  for  the 
systematic  repairing  of  streets  and  will  asstune 
direct  responsibility  for  the  supervision  of  repairing 
work.

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Vote  On  Outer  Parkway  System 

Furtherance  of  Plan  For  Metropolitan  Park  System  Through  Cuyahoga  County 

Comes  Before  Electorate 


Twenty  thousand  acres  of  health  out-of-doors 
for  all  the  people  of  Cleveland  and  the  surrounding 
districts  is  the  goal  set  by  the  Citizens'  Committee 
of  One  Hundred,  The  Metropolitan  Park  Board  and 
the  Cleveland  Recreation  Council,  which  organiza- 
tions are  cooperating  in  an  educational  campaign 
to  acquaint  the  public  with  the  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  the  Metropolitan  Park  System,  in  behalf  of 
which  a  tax  issue  will  be  presented  at  the  November 
elections. 

The  campaign  was  officially  opened  early  this 
month  with  an  Outdoor  Fall  Festival,  held  at  Brecks- 
ville  under  the  auspices  of  the  Recreation  Council. 
Hundreds  of  motorists  gathered  at  W.  A.  Hagar's 
Grand  view  Farm  for  a  program  which  included  speak- 
ing, singing,  costume  dancing  and  music.  N.  H. 
Boynton,  chairman,  Cleveland  Recreation  Council, 
presided. 

Dan  Beard,  National  Scout  Commissioner,  as 
the  speaker  of  the  day,  pointed  out  that  the  life 
history  of  humanity  has  proven  nothing  more  clearly 
than  that  crowded  populations,  if  they  would  live 
in  health  and  happiness,  must  have  space  for  air, 
for  light,  for  exercise,  for  rest  and  for  the  enjoyment 
of  that  peaceful  beauty  of  nature,  which,  because 
it  is  the  opposite  of  the  noisy  ugliness  of  towns,  is  so 


wonderfully  refreshing  to  the  tired  souls  of  towns- 
people. 

In  presenting  the  park  plan  both  H.  M.  Fams- 
worth,  President  of  the  Board,  and  W.  A.  Stinchomb, 
Consulting  Engineer,  pointed  out  the  fact  that  the 
completion  of  the  seventy-mile  park  and  boulevard 
system  would  preserve  forever  a  wonderful  natural 
playground  for  Cleveland  of  the  future. 

Emphasis  was  laid  upon  the  fact  that  the  lands 
which  are  to  comprise  the  park  system  must  be 
secured  at  once,  otherwise,  they  will  be  turned  into 
commercial  and  manufacturing  uses  and  forever 
barred  to  the  public.  For  this  reason,  the  Metro- 
politan Park  Board  last  April  obtained  the  passage 
of  a  bill  through  the  State  Legislature,  giving  them 
the  authority  to  present  to  the  voters  at  the  Novem- 
ber 2nd  elections  a  proposal  for  a  tax  levy  of  one- 
tenth  of  one  mill  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  and 
improving  lands  for  the  conservation  of  the  natural 
resources  of  the  District. 

This  proposed  tax  is  being  heralded  as  the  "big- 
gest little  issue  on  the  ballot".  Although  amounting 
only  to  an  assessment  of  one  cent  on  every  hundred 
dollars  of  valuation,  the  money  made  available  by 
the  application  of  this  tax  for  the  next  ten  years  will 
enable  the  Park  Board  to  acquire  the  remaining

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-lands  necessary  and  make  the  whole 
park  plan  a  reality.  The  Board  at 
the  present  time  has  been  operating 
under  an  appropriation  of  $80,000 
a  year  or  one-twentieth  of  a  mill. 

Althotigh  hampered  by  a  short- 
age of  funds,  the  Board  in  addition 
to  acquiring  by  gift  and  purchase 
some  1200  acres  of  land  in  the  Rocky 
River  and  Chippewa  Creek  Valleys 
has  completed  topographical  sur- 
veys of  the  entire  system  with  the 
exception  of  the  Chagrin  River 
Valley  District.  In  the  latter  dis- 
trict, an  aerial  survey  is  now  being 
made,  the  lands  included  in  the 
park  system  being  photographed 
from  airplanes  after  which  photo- 
graph charts  arc  made  up  for  the 
use  of  the  Board's  engineers. 

The  park  system,  which  will 
encircle  Cleveland,  takes  in  sections 
of  the  Rocky  River,  Big  Creek  and 
Chippewa  Creek  valleys.  It  includes 
a  portion  of  the  Cuyahoga  River 
Valley,  Bedford  Glens,  Tinker's 
Creek,  Euclid  Creek  and  the  Chag- 
rin River  valleys,  in  the  latter  carry- 
ing through  Willoughby  to  the  lake. 

These  lands  will  be  preserved 
in  all  their  natural  beauty  and 
throughout  the  entire  system,  there 
will  be  a  network  of  good  roads  so 
that  the  motorist  may  drive  for 
miles  through  an  everchanging 
scenic  wonderland.  There  will  be 
provisions  for  numerous  picnic 
grounds  and  camping  sites. 

"The  prosperity  that  has  ensued 
from  our  national  adoption  of  in- 
dustry is  indisputable,"  says  H.  M. 
Famsworth,  president  of  the  Park 
Board.  "But  the  evils  it  has  brought 
with  it  have  not  been  solved.  Among 
such  is  the  separation  of  the  indi-  ■ 
vidual  from  environments  that  build  up  and  conserve 
the  human  body  and  its  vital  forces.  To  adapt  life 
to  the  new  status,  or  to  supply  it  with  a  substitute 
for  the  present  enervating  influences,  is  an  impera- 
tive need  of  our  community  life. 

"The  adequate  supplying  of  natural  parks  is  one 
of  the  most  important  remedies.  No  substitute 
can  supplant  nature  in  its  usefulness  in  chastening, 
instructing  and  elevating   the    human  intellect.

It  is  a  true  and  accepted  saying  that  "The  proof 
of  the  pudding  is  in  the  eating,"  and  no  less  is  it 
self-evident  that  the  best  judges  of  the  usefulness 
and  desirability  of  a  state  police  force  are  the  people 
of  the  states  which  have  given  the  system  a  thorough 
trial. 

New  York  knows,  and  so  does  Pennsylvania. 
Michigan  understands  what  state  police  mean. 
Those  states,  all  big  and  populous,  with  many  in- 
dustries and  great  industrial  centers,  have  the  cer- 
tainty of  experience.  They  do  not  have  to  rely  on 
theories  or  suppositions. 

The  states  which  have  given  the  state  police 
system  a  fair  test  are  deaf  to  all  suggestions  that  it 
be  abolished.  They  know  its  value  too  well.  They 
have  watched  the  patient,  brave,  self-sacrificing 
service  of  the  state  policemen  too  long. 

In  such  states  the  public  understands  that  the 
state  police  rescue  lost  children  and  save  wayfarers 
who  are  bewildered  and  exhausted  in  struggling 
through  winter  storms.  They  carry  aid  to  dwellings 
isolated  by  blizzards,  far  from  neighbors.  They 
give  warning  of  floods  in  streams.  They  help 
farmers  get  their  livestock  out  of  peril. 

The  state  police  do  in  lonely  districts  what  city 
police  do  in  crowded  centers  of  population.  They 
advise  the  perplexed  and  protect  the  feeble  and 
ignorant.  They  are  a  shield  to.  the  weak  and  a  terror 
to  the  lawless  and  the  vicious.  They  calm  excited 
crowds  and  prevent  panics,  no  less  than  mob  violence. 

If  it  were  not  so  how  could  the  state  constabulary 
endure  the  attacks  made  by  those  who  are  hostile  to 
strict  enforcement  of  the  law,  always  and  every- 
where? If  the  state  police  had  not  been  vindicated 
by  the  record  they  have  made,  they  would  assuredly 
have  been  abolished. 

For  they  hold  their  place  in  states  which  are 
great  centers  of  industry.  They  are  heartily  sup- 
ported in  states  which  have  a  heavy  voting  majority 
in  big  cities,  where  labor  unions  are  strong.

view  to  all  occupants.  Snug-fitting  curtains  swing 
with  the  doors.

The  car  is  a  typical  Packard,  a  light-weight  com- 
panion to  the  Twin,  with  the  same  lines,  finish  and 
appointments,  and  is  pictured  on  the  cover  of  this 
magazine. 

The  car  has  been  designed  to  meet  the  demand  for 
a  vehicle  for  general  purposes  that  can  be  easily 
maneuvered  in  traffic  and  will  park  in  a  short  space 
at  the  curb,  that  will  also  respond  to  the  need  for 
economical  operation.

The  valve  push  rods  are  operated  from  the  ends 
of  lever  arms  which  carry  rollers  bearing  on  the  cams 
at  the  center. 

Freedom  from  vibration  is  attained  largely 
through  the  design  of  the  crank-shaft,  which  is  the 
result  of  exhaustive  study  and  experiment.  There 
are  seven  main  bearings  mounted  in  a  rigid,  heavily 
ribbed,  barrel  type  crank-case.  The  shaft  is  a 
single  forging  of  high  grade  steel,  emery  ground  all 
over  and  carefully  balanced.  It  weighs  only  48 
pounds. 

Special  designs  in  the  steering  box,  the  clutch 
and  the  gear  shift  make  all  these  mechanisms  un- 
usually easy  to  operate  and  free  from  noise. 

This  engine  in  road  work  will  throttle  down  to 
2  miles  an  hour  on  high  gear,  and  will  accelerate 
from  this  speed  to  25  miles  an  hour  in  13  seconds 
and  to  45  miles  in  20  seconds.

The  car  is  being  marketed  through 
the  same  organization  that  handles  the  Twin,  and 
will  be  given  service  from  the  same  stations  that 
care  for  the  older  car.

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To  Demand  New  Highway  Policy 

Organize  Good  Roads  Board  to  Investigate  Ohio's  Past  Failure 
and  to  Formulate  New  State-Wide  Program 


A  meeting  to  propose  an  entirely  new  highway 
policy  for  Ohio  is  to  be  called  by  the  Ohio  State 
Automobile  Association. 

State  and  county  officials,  authorities  from 
other  states  and  road  committeemen  from  all  the 
clubs  in  the  State  Association  will  be  called  into 
conference  to  analyze  the  present  situation  and  to 
prepare  a  program  for  submission  to  the  incoming 
legislatiu-e. 

Plans  for  the  formation  of  an  enlarged,  compre- 
hensive and  powerful  Good  Roads  Board  were  set 
under  way  at  a  meeting  of  State  Association  trustees 
held  in  Columbus,  October  27. 

Officers  and  trustees  of  the  organization  ex- 
pressed in  emphatic  terms  the  realization  that 
Ohio's  highway  policy  to  date  in  construction  and 
maintenance  has  been  a  failure  and  that  a  brand 
new  plan  must  be  adopted. 

The  organized  motorists  of  the  state  are  de- 
termined to  have  a  share  in  determining  the  policy 
for  which  millions  of  dollars  in  special  and  general 
taxation  are  paid. 

There  has  previously  been  recited  in  this  maga- 
zine the  failure  of  the  old  regime  in  Ohio's  highway 
affairs.  With  many  millions  expended  for  materials 
and  construction,  Ohio  does  not  have  even  at  the 
close  of  this  year  a  thorough  system  of  connected 
highways,  while  the  maintenance  is  a  joke.  Other 
states  have  meanwhile  gone  forward  and  realized 
a  system  of  thoroughfares  crossing  the  state,  con- 
necting the  principal  states,  adequately  maintained 
and  kept  travelable. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  that  this  is  due  to  the 
basic  legislative  foundation  of  Ohio's  system  and  to 
the  underlying  ideas  that  have  governed  up  to  the 
present  time.    Division  of  authority,  too  much  of 


the  county  idea  and  not  enough  of  the  state  control 
idea  have  given  us  a  lot  of  unconnected  improve- 
ments and  no  real  system  of  upkeep.  In  the  Sep- 
tember ntmiber  of  The  Ohio  Motorist,  State 
Highway  Commissioner  A.  R.  Taylor  expressed 
realization  of  the  need  for  complete  revamping  of 
Ohio's  plan  to  provide  state  central  control  over 
the  entire  system,  to  hold  the  state  responsible  for 
maintenance,  with  construction  as  fast  as  the  State 
Department  is  able  to  carry  it  forward. 

The  organized  motorists  of  Ohio  are  determined 
that  in  the  future,  the  state's  highway  policy  shall  be 
in  the  interest  of  the  user  and  the  taxpayer  rather 
than  that  of  road  material  and  similar  interests. 
The  need  for  this  was  recited  in  a  strong  resolution 
adopted  at  the  Zanesville  convention  of  the  state 
association,  and  since  then  there  has  been  realized 
even  more  strongly  the  need  for  a  new  foundation 
on  which  to  erect  a  real  state  highway  system. 

Chairman  John  R.  Bentley  of  the  Association's 
roads  committee,  tendered  his  resignation  and  moved 
to  dissolve  the  committee,  in  order  that  there  might 
be  created  a  greater  body  to  carry  forward  the  or- 
ganization's broadened  highway  improvement  policy. 
The  new  Good  Roads  Board  will  be  composed  of 
representatives  from  every  club  in  the  State  Associa- 
tion and  will  be  evolved  from  the  general  meeting  to 
be  held  next  month  in  Columbus. 

State  Secretary  Charles  C.  Janes  is  already  at 
work  on  plans  for  the  conference  which  is  to  mark  a 
new  epoch  in  Ohio's  highway  development.  The 
delegates  from  the  affiliated  clubs  will  hear  from 
state  and  county  officials,  and  from  men  who  have 
attained  national  prominence  as  road  authorities. 
No  words  will  be  minced  in  analyzing  Ohio's  present 
situation,  and  discussing  the  high  cost  of  materials 
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and  other  problems.  The  program  to  be  submitted 
to  the  legislature  will  be  based  on  the  greatest 
benefit  to  the  user  and  taxpayer  as  actually  deter- 
mrned  by  the  experience  of  other  states. 

The  trustees'  meeting  at  Columbus  was  well 
attended,  in  addition  to  the  officers  and  trustees 
there  being  several  others  present  in  advisory 
capacity.  The  complete  attendance  included: 
President  F.  F.  Bentley  of  Warren,  Vice-President 
George  H.  Kile  of  Akron,  Secretary  Charles  C. 
Janes  of  Columbus,  Treasurer  Jacob  L.  Will,  of 
Columbus;  Frank  CoUucci  of  Lima,  R.  B  Crawford 
of  Massillon,  P.  F.  Knowlton  of  Ashtabula,  Fred  H. 
Caley  and  John  R.  Bentley  of  Cleveland,  George  W. 
Palmer  of  Wooster,  W.  H.  Loller  of  Youngs  town, 
D.  W  Armstrong  of  Zanesville,  Raymond  Beck  of 
Akron,  C.  C.  Mueller  of  Columbus,  Howard  C. 
Allen  of  Washington  Court  House  and  Herbert 
Buckman  of  Cleveland. 

The  meeting  also  arranged  for  the  conference  of 
secretaries  to  be  held  in  Columbus,  November  5, 
and  transacted  a  quantity  of  other  business. 

Fred  H.  Caley  reported  on  the  traffic  convention 
at  San  Francisco  along  the  lines  previously  chron- 
icled in  this  magazine  and  outlined  the  purpose  of 
the  executive  committee  meeting  to  be  held  in 
Cleveland,  November  10. 

Secretary  Charles  C.  Janes  was  instructed  to 
attend  the  meeting  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  November  29 
and  30,  at  which  secretaries  of  automobile  clubs  in 
all  parts  of  the  country  will  confer  on  club  problems. 

Raymond  Beck  proposed  the  publication  of  a 
complete  Ohio  road  guide  intended  to  serve  especi- 
ally the  purpose  of  clubs  in  the  Ohio  State  Auto- 
mobile Association.  Beck  outlined  the  needs  as  he 
saw  them  based  on  years  of  experience  with  the 
Goodrich  touring  bureau,  the  Automobile  Club  of 
America  and  various  publications.  He  described 
a  guide  to  include  all  of  the  main  roads  in  Ohio  and 
those  radiating  from  the  cities  in  which  clubs  are 
located,  to  be  supplemented  with  itineraries  of  the 
principal  trunk  lines  to  other  cities  and  states,  such 
as  Pittsbiu-gh,  Chicago,  New  York  and  Indian- 
apolis. Following  publication,  this  Ohio  guide  is  to 
be  placed  before  the  clubs  of  the  state,  for  distri- 
bution or  sale  among  members,  and  the  proposition 
was  endorsed  by  the  trustees. 

Secretary  Charles  C.  Janes  reported  the  total 
membership,  growing  rapidly  since  the  Zanesville 
convention  in  June,  had  already  passed  the  30,000 
mark. 

Howard  C.  Allen  called  attention  to  the  need  for 


laws  to  stop  the  operation  of  lugged  or  cleated 
vehicles  over  improved  roads. 

"We  lately  constructed  in  Fayette  county  a  road 
costing  $42,000  a  mile,"  he  said.  "It  is  possible,  and 
legal,  for  a  traction  engine  with  lugs  on  the  wheels 
to  drive  over  this  road  and  in  a  few  minutes  do  thou- 
sands of  dollars  worth  of  damage  It  is  time  for  the 
legislature  and  it  is  time  for  those  who  are  paying 
for  the  building  of  roads  to  put  a  stop  to  this  un- 
necessary practice." 

Other  echoed  Allen's  sentiments  and  this  will 
be  one  of  the  first  matters  taken  up  by  the  new 
Roads  Board  and  the  Legislative  Committee. 


What  Will  the  Relatives  Say? 

Grade  crossings  are  still  part  of  the  scenery  in  all 
of  our  48  States.  Four  thousand  people  were  killed 
on  these  crossings  last  year  . 

A  man  we  know  took  a  day  off  recently,  rode  out 
into  the  country  to  an  average  grade  crossing,  and 
watched  the  behavior  of  automobile  drivers  approach- 
ing the  tracks.  The  conclusion  he  reached  is  that 
the  average  driver  holds  the  view  that  the  STOP — 
LOOK — LISTEN  sign  means  less  in  his  life  than  in 
his  obituary.  Some  drivers  roll  their  eyes  a  little  to  one 
side ;  some  do  not  even  do  that.  The  confirmed  taker 
of  chances  has  tested  the  speed  of  his  car  and  has 
found  that  it  can  "go  some";  he  hears  the  fast  flyer 
whistling — but  why  wait  to  watch  the  train  go  by  ? 
Two  hundred  feet  from  the  crossing?  Speed  up! 
It  takes  a  fast  train  only  fifteen  seconds  to  travel  the 
quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  whistling  post  to  the  cros- 
sing   

They  say  he  was  always  good  to  his  family. 


Consider  Amending  Code 

The  posting  of  road  signs  and  improvements  in  the 
regulation  of  traffic  are  two  matters  of  large  import- 
ance being  taken  up  by  the  Butler  County  Automo- 
bile club.  The  rapid  growth  in  membership  of  this 
young  organization  is  making  possible  the  undertak- 
ing of  several  large  tasks. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  sign  posting,  50  stock 
signs  have  been  ordered  to  use  in  special  cases  in  the 
vicinity  of  Hamilton  and  Middletown.

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To  Make  Winter  Driving  Easy 

Following  Few  Simple  Rules  Will  Eliminate  Mechanical  Difficulties  and 

Provide  Comfort  For  Passengers

Most  of  the  new  automobile  drivers  as  well  as 
many  of  the  old  ones  are  awaiting  the  coming  of 
winter  with  some  trepidation,  because  of  the  many 
tales  they  have  heard  regarding  the  troubles  of  the 
automobiles  during  cold  weather 

Many  of  these  troubles  are  imaginary,  while 
most  of  the  troubles  which  actually  do  happen,  are 
unnecessary.  As  much  pleasure,  as  well  as  business 
efificiency  can  be  gained  through  the  use  of  a  car  in 
winter,  as  during  the  warm  months,  providing  a 
little  preparedness  is  arranged. 

There  are  two  things  we  must  consider.  One  is 
the  comfort  of  the  riders  and  the  other  is  the  opera- 
tion^and_efficiency  of  the  car. 

In  an  enclosed  type  of  car  equipped  with  some 
kind  of  exhaust  heater,  the  rider's  comfort  is  already 
assured.''  In  an  open  type  car,  such  as  a  touring  car 
or  roadster,  it  is  necessary  to  see  that  the  curtains 
are  made  to  fit  snugly,  and  if  any  of  the  celluloid 
lights  are  broken,  it  is  well  to  have  them  repaired 
before  the  busy  season  of  cold  weather  strikes  us. 

An  open  type  car,  fitted  with  door-opening  cur- 
tains, exhaust  heater  and  a  register  in  one  of  the 
front,  or  toe  boards,  can  be  driven  in  zero  weather

with  not  only  in  comfort,  but  with  absolute  pleasure 
and  ease. 

The  Engine 

The  cold  weather  troubles  of  the  engine  may  be 
divided  according  to  their  importance,  under  three 
diflferent  heads,  as  follows:  First,  the  freezing  of  the 
water  in  the  cooling  system:  second,  the  hard  start- 
ing when  the  engine  is  cold,  and  third,  the  lubri-r 
cation  system. 

If  the  car  is  to  be  used  only  occasionally,  say 
once  a  week,  it  probably  would  be  not  only  cheaper, 
but  less  trouble  to  drain  the  radiator  free  from  water 
when  the  car  was  not  in  use,  during  the  cold  weather, 
If,  however,  the  car  is  to  be  used  practically  every 
day,  the  draining  of  the  radiator  becomes  a  nuisance, 
and  takes  a  lot  of  time,  that  is  not  necessary.  Under 
these  conditions,  it  becomes  necessary  to  put  some- 
thing in  the  cooling  system  that  will  not  freeze. 
There  are  many  anti-freezing  solutions  on  the  market 
and  most  of  these  may  be  used  with  satisfactory  re- 
sults providing  the  directions,  regarding  their  uses 
are  followed  implicitly. 

A  great  many  questions  arise,  regarding  the  use 
of  kerosene  in  the  cooling  system  and  these  questions 
and  arguments  can  all  be  summed  up  in  the  follow- 
ing. If  kerosene  is  used,  the  cooling  system  must 
first  be  thoroughly  drained  and  then  the  engine  run 
for  a  few  minutes  to  make  sure  that  all  of  the  water 
is  out  of  the  system.  After  the  engine  has  cooled 
down,  the  kerosene  may  be  poured,  directly  into  the 
radiator  with  no  danger  from  fire  unless  there  is  a 
leak  near  the  exhaust  pipe,  nor  no  danger  of  freezing. 
The  one  trouble  of  kerosene  is  that  its  specific  heat 
is  only  one  half  that  of  water  with  the  result  that  it 
does  not  carry  away  the  heat  of  the  engine  as  fast  as 
water.  This  means  that  the  engine  cylinders  run 
hotter  and  if  the  engine  has  to  be  worked  hard,  such 
as  pulling  on  high  through  heavy  snow  or  mud,  it 
will  knock  very  annoyingly.  If  the  car  is  to  be  used 
only  for  running  around  the  city,  where  the  engine 
has  wery  little  heavy  work  to  perform,  the  kerosene 
will  work  entirely  satisfactorily.  The  one  thing  to  re- 
member in  the  use  of  keresene  oil  is,  that  evaporation 
must  be  replaced  with  kerosene  only  and  no  water 
should  be  put  in  the  system  when  kerosene  is  used. 

Of  all  the  anti-freezing  solutions,  however,  the 
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If  all  other  means  of  starting  fail,  turn  the  engine  over  a  few 
times  to  blow  out  the  cold  gas  and  then  prime  by 
pouring  about  one-half  teaspoonful  of 
ether  into  each  cylinder. 


most  popular  is  a  mixture  of  denatured  alcohol  and 
water.  If  a  car  in  which  this  mixture  is  to  be  used, 
has  no  circulating  pump,  then  the  water  and  alco- 
hol must  be  thoroughly  mixed  before  pouring  into 
the  cooling  system,  otherwise  the  alcohol  will  stay 
in  one  part  of  the  system  and  the  water  in  another, 
with  the  result  that  the  water  may  freeze  before 
being  mixed.  A  mixture  of  the  proportions  of  one- 
third  alcohol  and  two-thirds  water,  will  stand  a  tem- 
perature of  several  degrees  below  zero  without  freez- 
ing and  in  case  it  does  freeze,  it  will  only  turn  to  a 
sort  of  slush  and  not  to  solid  ice  as  with  water  alone. 

The  evaporation  of  alcohol  is  much  faster  than 
that  of  water  so  that  in  order  to  keep  the  propor- 
tions the  same,  all  evaporation  must  be  replaced  with 
a  mixture  of  half  alcohol  and  half  water.  It  is  wise 
to  have  the  mixture  tested  occasionally  with  a  hydro- 
meter, made  especially  for  this  pvirpose  as  this  may 
prevent  the  mixture  becoming  too  weak  and  thus 
causing  a  frozen  radiator. 

It  is  well  to  have  a  hood  and  radiator  cover  but 
care  must  be  taken  not  to  run  very  long  with  the 
radiator  covered  over  too  much  of  the  surface  as  the 
cooling  solution  will  soon  become  hot  and  rapidly 
evaporate.  As  soon  as  the  mixture  has  warmed  up, 
partly  uncover  the  radiator  as  alcohol  is  expensive 
and  it  is  not  at  all  necessary  to  evaporate  it  if  a  little 
precaution  is  used  with  the  radiator  cover.  Some 
drivers  remove  the  fan  belt,  but  much  better  results 


will  be  had  by  partly  covering  the  radiator  and  leav- 
ing the  fan  belt  on,  as  less  temperature  change  will 
be  produced  when  going  with  or  against  the  wind. 

Starting  Difficulties  Overcome. 

Much  has  been  said  regarding  the  cold  weather 
starting  troubles  of  the  gasoline  engine  on  the  heavy 
gasoline  which  is  necessary  to  use  at  the  present 
time.  In  order  to  start  the  engine,  it  must  first  be 
turned  over  in  some  way  and  most  of  the  modern 
cars  are  equipped  with  electric  starters  which  means 
the  electric  starting  system  must  be  in  good  condi- 
tion. As  the  source  of  energy  for  the  starting  system 
lies  in  the  storage  battery  this  must  receive  more 
attention  in  the  winter  than  in  the  summer  as  it  has 
harder  work  to  do.  Make  sure  that  your  storage 
battery  terminals  are  tight  and  see  that  the  top  of 
the  battery  is  wiped  clean  and  dry  and  kept  that 
way.  Fill  the  battery  at  least  once  every  two  weeks 
with  distilled  water  and  when  the  water  is  put  in  the 
battery,  use  the  hydrometer  syringe  and  draw  the 
electro-light  from  the  battery  into  the  syringe  and 
then  force  it  back  into  the  battery  several  times  in 
each  cell  after  the  battery  has  been  filled  as  it  is 
necessary  to  mix  the  water  thoroughly  with  the 
electro-light  before  going  out  into  the  cold,  in  order 
to  prevent  it  from  freezing  and  breaking  the  top  of 
the  battery. 

Bum  the  headlights  as  little  as  possible  in  order 
that  the  battery  may  stay  nearly  charged  and  have 
plenty  of  energy  left  for  the  starter.  Assuming  the 
engine  to  turn  all  right,  the  next  thing  is  to  secure 
an  explosive  mixture  in  a  perfectly  cold  cylinder. 
There  are  several  alternatives  to  secure  this,  one  is 
in  using  a  primer  of  some  type,  many  of  which  are  on 
the  market.  These  primers  spray  a  fine  mist  of 
gasoline  into  the  intake  pipe  and  this  will  nearly 
always  explode  in  the  cylinder  and  thus  start  the 
engine.*  Most  cars  are  fitted  with  some  means  of 
enriching  the  mixture  by  what  is  known  as  the  choke 
and  this  in  some  cases  cuts  off  the  air  and  in  others, 
opens  the  gasoline  line  direct  into  the  intake  pipe 
through  a  small  opening  and  sometimes  does  both. 

Another  very  efi^ective  means  of  making  the 
starting  easier  is  a  little  electric  heater  which  is 
fitted  to  the  intake  manifold  to  warm  it  up  before 
starting.  The  energy  for  these  heaters  is  derived 
from  the  storage  battery  and  they  work  out  very 
well.  If  all  other  means  fail,  however,  remove  the 
spark  plugs,  turn  the  engine  over  a  few  times  to  blow 
out  the  cold  gas  and  then  prime  by  pouring  about 
one-half  teaspoon  full  of  ether  in  each  cylinder. 
Replace  the  plugs,  and  if  the  spark  is  all  right  a  few 
explosions,  at  least,  are  sure  to  result  as  ether  evapo- 
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rates  very  rapidly  and  is  very  explosive.  The  ether 
may  be  purchased  at  any  drug  store  and  should  be 
kept  well  corked. 

The  lubrication  will  not  ordinarily  give  much 
trouble  in  cold  weather  unless  oil  which  is  too  heavy 
to  go  through  the  system  has  been  left  from  the 
warmer  weather.  On  most  cars,  there  is  an  oil 
gauge  which  shows  whether  the  oil  pump  is  working 
and  this  should  be  watched  carefully  in  winter, 
especially  when  starting  the  motor  as  the  oil  may 
have  congealed  and  stopped  flowing.  If  heavy  oil 
has  been  used,  it  is  well  to  either  drain  and  wash  the 
crank  case  and  replace  with  lighter  oil  or  begin 
using  lighter  oil  a  few  weeks  in  advance  of  the  cold 
weather  as  this  will  gradually  thin  up  the  old  lubri- 


cant and  the  lubrication  system  will  be  set  for  cold 
weather. 

Occasionally  one  finds  that  the  oil  reservoir 
instead  of  becoming  empty,  gradually  fills.  This 
means  that  unburned  gasoline  is  gradually  working 
past  the  pistons  into  the  crank  case  and  the  oil  is 
becoming  thin.  In  this  case  the  oil  must  be  drained 
frequently,  at  least  once  in  a  thousand  miles,  and 
replaced  with  fresh  oil.  Otherwise  there  is  danger 
of  the  oil  becoming  so  thin  that  the  bearings  will  be 
burned  out. 

By  looking  after  the  above  precautions,  one  will 
find  that  winter  jdriving  is  pleasant,  economical  and 
just  as  free  from  trouble  as  during  the  warmer 
weather. 


Cut  Insurance  Rates  in  California 


A  situation  of  unprecedented  national  signifi- 
cance has  arisen  in  auto  insurance  circles  whereby 
the  motorists  of  a  single  state  are  selected  as  the 
target  for  cheaper  insurance  rates. 

This  was  announced  by  officials  of  the  Inter- 
Insurance  Exchange  of  the  Automobile  Club  of 
Southern  California  in  Los  Angeles,  an  organization 
which  provides  its  members  with  insurance  at  cost 
rates  and  without  profit. 

This  situation  has  raised  a  storm  of  inquiry  which 
at  present  is  nation-vdde,  and  one  explanation  for 
it  has  been  made  pubHc  in  an  interview  with  directors 
and  officers  of  the  Southern  California  motoring 
club,  which  is  the  largest  organization  of  its  kind 
in  the  world  at  present,  having  approximately  45,000 
members.  Of  these,  more  than  30,000  are  insured 
thru  the  club's  exchange. 

It  is  this  foi-m  of  co-operative  insurance,'existing 
between  the  car  owners  themselves  which  has  caused 
California  to  become  a  "key"  state  in  the  endeavor 
of  the  board  insurance  companies  to  check  the  ad- 
vance of  co-operative  insurance,  which  is  being 
adopted  by  automobile  clubs  thruout  the  country, 
declare  officials  of  the  Inter-Insurance  Exchange, 
which,  so  far.  as  America  is  concerned,  was  the 
pioneer  organization  in  the  field  of  insurance  for 
club  members  at  cost  rates. 

Beginning  with  October  1,  according  to  latest 
reports,  it  will  cost  $112  to  insure  a  certain  popular 
make  of  automobile  against  collision,  for  instance, 
in  Washington,  Oregon,  Idaho,  Arizona  or  any  of 
the  western  states,  whereas  it  will  cost  the  motorists 
of  California  $48.65  to  insure  the  same  make  of  car. 


In  the  eastern  states  the  higher  rate  of  insurance 
maintains  at  the  present  time. 

According  to  reports  received  by  the  Automobile 
Club  in  Los  Angeles,  the  co-operative  form  of  in- 
surance is  spreading  rapidly  in  poptdarity,  and 
several  large  clubs  thruout  the  west  and  east  are 
now  taking  up,  thru  their  boards  of  directors,  the 
proposition  of  establishing  insurance  departments 
similar  to  that  in  operation  in  Southern  California, 
following  an  investigation  of  the  high  rates  of  in- 
surance imposed  upon  automobile  owners  else- 
where in  America. 

In  regard  to  the  rates  on  fire  and  theft  insurance, 
so  far  as  automobiles  are  concerned,  there  is  every 
indication,  declare  Automobile  club  officers,  that 
these  will  follow  the  collision  insurance  rates  in  a 
steady  climb  everywhere  but  in  California. 


Correct  Bad  Turns

bile Club  two  bad  turns  on  the  road  between  that  city 
and  Cleveland  are  to  come  in  for  early  attention.

THE  MONTH  IN  OHIO  MOTORDOM 
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Another  Open  Letter  to  Moses  Cleaveland 

Isn't  it  about  time  to  put  a  prompt  and  eflfective  stop  to  the  wholesale  slaughter  and  maiming  of  men, 
women  and  children  on  Cleveland  streets,  by  the  criminal  operation  of  motor  vehicles  at  the  hands  of  reckless, 
incompetent  and  intoxicated  drivers? 

One  hundred  and  fourteen  lives  have  been  snuffed  out  in  nine  months  of  this  year.  The  slaughter  goes 
on  and  public  officials  and  private  citizens  are  apathetically  twirling  their  thumbs  while  deploring  conditions. 

As  Mark  Twain  used  to  remark  about  the  weather — "Everybody  is  talking  about  it  but  no  one  is  doing 
anything." 

The  City  Council  and  the  Ohio  legislature  have  enacted  ample  ordinances  and  state  laws  to  provide  for 
punishing  and  effectually  curbing  irresponsible  drivers.  All  that  is  necessary  is  their  prompt  application 
and  enforcement. 

Put  the  fear  of  God  in  the  hearts  of  a  few  reckless  and  drunken  drivers  and  the  streets  will  be  quickly 
made  safe  for  law-abiding  citizens. 

The  traffic  squad — what  there  is  of  them — are  actively  on  the  job  during  a  portion  of  the  daylight  hours. 
During  the  night  time,  under  the  beautiful  workings  of  our  two-platoon  police  system,  most  of  them  are 
off  duty  or  engaged  elsewhere. 

There  are  more  automobiles  and  pedestrians  on  Cleveland  streets  in  the  evening  between  6:00  and  9:00 
o'clock,  than  in  the  morning  between  9:00  and  12:00  noon.  Why  isn't  it  just  as  important  to  protect  life 
during  the  early  hours  of  the  evening  as  it  is  during  the  rush  hours  in  the  morning  ? 

On  Euclid  Ave.  between  the  Square  and  105th  St.,  standards  are  erected  at  the  safety  zones  and  police- 
men are  on  duty  during  the  entire  day.  At  night-time  the  standards  are  removed  and  a  pedestrian  who 
attempts  to  board  a  street  car  from  a  safety  zone  does  so  at  the  risk  of  his  life,  as  automobiles  dash  wildly 
through  the  safety  zone. 

The  "no  parking"  ordinance  and  the  attendant  "no  parking"  signs  are  a  huge  joke  and  on  streets  where 
parking  should  be  eliminated,  double  parking  seems  to  be  the  rule,  with  the  result  that  on  East  6th,  East  4th 
and  Vincent  streets,  traffic  becomes  completely  blocked  many  times  each  day. 

The  automobile  thief  continues  his  usual  business  operations  uncurbed  and  unrestrained,  with  the  result 
that  conference  insurance  companies  are  about  to  boost  the  rates  still  higher. 

Joy-riding  has  not  abated  even  2.75  per  cent,  since  they  quit  selling  it  legally  and  "step  on  her  Harry" 
is  the  battle-cry  of  the  wild  asses  of  the  asphalt  as  they  dash  madly  out  Lake  avenue  on  the  west  and  Car- 
negie avenue  on  the  east  in  the  quest  of  wine,  woman  and  song,  with  muffler  cut-outs  wide  open,  especially 
in  the  vicinity  of  hospitals. 

The  police  department  state  they  need  several  hundred  more  traffic  men,  but  we  note  that  uniformed 
officers  have  been  assigned  to  duty  at  the  banking  institutions  throughout  the  city  protecting  private  property. 

Isn't  it  just  as  important  to  protect  private  lives? 

There  are  some  things  that  are  more  important  than  building  bridges,  paving  streets,  erecting  public 
halls  and  boosting  tax  levies,  and  that  is  the  protecting  of  life  and  limb  of  our  citizens. 
Now  is  the  time  to  quit  talking  and  act. 

It's  up  to  you  Moses  Cleaveland — what  are  you  going  to  do  about  it?

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Motor  Thefts  Still  Increasing 

Actual  Figures  on  Thefts  and  Recoveries  and  the  Handling  of  Gases  in 

Municipal  and  County  Courts 

What  is  the  exact  situation  in  regard  to  automobile  theft  in  Cleveland?  The 
Cleveland  Automobile  club  instituted  a  thorough  and  searching  investigation. 
There  is  no  hearsay,  no  guessing  about  this  report.  It  deals  in  actual  figures  and 
actual  cases.  There  is  a  message  and  meaning  in  it  for  every  automobile  owner.  -

An  examination  of  the  Central  Police  Station 
records  reveals  the  fact  that  year  by  year  the  number 
of  automobile  thefts  in  Cleveland  is  constantly  in- 
creasing. 

The  statistics  of  the  past  three  years  are: 

1918.   2085  automobiles  stolen 

1815  automobiles  recovered, 

1919  2338  automobiles  stolen. 

1783  automobiles  recovered. 

1920  to  Sept.  17  1817  automobiles  stolen. 

1233  automobiles  recovered. 
Thus,  not  only  is  the  nvmiber  of  cars  stolen, 
increasing  from  year  to  year,  but,  despite  increased 
efforts  of  the  police,  the  number  of  cars  recovered 
is  diminishing. 

Of  1685  thefts  from  January  1st  to  September 
1st,  1920,  but  151  alleged  thieves  were  taken  by  the 
police.  Of  this  number,  only  112  w^ere  bound  over 
to  Common  Pleas  Court  to  await  indictment  by  the 
Grand  Jury.  In  other  words,  only  slightly  over  6^^ 
per  cent,  were  caught  with  sufficient  evidence 
against  them  to  justify  their  being  brought  before 
the  grand  jury,  a  surprisingly  low  figure. 

Up  to  the  present  time,  67  of  those  bound  over 
have  been  indicted  and  21  have  been  released  (no 
bill  returned).  Of  the  67  indicted,  ten  cases  were 
noUed.  In  other  words,  of  88  against  whom  there 
was  sufficient  evidence  at  the  Municipal  Court 
hearings  to  warrant  their  being  botmd  over  to  the 
Municipal  Court  Judges,  the  prosecutors  did  not 
succeed  in  having  31  indicted,  or  approximately 
35  per  cent. 

To  date,  thirty  of  the  67  indicted  have  been 
found  guilty.  Fifteen  of  these  have  been  sent  to 
the  Ohio  Penitentiary  or  to  the  Reformatory. 
With  these  sentences,  surely,  we  have  no  fault  to 
find.  The  remainder  of  the  sentences  range  from 
four  months  in  the  workhouse  down  to  fines  of 
$25.00  and  costs — surely  light  penalties  to  pay  for 
stealing  valuable  property. 

Who  is  responsible  for  this  state  of  affairs? 
The  game  seems  to  be  one  of  "passing  the  buck." 


Chief  of  Police  Smith  says:  "The  organization 
of  automobile  thieves  with  their  associates  in  other 
branches  of  crime  is  the  most  insolent  outfit  since 

the  organized  horse  thieves  It  is  going  to 

take  just  as  drastic  methods  to  put  them  out  of 

business  But  it  isn't  going  to  do  any  good  to 

bring  them  in  if  they  are  going  to  be  dismissed  or 
let  off  with  light  reformatory  sentences." 

Judge  'fhomas  Kennedy,  who,  with  Judge  Frank 
Phillips  was  on  the  criminal  bench  six  months 
during  the  past  year,  declared  the  courts,  in  view  of 
existing  laws,  were  virtually  helpless  to  give  sentences 
any  heavier  than  those  meted  out. 

"I  have  said  repeatedly,"  Judge  Kennedy  de- 
clared, "that  Ohio  has  gone  crazy  in  this  matter  of 
leniency  to  offenders.  We  can't  send  a  man  to  the 
penitentiary  till  he  is  31.  We  can't  give  anjrthing 
except  an  indeterminate  sentence  to  Mansfield. 

"Sometimes  I  have  received  letters  asking  for 
the  prisoner's  record  with  a  view  to  parole  before 
he  has  got  on  his  prison  clothes. 

"For  myself  and  for  Judge  PhiUips,  I  want  to  say 
that  we  have  made  a  conscientious  effort  to  punish 
offenders,  and  in  automobile  cases  I  have  not  given 
any  man  a  parole  or  discharge.  If  jviries  accept  false 
bills  of  sale  as  genuine  we  can't  help  it.  I  publicly 
reprimanded  one  jury  for  its  folly  within  the  last  year." 

To  my  mind,  the  matter  is  one  of  "teamwork," 
if  we  are  to  get  anywhere;  first,  stronger  efforts  on 
the  part  of  the  police;  second,  much  more  effective 
work  in  the  prosecutors  office;  third,  no  show  of 
leniency  on  the  part  of  the  judges,  and  fourth,  a 
diminution  in  the  number  of  paroles  granted,  are 
necessary  if  the  existing  evil  is  to  be  stamped  out.

Seven  Imprisoned  Under  Dyer  Law 

Judges  Westenhaver  and  Killits  in  U.  S.  Court  at  Cleveland 
Sentence  Automobile  Thieves 


In  the  United  States  Court  in  Cleveland  seven 
cases  have  already  been  tried  under  the  Dyer  law, 
and  seven  more  are  awaiting  trial.  The  Dyer  law  is 
considered  one  of  the  most  effective  weapons  against 
the  stealing  of  motor  cars,  inasmuch  as  it  provides 
penalty  under  Federal  judges  for  the  transporting 
of  a  stolen  car  from  one  state  to  another.  These 
cases  in  Cleveland  were  heard  before  Judges 
Westenhaver  and  Killits,  and  were  conducted  by 
Assistant  United  States  District  Attorneys  Joseph 
C.  Breitenstein  and  Harry  Eastman.  These  of- 
ficials give  credit  to  Special  Agent  Bliss  Morton,  of 
the  Department  of  Justice,  for  the  success  which  has 


attended  the  enforcement  of  the  law  in  the  Cleveland 
district. 

Following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  cases  handled 
at  Cleveland  since  the  Dyer  law  went  into  effect: 

Chas.  Levison  and  Wm.  Bezaski  stole  a 
Peerless  car  in  Cleveland  on  or  about  March 
26th  and  transported  same  to  Detroit. 
Sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  Iowa  State 
Reformatory,  Anamosa,  Iowa,  by  Judge 
Westenhaver. 

Lee  Keating,  alias  Wm.  Finley,  and 
Edward  Burke  stole  a  car  on  or  about 
December  7th,  1919,  in  Utica,  N.  Y.,  and 
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Assistant  U.  S.  Attorney  Joseph  C.  Breitenstein 


transported  same  to  Cleveland.  Sentenced 
to  four  years  in  Atlanta  Penitentiary  by 
Judge  Killits. 

Peter  Forthoffer  stole  a  Cadillac  car  on 
or  about  May  30th,  1920,  in  Cleveland  and 
transported  same  to  Covington,  Ky.  Sen- 
tenced to  three  years  in  Atlanta  Peniten- 
tiary by  Judge  Westenhaver. 

Harry  Logoy  and  George  Sutter  stole  a 
Chandler  roadster  on  or  about  April  14th, 
at  Akron,  Ohio,  and  transported  same  to 
Ambridge,  Pa.    Sentenced  to  three  years

in  Atlanta  Penitentiary  by  Judge  Westen- 
haver.

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Startling  Statistics 

The  figures  on  automobile  theft  presented  else- 
where in  this  issue  are  amazing.  We  find  the  niun- 
ber  of  cars  stolen  increased,  the  number  recovered 
decreased;  we  find  no  paroles  within  the  seven- 
month  period,  but  we  find  a  large  number  of  mild 
sentences. 

If  any  other  form  of  crime  showed  the  same  rate 
of  growth,  we  would  behold  all  the  uplifters,  social 
agencies  and  criminology  experts  trampling  each 
other dn  the  rush  to  stop  it.  But  the  continued  theft 
of  motor  cars,  involved  as  it  is  in  crimes  of  other 
descriptions,  apparently  is  too  prosaic  for  their 
attention.  Therefore  let  us  realize  that  this  question 
must  be  solved  from  our  own  ranks  as  automobile 
ovraers,  insisting  on  our  rights  and  making  that 
insistence  forcible  and  effective. 

Confronted  with  such  figures,  one  is  forced  to  the 
conclusion  that  nothing  is  to  be  gained  by  trying  to 
single  out  for  blame  any  single  agency  of  protection 
and  justice.  All  the  blame  does  not  rest  in  any 
particular  spot. 

But  it  is  time  for  all  concerned  in  the  protection 
of  property  and  the  administration  of  justice  to 
pitch  in  and  do  something.  There  is  room  for  added 
and  increased  activity  and  effectiveness  by  both 
police  authorities  and  the  courts.  It  is  time  for  action 
by  each  and  all. 

The  Demand  For  a  Change 

The  reasons  back  of  the  demand  by  the  Ohio 
State  Automobile  Association  for  a  new  highway 
policy  in  this  state  are  obvious  and  plain.  We  find 
today  that  millions  of  dollars  have  been  spent  over 
a  period  of  ten  or  more  years  and  we  have  no  con- 
nected system  of  through  highways  adequately 
maintained.  In  fact  there  is  not  one  single,  solitary 
road  crossing  the  state  improved  for  its  entire 
length.    We  find  also  that  for  the  past  ten  years 


Ohio's  highway  policy  has  emanated  largely  from  the 
Ohio  Good  Roads  Federation,  an  organization 
representing  the  road  material  and  machinery 
interests.  The  State  Automobile  Association  insists 
that  we  recognize  our  failure  to  date,  and  that  the 
state's  highway  policy  hereafter  be  in  the  interest 
of  the  man  who  pays  for  and  uses  the  road. 

The  Present  Question 

The  election  is  over,  the  world's  series  is  decided, 
business  is  re-approaching  normalcy;  and  the  ques- 
tion before  the  house  is:  Will  our  main  highways 
be  kept  open  for  travel  this  winter  or  will  snow  clog 
and  block  them  until  the  spring  season  of  repairs 
and  detours? 

New  Excuses 

Fvmds  have  been  voted  and  are  being  raised 
year  by  year;  conditions  regarding  materials  and 
labor  are  improving.  The  officials,  who  this  coming 
year  fail  to  improve  highways,  will  have  to  find  some 
new  alibis. 

Not  a  Dream 

The  load  against  the  road;  the  wheel  against 
the  tire;  the  fuel  against  the  engine;  these  are 
still  tmsettled  questions  in  the  motor  realm.  Some 
day  we  shall  have  a  clearing  house  of  automobile 
science.  When  it  is  realized,  'twill  be  even  pleas- 
anter  and  easier  to  drive  into  the  country  Sundays 
or  to  ship  five  tons  of  castings  to  the  seaboard. 

Wider  and  Higher

Prison  Congress  and  Newspapers  Find  the  Automobile  Is 
Corrupt  Influence  In  Moral  Life 


The  American  Prison  Congress,  in  session  at 
Columbus,  declares  that  automobiles  are  in  large 
measure  to  blame  for  an  increase  in  immorality 
throughout  the  country.  Several  metropolitan 
newspapers  have  thrown  spasms  recently  in  regard 
to  automobile  flirtations.  One  of  them  informs  the 
sophisticated  population  of  a  big  city: 

Use  of  the  automobile  is  of  tremendous 
importance  in  seduction  of  girls,  luring  of 
women  who  are  out  at  night,  and  general 
shattering  of  moral  ideas  the  past  generation 
adhered  to,  is  the  verdict  of  reform  workers, 
who  spend  much  of  their  time  tracing  lost 
girls. 

We  have  been  told  on  several  occasions  lately 
that  the  automobile  is  taking  the  place  of  the 
saloon,  and  this  discovery  by  the  social  workers 
seems  to  prove  it  in  a  new  phase. 

The  social  workers  deserve  a  lot  of  credit  for 
making  this  discovery.  It  might  with  some  degree 
of  truth  be  stated  that  automobiles  have  been  used 
for  such  questionable  purposes  for  some  20  years. 
Automobiles  have  been  in  use  about  that  length  of 
time. 

"We  are,  however,  reliably  informed  that  ten  years 
or  so  ago  it  was  a  simpler  matter  to  "lure"  a  female 
young  person  by  off"ering  a  ride  than  it  is  in  these 
days  of  more  general  ownership. 

In  fact,  if  the  matter  were  carefully  pursued  by  a 
survey  so  dear  to  the  heart  of  the  social  worker,  it 
might  be  discovered  that  girls  were  seduced  before 
automobiles  ever  came  into  being.  Literature  more 
or  less  old  seems  to  indicate  that  the  offense  were 
known  before  automobiles,  electric  lights,  tele- 
phones or  railroads  were  invented. 

A  social  worker  who  really  works — his  name  is 
Tom  Lewis  and  he's  been  probation  officer  of  Cleve- 
land's juvenile  court  for  more  than  a  decade— once 
told  the  writer  that  more  girls  were  ruined  in  their 
own  family's  front  parlor  than  in  all  the  grill  rooms, 
dance  halls  and  automobiles  in  the  world. 

Therefore,  if  laws  ought  to  be  passed  to  curb  the 
automobiles'  encroachments  on  virtue,  a  similar 
law  ought  to  be  enacted  to  prohibit  and  abolish 
front  parlors. 

It  has  been  contended  that  the  motor  car  brought 
about  great  changes  in  American  life,  including  as 
announced  "the  general  shattering  of  moral  ideas 


the  past  generation  adhered  to."  But  you  ought  to 
hear  the  old  boys  tell  about  the  horse-and-buggy 
days  I 

Maybe  the  older  generation  did  not  know  as 
much  about  motor  cars;  but  they  expounded  the 
belief  that  if  a  girl  set  out  to  be  ruined  no  lack  of 
motor  cars,  of  railroad  trains,  of  steam  yachts,  of 
apartment  houses,  of  telephones  or  of  other  "modem 
conveniences"  could  stop  her. 


Review  Highway  Patrol's  Work 

There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  talk  now  and  then 
and  again  of  establishing  the  patrol  system  of  high- 
way repairs  in  Ohio.  In  Franklin  county,  however, 
the  talk  crystallized  into  action  this  year  and  Frank- 
lin county  is  enjoying  the  fruits  of  a  real  patrol  system 
of  maintenance. 

The  Franklin  county  commissioners  authorized 
the  establishment  of  such  a  system  under  Surveyor 
Lattimer  and  the  plan  was  carried  out  this  year. 
Members  of  the  roads  committee  of  the  Columbus 
Automobile  club  recently  were  invited  to  inspect  the 
accomplishment  of  the  past  season  and  made  a  tour 
of  the  coimtry.  That  the  plan  did  all  that  was  claim- 
ed for  it  and  more  too  is  attested  by  the  committee's 
report,  which  follows : 

Twenty-five  miles  of  new  highway  construction, 
65  miles  of  roadway  completely  resurfaced  and  300 
miles  of  old  roads  repaired  under  a  road  patrol  sys- 
tem unequalled  in  any  other  county  of  the  state. 

Various  road  constructions  inspected  include 
the  McDonnellsville  Road,  where  surface  treatment 
is  being  applied; sections  of  the  National  Pike  through 
Reynoldsburg  showing  application  of  bituminous 
bound  macadam;  Reynoldsburg  and  New  Albany 
Road,  where  the  road  patrols  gave  examples  of  four 
different  kinds  of  road  repair  and  maintenance;  N. 
High  St.  contract  work,  which  is  now  completed, 
throwing  this  road  open  entirely  through  the  county; 
and  the  reconstruction  under  way  on  the  county 
highway  near  Hilliards.

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Traffic  Hearings  Begin 

Mayor's  Recommendations  on  Relief  of  Downtown  Congestion 
Forwarded  to  Special  Committee  of  Councilmen 


The  Cleveland  city  council  is  now  actively  con- 
sidering measures  for  the  relief  of  congestion  in  the 
downtown  district. 

Following  the  defeat  of  the  subway  proposal, 
Mayor  W.  S.  FitzGerald  expressed  realization  of  the 
need  for  immediate  steps  for  lessening  crowding  and 
expediting  the  movement  of  traffic.  Civic  organiza- 
tions— such  as  the  Automobile  club — which  have  been 
considering  the  question  were  canvassed  for  opinions. 

The  mayor,  in  turn,  considered  the  various  reco- 
mendations  offered  and  then  forwarded  to  council  a 
communication  suggesting  new  parking  regulations 
for  the  congested  district  The  mayor  asked  that 
this  outline  be  used  as  a  basis  and  that  the  organiza- 
tions be  called  into  further  consultation  by  council 
committee  in  pubUc  hearings  to  work  out  new  regula- 
tions to  the  best  possible  interest.  The  maj^or's 
program  follows : 

No  parking  of  vehicles  at  any  time  from  8 :00  a.  m. 
to  6 :00  p.  m.  on  the  following  streets :  r 

Public  Square. 

E.  4th  St.,  from  Euclid  ave.  to  Huron  rd. 

E.  6th  St.,  from  Euclid  ave.  to  Superior  ave. 

Vincent  ave. 

Frankfort  ave.,  from  W.  9th  st.  to  Public  Square. 
E.  12th  St.,  east  side,  from  Euclid  ave.  to  Superior 
ave. 

E.  13th  St.,  east  side,  from  Euclid  av.  to  Chestnut 
ave. 

E.  14th  St.,  from  Euclid  ave.  to  Prospect  ave. 

All  alleys  from  Public  Square  to  E  14th  st.,  be- 
tween Euclid  ave.  and  Prospect  ave. 

One-half  hour  parking  limit  from  8 :00  a.  m.  to  6 :00 
p.  m.  on  all  streets  in  a  congested  area  bounded  ap- 
proximately as  follows : 

Superior  Ave.  and  W.  3rd  st.  to  St.  Clair  ave., St. 
Clair  ave.  to  E.  12th  st.,E.  12th  st.  to  Chestnut  ave., 
Chestnut  ave.  to  E  13th  st.,  E  13th  st.  to  Euclid  ave., 
Euclid  ave.  to  E  14th  st.,  E  14th  st.  to  Prospect  ave.. 
Prospect  ave.  to  Ontario  st.,  Ontario  st.  to  Champlain 
ave.,  Champlain  ave.  to  W.  3rd  st.  and  returning 
down  W.  3rd  st.  to  Superior  ave. 

During  the  hours  of  8:00  a.  m.  to  9:30  a.  m.  and 
4:30  p.  m.  to  6:00  p.  m.  there  shall  be  no  parking  on 
Fairchild  and  Wilbur  aves. 

During  the  hours  7:30  a.  m.  to  9:30  a.  m.  there 
shall  be  no  parking  of  vehicles  of  any  kind  on  the 
north  side  of  Euclid  ave.  from  E.  22nd  st.  to  the 


Public  Square,  and  at  its  intersections  with  E  55th, 
E  79th  and  E  105th  sts.  It  is  on  this  side  of  the  street 
that  the  main  flow  of  traffic  runs  in  the  morning  hours. 
All  vehicles  wishing  to  take  on  or  let  oflf  passengers 
shall  either  turn  to  the  right  into  side  streets,  or  turn 
to  the  south  side  of  Euclid  ave.  Vehicles  shall 
travel  in  double  file  along  Euclid  ave. 

Between  the  hours  of  4:30  p.  m.  and  6:00  p.  m., 
there  shall  be  no  parking  of  vehicles  of  any  kind  on 
the  south  side  of  Euclid  ave.  from  the  Public  Square 
to  E  22nd  St.,  and  at  its  intersections  with  E  55th, 
E.  79th  and  E.  105th  sts.  It  is  on  this  side  of  Euclid 
ave.  that  the  main  flow  of  traffic  runs  in  the  evening. 
The  same  rules  shall  prevail  for  the  regulation  of 
traffic  as  above  outlined. 

Frankfort  ave.  and  all  bi-secting  alleys  and  streets 
between  Euclid  ave.  and  Prospect  ave.  from  the 
Public  Square  to  E.  14th  st.  shall  be  made  one-way 
thoroughfares. 

Further,  in  order  to  expedite  the  movement  of 
traffic  by  keeping  the  various  classes  of  vehicles 
separated,  I  would  recommend  reasonable  restric- 
tions of  loading  and  unloading  goods  in  the  congested 
districts. 

In  addition  to  this  legislation  I  recommend,  if 
if  practicable,  the  creation  of  a  special  municipad 
traffic  court  with  jurisdiction  over  all  cases  of  vio- 
lation of  traffic  regulations. 

If  action  of  this  nature  is  taken  by  the  council,  it 
will  necessarily  decrease  the  present  automobile 
parking  facilities. 

To  meet  this  condition,  I  suggest  that  council 
consider  use  of  the  city's  lake  front  property  for 
automobile  parking.  By  an  expenditure  of  a  com- 
paratively small  amount  of  money,  this  lake  front 
land  may  possibly  be  made  available  for  parking  un- 
til its  use  is  required  for  other  purposes. 

The  special  committee,  to  whom  the  matter  was 
referred,  is  composed  of  the  following: 

J.  R.  Zmunt,  chairman,  Charles  A.  Kadlecek, 
W.  E.  McNaughton,  Samuel  Michell,  Herman 
Finkle,  Perry  Caldwell  and  Adam  Damm. 

At  the  initial  meeting  of  the  committee,  October 
26,  President  C.  B.  Stannard  also  attended,  evincing 
the  interest  he  has  always  taken  in  street  and  traffic 
matters. 

At  the  opening  hearing,  Robert  Whitten,  advisory 
engineer  of  the  city  plan  commission,  explained  on  a 
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map  the  working  out  of  the  mayor's  suggestions,  and 
elucidated  details.  He  explained  that  the  reference 
to  making  all  intersecting  streets  and  alleys  running 
from  Euclid  to  Prospect  between  the  Square  and 
East  14th  streets  one  way  streets,  did  not  apply  to 
Fourth  and  Ninth,  but  only  to  the  narrow  alleys, 
such  as  those  at  East  2nd,  East  8th  and  East  12th. 

Representatives  of  the  Automobile  club,  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  Retail  Merchants  Board,  Real  Estate 
Board  and  Building  Owners  and  Managers  associa- 
tion gave  wholehearted  approval  to  the  mayor's 
suggestions.  Because  of  this  general  approval. 
Chairman  Zmunt  ordered  the  recommendations  em- 
bodied in  an  ordinance  to  be  drawn  by  the  city  law 
department  and  submitted  at  'a  subsequent  pubHc 
hearing. 

Prepare  for  Snow  Removal 

Cuyahoga  county  commissioners  have  purchased 
four  snow  plows  which  will  be  attached  to  trucks  for 
•  use  on  country  roads  the  coming  winter.  A  caterpillar 
tractor  also  will  be  used  for  clearing  roads  of  snow. 


Number  plates  for  1921  will  be  mailed  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Cleveland  Automobile  Club  whose 
applications  are  received  at  the  Club  previous  to 
December  1. 


Change  Devalon  Curve 

The  Fayette  County  Automobile  Club  is  taking 
measures  to  secure  the  elimination  of  the  bad  curve 
in  the  Devalon  Road  about  three  miles  fromWashing- 
ton.  The  matter  is  now  being  taken  up  with  the 
Fayette  county  commissioners  at  the  suggestion  of 
the  State  Highway  Commission. 

A.  R.  Taylor,  Howard  C.  Allen,  secretary  of  the 
Fayette  club  and  Frank  M.  Kennedy,  county 
surveyor,  equipped  with  drawings  covering  the  de- 
sired changes,  held  a  conference  with  Commissioner 
Taylor  at  which  he  stated  that  the  situation  is  the 
first  of  its  kind  to  come  up  in  his  department. 

The  commissioner  said  the  road  was  constructed 
by  Fayette  county  some  eight  or  nine  years  ago  and 
was  later  taken  over  by  the  state  and  is  now  under 
state  control. 

He  expressed  the  willingness  of  the  State  Highway 
department  to  co-operate  with  the  county  in  prelim- 
inary steps  and  the  expenses  of  the  change  and 
asked  the  Fayette  County  Automobile  Club  to  lay 
the  matter  before  the  County  Commissioners,  asking 
the  County  Engineer  to  prepare  an  estimate  of  the 
cost.  He  would  then  be  able,  he  explained,  to  ad- 
vertise for  a  hearing  in  the  county  seat  and  then, with 
the  approval  of  the  State  Highway  Board,  bids  could 
be  asked  for  the  work.

SECRETARIES  HOLD 
MEETING 

More  than  50  were  in  attendance  at  a  meeting 
of  secretaries  of  clubs  in  the  Ohio  State  Automobile 
Association  held  November  5  in  Columbus. 

Policies  of  individual  clubs  as  well  as  matters  for 
the  good  of  the  state  organization  were  discussed. 
Club  officials  who  had  made  a  particular  success  of 
some  branch  of  the  work  were  called  on  to  tell  how 
that  feature  was  conducted  and  there  were  excellent 
talks  on  questions  of  state-wide  and  general  interest. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  State  Presi- 
dent F.  F.  Bentley  of  Warren,  who  welcomed  the 
secretaries  on  behalf  of  the  State  Association. 
Secretary  Charles  C.  Janes  spoke  a  word  of  welcome 
on  behalf  of  Coltunbus  and  reviewing  the  condition 
of  the  organization  predicted  there  would  be  a  total 
of  50,000  members  within  a  few  months.  Fred  H. 
Caley  of  Cleveland,  told  how  President-elect  Warren 
G.  Harding  helped  to  organize  the  Marion  Automo- 
bile club  and  that  Governor-elect  Davis  had  been  a 
member  of  the  Cleveland  club  ever  since  he  owned  a 
•car.   From  this  he  branched  into  discussion  of  good 


road  policies  and  said  the  automobile  clubs  as  repre- 
senting the  owners  must  wield  a  greater  influence  in 
shaping  the  state's  program,  because  for  the  past  10 
years  it  had  been  dictated  by  the  Ohio  Good  Roads 
Federation,  representing  the  road  material  interests. 
He  told  of  further  attempts  by  the  material  and  con- 
struction interests  to  dictate  the  organization  and 
policies  of  the  incoming  legislature. 

Other  interesting  talks  concerning  various  phases 
of  club  operation  were  given  by  Miss  Clare  Smalls- 
reed,  Warren,  on  "Collection  and  Remittance  of 
Dues;"  William  Howe,  Hamilton,  on  "Membership 
Campaigns;"  M.  J.  McCormick,  Toledo,  on  "Club 
Publications;"  H.  A.  Townsley,  Akron,  on  "License 
Bureau  Systems;"  Howard  C.  Allen,  Washington 
C.  H.,  on  "Club  Activities;"  Carl  C.  Mueller, 
Columbus,  on  "Advisability  of  Monthly  Meetings 
for  Members,"  and  C.  D.  Saviers,  Coltmibus,  on  the 
need  for  automobile  owners  who  pay  the  tax  taking 
a  greater  part  in  the  shaping  of  highway  policies. 

Discussions  following  these  talks  were  partici- 
pated in  by  many  others  and  the  meeting  was  voted 
one  of  extreme  profit  to  the  secretaries  themselves 
and  to  the  clubs  as  a  whole.

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Southern  Routing 

Great  Increase  in  Number  of  Tourists  Making  Trip  from  Ohio 
to  Florida — Outline  of  Road  Conditions 


Touring  from  one  end  of  the  continent  to  the 
other  is  growing  each  year.  Every  winter  there  is  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  persons  driving  all  the 
way  to  Florida  or  even  to  California. 

The  transcontinental  tourist,  headed  for  the 
Pacific  coast,  is  still  scarce  enough  to  be  noteworthy, 
for  the  trip  is  far  from  an  easy  one.  It  is  well  within 
the  realms  of  possibility,  however,  but  should  not 
be  undertaken  lightly. 

The  Florida  trip  is  easier  because  there  is  a  bigger 
percentage  of  improved  roads.  But  there  is  suffici- 
ent unimproved  road  and  rough  going  to  make  the 
trip  far  from  monotonous.  No  section  of  the  coun- 
try has  shown  a  greater  good  roads  development 
than  the  south,  but  much  still  remains  to  be  done. 

The  Dixie  Highway  is  a  fine  trip  to  read  about, 
but  it  is  difficult  to  take.  It  is  a  trip  only  for  the 
hardiest — both  man  and  car.  There  is  not  only 
rough  road  but  some  stretches  that  are  actually 
dangerous.  The  preferred  route  is  by  way  of  Wheel- 
ing and  the  old  National  road  to  Washington  and 
then  south  along  the  Atlantic  seaboard.  The 
largest  proportion  of  improved  road  is  found  on 
that  route,  but  it  is  not  all  boulevard.  There  are 
swamps,  and  ferries,  and  the  person  starting  the 
trip  must  be  well  fortified  against  unexpected 
obstacles  of  nature. 

The  first  problem  of  the  Ohio  tourist  bound  for 
Florida  is  to  get  onto  one  of  the  main  highways 
toward  the  east,  the  National  Pike  via  Columbus, 
Zanesville  and  Wheeling  or  the  Lincoln  Highway  via 
Pittsburgh,  Gettysburg  and  Ridgeville. 

For  anyone  leaving  the  central  part  of  the  state 
the  National  Highway  is  very  accessible.  It  may 
be  reached  from  the  western  part  of  the  state  through 
Columbus,  but  from  the  northeastern  part  it  is 
best  to  go  from  Cleveland  to  Pittsburgh,  via  Youngs- 
tovra  and  Beaver  Falls. 

The  National  Highway  is  a  wonderful  road  over 
the  Allegheny  mountains.  Before  attempting  this 
the  tourist  should  see  that  the  brakes  on  his  car  are 
in  good  condition.  As  a  general  rule,  the  hills  are 
long  with  gradual  grades,  however,  there  are  several 
steep  ascents  and  descents  and  sharp  curves  that 
are  dangerous. 

The  more  important  towns  passed  through  be- 
tween Wheeling  and  Washington,  D.  C,  are  Wash- 


ington and  Uniontown,  Pa.,  Cumberland,  Hagers- 
town  and  Ridgeville,  Md. 

The  tourist  leaving  Washington,  D.  C,  for  the 
south  must  expect  to  encounter  all  kinds  of  roads, 
of  which  the  largest  per  cent,  are  sand-clay.  Sand- 
clay  as  the  name  would  imply  is  a  mixture  of  sand 
and  clay  which  makes  a  hard  surface  road  in  dry 
weather  and  will  absorb  a  great  deal  of  rain  before 
it  becomes  bad.  The  remainder  of  the  road  can  be 
divided  into  three  classes,  improved — which  is  mostly 
new — gravel,  and  clay. 

The  Atlantic  seaboard,  as  the  route  south  of 
Washington  is  called,  goes  through  Fredericksburg, 
Richmond,  and  Petersburg.  This  far  the  road,  with 
the  exception  of  eight  miles  which  will  be  bad  in  wet 
weather,  will  be  all  improved  or  a  good  gravel. 

There  are  two  routes  leaving  Petersburg.  The 
best  through  Dinwiddie  to  Lacrosse,  just  beyond  here 
is  Cannons  Ferry— the  only  one  encountered  on  the 
entire  trip,  and  it  may  be  avoided  by  going  through 
South  Hill  which  is  about  fifteen  miles  farther. 
From  here  there  is  a  good  gravel  and  sand-clay  road 
through  Henderson  to  Raleigh.  The  roads  continue 
good  through  Carey,  Moncure  and  Cameron  to 
Southern  Pines.  Here  it  is  possible  to  shorten  the 
trip  several  miles  and  avoid  Pinehurst  by  going 
directly  to  Aberdeen  then  to  Hoffman,  Rockingham 
and  Cheraw. 

Between  Cheraw  and  Camden  in  wet  weather 
the  roads  are  likely  to  be  bad  but  not  impassable. 

From  Camden  to  Colimibia  and  through  Bates- 
burg  and  Aiken  to  Augusta  there  are  just  fair  sand 
and  sand-clay  roads,  not  good  but  always  passable. 

Leaving  Augusta  towards  Macon  the  roads  are 
sand-clay  with  stretches  of  dirt  and  clay.  The  Ohio 
tourist  needs  no  further  explanation  of  clay. 

From  Macon  to  Valdosta  and  Lake  City,  Fla., 
there  is  a  good  sand-clay  road  with  nearly  twenty - 
five  miles  of  new  concrete.  From  Lake  City  nearly 
any  point  in  Florida  can  be  reached  over  good 
roads.

The  old  style  automoVjile  show  was  a  joy  week, 
a  hoop-la  afifair,  with  gayety  and  music  and  some 
taking  of  orders  for  delivery  of  cars.

Edward  E.  Peake  Talks  at  Big 
Pre-Show  Rally 

Edvvrard  E.  Peake,  Kansas  City,  president  of  the 
National  Associations  of  Automobile  Show  and 
Association  Managers,  was  the  principal  speaker  at 
the  annual  pre-show  rally  of  the  Cleveland  Automo- 
bile Manufacturers  and  Dealers  Association  held 
Thursday  evening,  November  4,  in  The  HoUenden 
ball  room. 

More  than  500  were  in 
attendence,  this  including 
salesmen  employed  by 
Cleveland  distributors  and 
scores  of  dealers  from  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  terri- 
tory. The  hundreds  pres- 
ent were  well  repaid  in  a 
splendidly  inspiring  talk 
on  trade  conditions,  and 
a  cabaret  program  of 
much  enjoyment.  Peake's 
subject  was  "The  Vital 
Dependencies  of  Indus- 
try." These  three  de- 
pendencies he  character- 
ized as  Men,  Money  and  Materials.  In  order  for  indus- 
try to  continue,  they  must  be  joined  by  transporta- 
tion, of  which  there  are  three  forms.  Rail,  Water  and 
Motor.  Peake  impressed  the  point  that  if  the  goverri- 
ment  were  justified  in  extending  help  to  rail  and 
water,  why  should  the  third — Motor — be  discrimi- 
nated against  in  the  matter  of  financing  and  credit. 
So  long  as  America  remains  an  industrial  nation,  so 
long  will  motor  transportation  be  needed,  Peake 
declared,  therefore  there  is  no  doubt  of  the  splendid 
future  awaiting  the  industry  which  creates  and  sells 
motor  transportation.  While  better  sales  might  not 
be  in  immediate  prospect  he  advised  dealers  to  put 
on  overalls  and  go  to  real  work  moving  used  cars  and 
clearing  the  way  for  transactions  in  new  ones. 

Peake's  address  was  greeted  by  a  real  and  sincere 
ovation.  President  R.  J.  Schmunk  presided,  and 
others  who  spoke  were  City  Law  Director  William 
B.  Woods,  Judge  Walter  D.  Meals,  Secretary  Fred 
H.  Caley  and  F.  E.  Stuyvesant.  Cabaret  features 
were  provided  by  Robertson's  orchestra,  Dorothy 
Maskell,  Mary  Lee  and  two  sets  of  glove  artists.

For  Better  Detours 

( Editorial  in  Columbus  Dispatch  ) 

Nothing  is  to  be  gained  by  complaining  of  detour 
conditions  attending  road  construction  work  through 
out  the  state  during  the  season  now  coming  to  a  close, 
but  it  is  not  too  early  to  urge  that  in  preparation  for 
the  1921  season  this  matter  be  given  more  serious 
consideration. 

The  experienced  engineer  realizes  that  planning 
of  new  work  does  not  consist  merely  in  running  lines 
and  establishing  grades.  He  requires  time  for  the 
study  of  soil  and  drainage  conditions  and  for  arriving 
at  an  estimate  of  the  volume  of  traffic  the  road  will 
attract.  This  preparatory  work  can  only  be  done 
properly  if  the  observations  extend  through  bad  wea- 
ther seasons  as  well  as  in  the  construction  period. 

But  the  greatest  annoyance  to  traffic  is  the  lack 
of  adequat«  detours.  There  have  been  detours  in 
Ohio  this  season  that  were  barely  passable  in  the  best 
of  weather,  and  extremely  dangerous  at  all  times. 
There  is  a  growing  insistence  that  adequate  provision 
be  made  for  the  division  of  traffic  around  obstructed 
roads,  and  that  the  detours  be  not  only  plainly  marked, 
but  properly  maintained.  If  it  is  possible  in  no  other 
way  the  engineer's  estimate  of  a  job  should  be  made 
to  include  the  maintenance  of  the  shortest  detour, 
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ECONOMY  of  operation  and  upkeep,  united  with  comfort,  style,  roominess  and  road-ability.

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The  Good  Roads  Graft 

Various  Forms  Used  by  Promoters  in  Collecting'  from  Automobile  Owners, 
Garages,  Manufacturers  and  Kindred  Interests 


NOT  all  the  trail  organizations  are  grafts,  neither  are  all  the  grafts  in  the  form 
of  trails.    But  there  have  been  large  quantities  of  money  collected  in  the 
name  of  some  trail  or  other  that  might  have  been  put  to  much  more  effective  use. 

The  subject  of  good  roads  is  so  dear  and  near  to  the  heart  of  every  motorist 
that  it  is  a  simple  matter  to  collect  funds  by  mentioning  that  cause.  In  fact 
the  ease  with  which  most  car  owners,  garage  men  and  others  concerned  in  the 
automobile  industry  pay  good  money  to  further  highway  development  has 
brought  a  horde  of  grafters  to  prey  on  the  unwary.  It  becomes  the  duty  of  auto- 
mobile clubs  to  warn  members  and  the  associated  interests  of  their  communities 
against  those  who  would  use  road  development  for  illegitimate  personal  gain. 


The  manner  in  which  some  of  these 
schemes  are  worked  out  is  proof  of  the 
modern  adage  to  the  effect  that  the  wiser 
they  are  the  harder  they  fall.  Ordinarily 
the  hotel  proprietor  is  a  pretty  smart 
individual.  Years  of  experience  with  check 
cashers,  bill  jumpers  and  others  who  live 
by  their  wits  have  made  him  wary  and 
shrewd,  and  yet  many  hotel  men  are  easy 
victims  of  good  roads  grafters,  and  some- 
times it  seems  that  the  bolder  the  graft 
the  surer  the  innkeeper  is  to  tumble. 
Hotels  are  naturally  in  favor  of  increasing 
and  developing  motor  travel.  The  avidity 
of  some  hotel  men  to  share  in  the  inun- 
dation of  touring  is  rivalled  only  by  their 
ignorance  of  the  basic  facts  regarding  its 
origin  and  trends.  Show  some  hotel  men  a 
map  with  lines  drawn  across  it  to  signify 
highways  and  they  will  give  you  carte 
blanche  on  the  safe.  But  around  the  corner 
there  may  exist  neglected,  so  far  as  they 
are  concerned,  an  automobile  club  that 
has  done  more  in  one  month  to  promote 
motor  travel  to  that  man's  town  than  all 
the  trails  that  were  ever  imagined  may  do 
in  an  eternity. 

What  Is  Trail  in  Ohio? 

The  trail  thing  in  Ohio  is  a  joke.  Ohio's 
highway  development  is  provided  under 
a  svstem  of  main  market  roads  and  inter- 


county  highways  established  by  act  of 
the  legislature.  If  we  create  trails  from 
now  until  doomsday,  it  will  not  alter  that 
course  of  development.  Now  all  of  us  know 
that  this  system  has  not  been  carried  out 
one  road  at  a  time,  such  as  a  trail,  but  in  a 
patchwork  arrangement.  This  causes 
constant  changes  in  routings  to  afford 
the  best  possible  connections.  For  in- 
stance, the  route  connecting  Youngstown 
and  Columbus  may  change  a  dozen  times 
during  the  summer,  or  almost  from  week 
to  week.  That  very  situation  was  pointed 
out  a  couple  of  years  ago  to  a  big  map 
house  of  national  reputation  that  had 
made  up  its  mind  to  publish  some  Ohio 
maps  showing  trails.  In  spite  of  having 
the  truth  of  the  situation  pointed  out  to 
them  they  went  ahead  and  mapped 
trails,  some  of  which  were  created  and 
named  especially  for  their  purpose.  One 
of  these,  a  very  beautiful  and  desirable 
route  on  paper,  was  practically  untravel- 
able  all  of  last  summer.  Can  you  imagine 
what  would  happen  to  a  poor  benighted 
motorist  trying  to  follow  that  trail? 

The  accompaniment  of  the  trail  creator 
is  marking  the  telegraph  poles  along  the 
route.  When  the  smooth-spoken  salesman 
shows  you  the  map  with  the  beautifully 
lithographed  trail,  he  informs  you  always 
that  all  the  poles  along  the  way  will  be 


marked  so  that  the  throngs  of  motori-sts 
headed  your  way  cannot  possibly  miss 
your  garage. 

If  the  telegraph  poles  along  Euclid 
Avenue,  Cleveland,  or  along  High  Street, 
Columbus,  were  marked  with  the  emblems 
of  all  the  trails  incorporating  that  thor- 
oughfare as  part  of  their  own,  said  poles 
would,  for  motley  refulgence,  make  a 
barber  pole  look  like  a  shrinking  violet. 

Victimizing  a  Town 

Some  of  these  trails  that  incorporate  in 
part  a  completed  and  heavily  traveled 
highway,  such  as  the  National  Road  or 
Ohio's  Main  Market  Road,  Number  6, 
wander  off  into  the  tall  and  uncut.  A 
promoter  will  gather  about  him  the  board 
of  trade,  hotel,  garage  and  confectionery 
interests  of  some  small  town  far  removed 
from  the  beaten  path.  It  is  a  simple 
matter  to  convince  them  they  ought  to 
divert  the  stream  of  motor  travel  to 
their  community.  So  they  establish  a  trail 
leading  thither.  This  trail  is  started  over 
some  well  established  route  and  then 
branches  off  through  the  dirt  by-ways  to 
the  town  in  question  and  they  call  it  the 
Fandango  trail,  or  name  it  after  some 
gallant  and  now  defenseless  general,  and 
publish  a  map  showing  a  fine,  red  line 
heading  straight  for  their  town.  AMiether 
any  motorist  ever  follows  the  trail,  or 
whether  anybody,  in  spite  of  mud  and 
detours,  ever  reaches  the  town  to  curse  it, 
is  of  small  moment  to  the  promoting 
grafter.  He  has  collected  his  and  gone  on 
to  tell  other  garage  men  and  other  boards 
of  trade  about  another  trail. 

In  other  cases,  the  trail's  course  is  more 
plastic.  Whether  the  map  shows  the 
Dufunny  highway  leading  to  your  town 
depends  merely  on  how  much  you  are 
willing  to  pay  the  highway  promoters  for 
the  privilege  of  having  the  line  run  through

Conventions  for  Revenue  ©nly 

There  are  innumerable  associations  with 
hifalutin  names  that  are  forever  soliciting 
contributions  from  automobile,  tire  or 
similar  concerns  or  which  sell  life  member- 
ships to  individuals  at  imposing  prices. 
Sometimes  these  organizations  hold  meet- 
ings. They  select  a  community  that  is 
industrially  and  commercially  interested  in 
highway  development.  Delegates  are  invi- 
ted, a  jjrogram  prepared,  an  impressive 
front  created,  and  the  collector  is  busy 
with  the  business  houses  which  may  be  int- 
erested. The  following  year,  or  whenever 
the  time  is  propitious,  some  other  business 
community  is  selected  to  fill  the  coffers. 

And  business  firms  and  business  men  go 
on  falling  for  these  prostitutes  of  the  good 
roads  cause,  which  if  they  ever  do  anything 
at  all  merely  trade  on  the  accomplishments 
of  those  organizations  and  those  forces 
which,  working  over  a  period  of  years, have 
builded  in  the  country  and  in  the  state  a 
real  good  roads  sentiment  that  is  today 
providing  real  results  in  the  improvement 
of  highways  and  the  increase  in  their  use. 

It  is  time  for  the  organizations  that 
year  in  and  year  out  have  nurtured,  cul- 
tivated and  realized  the  development  of 
highways,  to  speak  out  against  the  grafters 
and  to  offer  protection  against  them. 


ORDER  FEES  RETURNED 

Speed  Trap  Suits  Brought  By  Prosecu- 
tor of  Lucas  County 

As  a  result  of  the  work  against  speed 
traps  done  by  the  Toledo  Automobile  club, 
more  than  300  motorists  arrested  in  Lucas 
County  in  1919  will  be  refunded  the  fees 
which  they  paid.  Suit  was  brought  by 
Prosecuting  Attorney  Seney  on  behalf  of  the 
state  against  Sheriff  Mathias  and  for  fees 
found  illegally  collected  by  the  courts  of 
Mayor  Smith  of  Maumee  and  Justice  of  the 
Peace  Mor.se  of  Adams  Township.  It  was 
found  that  improper  charges  were  made  in 
about  350  speeding  cases.

Once  upon  a  time  inventive  genius  of  the 
world  was  bent  upon  perpetual  motion. 

The  gent  withthelonghairand  the  matted 
beard  who  would  have  appreciated  the 
price  of  a  lunch  was  on  the  verge  of  af- 
fluence through  his  .solution  of  the  problem 
of  perpetual  motion.  That  also  was_  the 
day  of  the  mechanic  who  was  steady  as  a 
clock  in  the  shop,  but  out  of  it  was  secretly 
working  nights  in  his  cellar  on  a  perpetual 
motion  machine.  Nowadays,  there  are 
still  a  lot  of  us  working  nights  in  the  cellar 
and  the  result  is  a  producer  of  motion  much 
nearer  perpetual  than  that  achieved  by 
years  of  painstaking  toil  of  the  would-be 
inventor. 

But  what  we  started  to  say  was  that  this 
inventive  mechanical  slant  is  now  venting 
itself  on  the  self-j)ropelled  vehicle.  In- 
stead of  being  concentrated  on  the  problem 
of  perpetual  motion — which  it  might  be 
said  in  passing  is  still  unsolved — it  is  now

disseminated  in  a  wide  variety  of  appli- 
ances for  taking  the  last  troublesome 
wrinkle  out  of  motoring. 

You  think,  perhaps,  that  there  are  some 
small  details  in  regard  to  the  operation  of  a 
motor  car  which  are  still  open  to  improve- 
ment. Not  so.  There  is  an  invention  for 
every  untoward,  unpleasant  feature,  from 
carrying  mud  onto  the  sedan's  carpet  to  the 
inopportune  puncture. 

It  took  cranks  to  start  the  automobile 
industry,  and  well — let  the  present  speak 
for  itself. 

Now  on  the  subject  of  punctures. 
Punctures,  you  know,  are  caused  by  sharp 
substances  picked  up  by  a  tire  and  which, 
penetrating  casing  and  tube,  permit  the 
supporting  air  to  escape  with  a  dolorous 
and  depressing  hiss.  Therefore,  suggest? 
one  inventive  genius,  why  not  pick  up  by 
means  of  a  magnet,  said  nails  and  sharp 
substances  ere  they  can  attach  themselves 
to  the  casing.  Suspend  a  magnet  by  a  rod 
from  the  end  of  a  fork  which  is  attached  to 
each  side  of  the  wheel  at  the  hub.  Each

wheel  has  this  equipment  which  moves 
with  the  wheel,  always  in  front  and  always 
on  the  job.  To  make  the  magnet  still  more 
effective,  wrap  some  electric  wire  around  it 
and  attach  the  ends  to  the  ignition  system. 
While  the  machine  is  moving  the  magnet  is 
electrified. 

There  are  some  phases  that  should  not  be 
overlooked  in  the  use  of  the  valuable  de- 
vice. Glass,  tin  or  other  non-magnetic 
substances  which  might  cause  a  puncture 
have  no  business  being  in  the  road.  The 
user  should  be  careful  also  not  to  drive 
much  faster  than  two  or  three  miles  an  hour 
or  the  magnet  may  skip  over  the  tacks 
without  picking  them  up. 

The  question  of  a  supply  of  pure  water 
for  radiator  or  storage  battery  also  has  been 
given  attention  by  the  great  American  in- 
ventive genius.  In  case  of  a  permanent 
top,  it  is  suggested  that  a  gutter  be  run 
around  the  outside  into  which  rain  water 
falling  on  the  roof  of  the  car  would  drain. 
This  could  then  by  a  spout  be  run  into  the 
radiator. 

The  difficulties  which  sometimes  attend 
turning  a  corner  on  two  wheels  have  been 
effectively  eliminated  by  utilization  of  the 
gyroscope  principle.  Some  genius  evidently 
objected  to  slowing  down  to  50  miles  or 
so  on  the  turns  and  put  his  originating

talents  busy  on  overcoming  tlie  law  of 
gravitation  or  centrifugal  force  or  speed 
limit,  or  whatever  the  expert  nomencla- 
ture may  be. 

So  there  was  thereupon  worked  out  a 
plan  for  mounting  a  gyroscope  or  two  on 
the  windshield  or  other  convenient  point. 
In  turning  a  corner  at  high  speed  this  would 
keep  the  car  righted  and  prevent  its  turn- 
ing over.  This  removes  the  last  objection 
to  maintaining  the  same  speed  when  round- 
ing corners,  even  in  the  heaviest  traffic. 

With  gjTOscope  mounted  as  this  inventor 
suggests  there  is  no  reason  why  a  child  of 
eight  years  could  not  drive  any  car  around 
any  corner  in  the  city  at  sixty  miles  an 
hour,  with  perfect  safety.

To  meet  the  braking  need  for  such  speed, 
there  is  also  a  device.  This  arrangement 
is  so  simple  that  it  can  be  constructed  at 
home.

width  of  till'  car.  f^ach  is  to  be  atta<-hed  in 
a  sort  of  i)iiiccrs  arraiiKcmeiit  in  the  center, 
and  held  iti  place  bv  a  clip  attached  to  ea<"'h 
spring,  across  the  front  of  the  car  but  be- 
tween the  wheels.  The  whole  ai)paratus 
is  carried  by  double  rods  from  the  pin- 
cers center  to  a  single  rod  whit;h  reaches  up 
through  the  foot-board  anrl  becomes  the 
special  emergency  brake  handle.  In  case  a 
sudden  stoj)  is  necessary,  the  flriver  im- 
mediately j)ulls  back  the  special  brake 
handle  which  oi)''iis  the  pincers  and  slioots 
the  bars  into  the  sp  )kes  of  the  front  wheels. 
That  would  stop  the  car  faster  than  any 
friction  brake.

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Where  Motorist  Can't  Find  Winter 

Fine  Hig-hways  Lead  Through  Gorg:eous  Scenery  in  Southern 
California  —  Strong-  Club  Helps  Automobilist 


THE  word  "winter"  does  not  mean  anytliing 
in  Southern  California.  Tlie  winter  season, 
and  the  months  of  ,  December,  January  and 
February  are  free  from  hail,  sleet,  slush  and  cold 
weather.  The  mountain- tops  are  tiie  only  places 
where  the  snow  falls,  and  in  the  mountain  val- 
leys perched  high  amid  the  ranges  Winter  is  a 
joke.  Orange  and  lemon  orchards  heavy  with 
fruit;  sunshine  and  flowers;  weather  conditions, 
a  mixture  of  Indian-siunmer  and  bright  fall 
days;  who  said  "winter"?  To  the  automobilist, 
motoring  in  Southern  California  dviring  the  so- 
called  winter  months  has  a  keen  fascinatio:.-,  as 
is  shown  by  the  steadily  increasing  numbers  of 
visitors  who  come  every  year.  And  when  you 
analyze  what  Southern  California  possesses  to 
bring  the  travelers  in  such  crowds,  it  resolves 
itself  into  three  factors,  the  scenery,  the  highways, 
and  the  Automobile  Club  of  Southern  California.

All  this  has  been  the 
result  of  the  expenditure  of  vast  sums  of  money  by 
the  State  of  California  and  of  the  various  counties 
in  the  Southern  portion  of  the  State.   ("Coupled  with 
this  was  the  work  of  the  Good  Roads  organizations 
and  enthusiasts,  of  which  the  Automobile  Club  of 
Southern  California  is  a  shining  example. 

All  of  these  highways  are  not  only  driven  ove 
by  hundreds  of  thousands  of  visitors,  but  they  are 
used  daily  by  many  thousands  of  resident  motorists. 
They  are  also  the  avenues  by  which  the  travel  from 
the  four  great  Trans-Continental  routes,  the  Lincoln 
Highway,  the  National  Old  Trails  Highway,  th(>

from  all  parts  of  the  United  States.  Hotels,  inns, 
mountain  resorts,  camping-places  and  garages  are 
found  everywhere  along  these  Southern  California 
highways,  and  motorists  have  no  trouble  in  finding 
accommodations  for  man  and  machine  in  any  one  of 
the  eleven  Southern  counties.

He  will  delif^lit  in  the  fact  that  he  ean  comfortably 
use  some  eovering  on  his  bed  at  nif»ht.  and  some  there  are 
who  still  insist  that  reading  is  made  easy  by  the  tropical 
moon.  Neither  will  he  be  disappointed  to  find  that  the  rains 
have  preceded  him,  and  will  not  come  again  in  any  volume 
till  he  has  gone. 

For  those  daring  drivers  who  succeed  in  breaking  througii 
the  barrier  of  bad  roads  in  South  (leorgia  and  North  Florida, 
there  are  tree-shaded  boulevards  of  asphalt  and  brick  that 
are  a  delight.  In  nuiking  this  trij)  the  motorist  shovdd 
travel  via  Madison,  thence  to  Live  Oak,  to  Lake  City,  to 
Gainesville,  to  Ocala  (home  of  the  marvelous  Sih  er  Springs) 
thence  to  Eustis.  From  this  scenic  town  with  its  asphalt 
roads,  the  driver  may  proceed  in  .some  sort  of  real  comfort  in 
a  number  of  directions.  There  are  magic 
si)()ts  to  be  reached  from  Evi.stis.  The 
Florida  State  Automobile  Association, 
headquarters  at  Orlando,  is  prej)ared  and 
willing  to  log  you  further  into  the  joys  of 
Southern  Florida. 

Whether  the  east  coast  or  the  vv'est,  or 
the  southern  peninsula,  you  may  be  pre- 
pared for  each  alligator  or  mosquito  you 
find;  to  be  greeted  by  ten  thousand  golden 
grape  fruit,  the  finest  silver  king  (Tarpon) 
fishing  in  all  the  world.  Good  Roads 
(and  some  not  .so  good),  fairy  towns  sur- 
rounded by  mirror  lakes  (more  good  fish-

ing),  bands  jjlaying  at  the  water's  edge, 
young  men  dancing  with  pretty  girls,  and 
night  birds  that  will  sing  you  to  sleep. 

The  trip  to  Florida  should  include  visits 
to  that  ancient  and  remembered  city,  St. 
Augustine,  and  to  .see  the  old  Fort  Marion, 
where  slave  driver  Turnbull  held  forth  in 
the  first  days.  Then  down  the  coast,  an 
easy  drive,  is  Daytona  with  its  rivers, 
bayous,  long  bridges  and  world-famed 
racing  beach.  Inland  from  Daytona 
twenty-three  miles  is  DeLand  and  her 
DeLeon  Springs.    From  DeLand  you  can 


run  4;5  miles  to  Orlando,  Florida's  great 
inland  city.  Better  remain  for  that  fairy 
pageant,  the  Orlando  Water  Carnival. 

Tampa,  "the  year  round  city"  has  her 
hand  extended  to  you.  She  affords  some 
novel  entertainment.  Her  "Gasparilla" 
opens  a  three-day  fair  that  has  always 
been  highly  succes.sful.  St  Peter.sl)urg, 
forty-five  miles  by  boulevard  from  Tampa, 
is  the  balmy  town  of  the  Pinellas  Pen- 
insula, and  will  always  be  crowded  in 
tourist  season.  Ft.  Myers,  farther  down  on 
the  west  coast,  is  a  gulf  town  de  luxe,  but  a 
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little  hard  to  reach  by  automobile.  Thomas  A.  Edison 
and  other  famous  Americans  managed  it,'  however, 
apd  no  doubt  you  will  also. 

On  the  east  coast  again  are  those  tropical  gems. 
West  Palm  Beach  and  Miami.  No  one  ever  comes  to 
Florida  until  they  go  there.  Nor  do  they  send  the 
visitor  away  disappointed.  It  may  cost  you  some- 
thing, but  you'll  surely  feel  that  it  is  money  well  spent. 

If  the  tourists  come  to  Florida,  just  let  them 
remember  that  there  will  be  a  scarcity  of  houses  and 
rooms,  and  even  tents.  So  take  a  little  advice  and 
secure  accommodations  in  advance.  The  Boards  of 
Trade  in  the  different  cities  are  listing  all  available 
houses  and  rooms.  ^

BECK  ENLARGES  BUREAU 

Will  Direct  Publication  of  Maps  and 
Road  Information  for  Cleveland  Club 

Raymond  Beck,  formerly  chief  of  the 
travel  and  transport  bureau  of  the  B.  F. 
Goodrich  Rubber  Co.,  has  taken  charge  of 
the  touring  department  of  the  Cleveland 
Automobile  Club.  Beck  has  come  to 
Cleveland  from  Akron  and  has  taken  up 
the  work  of  expanding  and  enlarging  the 
Cleveland  club's  information  department. 
Beck  is  one  of  the  pioneer  highway  author- 
ities of  the  country.  When  the  automobile 
first  came  into  use  he  was  engaged  in  the 
creation  of  road  maps  and  the  exploring  of 
routes.  Previous  to  his  establishment  of 
the  touring  bureau  of  the  B.  F.  Goodrich 
Co.,  Beck  was  doing  similar  work  for  The 
Automobile  Club  of  America  and  other 
publications. 

During  the  past  year  the  Cleveland 
Automobile  Club  served  more  than  25,000 
persons  with  touring  information,  but  it  is 
the  expectation  of  club  oflScials  that  travel 
by  motor  car,  will,  if  anything,  increase, 
and  it  is  to  bring  the  club's  information 
bureau  to  the  standard  to  meet  these  re- 
quirements that  Beck  has  been  engaged. 

While  the  Cleveland  Automobile  Club 
has  during  the  past  few  years  published 
several  maps  of  its  own,  it  is  expected  to 
go  into  this  work  on  a  much  broader  scale, 
publishing  maps  and  guide  books  intended 
especially  to  fit  the  need  of  the  local  motor- 
ists and  those  from  other  clubs  seeking 
local  information.  It  is  the  plan  of  club 
officials  that  when  this  is  carried  out  that 
the  Cleveland  club's  bureau  will  be  able  to 
route  a  motorist  to  any  part  of  the  country 
and  to  assist  him,  if  required,  in  travel  in 
other  lands. 
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Ohio  Good  Roads  Board 

The  Ohio  Good  Roads  Board,  of  the  Ohio  State  Auto- 
mobile Association,  will  be  organized  at  a  meeting  in 
Columbus,  December  17  and  18. 

The  meeting  will  be  completely  covered  in  the  next  issue  of 
The  Ohio  Motorist  as  these  dates  preclude  an  account 
in  this  number. 

The  organization  of  the  Good  Roads  Board  was  author- 
ized at  a  meeting  of  the  trustees  of  the  state  association  as 
the  medium  by  which  the  motorists  of  the  state  might  take  a 
greater  part  in  influencing  the  state's  highway  policy.  At 
every  state  association  gathering  since  the  last  state  con- 
vention, there  has  been  expressed  the  sentiment  that  if  Ohio 
is  ever  to  emerge  from  a  patchwork  of  roads  indifferently 
maintained,  that  the  entire  program  must  be  revamped. 
There  has  been  advocated  the  proposal  that  the  state  high- 
way department  be  given  control  of  maintenance  over  the 
main  market  .system,  instead  of  leaving  the  various  parts  of 
the  .system  divided  as  to  authority  among  the  state  depart- 
ment, county  commissioners  and  township  trustees.  Only 
by  such  centralization,  is  it  believed,  will  there  be  realized  a 
real  state-wide  system,  uniformly  and  adequately  main- 
tained. Under  such  a  plan,  the  state  central  authority 
would  be  held  responsible  for  maintenance,  with  power  to  go 
ahead  with  construction  as  rajjidly  as  practicable. 

For  the  purpose  of  analyzing  Ohio's  present  failure  to 
obtain  a  state  system  of  connected  thoroughfares  properly 
maintained,  and  to  prescribe  legislation  and  action  to  im- 
prove conditions,  the  Columbus  meeting  was  called. 

Each  club  was  urged  to  send  the  chairman  of  its  roads 
committee  and  the  coimty  surveyor.  State  officers,  trustees 
and  other  leaders  also  were  to  be  present.  State  Highway 
Commissioner  A.  R.  Taylor  was  to  be  one  of  the  principal 
speakers,  and  authorities  from  other  states  were  called  in  to 
help  in  discussing  the  Ohio  situation.  Among  the  dis- 
tinguished men  invited  are  George  C.  Diehl  of  Buffalo, 
chairman  of  the  roads  board  of  the  American  Automobile 
Association;  Harvey  C.Smith,  secretary  of  state;  Commis- 
sioner Baughman  of  the  highway  and  motor  vehicle  depart- 
ment of  Maryland,  and  the  highway  commissioners  of  New 
York,  Pennsylvania  and  Indiana. 

The  sessions  of  December  17  were  to  be  devoted  to  hear- 
ing discussions  on  the  Ohio  situation,  with  the  second  day 
for  organizing  the  new  Good  Roads  Board  and  the  formula- 
tion of  a  constructive  program. 


Secretaries  Meet  at  Louisville 

Automobile  club  secretaries  from  all  over  the  country  met 
at  Louisville,  Ky.,  November  29  and  30.  More  than  50 
clubs  were  represented,  including  practically  every  club  or 
state  association  of  consequence,  except  those  on  the  faraway 
Pacific  Coast.  Those  on  the  speaking  program  include  W. 
S.  Gilbreath  of  Detroit,  M.  E.  Noblet  of  Indianapolis,  J. 
Borton  Weeks  of  Philadelphia,  Eugene  Hogle  of  Philadel- 
phia, Charles  M.  Hayes  of  Chicago,  Hugo  Meyer  of  Chicago, 
Earnest  Reeves  of  St.  Louis,  H.  M.  Lucius  of  Baltimore, 
Albert  L.  Terstegge  and  Eugene  Stuart  of  Louisville,  M.  J. 
McCormick  of  Toledo,  and  A.  G.  Batchelder,  chairman  of  the 
executive  board  of  the  American  Automobile  Association. 
Ohio  secretaries  present,  who  also  had  places  on  the  pro- 
gram, were:  Charles  C.Janes,  state  secretary,  Columbus; 
Carl  C.  MuUer,  Columbus;  Raymond  Beck  and  Herbert 
Buckman,  Cleveland;  M.  J.  McCormick,  Toledo;  W.  H. 
Loller,  Youngstown,  and  Paul  E.  Ackerman,  Dayton. 

The  meeting  brought  about  greater  co-ordination  and  co- 
operation of  effort  in  combating  theft,  highway  improvement 
and  the  compilation  and  distribution  of  road  inJFormation. 
Anti-theft  legislation  was  urged  to  support  in  various  states 


the  Dyer  law  and  provide  better  checks  on  interchange  of 
cars.  The  secretaries  were  urged  to  support  the  Townsend 
bill  or  a  similar  measure  for  the  creation  of  a  federal  highway 
system  and  for  connecting  the  various  important  thopough- 
fares  in  acljacent  states.  Because  of  the  increase  in  touring, 
better  facilities  are  to  be  provided  for  the  collection  and  dis- 
tribution of  accurate  road  information.  Numerous  topics 
of  organization  and  club  management  also  were  discussed. 
The  Louisville  Automobile  C\uh  was  host  to  the  meeting. 


Traffic  Officers'  Committee 

The  executive  committee  of  the  national  association  of 
traffic  officers  met  in  CJeveland  to  complete  the  work  of 
drafting  a  traffic  code  which  might  serve  as  the  basis  of 
uniform  ordinances  in  the  different  cities. 

This  work  was  taken  up  originally  at  the  national  con- 
vention of  traffic  officers  held  in  San  Franscisco  last  August. 
The  draft  was  not  completed  and  the  work  was  turned  over 
to  the  executive  committee  and  a  drafting  committee  to 
meet  in  Cleveland,  November  10.  This  was  later  post- 
poned to  December  6.  The  sub-committee  on  preparing  the 
draft  held  a  three-days'  preliminary  session,  after  which  the 
draft  was  considered  by  the  executive  committee.  The 
executive  committee  spent  half  of  each  day's  session  hear- 
ing suggestions  from  various  interests,  and  the  latter  half  in 
considering  these  suggestions  and  their  relation  to  the  pro- 
po.sed  ordinance. 

The  report  of  the  committee's  work  was  not  completed  in 
time  to  be  incorporated  in  this  edition.

New  Parking  Ordinance 

Hearings  on  the  new  parking  ordinance,  initiated  in  the 
Cleveland  City  Council  by  Mayor  W.  S.  FitzGerald,  resolved 
themselves  into  discussions  of  the  traffic  ordinance  as  a 
whole,  and  it  is  probable  that  necessary  changes  may  be 
made  in  the  ordinance  as  a  whole.  The  committee  to  which 
the  ordinance  was  referred  held  two  public  hearings,  at 
which  the  various  organizations  and  interests  concerned  in 
the  ordinance  were  represented.  Among  the  principal 
changes  were  standardizing  on  one-half-hour  parking  limit 
throughout  the  downtown  district  and  all  the  way  out  Euclid 
avenue  from  the  Public  Square  to  University  circle.  Park- 
ing and  stopping  along  Euclid  avenue  is  to  be  eliminated 
during  the  rush  hours  of  the  morning  and  evening. 

The  ordinance,  with  the  changes  authorized  by  council's 
committee,  is  now  being  whipped  into  shape  by  the  city  law 
department,  and  public  hearings  will  again  be  held  when  the 
draft  is  completed. 


Big  Meeting  at  Mansfield 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Richland  County  Automobile 
Club  was  held  at  the  Elks  hall,  Mansfield,  December  1.  A 
splendid  speaking  program  was  given,  the  speakers  including 
Secretary  of  State  Harvey  C.  Smith  and  Charles  C.  Janes^ 
secretary  of  the  Ohio  State  Automobile  Association.  The 
meeting  was  a  most  enthusiastic  one  from  start  to  finish. 
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Abas  the  Alibi 

Special  tax  levies  for  the  financial  relief  of  cities  have 
been  approved  by  the  voters.  This  should  mark  a  turning 
point  in  governmental  administration. 

In  the  past  decade  we  have  heard  from  city  officials  of 
different  and  differing  administrations  the  excuse  of  lack 
of  funds  for  inability  to  effect  certain  improvements.  Un- 
doubtedly it  has  been  true,  the  Smith  tax  limitation  law 
placed  a  restrictive  burden  on  the  rapidly-growing  cities 
of  Ohio.  Whenever  there  were  streets  to  be  paved,  police 
forces  to  be  increased  or  garbage  to  be  collected  we  were 
met  with  the  cry  of  deficiency  of  revenues. 

This  condition  should  now  be  changed.  The  voters  have 
balloted  to  tax  themselves  to  raise  more  money  for  munic- 
ipal activities.  It  is  now  up  to  our  public  officials.  Let 
us  see  more  policemen,  let  us  see  better  streets,  let  us  see 
improvement  in  the  various  services  for  which  the  tax- 
payer looks  to  his  municipal  government.  The  day  of  the 
excuse  is  over. 


Street  Railways  and  Safety 

The  American  Electric  Railway  Association  in  con- 
vention at  Atlantic  City  voted  to  support  a  traffic  code 
intended  to  lessen  accidents  to  car  riders  and  pedestrians. 
Boarding  or  dismounting  from  a  moving  street  car  would 
be  made  an  illegal  act  and  pedestrians  would  not  be  per- 
mitted to  walk  in  a  street  except  at  designated  crossings. 

It  is  refreshing  to  find  the  street  railway  interests  con- 
cerning themselves  in  traffic  as  a  whole  rather  than  giving 
heed  only  to  further  their  own  matters.  If  the  street  rail- 
ways will  sincerely  join  efForts  with  other  forces  seeking 
general  betterment  of  traffic  conditions,  a  big  step  toward 
solution  will  be  taken. 

It  must  be  admitted  that  in  the  past  no  such  broad  view 
has  been  taken  by  them.  In  a  recent  Ohio  case,  a  passenger 
permitted  to  alight  elsewhere  than  at  a  regular  stop  was 
injured  by  a  passing  automobile.  The  street  railway  com- 
pany argued  in  court  it  had  a  right  to  permit  the  passenger 
to  dismount  anywhere  the  conductor  sees  fit. 

When  the  street  railway  interests  desire  to  perform  a 
really  big  act  for  the  promotion  of  safety  they  will  make 
near-side  stops  universal. 


Progress  of  Anti-Theft  Legislation 

One  of  the  hypothetical  objedions  entered  against  leg- 
islation j)ropo.sed  to  establish  a  continuous  and  dei)endable 
record  of  automobile  ownership  is  that  it  will  work  hard- 
shij)  on  the  owner  or  the  dealer. 

Naturally,  the  recjuirement  of  a  bill  of  sale,  county 
record  or  proof  of  title  will  call  for  some  amount  of  effort 
on  the  part  of  the  individual  automobilist  or  the  dealer 
througli  whom  transactions  are  made.  That  effort  will  be 
more  than  compensated  by  the  degree  of  protection 
afforded  by  the  instrument. 

Gradually  the  chain  of  anti-theft  legislation  is  being 
extended  and  strengthened. 

Ten  years  ago  there  was  no  legislation  in  Ohio  on  the 
subject  of  automobile  theft.  The  only  law  which  approached 
the  problem  was  the  general  statute  covering  larceny. 
This  did  not  include  what  has  come  to  be  known  as  joy- 
riding and  the  driving  away  of  cars  for  other  purposes 
than  stealing  it  to  keep  or  sell.  After  long  effort  before 
legislatures,  a  law  was  enacted  to  cover  driving  away  a 
car  without  permission  of  the  owner,  or  tampering  with  it. 
Penalties  were  not  severe  and  about  five  years  later  it  was 
made  possible  to  impose  uj)  to  15  years'  imprisonment  for 
stealing  an  automobile.  This  was  through  an  amendment 
to  the  old  hor.se-thief  law,  including  motor  cars  under  its 
prohibitions. 

As  an  aid  to  running  down  thefts  law  was  written  making 
it  illegal  to  deface  a  car's  serial  number  or  other  official 
mark  of  identification  or  to  have  in  one's  possession  a 
car  the  .serial  number  or  identification  mark  of  which  had 
been  changed  with  unlawful  intent. 

There  is  still  one  link  in  the  chain  which  should  be 
strengthened.  This  is  tracing  the  ownership  or  pedigree 
of  the  car.  The  offenses  are  defined  and  the  penalties  pro- 
vided. What  is  needed  now  is  legislation  to  help  reveal 
the  stolen  cars  and  to  assist  in  determining  and  running 
down  the  thief.  That  is  the  purpose  of  measures  which  will 
be  supported  before  the  next  (ieneral  Assembly  by  the 
Ohio  State  Automobile  Association,  intended  to  provide 
a  clinching  record  of  ownership. 

Similar  records,  similar  safeguards  are  provided  for  land 
and  property,  sometimes  of  less  value  in  dollars  than  is  a 
motor  car.  The  very  mobility  of  the  latter  makes  certif- 
icate of  title  all  the  more  necessary. 

The  benefits  to  be  brought  about  by  the  establishment 
of  a  title  system  will  commend  such  a  step  to  all  owners 
and  dealers  beyond  the  small  effort  required  to  assist  in 
the  protective  step.  Such  legislation  is  necessary  and  its 
enactment  is  expected.  It  should  prove  another  valuable 
link  in  the  series  of  defenses  against  theft,  which  defenses 
have  been  erected  through  the  efforts  of  automobile  clubs.

Enforcement  Slipper—  What  Law  Did  You  Break  Today  ? 


XT  O  W  that  the  political  campaign  is 
■'■  over  and  to  some  degree  forgotten, 
and  there  has  been  a  cessation  of  speeches 
from  front  porches  and  back  platforms,  I 
propose  to  make  a  speech  myself. 
Fellow  Citizens: 

What  this  country  needs  right  now  is 
enforcement  of  law.  Get  right  down  to 
brass  tacks,  throw  overboard  the  hifalutin 
and  the  euphemisms  of  the  uplifters,  throw 
the  mixed  metaphors  into  the  waste  basket, 
and  you  will  find  that  the  handiest  and 
most  effective  cure  for  the  largest  and  most 
oppressive  of  the  evils  that  beset  us,  is 
rigid  administering  of  the  legal  slipper. 
What  this  country  and  the  adjacent 
world  needs  is  an  old-fashioned  dose  of 
elbow  work  in  the  woodshed. 

We  have  been  hanging  around  the  corner 
with  a  lot  of  toughs,  learning  to  grin  at 
wrong-doing  and  slipping  over  a  few  vio- 
lations ourselves,  and  what  with  smoking 
and  drinking  and  trying  to  prove  what 
a  heluva  feller  we  are  and  how  the  cops 
are  afraid  of  our  gang,  we  have  come  to  the 
point  where  some  parent  should  take  us  by 
the  nape  of  the  neck  or  the  sunset  side 
of  our  pantaloons  and  apply  the  old  strap 
where  nature  intended  its  application.  We 
have  a  lot  of  laws  in  this  country  and 
every  daj'  more  people  pay  less  attention 
to  them. 

We  obey  the  traffic  regulations  when  the 
cop  is  looking  and  those  great  tenets  of  the 
moral  code  included  in  prohibition  are  so 
much  of  a  joke  that  it's  stale  in  vaudeville. 

While  you  and  I  and  other  law-abiding 
respectables  are  fracturing  the  minor 
codes,  there  is  an  explosion  costing  many 
lives  in  the  heart  of  our  greatest  city, 
babies  are  stolen,  citizens  and  officers  of 
the  law  are  murdered,  and  mysteries  go 
unsolved  and  the  criminals  unpunished. 

A  policeman  is  shot  for  stopping  and 
questioning  suspicious  characters,  other 
oflBcers  are  discharged  from  the  force  for 
participating  in  holdups  and  burglaries, 
and  still  other  officers  declare,  "what's  the 
use  of  making  arrests  when  the  judges 
turn  'em  loose.''" 

A  lawyer  steps  from  the  office  of  county 
prosecutor  with  this  declaration:  "We 
toil  in  the  moil  of  lawlessness.  If  we  gain 
convictions  the  public  is  indifferent.  If 
we  are  lax  and  the  offenders  escape,  the 
offenders  at  least  are  politically  grateful. 
It  takes  a  strong  stomach  to  work  in  the 
prosecuting  attorney's  office."

Thirty-six  sovereign  states  ratify  an 
amendment  to  the  organic  law  of  the 
nation  declaring  traffic  in  liquor  illegal, 
and  a  dozen  automobile  dealers  or  piano 
dealers  or  hardware  dealers  sit  down  to- 
gether and  discuss  whether  $120  a  case  is 
too  much  to  pay. 

A  delegation  of  farmers  descends  on 
Washington  and  asks  of  the  federal  Gov- 
ernment that  other  people's  money  in  the 
banks  of  the  nation  be  lent  to  the  farmers 
so  they  can  withhold  from  the  markets  the 
food  products  that  these  same  other  people 
must  buy  until  said  other  people  can  be 
made  to  pay  a  higher  price.

Your  neighbors  will  go  forth  into  the 
public  highway  and  openly  set  fire  to  a 
pile  of  leaves  in  the  street,  and  downtown 
professional  gamblers  announce  in  the 
newspapers  they  will  wager  stated  sums 
that  a  judge  with  the  reputation  for  lib- 
erality to  prisoners  will  get  the  biggest  vote 
election  day; 

These  things  happen  in  the  city.  .\nd 
out  in  the  rural  districts  the  mayor  of  a 
small  town  resigns  his  office  because  it 
would  be  unpoj)ular  if  he  enforced  the  law 
against  racetrack  gaml)ling.

There  is  an  axiom  or  aphorism  or  some- 
thing to  the  effect  that  it  is  impossible  to 
enforce  an  unpopular  law.

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Building  Modern  Type  of  Highway  Between  Akron  and  Cleveland 


A  heavy-duty  road,  18  feet  wide,  is  being 
laid  between  Akron  and  Cleveland  in- 
tended to  accommodate  the  vast  amount 
of  trucking  between  the  two  cities.  This 
is  expected  to  relieve  the  other  two  high- 
ways connecting  these  cities  of  the  bulk  of 
freight  traffic.  The  third  route  covers  the 
line  of  the  old  State  Road  via  Northfield. 

The  concrete  is  ten  inches  thick  at  the 
center,  sloped  at  the  edges  and  re-enforced 
by  quarter-inch  iron  mesh.  The  materials 
for  the  giant  mixers  are  carried  on  a  nar- 
row-gauge, gasoline-propelled  railroad. 
The  concrete  surface  is  laid  bv  an  auto- 


matic device  which  distributes  it  evenly  and  packs  it  down 
This  apparatus  hardens  the  concrete  slowly  and  evenly. 

Automobile  clubs  in  the  two  cities  have  worked  for 
years  to  bring  about  the  construction  of  a  modern,  re- 
enforced  highway  between  Akron  and  Cleveland.

EXAMINE  ALL  CARS 

New  York  Police  Make  Inspections  for 
Mechanical  Defects  in  Interest 
of  Safety 

A  wholesale  inspection  of  automobiles 
driven  through  the  streets  of  New  York,  as 
well  as  those  entering  the  city,  was  made 
by  the  police.  The  crusade,  as  announced 
by  Police  Commissioner  Enrightwas  under- 
taken for  the  purpose  of  lessening  auto- 
mobile accidents  through  the  discovery  of 
faulty  machines.  It  also  was  expected 
that  many  stolen  cars  would  be  found  and 
returned  to  their  owners. 

Every  car  was  held  up  to  see  that  it  was 
in  good  working  order  and  in  the  hands  of 
the  rightful  owner.  Complaints  in  regard 
to  stolen  automobiles  have  almost  reached 
the  stage  of  an  epidemic  recently,  accord- 
ing to  police  officials . 

Commissioner  Enright  and  Chief  In- 
spector Lahey  summoned  370  captains, 
inspectors  and  sergeants  to  police  head- 
quarters, where  the  plan  was  explained  to 
them  and  the  order  issued  to  use  every 


policeman  throughout  the  city  for  the  work. 
Drivers  of  cars  which  have  passed  inspec- 
tion received  a  card  to  paste  on  their  wind- 
shields so  the  inspection  would  not  be 
duplicated. 

Every  policeman  on  patrol  duty  was  in- 
structed to  stop  all  cars  and  look  them 
over,  noting  the  make,  engine,  number  of 
engine  and  car,  color  of  the  body,  seating 
capacity,  owner's  name,  driver's  name,  and 
a  few  other  details,  which  were  incorpo- 
rated in  a  report.  Where  only  minor  faults 
are  found  in  the  mechanism  the  patrolman 
only  took  the  name  of  the  owner  and 
number  of  the  car,  and  allowed  the  car  to 
proceed  on  its  way.  Later  he  reported  the 
defective  mechanism  to  headquarters,  and 
a  mechanic  was  sent  to  make  a  thorough  in- 
spection of  the  car  and  order  such  repairs 
as  he  thought  were  needed  in  the  interest 
of  public  safety.  Where  serious  defects 
were  found  the  driver  was  ordered  to  take 
the  car  to  a  garage  immediately. 

The  patrolman  examining  the  auto- 
mobile also  handed  to  the  chauffeur  a  book 
containing  the  motor  laws  and  the  traffic 


regulations  of  the  Police  Department. 
Across  the  cover  of  this  book  is  the  Biblical 
injunction,  "Thou  shalt  not  kill."  The 
book  also  contained  several  "dont's"  for 
the  guidance  of  automobile  drivers.  In- 
cluded among  them  are : 

"Remember  the  A  B  C  of  the  motorist — 
always  be  careful. 

"Slow  down  at  street  intersections. 

"Examine  your  brakes  and  steering  gear 
before  leaving  your  garage. 

"Chains  and  other  non-skid  devices  save 
accidents. 

"Parking  your  car  for  hours  means  a 
summons  and  the  loss  of  time  and  money. 

"Do  not  use  horns  or  sound  devices  that 
make  unnecessary  noise  and  annoy  sick  and 
nervous  people  and  horses. 

"Learn  the  hand  signals".

FAVORS  CENTRAL  CONTROL 

Highway  Commissioner  Taylor  Explains 
New  Program  to  Good  Roads 
Federation 

Tlie  proposal  that  the  state  highway  de- 
partment take  over  the  maintenance  and 
the  complete  supervision  of  the  main- 
market  road  system,  was  expounded  before 
committee  representatives  of  the  Ohio 
Good  Roads  Federation  by  State  Highway 
Commissioner  A.  R.  Taylor. 

This  proposal  was  outlined  in  the  Sep- 
temljer  issue  of  THE  OHIO  MOTORIST. 
In  an  interview  in  that  number  of  this 
magazine.  Commissioner  Taylor  advocated 
the  abolition  of  divided  authority  as  at 
present  constituted  and  which  leaves  the 
maintenance  of  the  system  to  different 
bodies,  such  as  the  state  highway  depart- 
ment, county  commissioners  and  township 
trustees. 

Commissioner  Taylor  advocated  before 
the  Good  Roads  Federation  meeting  that 
maintenance  be  lodged  in  the  state  high- 
way department,  with  the  department 
going  ahead  with  new  construction  as  rap- 
idly as  practicable.

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COUNTRY  GROWTH  HALTED 

"Back  to  the  Land"  a  Futile  Cry  Unless 
Rural  Life  is  Made  More  Agreeable

Economists,  sociologists,  governincnt 
officials,  of  high  degree  and  low,  students  of 
current  problems  of  many  kinds;  in  fact, 
the  whole  instructed  body  of  public  citizens 
in  this  country,  agree  that  one  of  America's 
greatest  needs  is  an  extensive  back-to-the- 
land  movement.  There  is  a  dearth  of 
workers  in  the  rural  districts  of  practically 
every  state.  There  is  especially  great  lack 
of  young  men  and  young  women  to  keep 
the  farms  going  at  their  full  capacity.  The 
cities  grow  too  fast,  in  proportion  to  the 
country. 

But  it  is  idle  to  preach  more  farming  un- 
less rural  life  can  be  made  more  attractive. 
The  lure  of  the  big  centers  of  i)oi)ulation  is 
too  strong  to  be  met  and  withstood  in  any 
other  way.  Country  homes  must  be  made 
more  popular.  It  is  not  enough  that  farm 
profits  should  be  reasonably  large. 

Security  is  one  of  the  conditions  and 
sources  of  happiness,  anywhere.  It  makes 
a  great  difference  whether  or  not  tho.se  who 
live  in  little  villages  or  on  isolated  farms 
can  count  upon  as  much  safety  from  moles- 
tation, in  the  peaceful  enjoyment  of  their 
quiet  homes  as  good  government  can  give 
them.  The  surer  their  consciousness  of 
security  the  more  they  will  be  inclined  to 
resist  all  temptations  to  move  into  any  city. 

How  imperative,  then,  is  the  need  of  en- 
couraging the  growth  of  rural  Ohio  by 
throwing  about  its  farm  homes  and  its  little 
towns  of  gardens,  shade  trees,  much  ncigh- 
borliness  and  good  health,  the  additional 
protection  which  a  competent  and  ad- 
equate state  police  force  could  furnish. 
The  investment  would  he  very  moderate. 
It  could  not  weigh  much  against  the  bene- 
ficial effects  which  might  be  counted  upon 
with  full  confidence. 

Many  things  which  country  people  see 
make  them  feel  that  they  do  not  get  fair 
play.  They  note  the  shortening  hours  of 
city  labor  and  the  growing  tendency  to 
slower  work  while  the  working  day  lasts. 
They  feel  that  the  prices  of  what  they  buy 
rise  farther  and  faster  than  the  market 
value  of  what  they  have  to  sell.  They  are 
constantly  reminded  of  city  luxuries  and 
city  spending,  on  a  great  scale,  for  amuse- 
ments and  display.  And  they  resent,  with 
good  reason,  the  indifference  to  their  rights 
which  is  often  manifested  by  city  people 
who  raid  their  orchards  and  their  gardens 
and  commit  many  depredations,  running 
all  the  way  from  thoughtless  disregard  of 
the  consequences  of  leaving  pasture  gates 
open  to  the  deliberate  and  wholesalfe  rob- 
bery of  fruit  trees,  melon  "patches"  and 
chicken  houses. 

It  is  high  time  to  do  something  worth 
while  in  the  direction  of  better  security  for 
farmers  and  their  families,  and  surer  pro- 
tection for  all  farm  property.    As  evidence 


of  their  desire  to  play  the  game  fairly,  the 
city  voters  of  Ohio  cannot  do  anything 
better  than  to  join  the  country  districts  in 
ha.stcning  the  creation  of  a  first-rate  system 
of  state  police. 

STREET  FUND  GROWS 

Appropriation  for  Maintenance  and  Re- 
pair Approaches  Million  Mark 

The  amount  of  money  which  Cleve- 
land's street  repair  fund  will  receive  from 
the  automobile  tax  will  exceed  the  earlier 
estimates  made  by  officials  of  the  Cleve- 
land Automobile  club. 

When  the  horsepower  tax  went  into 
effect,  it  was  estimated  that  the  city  of 
Cleveland's  share  would  amount  to  about 
$3.50,000.  This  is  under  the  provision 
that  half  of  all  fees  collected  are  returned  to 
the  taxing  district  in  which  they  originate 
for  the  exclusive  use  in  maintaining  streets 
and  roads. 

The  branch  license  bureau  operated  by 
the  Automobile  club  has  to  date  collected 
and  remitted  to  the  state  department 
$907,332.4.5.  The  expenses  of  administer- 
ing the  law,  including  the  operation  of  the 
state  department,  are  taken  from  the 
state's  portion  of  the  total  amount.  The 
amount  from  Cuyahoga  county  is  larger 
than  normal  becau.se  of  the  fact  that  licen- 
ses for  the  Cleveland  district  are  dis- 
tributed without  charge  by  the  Automobile 
club.  It  is  estimated  by  the  officials  of  the 
Cleveland  motor  organization,  that  80  per 
cent  of  the  fees  collected  here  originate  in 
the  city  of  Cleveland,  which  would  make 
the  city's  share  of  the  amount  collected, 
$386,932.07. 

This  is  to  be  used  for  the  maintenance 
and  repair  of  city  streets  as  a  supplemental 
fund  to  the  city's  usual  appropriation  of 
about  $400,000,  and  which  will  remain  in 
the  street  fund  due  to  approval  of  the 
higher  tax  rate  for  the  city. 

Under  a  suggestion  recently  carried  out 
by  Mayor  W.  S.  FitzGerald  emanating 
from  the  Automobile  club,  this  fund  will  be 
administered  under  the  city  engineering 
department.

Unless  Federal  action  is  taken  durinj;  the 
current  fiscal  year  concerning  Federal  aid  in 
road  building,  the  resulting  uncertainty  as 
to  the  future  of  this  work  will  seriously 
handicap  the  states  and  cause  the  entire 
road-building  program  to  suffer  a  serious 
setback,  according  to  Thomas  H.  Mac- 
Donald,  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Roads,  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.  In  discussing  the  need  of 
Federal  action  this  year  Mr.  MacDonald 
points  out  that  the  last  installments  of 
Federal  aid  funds,  namely,  $100,000,000, 
became  available  July  1,  1920. 

When  to  this  is  added  at  least  an  equal 
amount  of  State  funds,  as  required  by  law 
if  states  are  to  secure  Federal  aid,  funds

will  be  available  sufficient  to  carry  the  road 
construction  program  forward  for  the  cur- 
rent year.  But  Mr.  MacDonald  points 
out  that  the  states  should  know  at  least  a 
year  in  advance  what  ftmds  are  to  be  avail- 
able in  order  that  plans  can  be  made  for 
future  construction. 

"The  last  apportionment  of  Federal  funds 
to  aid  the  states  in  road  construction  under 
the  existing  Federal  Aid  .\ct  became  avail- 
able July  1,"  said  Mr.  MacDonald.  "This 
is  the  largest  apportionment  yet  certified 
under  the  Federal  Aid  Act,  amounting  to 
$100,000,000,  three-quarters  of  which  is 
derived  from  the  appropriation  of  1919  and 
$2.3.000,000  from  the  original  appropriation 
of  191(i.    A  deduction  of  $.'5,000,000,  or 

per  cent  of  the  funds,  will  be  made  to 
provide  for  the  expen.se  of  administering 
the  Federal  Aid  Act  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture.  The  balance  of  $97,000,000 
will  be  divided  among  the  states  in  propor- 
tion to  their  population,  area,  and  mileage 
of  post  roads.  The  allotments  to  the  several 
states  from  the  two  j)ortions  of  the  fund 
are  given  in  the  table  of  apportionment 
printed  below. 

"Under  the  law  the  states  are  required 
to  enter  into  formal  agreements  with  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  the  construc- 
tion upon  which  this  money  is  to  be  used 


before  July  1,  1922.  Any  money  which  is 
not  taken  up  before  that  time  will  be  re- 
apportioned among  all  the  states  in  the 
same  manner  in  which  the  original  ap- 
portionments are  made.  All  previous  ap- 
portionments have  been  taken  up  in  the 
time  allotted,  and  it  is  not  likely  that  the 
states  will  fail  to  absorb  this  last  appor- 
tionment. To  do  so,  however,  it  will  mean 
that  the  states  must  survey,  plan,  and  let 
contracts  for  at  least  $200,000,000  worth 
of  Federal  aid  road  construction  in  the 
next  two  years. 

"If  the  states  continue  to  pay  more  than 
.50  per  cent  of  the  cost,  as  they  have  in  the 
past,  the  cost  of  the  roads  constructed  with 
this  last  apportionment  may  reach  $2.'50,- 
000,000.  In  other  words,  it  will  be  neces- 
.sary  to  plan  for  construction  at  the  rate  of 
at  least  $100,000,000  and  probably  more, 
per  year.  Some  appreciation  of  what  that 
means  may  be  gleaned  from  the  fact  that 
in  191. 5  the  expenditure  for  all  roads  in  the 
United  States,  constructed  under  State 
supervision,  was  only  $80,000,000. 

"Since  191.5,  however,  State  highway 
departments  have  been  greatly  expanded, 
and  efficient  machinery  has  been  developed 
which  will  undoubtedly  be  able  to  handle 
the  greater  volume  of  work.  Ohio's  share 
of  the  last  installment  was  $2,779,68.5.11.
